Whereas,  the  sixth  General  Assembly  has  been 
called  by  the  Council  of  State  Governments,  to  be  held 
on  Sunday,  Monday,  and  Tuesday,  January  24  to  26, 
1943,  inclusive,  at  the  Emerson  Hotel,  Baltimore,  Md., 
to  discuss  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  the  States'  part 
therein,  and  ways  and  means  to  more  effectively  co- 
ordinate all  of  our  activities  for  our  common  job;  and 

Whereas,   it  is  apparent  that  substantial  benefits 
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would  result  from  closer  contacts  between  the  Legis- 
lative and  Administrative  Divisions  of  the  various  state 
governments,  and  that  many  governmental  difficulties 
are  aggravated  by  the  absence  of  adequate  facilities 
for  conference  between  these  bodies;  and 

Whereas,  the  present  economic  emergency  creates 
an  imperative  necessity  now  emphasized  by  the  pro- 
gram of  economic  security  for  joint  council  and  con- 
certed action;  and 

Whereas,  the  times  and  the  situation  in  which  we 
find  ourselves  combine  to  make  this  the  most  impor- 
tant meeting  that  the  Council  of  State  Governments 
has  ever  had — a  meeting  which  should  lay  the  ground- 
work for  an  all-out  war  program  on  the  part  of  the 
States  in  1943;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  believed  that  the  moment  has  now 
arrived  for  establishing  adequate  means  for  communi- 
cation and  conference  between  the  states  and  the  fed- 
eral government ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Senate  of  this  State  is  invited  to  send 
as  its  delegates  to  this  conference  a  delegation  of  its 
members,  to  be  chosen  in  such  manner  as  this  body 
may  determine,  therefore 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  hereby  authorizes  and  instructs  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Interstate  Cooperation  to  act  as  a  dele- 
gation to  the  Interstate  Assembly,  which  convenes  in 
Baltimore,  Md.,  on  January  24  to  26,  1943.  Such  dele- 
gation shall  be  without  power  to  commit  the  Senate  to 
action;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  said  delegation 
shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  reimbursement  for  its 
reasonable  expenses  upon  presentation  of  the  proper 
statement  of  such  expenses;  and 
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Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  immediately  advise  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  conference  in  care  of  the  Council  of  State 
Governments,  1313  East  Sixtieth  Street,  Chicago,  Illi- 
nois, of  the  appointment  of  such  delegation. 

The  President's  Message  to  the  Senate 

Now  that  you  have  conferred  upon  me  the  honor  of 
being  your  President,  I  pledge  myself  to  the  responsi- 
bility. 

I  have  a  few  suggestions  to  offer  in  the  belief  that 
they  will  be  both  helpful  and  beneficial  and  with  the 
thought  that  they  will  tend  to  a  short  and  efficient 
session.  The  twenty-seven  standing  committees  of  the 
Senate  are  established  to  function  not  only  for  the 
interests  of  the  several  State  Departments  and  Institu- 
tions, but  for  the  citizens  of  our  state  and  the  agents 
of  the  Senate  itself. 

I  believe  that  it  would  be  to  the  distinct  advantage 
of  the  several  committees  to  invite  the  heads  of  the 
appropriate  departments  and  institutions  to  appear 
early  in  the  session  before  the  committees  and  explain 
their  necessary  functions  and  duties. 

In  my  opinion  this  will  create  a  better  understanding 
of  the  duties  of  committees  and  the  problems  facing 
them.  My  desire  to  so  arrange  the  membership  of  the 
three  most  active  committees  so  that  there  would  be 
no  conflict  as  to  membership,  was  made  possible 
through  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  personnel  of 
these  committees.  I  feel  that  this  arrangement  will  be 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  Senators  themselves,  espe- 
cially as  we  get  into  the  busiest  days  of  the  session. 
I  have  the  greatest  respect  for  each  and  every  senator 
here  assembled  and  I  sincerely  believe  that  each  of  us 
will  act  courageously  as  fair-minded  men  and  will  do 
our  utmost  to  hold  the  esteem  of  those  whom  we  serve. 
I  take  pleasure  in  telling  you  that  I  believe  myself  to 
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be  exactly  one  twenty-fourth  part  of  this  body  and  I 
hope  and  pray  that  I  shall  never  do  anything  to  the 
displeasure  of  any  of  you.  It  will  be  my  desire  not  to 
do  anything  in  an  arbitrary  or  dictatorial  manner. 

May  I  suggest  that  all  bills  and  resolutions  be  intro- 
duced at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  that  all  commit- 
tee hearings  be  advertised  well  in  advance  and  that  all 
members  of  committees  be  punctual  in  attendance, 
thus  promoting  complete,  thorough  and  fair  considera- 
tion of  all  matters  and  permitting  rapid  filing  of  reports 
upon  pending  subjects.  The  importance  of  fihng  com- 
mittee reports  promptly  cannot  be  over-emphasized  be- 
cause it  is  by  action  on  these  reports  that  the  Senate 
completes  the  major  portion  of  its  business. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  single  word  that  will  mean 
more  to  this  body  than  the  word  "cooperation."  Hence- 
forth my  time  will  be  your  time  and  my  every  effort 
will  be  to  serve  you  for  the  best  interests  of  our 
beloved  State.

Dear  Sir : 

A  program  for  the  salvage  of  discarded  and  unused 
keys,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  paper  industry,  has 
not  materialized  as  expected  and  has  resulted  in  un- 
moved collections  of  old  keys  in  most  of  our  cities  and 
towns. 

Because  of  the  necessity  of  sorting  for  processing, 
difficulties  exist  in  the  local  disposal  of  these  collec- 
tions. 

If  these  local  collections  are  accumulated  at  some 
central  point,  it  will  then  be  possible  for  this  Division 
of  the  Council  of  Defense  to  direct  them  into  war  pro- 
duction. 

We  believe  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
would  welcome  the  opportunity  of  making  this  possible 
by  bringing  to  the  State  House,  when  attending  the 
sessions  each  week,  a  small  quantity  of  the  dormant 
key  collections  in  their  community. 

In  the  event  of  the  acceptance  of  this  suggestion,  we 
will  instruct  local  salvage  committees,  schools  and 
other  groups  who  have  key  collections  to  place  them 
in  small  boxes  of  three  or  four  pounds  each,  securely 
tied,  and  to  bring  them  to  the  homes  of  their  Senators 
and  Representatives. 

The  maintenance  personnel  of  the  State  House  has 
agreed  to  place  proper  receptacles  in  the  elevators  to 
receive  the  keys  so  brought. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  within  nine  or  ten  weeks  the 
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members  of  the  Legislature  will  have  brought  to  Con- 
cord in  this  manner  five  or  six  tons  of  old  keys,  half 
of  which  will  be  made  of  iron  that  will  supply  enough 
scrap  to  produce  over  10,000  hand  grenades.

Whereobs,  these  issues,  now  on  trial,  have  caused  the 
American  people  to  reexamine  the  basic  concepts  of 
our  form  of  government  to  reaffirm  their  loyalty  and 
devotion  to  our  Federal  type  as  established  by  our

Whereas,  the  Federal  form  of  government  was 
created  to  insure  a  positive  division  of  powers,  con- 
ferring upon  the  national  specified  enumerated  powers 
and  reserving  to  the  states  all  others,  and 

Whereas,  under  this  form  we  have  enjoyed  un- 
excelled progress,  the  full  realization  of  life,  liberty 
and  pursuit  of  happiness  and  the  enviable  position  of 
being  the  peer  of  all  nations,  and

He  very  kindly  suggested  that,  in- 
stead of  accepting  the  dinner,  he  would  like  to  give 
the  price  of  the  dinner  or  $2.00  to  the  American  Red 
Cross  Chapter  of  Concord,  providing  the  President 
of  the  Senate  would  do  the  same  thing,  to  which  he 
did  agree.  There  being  seven  or  eight  Senators  who 
were  delinquent  and  did  not  bring  in  any  keys,  the 
President  of  the  Senate  suggested  that  it  would  be 
satisfactory  to  him  for  these  Senators  to  pay  to  the 
Concord  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  the  price 
of  the  dinner.

1.  Discontinuance  of  Highways.  Amend  section  1 
of  chapter  95  of  the  Reviseed  Laws  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "discontinued"  in  the  sixth  line  the  words,  or 
discontinued,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows :  1.  Procedure.  Highways  in  a  town  may 
be  discontinued,  or  discontinued  as  open  highways  and 
made  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  by  vote  of  the  town. 
If  they  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town  they  may 
be  discontinued  upon  petition  to  the  superior  court  and 
like  proceedings  thereon  as  in  laying  out  highways.

liability  for  damages  incurred  in  the  use  thereof. 

2.  Property  Owners.  Amend  chapter  95  of  the 
Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after  section  1  the  follow- 
ing new  section :    1-a.  Right  of  Access.   In  the  case  of 
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highways  hereafter  discontinued,  or  discontinued  as 
open  highways  and  made  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  by 
vote  of  the  town,  no  vote  of  such  town  shall  in  any  case 
release  the  easement  of  the  public  to  the  extent  of  de- 
priving an  owner  of  property  from  using  the  same  to 
gain  access  to  his  property,  if  other  access  thereto  is 
not  available,  unless  such  owner  shall  execute  in  writ- 
ing a  release  of  such  right,  such  release  to  be  filed  in 
the  ofRce  of  the  town  clerk.

ALDEGE  A.  NOEL, 
For  the  Committee. 
Special  Order 

Senator  Noel  called  for  the  special  order,  it  being 
Senate  Bill  No.  41,  An  act  relative  to  appeals  from  the 
Public  Service  Commission. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  report  of  the  minority,  ought  to  pass,  be 
substituted  for  that  of  the  majority,  inexpedient  to 
legislate  ? 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Lamy  spoke  in  favor  of  the  substitution. 

Senator  Noel  spoke  in  favor  of  the  substitution  as 
follows : 
Mr.  President: 

My  one,  primary  reason,  for  this  bill  is  to  try  and 
help  the  consumer,  the  average  man,  like  ourselves. 
The  average  man,  who  has  no  means  of  appealing  a 
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case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  must  rest  his  case  with 
the  Public  Service  Commission  and  their  decision,  up- 
on findings  of  facts,  should  be  final,  if  such  findings 
are  not  arbitrary  or  without  reason.  Even  in  such 
cases  the  utilities  have  grounds  of  appeal,  (read  Keni- 
son).  On  question  of  law,  all  final  appeals  should  be 
made  to  our  Supreme  Court,  for  that  is  just  as  it 
should  be.  But  upon  findings  of  facts,  as  our  law  now 
stands,  the  Supreme  Court  has  given  little,  if  any, 
weight  to  the  findings  of  an  expert  body  and  upon  the 
decision  handed  out  in  the  so-called  Hampton  Water 
Case,  the  Supreme  Court  itself  (Smith's)  stated  that 
more  weight  should  be  given  to  findings  of  facts,  the 
law,  as  they  construe  it,  should  be  changed  and 
suggested  that  it  be  done  by  the  legislature.  The 
Public  Service  Commission  would  have  been  negligent, 
after  such  a  suggestion,  had  they  not  presented  a  bill 
to  correct  this. 

I  hope,  Mr,  President,  that  the  Senators  have  not 
conclusively  made  up  their  mind  on  this  bill.  Until 
you've  heard  some  facts,  and  that  on  the  evidence, 
that  you  have  now,  make  up  your  own  mind. 

One  week  before  our  final  executive  hearing,  it 
looked  very  much  as  if  this  bill  was  coming  in  with  a 
majority  report:  Ought  to  pass,  what  changed  the 
opinions  of  some,  on  what  they  heard  then,  is  un- 
important, but  on  the  evidence  that  they  hear  now,  I 
hope  that  they  will  vote  after  their  own  convictions. 

In  seeking  a  sound  position  on  this  bill  I  have 
listened  to  the  arguments  for  and  against  as  presented 
to  our  committee,  and  have  carefully  read  the  type- 
written report  of  the  presentation  by  both  sides  before 
the  legislature  of  1941.  Casting  aside  the  nice  legal 
arguments  which  T  do  not  understand — and  which,  I 
venture  to  say,  none  of  us  do,  as  we  are  all  without 
legal  training — I  have  tried  to  discover  what  this  bill 
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is  all  about  and  what  its  supporters  seek  by  its  en- 
actment. 

It  is  agreed  by  all  parties  to  this  controversy,  that 
the  legislature  has  jurisdiction  over  railroads  and 
public  utilities:  that  it  can  regulate  their  activities; 
that  it  is  not  in  continuous  session  to  do  so;  that  it 
can  delegate  these  powers  and  has  so  done  to  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  which  it  created  by 
statute  in  1911;  and  that  it  can  extend  or  limit  the 
powers  of  this  commission  as  set  up  in  the  law  creat- 
ing it. 

The  supporters  of  the  bill  claim  that  the  creating 
law  of  1911,  was  a  copy  of  one  enacted  by  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  some  years  before ;  that  in  passing  upon  the 
findings  of  fact  made  by  the  Commission  the  Wiscon- 
sin Courts  have  ruled  them  to  be  final,  and  not  to  be 
disturbed,  if  based  upon  substantial  evidence.  That 
the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire  has  ruled,  that 
the  commission  has  not  the  standing  of  an  ordinary 
jury;  that  the  court  has  advised  it  to  come  to  the 
legislature  as  the  only  body  that  can  give  it  the  stand- 
ing of  a  jury.  This  bill  now  before  us  is  a  copy  of 
the  Federal  Communication  Act,  and  is  presented  to 
dissolve  the  conflict  arising  between  decisions  on  the 
same  subject  in  two  different  State  Courts;  that  it 
does  not  take  away  the  right  of  appeal  from  the  find- 
ings of  the  Commission ;  that  it  gives  greater  value  to 
the  findings  of  fact  by  the  Commission;  and  that,  in 
accord  with  the  Supreme  Court  suggestion,  it  asks  the 
legislature  to  give  to  the  Commission  what  the  legis- 
lature itself  would  have  if  that  body  itself  were  to 
regulate. 

In  Massachusetts  as  I  understand  it,  is  a  law  similar 
to  what  is  proposed  in  this  bill,  I  am  also  informed 
that  this  is  the  situation  in  all  states  which  have  Public 
Service  Commissions. 
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The  main  question,  as  I  see  it,  is,  shall  the  legis- 
lature grant  to  its  designated  representative,  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  such  powers  as  it  could 
exercise  itself,  powers  which  the  Supreme  Court  has 
said,  in  its  opinion,  have  not  been  delegated  by  the 
Act  of  1911  but  may  be  by  an  act  of  the  legislature. 
Further  shall  it  continue  the  practice  of  deciding 
question  on  appeal,  on  evidence  heard  only  by  the 
Supreme  Court.  I  am  not  going  into  the  many  and 
inclusive  safeguards  with  which  the  legislature  has 
surrounded  the  Public  Service  Commission,  safeguards 
designed  to  provide  against  direct  or  indirect  influence 
by,  or  on,  its  members,  and  greater  in  scope  than  those 
of  any  department  in  the  executive,  judicial,  or  legis- 
lative branches  of  our  state  government. 

This  commission  has  been  in  existence  for  more 
than  thirty  years.  It  has  gradually  developed  a  staff 
of  scientific  men,  whose  duties  bring  them  in  constant 
touch  with  railroads  and  public  utilities,  and  who  are 
expertly  capable  of  passing  on  facts  relating  to  their 
regulation. 

Shall  we,  as  legislators,  refuse  to  grant  to  the  find- 
ings of  facts  by  this  expert  board,  less  value  than  that 
accorded  to  ordinary  juries  composed  of  men  with  no 
training  on  the  matters  before  them?  Shall  we  re- 
fuse, and  thus  say  that  the  findings  of  this  trained 
Commission  shall  in  every  respect  be  subject  to  re- 
versal by  a  body  untrained  in  the  same  particular? 

As  practical  men,  Mr.  President,  to  whom  would  we 
refer  the  question  of  the  value  of  a  piece  of  real  estate 
in  our  town,  to  five  realtors  or  to  five  lawyers?  To 
whom  would  we  refer  a  question  of  law,  to  five 
lawyers  or  five  doctors? 

In  our  daily  business  life,  we  consult  experts  on 
matters  that  are  within  their  knowledge,  and  follow 
their  advice  as  given.     Why  not  act  in  like  manner  in 
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this  case,  and  give  the  Commission  what  it  feels  is 
needed,  to  fully  and  properly  perform  the  duties  en- 
trusted to  it? 

The  passage  of  this  bill  means  that  we,  as  legis- 
lators, grant,  to  the  findings  of  this  expert  board,  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  the  same  finality  that  we, 
as  businessmen,  grant  to  the  findings  of  experts  to 
whom  we  have  gone  for  assistance  and  advice.  Un- 
less we  have  confidence  that  this  commission  will  rep- 
resent us,  fairly  and  honestly,  in  all  matters  relating 
to  the  regulation  of  railroads  and  public  utilities,  then 
the  annual  appropriation  of  some  $70,000  in  the  past 
and  future  for  its  functions,  is  but  a  wasted  eif ort,  and 
the  legislature  should  return  to  itself  all  the  powers 
delegated  by  the  act  of  1911. 

Abuse  of  power  by  the  Commission  membership  can 
always  be  corrected  (1)  by  removal  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  or  (2)  by  a  repeal  of  the  Act  creating 
the  Commission. 

This  bill  is  the  same  as  the  one  introduced  and 
unanimously  supported  by  the  members  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  in  the  legislative  session  of  1941. 

It  then  had  the  vigorous  support  and  aid  of  the  law 
department  of  the  state,  represented  by  Attorney- 
General  Kenison,  now  on  duty  in  the  United  States 
Navy.  Were  he  in  New  Hampshire  I  am  sure  he  would 
join  in  the  present  effort  to  enact  it  into  law. 

Of  the  membership  on  the  Commission  in  1941, 
Nelson  L.  Smith  has  gone  into  the  service  of  the 
Federal  Government  at  Washington.  In  the  National 
Association  of  Utility  Commissioners  he  was  con- 
sidered one  of  its  outstanding  members,  serving  as 
President  of  that  influential  organization.  His  inter- 
est in  this  bill  has  not  lessened,  and  as  a  New  Hamp- 
shire citizen  he  is  still  active  in  its  support. 

Of  the  membership  of  the  present  commission,  two, 
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in  the  1941  session,  advocated  its  passage  to  the  full- 
est extent,  and  the  third,  as  an  outstanding  and  in- 
fluential member  of  the  House  in  that  session,  voted 
for  its  enactment,  and  bear  in  mind  that  this  is  the 
same,  identical  bill,  that  passed  the  House  by  a  31 
vote  majority. 

Nothing  of  personal  value  can  come  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Public  Service  Commission  by  the  enact- 
ment of  this  bill,  but  much  will  come  to  them  as  public 
administrators  in  the  public  interest  and  for  the 
common  good. 

For  the  reasons  expressed,  and  for  many  others 
with  which  I  do  not  wish  to  burden  you  further,  I  favor 
the  enactment  into  law  of  this  bill,  and  urge  this 
honorable  body  to  substitute  the  report  of  the  minority 
for  that  of  the  majority,  and  by  so  doing  you  will  have 
given  to  the  average  man,  the  consumer,  a  chance  to 
have  his  rights  protected  by  our  eflScient  Public  Service 
Commission. 

Senator  Noyes  spoke  on  behalf  of  a  majority  of  the 
committee  in  opposition  of  the  substitution  of  the 
majority  report. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  prevailed. 
Senator  Lamy  demanded  a  roll  call.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  affirmative  prevailed  and 
the  recommendations  were  adopted.

amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

2.  Amend  section  57  of  chapter  229  by  striking  out 
the  words  "twenty-five"  in  the  fourth  line  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  word,  forty;  further  amend 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifty"  in  the  fifth  line  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  sixty-five,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  57. 
Payments.  The  state  shall  pay  the  owner,  after  he 
has  filed  such  certificate  or  certificates  as  the  commis- 
sioner may  direct,  one-third  of  the  appraised  value  of 
all  horses  condemned  and  killed  and  for  all  bovine 
animals  condemned  and  killed  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
forty  dollars  for  a  grade  animal  and  sixty-five  dollars 
for  a  registered  pure  bred  animal  providing  that  the 
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amount  received  from  salvage,  from  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, and  from  the  state  shall  not  exceed  the  ap- 
praised value  thereof. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  as  amended  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Swift,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  21  (in  new 
draft),  An  act  relating  to  check-lists,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  reported  the  same  under  Joint 
Rule  No.  6  with  the  following  amendment,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Duties  of  Supervisors.  Amend  section  6  of  said 
chapter  32  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  6.  Sessions  for  Correc- 
tion, Smull  Towns.  In  towns  under  four  thousand 
five  hundred  population  as.  shown  by  the  last  federal 
census,  they  shall  be  in  session  for  the  correction  of 
the  check-list,  at  some  suitable  place  in  town,  two  days 
at  least  before  the  day  of  the  election,  one  of  which 
shall  be  the  day  next  preceding  that  of  election,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  upon  which  all  hearings 
shall  be  finally  closed.  If  the  said  town  has  more  than 
six  hundred  voters  the  first  session  shall  be  upon  the 
Tuesday  next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  adjourned  to  such 
subsequent  day  or  days  as  will  permit  all  claims  to  be 
heard  and  decided.  Any  such  town,  by  majority  vote 
at  any  town  meeting,  may  adopt  a  final  closing  date 
for  sessions  for  correction  of  the  check-list,  provided 
that  such  final  closing  date  shall  not  be  more  than  ten 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  election.  If  said  town  shall 
adopt  such  optional  date  the  names  of  all  persons  not 
qualified  to  vote  on  or  before  said  optional  date  but 
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who  shall  clearly  be  qualified  to  vote  on  election  day, 
may  be  added  to  the  check-list  on  or  before  said  op- 
tional date.  If  said  town  shall  adopt  an  optional  date 
for  closing-  sessions,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  first 
session  shall  be  upon  the  seventh  day  next  preceding 
said  optional  date.  No  additions  or  corrections  shall 
be  made  after  midnight  of  said  optional  closing  date, 
except  as  provided  in  section  16.  If  any  such  town 
shall  adopt  a  final  closing  date  for  sessions  ten  days 
prior  to  election,  additions  and  corrections  shall  be 
made  to  the  previously  posted  check-list  on  or  before 
midnight  on  the  succeeding  Wednesday  either  by  addi- 
tions or  correction  to  said  check-list  or  by  posting  a 
new  corrected  check-list.  Notice  of  the  day,  hour  and 
place  of  each  session  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall 
be  given  upon  the  check-lists  first  posted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  as  amended  sent  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives for  concurrence  in  Senate  amendment.

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  passed  the  follow- 
ing entitled  bills  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asks  the 
concurrence  of  the  Honorable  Senate: 

House  Bill  No.  181,  An  act  to  change  the  corporate 
name  of  the  proprietary  school  in  Hampton. 

House  Bill  No.  304,  An  act  relative  to  town  appro- 
priations for  civilian  defense. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives had  voted  to  concur  with  the  Honorable 
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Senate  in  its  adoption  of  the  amendments  offered  by 
the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  the  following  en- 
titled bills: 

House  Bill  No.  136,  An  act  establishing  limited  access 
highways. 

House  Bill  No.  237,  An  act  relating  to  town  budgets. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  had  voted  to  concur  with  the  Honor- 
able Senate  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill 
with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments 
the  House  of  Representatives  asked  the  concurrence  of 
the  Honorable  Senate: 

Senate  Bill  No.  28,  An  act  relative  to  sentences  to 
state  prison  and  early  release. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

1.  State  Prison  Sentences.  Amend  section  26  of 
chapter  429  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  the 
word  "three"  in  the  second  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  two,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

26.  Release,  Tivo-thirds  of  Minimum.  Any  prisoner 
whose  conduct  while  in  prison  has  been  meritorious  and 
whose  minimum  sentence  is  two  years  or  more  may  be 
paroled  by  the  state  board  of  parole  when  he  has 
served  two-thirds  of  his  minimum  sentence,  provided 
it  shall  appear  to  said  board  to  be  a  reasonable  proba- 
bility that  he  will  remain  at  liberty  without  violating 
the  law  and  will  conduct  himself  as  a  good  citizen. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Wilkinson  the  Senate  voted  to 
concur  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  its  amend- 
ments to  the  above  entitled  bill. 

Read  and  Referred

Committee  Reports 

Senator  Marcoux,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  292,  An 
act  relative  to  pari  mutuel  pools  at  race  meets. 

Having-  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with- 
out amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Knight  the  Senate  voted  to 
reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

The  question  being  stated,  The  bill  is  back  on  its 
second  reading  and  open  to  discussion. 

Senator  Knight  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  bill  as 
follows : 

Julius  Caesar  never  expected  to  make  a  killing  in 
the  Roman  Senate  neither  do  I  in  the  State  Senate. 
Particularly  when  I  go  to  bat  on  this  bill  with  two 
strikes  on  me.  I  have  debated  in  my  mind  as  to  whether 
the  third  strike  should  be  a  call  strike  or  whether  I 
should  go  out  swinging.  I  am  swinging  on  the  last  one, 
gentlemen.  I  say  two  strikes,  the  first  one  is  that  this  is 
an  administration  measure.  I  will  follow  the  adminis- 
ration  in  anything  that  my  conscience  says  is  just  and 
proper  but  I  fail  to  see  wherein  the  extension  of  the 
race  track  franchise  is  called  for  this  year  and  for  my 
default  or  stab  in  the  back  at  the  administration  let 
me  say  as  Brutus  said  "not  that  I  love  Caesar  less  but 
that  I  love  Rome  more."  Only  fools  rush  in  where 
angels  fear  to  tread,  but  I  hope  and  pray  that  some 
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future  Governor  will  have  the  guts  and  some  Legisla- 
ture will  have  the  intelligence  and  perspicuity  to  for- 
mulate a  tax  program  which  will  equalize  tax  burdens 
so  that  we  will  not  have  to  rely  on  such  fly  by  night 
schemes  as  the  race  track  to  raise  revenue  for  public 
expenditures. 

May  I  ask  the  Honorable  Senators  of  the  Finance 
Committee  if  they  are  perfectly  at  ease  and  content  to 
close  the  1943  session  with  a  budget  balanced  on  the 
theory  that  the  Rockingham  track  will  run  this  coming 
summer  or  the  next.  If  you  are,  you  have  more  faith 
in  the  0.  P.  A.  and  the  Bureaucratic  wolves  in  Wash- 
ington than  I  have.  I  don't  like  to  moralize,  but  from 
my  experience  on  the  fish  piers,  from  Gloucester  to 
Fulton  Market  in  New  York,  tell  me  that  any  public 
servant  that  feeds  dead  fish  to  sea  gulls  had  better 
wear  a  paper  hat. 

The  Scriptures  tell  us  of  a  wise  and  of  a  foolish  man, 
one  who  built  his  house  upon  the  sands  and  one  upon 
a  rock.  It  seems  to  me  that  you  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  have  confused  the  popular  name 
of  the  race  track  for  the  rock  symbolized  in  the  Scrip- 
tures. I  should  feel  more  secure  as  a  member  of  this 
Honorable  Senate  if  we  saw  fit  to  build  up  a  scheme  of 
raising  revenue  on  a  Granite  rock  rather  than  on  the 
shifting  sands  of  the  race  track. 

The  second  strike  on  me  is  this,  I  have  here  a  letter 
over  the  signature  of  the  racing  commission  stating 
that  there  are  six  members  of  this  Honorable  body  who 
receive  pay  from  the  racing  interests  in  sums  ranging 
from  fifty  to  three  hundred  dollars  a  week.  Let  me 
say  that  the  three  hundred  dollar  figure  was  not  put 
into  print,  for,  shall  I  say  political  reasons.  One  other 
member  of  this  Honorable  body  owns  a  horse  that  he 
hopes  to  run  at  Rockingham  next  summer,  which  will 
pay  eight  hundred,  five  hundred  or  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, whether  he  wins,  places  or  shows. 
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This  situation  is  confusing  to  me  as  I  have  had  no 
Legislative  experience.  Legislatively  speaking,  I  never 
was  house-broken,  but  I  have  been  reading  the  rules  of 
the  game.  If  there  were  a  house  rule  seventeen  which 
states  that  no  one  financially  interested  in  a  measure 
shall  vote  on  it,  in  the  Senate  rules,  I  might  get  some- 
where. There  is  no  such  rule  governing  the  Senate 
and  to  get  one  I  should  need  some  of  the  support  of 
the  race  track  block  which  constitutes  nearly  fifty  per- 
cent of  a  working  majority  in  this  body.  We  have  a 
section  in  the  Constitution,  Part  2,  Section  7,  which 
states  that  no  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  accept 
fees,  be  a  counsel  or  act  as  advocate  in  any  measure 
before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  upon  due 
proof  thereof  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that  body. 
To  enforce  this  Constitutional  provision  that  is  so  fla- 
grantly violated,  it  would  be  necessary  again  to  have 
the  support  of  the  race  track  block,  but  do  not  think  for 
one  minute  that  any  member  of  this  Honorable  group 
would  in  any  way  relax  when  a  fifty  dollar  a  week  job 
is  at  stake.  Anyone  who  tries  to  correct  this  violation 
finds  that  he  has  run  into  a  merry-go-round  and  gets 
no  further  than  a  cat  chasing  its  tail.  To  draw  a 
parallelism  I  must  revert  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
road. As  a  boy  I  rode  by  a  farm  house  with  my  father 
and  noticed  a  man  sitting  under  his  lilac  bush  in  a  plug 
hat  and  cut-away  coat,  and  I  asked  Father  how  Mr.  So 
and  So  got  his  money.  His  reply  was,  "He  works  part 
time  for  the  Boston  and  Maine  and  he  goes  to  the 
Legislature."  I  wonder  how  many  of  the  young  fel- 
lows in  your  towns  are  being  told  by  their  fathers  that 
they  work  part  time  for  the  race  track  and  go  to  the 
State  Senate. 

I  have  the  autobiography  here  with  me  of  a  former 
Governor  whom  I  esteem  very  highly,  and  in  his  auto- 
biography he  tells  us  that  he  went  to  the  office  of  the 
President  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  in  1903

and  there  he  was  told  that  he  was  to  be  the  next  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  By  a  flood  of 
passes,  rebates,  and  special  privileges  such  as  are  now 
indulged  in  by  the  race  track,  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  controlled  the  political  and  economic  life  of 
the  state.  I  wonder  how  long  it  is  going  to  be  before 
some  Governor  writes  his  autobiography  and  says,  "I 
went  to  Boston,  to  the  office  of  Sam  Simon,  Lou  Smith, 
or  Jocko  Conlon,  (bag-man  for  that  political  hybrid  who 
insidiously  supports  this  institution  because  he  hasn't 
the  guts  to  use  the  front  door)  and  there  I  was  told 
I  was  to  be  the  next  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  who  my  five  councillors  were  to  be." 

I  have  made  some  study  of  the  life  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln and  I  like  what  he  said  in  his  Freeport  doctrine 
"the  territory  is  a  creation  of  Congress.  Does  it  have 
more  power  than  the  Congress  which  creates  it?  Can 
water  rise  above  its  source?"  The  race  track  is  the 
creation  of  the  Legislature.  Does  it  have  more  power 
than  the  Legislature  which  creates  it  ?  Is  water  rising 
above  its  source?  It  now  has  within  two  votes  of 
enough  men  to  control  the  working  and  the  manipula- 
tion of  matters  before  the  Honorable  Senate.  Gentle- 
men, do  you  want  this  condition  to  exist  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire? 

Somewhere  in  this  report  I  have  heard  the  race  track 
gang  referred  to  as  sportsmen.  I  have  claimed  the 
honor  of  being  a  sportsman.  I  never  shot  a  woodcock 
on  the  ground  nor  a  bull  pheasant  ahead  of  the  dog.  I 
waited  until  he  got  into  the  air.  I  never  caught  salmon 
with  a  dragnet.  Brother  sportsmen,  we  are  going  fish- 
ing today.  The  salmon  is  the  race  track  extension. 
Unfortunately  we  are  not  using  sportsmen's  rules  here, 
that  is,  a  black  gnat,  a  white  miller  or  a  Davis  spinner. 
We  are  using  a  dragnet.  We  have  seven  sportsmen  on 
one  end  of  the  net,  financially  interested  in  this  scheme 
to  the  tune  of  from  fifty  to  three  hundred  dollars  a 
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week.     Genlemen  of  the  Senate,  are  you  going  to  hold 
the  other  end  of  the  net?     I  thank  you. 

Senator  Atherton  and  Senator  Noyes  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  bill. 

Senator  Knight  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  upon  the 
table. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  prevailed. 

Senator  Frazer  requested  a  division. 

Seven  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
fifteen  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the 
motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  was  lost  and  the  bill  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  Marcoux,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  39,  An 
act  freeing  the  Cornish  bridge  from  toll,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  reported  the  same  without  amend- 
ment, and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock.

Senator  Boynton,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules, 
introduced  a  committee  report  not  previously  adver- 
tised in  the  Journal. 

Senator  Wilkinson,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  5  (in  new  draft) , 
An  act  relating  to  valuation  of  condemned  domestic 
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animals,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment  and  recommended 
that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  after  section  2  the  follow- 
ing new  sections: 

3.  Bonds  and  Notes  Authorized.  The  state  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the 
governor  and  council,  to  borrow  such  sums  as  are 
needed  from  time  to  time,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  upon  the  credit  of  the  state,  and  for 
that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  and  notes,  in  the  name 
and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  to  be  so  determined  at  the  time  of 
consent  to  the  issue,  and  said  interest  to  be  payable 
semi-annually.  Such  bonds  and  notes  shall  be  in  such 
form  and  such  denominations  as  the  governor  and 
council  may  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both 
principal  and  interest,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by 
the  governor  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  state.  Such  bonds  and  notes  shall 
mature  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1948. 

4.  Records  <md  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state 
and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  accounts  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions  of  section 
3  as  they  are  required  to  keep  for  the  bonds  and  notes 
authorized  by  chapter  159  of  the  Laws  of  1939.  The 
treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  and  notes 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  said  chapter  159. 

5.  Short-Time  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of 
serial  bonds  and  notes  hereunder  the  treasurer,  with 
the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the 
purposes  hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on 
short-time  loans  which  may  be  refunded  by  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  and  notes  hereunder,  provided  however, 
that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state 
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on  such  short-time  loans  and  said  bonds  and  notes  ex- 
ceed the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

6.  Appropriation.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  issued  and  sold  under  the  provisions 
hereof  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  department  of 
agriculture  for  use  in  eradicating  bang's  disease  and 
for  indemnities  for  bovine  tuberculosis  as  provided 
for  in  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by- 
sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  and  unexpended  portions 
of  said  proceeds  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  lapse,  but  shall  be  available 
only  for  the  eradication  of  bang's  disease  and  for  in- 
demnities for  bovine  tuberculosis.  The  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his 
warrant  for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  by 
this  act  of  sums  due  or  expended  for  the  purposes 
authorized  hereunder. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renum/bering  section  3  to 
read  section  7. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this 
afternoon  at  two  o'clock.

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Amend  the  title  by  striking  out  the  words  "and/or 
the  Union  School  District  of  Concord"  so  that  said 
title  as  amended  shall  read,  An  act  relating  to  a  retire- 
ment system  for  employees  of  the  city  of  Concord. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

1.  The  City  of  Concord  is  hereby  empowered  and 
authorized  to  grant  retirement  benefits  to  employees 
of  said  city  who  are  not  under  a  system  of  retirement 
benefits  already  in  existence. 

2.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city 
under  the  powers  granted  in  section  1  may  provide 
retirement  benefits  for  services  to  be  rendered  and  to 
be  performed  by  said  employees. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the  city  may  raise 
and  appropriate  money;  may  accept  money  or  other 
property  to  be  held  in  trust  and  invested  and  re- 
invested under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  and  use  the  income  thereof;  may  enter 
into  contracts  of  insurance  or  annuity  with  insurance 
companies  admitted  to  do  business  in  New  Hampshire 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  pay  the 
premiums  for  such  contracts  from  monies  coming  into 
its  possession  under  the  terms  of  this  act. 

4.  No  retirement  benefit  shall  be  granted  for  a 
sum  greater  than  one-half  of  the  maximum  annual 
salary  which  the  employee  received  while  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  city. 

5.  Said  city  in  adopting  a  retirement  system  shall 
consider  the  same  free  from  the  discharge  of  any 
existing  legal  or  contractual  liability  to  said  employees, 
and  past  services  rendered  by  employees  shall  only  be 
considered  as  a  means  of  qualification  for  retirement 
benefits. 
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6.  The  retirement  benefits  to  be  received  by  said 
employees  as  may  hereunder  be  provided  by  said  city 
shall  be  exempt  from  attachment  and  the  operation  of 
laws  relating  to  insolvency  or  bankruptcy. 

7.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  declared  un- 
constitutional, the  remaining  provisions  hereof  shall 
not  by  reason  thereof  be  invalid. 

8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  be  interpreted 
to  repeal  any  act  or  acts  relative  to  the  Concord  Water 
Works  as  may  be  inconsistent  herewith. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted. 

Senator  E.  Kelley  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
mmority,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  be  substituted  for 
that  of  the  majorlt3^  ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Kelley  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows: 

Mr.  President: 

As  the  ranking  member  of  the  committee  wlio 
signed  the  minority  report,  and  I  think  I  am  safe  in 
giving  myself  that  title,  being  the  only  name  thereon, 
I  feel  that  I  must  clear  my  mind  of  a  few  disturbing 
impressions  that  have  taken  root  in  the  past  ten  days. 

There  are  probably  a  few  members  of  this  body — 
or  I  should  say  honorable  body — that  will  be  willing 
to  be  recorded  with  me  in  opposition  to  this  bill,  but 
unless  it  is  called  for  by  some  other  member,  I  will 
ask  for  neither  a  division  nor  roll  call  vote. 

My  purpose  in  speaking  at  this  time  is  to  tell  you 
that  in  five  terms  in  this  Senate  I  have  never  wit- 
nessed a  more  completely  controlled  body  of  popularly 
elected  representatives  of  the  people  than  are  present 
in  this  chamber. 

I  don't  mean  by  that,  that  the  administration  has 
contacted  all  the  various  individuals  upon  this  bill. 
No,  the  administration  did  not  have  to  go  that  far. 
Possibly  only  five  or  six  got  into  the  sanctum  of  His 
Excellency  for  their  definite  instructions.  The  less 
important  members,  or  to  be  more  specific,  the  fresh- 
men senators,  were  swung  into  line  only  by  use  of  the 
old  horse  and  buggy  day  plea  for  party  unity. 

Very  recently  in  this  Senate  an  expression  was  made 
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that  some  day  we  might  have  a  governor  with  guts 
enough  to  take  a  stand  against  a  certain  piece  of  legis- 
lation. It  occurs  to  me  that  guts  are  just  as  essential 
to  senators  and  members  of  the  House. 

When  word  was  circulated  that  this  bill  was  to  be 
introduced  into  the  Senate  following  its  defeat  in  the 
House,  I  was  personally  assured  by  a  majority  of  this 
Senate  that  they  would  vote  against  its  readmission. 
And  I  honestly  believe  that  they  were  sincere. 

A  few  of  these  senators  thought  they  could  influence 
the  administration  to  maneuver  the  bill  back  into  the 
House  and  be  able  to  abide  by  their  expression.  But 
the  long-eared  boys  of  the  administration  said,  "No, 
the  bill  must  go  into  the  Senate  or  we  are  sunk.  Re- 
gardless of  what  you  told  Kelley  you  must,  and  I  mean 
must,  go  down  the  line." 

Several  of  these  senators — and  I  want  to  say  now 
that  I  hold  them  in  the  highest  regard,  came  to  me  and 
explained  their  predicament.  My  answer  was,  "Don't 
jeopardize  your  future." 

I'm  surprised  that  such  pressure  is  being  exerted. 
This  pressure  continued  until  certain  senators  that 
couldn't  use  the  administration  as  an  out,  and  mind 
you,  with  absolutely  no  sjrmpathy  for  the  bill,  started 
wavering  and  with  varying  apologies  explained  they 
probably  would  not  be  able  to  go  along  against  the 
bill. 

To  remedy  one  situation  last  week,  I  am  told,  the 
ranking  member  of  the  Rules  Committee  (President 
Sanborn),  suggested  to  one  senator  that  it  would  be 
okay  for  him  to  reintroduce  in  the  Senate,  under 
suspension  of  the  rules,  another  bill  only  recently 
killed  in  the  House. 

Well,  the  bill  is  in  the  Senate,  and  I'm  waiting  to 
see  if  the  pressure  group  follow  through  its  early  con- 
sideration and  passage.  I  won't  state  my  guess  as  to  its 
success. 
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I  assume  that  its  introduction  takes  the  curse  off 
the  admission  of  the  fiscal  agent  bill.  Well,  two  wrongs 
never  made  a  right  in  my  humble  reasoning  and  never 
will. 

I  have  purposely  eliminated  any  discussion  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  bill  itself,  knowing  that  it  is  propelled 
by  the  administration  steam-roller  with  the  governor 
at  the  controls.  Were  I  to  attempt  to  block  its  path 
it  would  correctly  appear  quite  obvious  I  had  learned 
little  from  the  past  experiences  in  this  Senate. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  withdraw  my  motion 
to  substitute  the  minority  report,  and  permit  the  vote 
to  be  taken  on  the  report  of  the  majority.

Penal- 
ties not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense  may 
be  prescribed  for  the  breach  of  such  regulations.  Said 
firewards  or  engineers  shall  confer  with  recognized 
authorities  in  the  promulgation  of  such  regulations. 
Where  regulations  have  not  been  promulgated  pertain- 
ing to  electric  wiring  and  equipment,  all  electric  in- 
stallations and  safeguards  shall  be  installed  in  a  stand- 
ard modern  and  approved  manner.  Compliance  with 
the  standards  of  the  National  Electrical  Code  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  such  approved  manner.

required  to  be  made.  If  the  owner  does  not  reside  in 
the  town  like  notice  may  be  served  on  the  occupant, 
if  any. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  2 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  renum- 
bered as  section  4: 

4.  Ti7}ie  for  Notice.  Amend  section  19  of  said 
chapter  175  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  19.

If  the  repairs  or  alterations  are  not  made  within  five 
days  after  notice  as  provided  in  section  18,  unless  upon 
application  to  the  firewards  or  engineers  an  extension 
has  been  granted  for  reasonable  cause,  the  owner  or 
occupant  so  notified  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  for  each  day's  neglect,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  the  owner  of  any  building  or  property  con- 
sumed by  fire,  communicated  from  such  dangerous 
building,  for  the  damages  suffered  by  him.

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following,  unless  such  mother  shall  have 
resided  in  this  state  at  least  six  months  at  the  time 
the  petition  is  filed;  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
will  read: 

1.  Adoption  of  Minors.  Amend  section  1  of 
chapter  345  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
1.  Petition.  Any  person,  whether  resident  in  the 
state  or  not,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  may  peti- 
tion the  probate  court  in  the  county  of  his  residence 
or  that  of  the  child,  for  leave  to  adopt  a  minor  child 
not  his  own;  but  the  prayer  of  a  petition  by  a  person 
having  a  husband  or  wife  shall  not  be  granted  unless 
both  join  therein;  and  provided  that  no  person,  not  a 
resident  of  this  state,  shall  petition  in  any  probate 
court  of  this  state  for  the  adoption  of  an  illegitimate 
child  whose  mother  was  a  non-resident  at  the  time  of 
such  child's  birth,  unless  such  mother  shall  have  re- 
sided in  this  state  at  least  six  months  at  the  time  the 
petition  is  filed. 

Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  word  "sufficient"  in  the  ninth  line  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following:  "If  neither  parent  is  living, 
the  guardian  of  the  child  may  give  consent.  If  there 
is  no  guardian,  the  court  shall  appoint  a  guardian  Ad 
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Litem  who  may  give  consent;"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read: 

3.  Requirements.  Amend  section  2  of  said  chap- 
ter by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following :  2.  Consent.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  chapter  127  of  the  Revised  Laws  as 
to  abandoned  or  neglected  children,  the  child,  if  of  the 
age  of  fourteen  or  upward,  and  his  parents,  or  the 
survivor  of  them,  shall  consent  in  writing  to  the  adop- 
tion ;  in  case  of  an  illegitimate  child,  the  consent  of  the 
mother  alone  or  when  said  mother  is  under  eighteen 
years  of  age,  if  the  court  shall  so  order,  the  consent 
of  the  mother  and  her  parents  or  the  survivor  of 
them,  and  in  case  of  abandonment  on  the  part  of  either 
parent  or  of  the  insanity  of  either  parent,  the  consent 
of  the  remaining  parent,  shall  be  sufficient.  If  neither 
parent  is  living,  the  guardian  of  the  child  may  give 
consent.  If  there  is  no  guardian,  the  court  shall  ap- 
point a  guardian  Ad  Litem  who  may  give  consent.

EMMET  J.  KELLEY, 
Minority  Member  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted. 

Senator  Kelley  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minor- 
ity, which  was  that  no  action  be  taken,  be  substituted 
for  that  of  the  majority,  that  the  joint  resolution 
should  be  introduced. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Kelley  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows: 

Mr.  President: 

May  I  ask  that  the  Clerk  again  read  the  title  of  the 
resolution. 

The  Clerk  acceeded  to  the  request  of  Senator  Kelley 
by  reading  the  following  entitled  resolution: 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  8,  Joint  resolution  re- 
questing amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  to  prohibit  any  president  from  serving  more 
than  two  terms. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  that  title  alone  speaks  for  the 
contents  of  the  resolution.  I  have  not  availed  myself 
of  the  opportunity  to  read  it  in  its  entirety,  but  it:; 
title  alone  would  warrant  any  patriotic  citizen  ques- 
tioning the  motive  behind  such  a  measure. 

This  nation  is  at  war!  And  this  morning  the  Senate 
of  New  Hampshire  is  asked  to  endorse  a  resolution 
which  in  its  final  analysis  is  only  political  sniping  at 
the  President  of  the  United  States. 
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I  am  reminded  of  a  remark  made  several  years  ago 
in  my  presence  by  a  very  prominent  New  England 
insurance  broker.  "The  trouble  in  this  country  today 
is  that  the  Republican  Party  make  such  a  poor  minor- 
ity." I  would  like  to  have  this  Senate  digest  that 
remark. 

War  time  is  no  time  for  unnecessary  political  wrang- 
ling. With  the  relatives  and  friends  of  our  constitu- 
ents and  even  of  some  of  the  members  of  this  Senate 
being  maimed  and  killed  on  the  far  flung  battle  fields, 
there  are  bigger  things  for  this  Senate  to  be  concerned 
with  than  the  hurling  of  Political  Bombs. 

Clearly  this  is  a  challenge  of  our  War  Leader — it  is 
a  challenge  of  our  War  Policy. 

This  could  be  construed  by  our  enemies  and  even  by 
the  conquered  and  neutral  nations  as  an  expression  of 
lack  of  confidence  in  our  President. 

We  cannot  afford  at  this  time  to  contribute  to  a 
political  maneuver  that  would  shake  the  confidence 
of  our  allies  and  other  peoples  of  the  globe  who  are 
looking  to  America  for  an  early  ending  of  this  war. 
Nor  can  we  put  weapons  of  propaganda  such  as  this 
might  well  do,  into  the  hands  of  Hitler  and  his  Axis 
associates  for  them  to  use  to  show  disunity  in  our 
nation  as  regards  our  War  Policy. 

Such  tactics  can  but  contribute  to  a  longer  war, 
therefore  a  longer  period  in  which  more  casualties 
would  occur  to  the  fighting  men  of  this  nation. 

This  Senate  cannot  settle  the  question  which  this 
resolution  embodies.  Its  favorable  action  on  it  would 
only  lead  to  disunity  and  doubt.  The  people  of  New 
Hampshire  and  of  the  nation  under  their  constitutional 
rights  will  render  their  expression  in  1944  in  the  light 
of  the  then  existing  conditions. 

The  motive  behind  this  resolution  appears  to  me 
to  be  in  its  simplest  form  but  the  misguided  efforts 
on  the  part  of  those  Republicans  who  place  Partisan- 
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ship  above  Patriotism  and  a  selfish  motive  to  get  Fed- 
eral jobs.  It  certainly  must  have  found  its  original 
sponsorship  outside  New  Hampshire,  for  I  certainly 
feel — and  I  fear  no  contradiction  in  this  statement — 
our  Republican  friends  in  this  State  have  a  fair  share 
of  Federal  appointments. 

If  any  member  questions  this  statement  visit  the 
several  alphabetical  Federal  bureaus  in  this  city.  With 
the  staff  of  the  O.P.A.  numbering  over  200,  I  am  told 
there  are  only  two  members  of  the  Democratic  party. 
A  similar  situation  in  the  Office  of  Defense  Transporta- 
tion and  I  could  continue  on  to  name  others.  What 
more  may  I  ask,  can  our  Republican  friends  want? 

One  more  question  I  would  like  to  ask.  Would  this 
Senate  be  in  favor  of  a  resolution  to  prohibit  three 
consecutive  terms  for  the  Governor  of  New  Hamp- 
shire? The  prospect  of  three  consecutive  terms  finds 
no  precedent  and  a  resolution  such  as  this  would  have 
all  the  arguments  in  its  favor  that  can  be  claimed  by 
the  proponents  of  the  one  in  question,  yet  it  would  not 
have  the  vastly  more  important  arguments  arrayed 
against  it,  that  exists  in  the  minds  of  all  fair  minded 
patriotic  people  as  regards  the  resolution  under  dis- 
cussion. 

Finally,  Mr,  President,  I  am  concerned  as  to  the 
ability  of  the  Republican  Leadership  now  in  the  "sad- 
dle" in  this  State  to  do  anything  but  political  sniping 
and  the  hurling  of  political  bric-bats.  I  am  concerned 
as  to  whether  the  minds  that  dwell  upon  petty — but 
none  the  less  unity  shattering — resolutions  such  as  this 
(in  time  of  war) — the  minds  that  moved  the  House 
of  Representatives  yesterday  to  rudely  repudiate  their 
United  States  Senator  and  former  Governor,  if  they 
could  be  depended  upon  to  chart  a  constructive  pro- 
gram even  if  given  the  chance. 

Mr.  President,  I  believe  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire want  a  minimum  of  political  tomfoolery.    They 
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want  this  legislature  to  adjourn  at  the  earliest  possible 
date;  they  want  us  to  do  everything  we  can  to  win 
the  war  as  quickly  as  possible.  We  can  contribute  to 
this  end  by  indefinitely  postponing  action  on  this 
resolution. 

Senator  Avery  briefly  defended  the  action  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee. 

The  question  being  stated,  Shall  the  report  of  the 
minority  be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  affirmative  prevailed. 

Senator  Kelley  demanded  a  roll  call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive: Senators  E.  Kelley,  Wilkinson,  Noel,  Frain, 
McCarthy,  Lamy  and  Marcoux.

blanks  prescribed  by  the  state  tax  commission,  show- 
ing that  he  and  his  wife  do  not  ovm  property,  exclusive 
of  any  bona  fide  encumbrances  thereon,  to  the  value 
of  five  thousand  dollars.  In  case  such  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine  shall  satisfy  the  selectmen  or  assessors  that 
he  was  prevented  from  filing  said  statement  through 
accident,  mistake  or  misfortune,  said  selectmen  or 
assessors  may  receive  such  statement  at  a  later  date 
and  grant  an  exemption  thereunder.  If  a  veteran  is 
totally  disabled  from  service  connection,  he,  and  the 
wife  or  widow  of  such  veteran,  shall  be  exempt  each 
year  from  taxation  upon  his  taxable  property  to  the 
value  of  three  thousand  dollars.  In  case  such  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine  shall  own  taxable  property  in  more 
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than  one  town  he  shall  take  his  exemption  first  in  the 
town  where  he  resides.  If  he  does  not  own  one  thou- 
sand dollars  in  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  town 
where  he  resides,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  take  the  bal- 
ance of  such  exemption  in  any  other  town  in  the  state 
where  he  owns  taxable  property. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  adding  a  new  section  to 
read  as  follows: 

2.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and 
the  bill  as  amended  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means.

Any  nonresident  who 
is  a  member  of  any  branch  of  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  during  the  present  war,  who  is  quartered 
in  the  state  or  is  a  guest,  on  leave  or  furlough,  of  a 
resident  of  the  state,  may  make  application  to  the  fish 
and  game  director  for  a  special  nonresident  license  to 
hunt  and  fish  within  the  state.  Such  applicant  shall 
submit  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  membership  in 
such  service  of  the  United  States,  and  the  director 
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may,  in  his  discretion,  issue  a  special  license  which 
shall  entitle  the  licensee  to  hunt,  shoot,  kill  or  take, 
except  by  the  use  of  traps,  and  to  transport  game 
birds,  game  animals,  fish,  and  salt  water  smelt,  under 
the  restrictions  of  Title  XX  of  the  Revised  Laws. 
Such  license  shall  have  marked  or  stamped  thereon  the 
words  "war-time  license."  There  shall  be  no  fee  for 
such  license. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Frain  the  Senate  refused  to 
concur  in  the  amendments  to  the  above  entitled  bill 
and  asked  for  a  Committee  of  Conference.

missioner, if  the  state  is  a  party  to  said  contract  by  or 
through  said  commissioner,  or  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  superior  court  for  the  county  within  which  the 
contract  sail  be  principally  performed,  if  any  politi- 
cal subdivision  of  the  state  is  a  contracting  party,  a 
statement  of  the  claim;  a  copj^  of  which  shall  forth- 
with be  sent  by  mail  by  said  secretary,  commissioner 
or  clerk  of  court  to  the  principal  and  surety.

"1.  If  so  provided  by  any  written  agreement,  all 
factors  shall  have  a  continuing  general  lien  upon  all 
merchandise  from  time  to  time  consigned  to  or 
pledged  with  them,  whether  in  their  constructive, 
actual  or  exclusive  occupancy  or  possession  or  not,  and 
upon  any  accounts  receivable  or  other  proceeds  re- 
sulting from  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  such 
merchandise,  for  all  their  loans  and  advances  to  or  for 
the  account  of  the  person  creating  the  lien  (herein- 
after called  the  borrower),  together  with  interest 
thereon,  and  also  for  any  commission,  charges,  and 
expenses  properly  chargeable  against  or  due  from 
said  borrower  and  for  the  amount  due  upon  any  notes 
or  other  obligations  given  to  or  received  by  them  for 
or  on  account  of  any  such  loans  or  advances,  interest, 
commission,  charges,  and  expenses,  and  such  lien  shall 
be  valid  from  the  time  of  filing  the  notice  hereinafter 
referred  to,  and  whether  such  merchandise  shall  be  in 
existence  at  the  time  of  the  agreement  creating  the  lien 
or  at  the  time  of  the  filing  such  notice  or  shall  come 
into  existence  subsequently  thereto  or  shall  sub- 
sequently thereto  be  acquired  by  the  borrower;  pro- 
vided, there  shall  be  placed  and  maintained  on  the 
door  or  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  main  entrance 
of  the  store,  loft  or  other  premises  in  or  at  which  such 
merchandise,  or  any  part   thereof,    shall   be   located, 
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kept  or  stored,  a  sign  on  which  appears  in  legible  Eng- 
lish the  name  of  the  factor  and  a  designation  of  said 
factor  as  factor;  and  provided,  further,  that  a  notice 
of  the  lien  is  recorded,  as  hereinafter  provided,  stat- 
ing:" 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  words  "goods 
or  merchandise  are  located"  in  the  eighth  line  thereof, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "merchandise 
is  located"  so  that  said  section  2  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

"2.  Such  notice  must  be  verified  under  oath  by  the 
factor  or  his  agent,  to  the  effect  that  the  statements 
therein  contained  are  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowl- 
edge. It  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  where  the  borrower  resides,  if  the  borrower  is 
a  resident  of  this  State,  otherwise  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  where  such  merchandise  is  located.  The 
town  clerk  shall  provide  and  maintain  a  separate  in- 
dex for  such  notices  which  shall  show  in  separate 
columns  the  names  of  the  parties  named  in  each  notice 
under  the  head  of  'borrower'  and  'factor,'  the  date 
when  the  same  was  received  for  record  and  the  gen- 
eral character  of  the  merchandise  as  therein  stated. 
The  names  of  the  persons  creating  the  liens  as  stated 
in  the  notice  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order 
under  the  head  of  'borrowers."  Town  clerks  shall  re- 
ceive ten  cents  for  indexing  each  such  notice  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  fee  for  recording." 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  the  same  and  sub- 
stituting the  following: 

"4.  Upon  the  payment  or  satisfaction  of  indebted- 
ness secured  by  any  lien  specified  in  this  Act,  the 
factor  or  his  legal  representative,  upon  the  request 
of  any  person  interested  in  the  said  merchandise,  must 
sign  and  acknowledge  a  certificate  setting  forth  such 
payment  or  satisfaction.  The  town  clerk  or  clerks  with 
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whom  the  notice  of  Hen  is  recorded  must,  on  receipt 
of  such  certificate,  record  the  same  and  write  the 
word  'discharged'  or  'partially  discharged,'  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  the  index  book  where  the  notice  of  lien  is 
entered,  opposite  the  entry  thereof  and  of  each  amend- 
ment thereof,  and  the  lien  is  thereby  discharged.  He 
shall  record  the  certificate  itself,  or  make  a  reference 
to  the  record  thereof,  in  the  margin  of  the  record  of 
the  original  notice.  All  notices  of  liens  recorded  pur- 
suant to  this  Act  and  not  satisfied  by  recording  a 
certificate  setting  forth  payment  or  satisfaction  there- 
of shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  under  this  Act  without  further  or  other  record- 
ing." 

Amend  section  9  by  striking  out  the  same  and  sub- 
stituting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"9.  The  terms  'factor'  and  'factors'  wherever  used 
in  this  Act  include  banks  or  other  persons,  firms,  and 
corporations,  and  their  successors  in  interest,  engaged 
in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  business  of  factoring  or 
financing  purchases,  manufacture  or  sales  of  merchan- 
dise or  of  purchasing  or  lending  on  the  security  of  re- 
ceivables arising  out  of  such  sales  who,  as  part  of  or 
incidental  to  such  business,  lend  upon  the  security  of 
merchandise,  and  any  consignee  or  consignees, 
pledgee  or  pledgees,  who  advance  money  on  merchan- 
dise consigned  to  or  pledged  with  them,  whether  or 
not  such  consignees  or  pledgees  are  employed  to  sell 
such  merchandise,  and  their  successors  in  interest. 

"The  term  'merchandise'  wherever  used  in  this  Act 
shall  mean  any  and  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise, 
raw,  wrought  or  is  process."

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certain  cases  of  estate  taxes  and  the  collection  and 
payment  thereof,  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass.

Whenever  it  appears 
upon  any  accounting,  or  in  any  appropriate  action  or 
proceeding,  that  an  executor,  administrator,  trustee 
or  other  person  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity,  has 
paid  or  may  be  required  to  pay  a  tax  levied  or  as- 
sessed under  the  provisions  of  chapter  88  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  or  of  any  act  in  amendment  thereof  or 
in  addition  thereto,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any 
estate  tax  law  of  the  United  States  heretofore  or 
hereafter  enacted  upon  or  with  respect  to  any  prop- 
erty except  proceeds  of  life  insurance  which  is  neither 
a  part  of  the  gross  estate,  except  for  such  tax  purpose, 
nor  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  will,  if  any,  nor  to 
the  laws  of  the  state  which  govern  descent  and  dis- 
tribution of  intestate  property,  the  amount  of  the 
whole  tax  less  the  per  cent  thereof  which  the  value 
of  the  taxable  property  in  the  estate  bears  to  the 
value  at  the  date  of  decease  of  the  property  so  added 
to  the  estate  for  tax  purposes,  shall  be  collected  from 
such  included  property,  or  from  the  beneficiaries 
thereof  in  accord  with  their  proportionate  interests 
therein  except  in  any  case  in  which  a  testator  other- 
wise directs  or  provides  in  his  will;  provided,  that 
it  shall  accord  with  applicable  estate  tax  laws  of  the 
United  States  where  such  laws  specify  with  respect 
to   an  apportionment;   and   provided  that  allowance 
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shall  be  made  for  any  exemptions  granted  and  deduc- 
tions allowed  by  the  act  imposing  the  tax.  In  cases 
in  which  a  life  estate,  or  any  temporary  interest,  and 
remainder  are  created  in  such  property  which  is  not 
a  part  of  the  estate,  except  for  such  tax  purpose,  the 
tax  shall  be  charged  against  and  be  paid  out  of  the 
corpus  of  such  property  without  apportionment  be- 
tween temporary  estates  and  remainders,  unless  the 
tax  on  such  property  is  paid  by  the  beneficiaries 
thereof. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this 
afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  Swift,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  153  (in  new 
draft  and  with  new  title).  An  act  relating  to  the  con-

Tlie  town  of  Derry  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  maintain 
such  sewerage  system  and  sewerage  disposal  plant  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  state  board  of  health  relative  thereto. 
Said  town  may  determine  whether  said  construction 
and  maintenance  shall  be  paid  by  assessment  of  sewer 
rents  or  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town, 
or  both.  In  case  such  assessments  are  made  the  select- 
men may  assess  the  same  to  be  paid  in  annual  install- 
ments extending  over  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
years. 
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2.  Bonds  or  Notes.  The  town  of  Derry  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  on  the  credit  of 
the  town  serial  bonds  or  notes  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding funds  for  the  sewerage  system  and  sewerage 
disposal  plant,  as  provided  in  section  1,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  such  an  amount  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 
The  serial  bonds  or  notes  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  such 
times,  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date  of 
issue,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  provisions  as  the 
selectmen  may  determine. 

3.  Debt  Limit.  In  ascertaining  and  fixing  the  net 
debt  of  the  town  of  Derry,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Laws,  all  indebtedness  in- 
curred under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  deducted. 

4.  Application  of  Laius.  Except  as  hereinbefore 
otherwise  provided,  the  provisions  of  chapter  111  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  relative  to  sewers,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Laws,  relative  to 
municipal  bonds,  shall  apply  to  the  sewerage  system 
of  the  town  of  Derry  and  to  bonds  and  notes  herein 
authorized. 

5.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and 
the  bill  as  amended  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  concurrence  in  Senate  amendment.

Senator  Kelley  moved  that  the  words,  inexpedient 
to  legislate,  be  substituted  for  the  words,  ought  to 
pass. 

The  question  being  stated,  Shall  the  words,  inexpedi- 
ent to  legislate,  be  substituted  for  the  words,  ought  to 
pass? 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Kelley  spoke  in  favor  of  the  substitution  as 
follows  : 

Mr.  President: 

This  resolution  is  the  one  that  was  under  discussion 
some  ten  days  ago  and  1  hope  that  the  members  of 
this  Senate  have  given  some  consideration  to  the  im- 
port of  this  measure  in  the  meantime. 

If  this  resolution  is  voted  down  at  this  time  it  would 
not  be  considered  as  a  victory  for  the  Democratic 
Party  or  a  defeat  of  the  Republican  Party.  It  would 
only  tend  to  impress  our  constituents  of  a  solidarity 
of  purpose,  to  concern  ourselves  with  more  serious 
problems  than  this  resolution  embodies. 

This  resolution,  were  it  adopted  throughout  the 
nation,  would  have  no  effect  on  the  present  President 
of  the  United  States,  but  it  might  prove  misleading  to 
a  vast  majority  of  our  people  as  being  aimed  directly 
at  the  present  incumbent. 

There  has  never  been  a  war  so  vast,  so  widespread, 
so  total  in  all  its  aspects.    Never  in  history  has  it  been 
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so  necessary  to  so  carefully  avoid  even  the  appearance 
of  a  division  in  our  determination  to  prosecute  this 
war  to  a  final  victory.  Never  has  it  been  so  necessary, 
rather,  to  display  a  united  expression  of  confidence  in 
our  chosen  leaders. 

This  resolution  before  the  Senate  to  prohibit  by 
Constitutional  Amendment  the  election  of  a  president 
of  the  United  States  to  more  than  two  terms  would 
appear  to  many  to  be  aimed  directly  at  our  President, 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  who  is  also  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  our  armed  forces. 

I  do  not  believe  this  Senate  would  want  to  indicate 
or  allow  the  semblance  of  thought  that  partisanship 
or  political  division  are  interfering  with  the  war  effort. 

Any  lowering  of  the  morale  on  the  home  front  at  a 
time  like  this  might  well  have  a  serious  effect  on  the 
prosecution  of  the  war.  Only  yesterday  in  the  Boston 
Globe  a  report  of  the  Gallup  poll  taken  on  this  meas- 
ure showed  the  New  England  States  as  strongly  op- 
posed to  what  this  resolution  provides. 

When  I  previously  spoke  on  this  resolution  I  made 
the  expression  that  it  probably  was  sponsored  by  a 
selfish  motive  on  the  part  of  a  few  misguided  Republi- 
cans to  get  more  Federal  jobs  and  that  inasmuch  as 
our  Republican  friends  in  New  Hampshire  are  well 
represented  in  the  various  Federal  Bureaus  in  this 
State,  it  must,  from  that  point  of  view,  have  found  its 
origin  outside  our  boundaries. 

To  quote  from  my  previous  speech  (if  I  may  call 
it  such)  on  April  8th,  "With  the  Staff  of  the  O.P.A. 
numbering  over  two  hundred,  I  am  told  there  are  only 
two  members  of  the  Democratic  Party."  This 
prompted  under  date  of  April  21st,  two  weeks  later, 
in  several  papers  in  this  state,  a  reply  from  the  State 
Director  of  O.P.A.  to  this  effect: 

"I  have  no  knowledge,  nor  has  anyone  else  in  this 
organization,  of  the  exact  number  of  members  of  any 
political  party,"  Mr.  Larmon  said,  adding  that  all  em- 
ployees of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  are  in 
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civil  service  and  are,  therefore,  selected  on  the  basis 
of  merit  alone,  without  consideration  of  whether  they 
are  Democrats  or  Republicans. 

I  am  sure  that  the  Civil  Service  System  as  it  applies 
to  positions  in  the  various  bureaus  is  quite  clear  to 
everyone  in  this  Chamber. 

Federal  Civil  Service  as  well  as  the  State  Merit 
System  have  much  to  commend  them  but  partisan  ad- 
ministration can  and  often  does  defeat  the  avowed 
purpose  of  such  reforms  when  such  conditions  exist 
either  in  the  O.P.A.  or  any  other  branch  of  the  Federal 
or  State  Government. 

I  think  the  public  should  be  acquainted  with  the 
facts  and  they  can  decide  for  themselves  whether  or 
not  partisanship  is  indicated. 

Senators  Avery,  Atherton  and  Batchelor  spoke  in 
opposition  to  the  substitution. 

The  question  being  stated.  Shall  the  words,  inexpedi- 
ent to  legislate,  be  substituted  for  the  words,  ought 
to  pass? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  prevailed. 

Senator  Kelley  demanded  a  roll  call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  folowing  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive: Senators  Kelley,  Perley,  Wilkinson,  Noel,  Frain, 
McCarthy,  Lamy  and  Marcoux. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative : 
Senators  Noyes,  Frazer,  Swift,  Kelly,  Boynton,  Batch- 
elor, Knight,  Atherton,  Avery,  Nelson,  Daniels,  Bar- 
ron, Thomson  and  Foote. 

Eight  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
fourteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the 
negative  prevailed  and  the  motion  to  substitute  was 
lost. 

Senator  Kelley  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Wherea,'^,  All  the  considerations  which  make  advis- 
able a  limitation  of  incumbency  in  the  presidency  of 
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two  terms  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  office  of  gov- 
ernor, therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  convened 

Do  and  hereby  call  upon  the  next  convention  to 
revise  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
to  submit  an  amendment  to  provide  for  the  restriction 
of  the  sendee  of  a  governor  to  two  terms;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  and  hereby 
is  instructed  to  lay  before  said  convention  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

The  question  being  stated.  Shall  the  amendment  be 
adopted  ? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  prevailed. 

Senator  Noel  requested  a  division. 

Eight  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
fourteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative, 
the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amendment  was  not 
adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  ought  to 
pass,  was  accepted  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  Avery,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  82,  An  act  relat- 
ing to  sick  leave  for  employees  of  the  City  of  Man- 
chester, having  considered  the  same,  reported  the 
same  without  amendment,  and  recommended  its  pas- 
sage.

Senator  Frazer,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and

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ing  amendment  and   recommended   that  the  bill   as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Limitation  of  Time.  Amend  section  7  of  chap- 
ter 242  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said  sec- 
tion and  insertmg  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
7.  Possession  of  Wild  Deer.  Wild  deer,  or  any  part 
of  the  carcass  thereof,  lawfully  taken  may  be  possessed 
until  February  first  next  following  the  date  when 
taken,  and  not  otherwise  except  as  permitted  by  the 
director.  Possession  of  wild  deer  or  any  part  of  the 
carcass  thereof  otherwise  than  during  the  open  season 
and  until  the  next  succeeding  February  iirst,  except  as 
permitted  by  the  director,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  same  was  unlawfully  taken.  A  person  may 
bring  into  and  possess  in  this  state  deer  lawfuly  taken 
in  another  state,  provided  such  person  shall  obtain 
from  the  director  within  ten  days  after  bringing  such 
deer  into  this  state  a  permit  to  possess  such  deer. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  Atherton,  for  the  Committee  on  Towns  and 
Counties,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  289, 
An  act  authorizing  towns  to  make  by-laws  relating  to 
licensing  taxicabs,  having  considered  the  same,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendment  and 
recommended  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass.

Senator  Frain,  for  the  Committee  on  Education,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  320,  An  act  rela- 
tive to  tuition  for  pupils  attending  approved  schools, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with- 
out amendment  and  recommended  its  passage.

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking-  out  the  same 
and  inserting,  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
An  Act  Relative  to  Poll  Taxes  for  Persons  in  Military 

Service  and  Exemption  Therefrom  for  Veterans. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Poll  Tax  Payments.  Amend  section  2  of  chap- 
ter 73  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  2.  Vet- 
erans' Exemption.  Any  veteran  of  any  war  in  which 
the  United  States  has  been  engaged,  or  of  the  World 
War  II,  who  shall  present  to  the  selectmen  or  assessors 
of  the  town  in  which  he  lives,  for  inspection  and  record, 
his  pension  certificate  awarding  to  him  an  invalid  pen- 
sion of  any  amount,  or  an  honorable  discharge  from  the 
service  of  the  United  States  in  such  war,  shall  there- 
after be  exempt  from  the  levy  of  a  poll  tax. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  sections  2 
and  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
sections : 

2.  Veterans.  Amend  section  4  of  said  chapter  73 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  4.  Disability  Exemption; 
Defimtion.  The  selectmen  of  towns  and  the  assessors 
of  cities  may  in  their  discretion  exempt  any  other 
veteran  of  any  such  war,  who  is  disabled  in  conse- 
quence of  such  service,  from  paying  a  poll  tax.  The 
word  "veteran"  as  used  in  this  section  and  in  section 
2  shall  include  those  who  were  members  of  any  branch 
of  the  armed  forces  and  also  any  woman's  auxiliary 
service  to  such  armed  forces  the  members  of  which 
were  subject  to  and  under  military  law. 

3.  Present  War.  Amend  section  5  of  said  chapter 
73  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
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thereof  the  following :  4.  Military  Service  Exemption. 
Any  person  in  the  military  service  during  the  World 
War  II  shall  be  exempt  from  any  poll,  whether  falling 
due  prior  to  or  during  his  period  of  military  service. 
The  term  "person  in  military  service"  as  used  in  this 
section  shall  include  the  following  persons  and  no 
others:  All  members  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  the  United  States  navy,  the  marine  corps,  the 
coast  guai'd,  or  other  branches  of  the  armed  forces, 
any  woman's  auxiliary  service  to  the  armed  forces, 
the  members  of  which  are  subject  to  and  under 
military  law,  and  officers  of  the  public  health  service 
detailed  by  proper  authority  for  duty  either  with  the 
army  or  the  navy.  The  term  ''military  service"  as 
used  herein  shall  signify  federal  service  on  active  duty 
with  any  branch  of  the  service  heretofore  referred  to, 
as  well  as  training  or  education  under  the  supervision 
of  the  United  States  preliminary  to  induction  into 
military  service.  The  terms  "active  service"  or  "ac- 
tive duty"  shall  include  the  period  during  which  a 
person  in  military  service  is  absent  from  duty  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  wounds,  leave,  or  other  lawful  cause. 
The  term  "period  of  military  service"  as  used  herein 
shall  include  the  time  between  the  following  dates: 
For  persons  in  active  service  May  23,  1941,  it  shall 
begin  with  that  date;  for  persons  entering  active 
service  after  May  23,  1941,  with  the  date  of  entering 
active  service,  and  in  each  case  shall  end  with  the 
date  of  discharge  from  active  service  or  death  while 
in  active  service. 

4.  Takes  Effect.  The  provisions  of  section  2  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  and  the  remain- 
ing provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  as  of  April 
1,   1944. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 
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Senator  E.  Kelley,  for  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  315,  An 
act  to  abrogate  the  minimum  wage  compact  so  called, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  without 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  E.  Kelley,  for  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  335,  An  act 
to  repeal  charters  of  certain  corporations,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment  and  recommended  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the  words  "Drake 
Post,  Darius  A.,  No.  36,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
(Laconia,  1900)"  the  following:  Dunlap  Co.  Inc.,  W.B. 
(Salisbury,  1936). 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  E.  Kelley,  for  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  245  (in  new 
draft  and  with  new  title),  An  act  relative  to  capital 
reserve  funds  of  towns,  districts,  water  departments, 
and  counties,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment  and  recommended 
that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words

2.  Meetings.  Except  as  provided  in  section  5,  the 
authority  granted  by  section  1  shall  be  exercised  only 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  present  and  vot- 
ing at  an  annual  meeting,  in  the  case  of  a  town  or 
village  district,  or  by  majority  vote  of  the  county 
delegation,  in  the  case  of  a  county.    The  warrant  for 
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a  town  or  village  district  meeting,  to  consider  the 
establishment  of  such  a  reserve,  shall  include  an 
article  distinctly  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such 
reserve  is  to  be  established. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this 
afternoon  at  two  o'clock.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  Senate  voted  to  adopt  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference,  on  Senate 
Bill  No.  18,  An  act  to  prohibit  the  mutilation  of  dogs. 

The  Committee  of  Conference  on  House  Bill  No.  5, 
(in  new  draft),  An  act  relating  to  valuation  of  con- 
demned domestic  animals,  reported  the  same  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its 
position  in  adopting  its  amendments,  that  the  House 
recede  from  its  position  of  non-concurrence  and  that 
the  House  and  Senate  adopt  the  following  amend- 
ments : 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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An  act  relative  to  appraisal  and  indemnity  of  con- 
demned domestic  animals. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting-  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Temporary  Payment  of  Indemnity.  In  case  of 
condemned  animals  the  state  shall  pay  the  owner, 
after  he  has  filed  such  certificate  or  certificates  as  the 
commissioner  may  direct,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws,  one  third 
of  the  appraised  value  on  all  horses  condemned  and 
killed  and  for  all  bovine  animals  condemned  and  killed 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  a  grade 
animal  and  seventy-five  dollars  for  a  registered  pure 
bred  animal  providing  that  the  amount  received  from 
salvage,  from  the  federal  government,  and  from  the 
state  shall  not  exceed  the  appraised  value  thereof. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  in  effect  for  the 
period  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  act  and  during  said  two-year  period  the  provisions 
of  section  57  of  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws  shall 
be  suspended. 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  after  section  2  the  follow- 
ing new  sections: 

3.  Bonds  and  Notes  Authorized.  The  state  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  to  borrow  such  sums  as  are  needed 
from  time  to  time,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  upon  the  credit  of  the  state,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  issue  bonds  or  notes,  in  the  name  and  on  be- 
half of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  at  a  rate  of  in- 
terest to  be  so  determined  at  the  time  of  consent  to 
the  issue,  and  said  interest  to  be  payable  semi- 
annually. Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  such  denominations  as  the  governor  and  council 
may  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
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governor  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  state.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  mature 
in  the  fiscal  year  of  1948. 

4.  Records  and  Accounts.  The  Secretary  of  State 
and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  accounts  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 3  as  they  are  required  to  keep  for  the  bonds  and 
notes  authorized  by  chapter  159  of  the  Laws  of  1939. 
The  treasurer  shall  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or 
notes  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  said  chapter 
159. 

5.  Short-Time  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of 
serial  bonds  or  notes  hereunder  the  treasurer,  with  the 
consent  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the  pur- 
poses hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on 
short-time  loans  which  may  be  refunded  by  the  is- 
suance of  bonds  or  notes  hereunder,  provided  however 
that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
such  short-time  loans  and  said  bonds  or  notes  exceed 
the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

6.  Appropriation.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  issued  and  sold  under  the  provisions 
hereof  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  department  of 
agriculture  for  use  in  eradicating  bang's  disease  and 
for  indemnities  for  bovine  tuberculosis  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by 
sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  and  unexpended  portions 
of  said  proceeds  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  lapse,  but  shall  be  available 
only  for  the  eradication  of  bang's  disease  and  for  in- 
demnities for  bovine  tuberculosis.  The  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his 
warrant  for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  by 
this  act  of  sums  due  or  expended  for  the  purposes  au- 
thorized hereunder.

Senator  Wilkinson,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred: 

House  Bill  No.  325,  An  act  providing  for  a  deficiency 
appropriation  in  connection  with  certain  projects  at 
the  state  hospital,  having  considered  the  same,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and 
recommended  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the 
words  and  figures  "forty-four  thousand  thirty-five 
dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ($44,035.56)"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  and  figures,  forty-four 
thousand  dollars,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

1.  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  forty-four  thou- 
sand dollars   ($44,000)  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay 
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for  the  deficiency  in  the  cost  of  the  repair  and  con- 
struction projects  at  the  state  hospital  authorized  by 
chapter  221  of  the  Laws  of  1939. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  sections  2 
and  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
sections : 

2.  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized.  In  order  to  provide 
the  funds  for  the  appropriations  made  by  the  state 
hereunder  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to 
borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing forty-four  thousand  dollars  and  for  that  purpose 
may  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
the  state.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  deemed  a 
pledge  of  the  fath  and  credit  of  the  state. 

3.  Form-;  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  governor  and 
council  shall  determine  the  form  of  such  bonds  or 
notes,  their  rate  of  interest,  using  their  best  efforts 
to  secure  the  lowest  rate  obtainable,  the  dates  when 
interest  shall  be  paid,  the  dates  of  maturity,  the  places 
where  principal  and  interest  shall  be  paid,  and  the  time 
or  times  of  issue.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  gov- 
ernor. The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such 
bonds  or  notes  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and 
council  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  to  be  most 
advantageous  to  the  state.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes  the  governor  is  author- 
ized to  draw  his  warrants  for  the  sums  hereinbefore 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

4.  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  such  bonds  or  notes  countersigned  by  the 
governor,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of  each 
bond  or  note,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  time 
when  payable,  and  the  date  of  delivery  to  the  treas- 
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urer.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  each 
bond  or  note,  showing  the  number  and  amount  there- 
of, the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount 
received  for  the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale,  and  the 
time  when  payable. 

5.  Short-Term  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the 
purposes  hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on 
short-term  notes  to  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of 
the  bonds  or  notes  hereunder,  provided  however  that 
at  no  one  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
such  short-term  notes  exceed  the  sum  of  forty-four 
thousand  dollars. 

6.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  such  com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  House,  Messrs.  Potter  of 
Concord,  Nelson  of  Hopkinton,  Matson  of  Concord, 
Sawyer  of  Woodstock  and  Mahoney  of  Manchester, 
Ward  4.

hunt  and  fish  during  such  periods  as  he  may  be  on 
leave  or  furlough.  Such  applicant  shall  submit  satis- 
factory evidence  of  his  membership  in  such  service 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  director  may,  in  his  dis- 
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cretion,  issue  to  such  applicant  a  special  license  which 
shall  entitle  the  licensee  to  hunt,  shoot,  kill  or  take, 
except  by  the  use  of  traps,  and  to  transport  game 
birds,  game  animals,  fish,  and  salt  water  smelt,  under 
the  restrictions  of  Title  XX  of  the  Revised  Laws,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section.  Such 
license  shall  have  marked  or  stamped  thereon  the 
words  "resident  war-time  license."  There  shall  be  no 
fee  for  such  a  license. 

2.  Nonresidents.  Any  nonresident  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  any  branch  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  during  the  present  war  who  is  quartered  in 
the  state  or  who  is  a  guest  of  a  resident  of  this  state 
while  on  leave  or  furlough  may  make  application  for 
a  war-time  fish  and  game  license  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section  for  residents,  provided  that  such 
license  for  a  nonresident  shall  have  marked  or  stamped 
thereon  the  words  "nonresident  war-time  license"  and 
the  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  director  for  such  license  shall 
be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

3.  Termination  of  Licenses.  Any  license  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  terminate  imme- 
diately upon  the  termination  of  the  service  of  the 
licensee  in  such  armed  forces,  and  in  any  event  any 
such  license  shall  expire  on  January  first  next  follow 
ing  its  issuance. 

4.  Application  of  Laws.  The  provisions  of  Title 
XX  of  the  Revised  Laws  shall  apply  to  persons  holding 
licenses  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  herein,  and  such  provisions  of  said 
title  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  suspended  as  to  licensees  hereunder 
during  the  effective  dates  of  this  act. 

5.  Effective    Dates.     This    act    shall    take    effect

and  reserved  police  force  of  the  city  of  Manchester

A  member 
so  relieved  shall  be  exempt  for  the  time  from  actual 
service  and  from  presence  for  duty,  but  otherwise 
shall  be  subject  during  such  relief  to  all  laws,  rules, 
orders  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
force  which  may  be  in  effect  from  time  to  time.  Should 
the  exigencies  of  the  service,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commissioners,    or    of   the    superintendent   or    other 
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superior  officer  authorized  thereto  by  the  commission- 
ers, require  at  any  time  that  a  member  of  the  force 
should  be  deprived  of  his  period  of  relief  or  that  it 
should  be  curtailed,  the  time  so  lost  shall  be  made  up 
to  him  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable.

Amend  section  3  by  inserting  after  the  word  "co- 
fiduciary"  in  the  third  line  the  words,  or  surety,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

3.  Procedure.  The  relief  authorized  by  section  2 
hereof  may  be  granted  upon  petition  of  any  party  in 
interest,  the  fiduciary  in  military  service  or  any  co- 
fiduciary  or  surety.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  secure 
the  joinder  of  any  other  party  in  interest  in  such 
petition,  but  notice  of  the  presentation  of  the  petition 
shall  be  given  to  all  parties  in  interest  who  are  sui 
juris  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  court 
may  direct  by  general  rule  or  special  order. 

Amend  section  6  by  striking  out  the  same  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

6.  Fiduciary  in  Service  Relieved  from  Duties.  So 
long  as  any  decree  entered  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  section  2  hereof  remains  in  force  the  fiduciary 
named  therein  as  being  in  military  service  shall  exer- 
cise none  of  his  fiduciary  powers  or  discretion  and  shall 
be  under  no  liability  for  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the 
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substituted  fiduciary  pro  tern  or  of  any  co-fiduciary  or, 
co-fiduciaries  during  that  period,  provided,  that  noth- 
ing- contained  in  this  act  shall  relieve  a  fiduciary  who 
enters  military  service  from  liability  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  estate  before  the  entry  of  a  decree  under 
the  provisions  hereof.  If  the  court  shall  find  that 
because  of  the  military  service  of  the  fiduciary,  the 
stating  of  an  account  at  that  time  is  not  possible,  an 
accounting  by  such  fiduciary  in  military  sendee  shall 
not  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  appointment  of  a  substi- 
tuted fiduciary  pro  tem,  and  upon  the  reinstatement 
of  such  fiduciary  or  at  such  time  as  the  said  court 
deems  meet  such  fiduciary  may  be  required  by  said 
court  to  file  an  accounting  of  his  administration  of 
said  estate. 

Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  the  same  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

8.  Trustees  under  Deeds,  Agreements  and  Declara- 
tions of  Trust.  In  the  case  of  any  trustee  in  military 
service  who  is  trustee  under  a  deed,  agreement  or 
declaration  of  trust,  and  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  probate  court,  the  superior  court,  upon  petition  by 
any  party  in  interest,  may  proceed  as  provided  in  this 
act  as  to  fiduciaries  in  military  service.

service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  of 
reinstatement  in  the  state  service  as  members  of  the 
military  or  naval  service  are  entitled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  provided  that  he  makes  appli- 
cation therefor  within  forty  days  after  he  has,  or 
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could  have,  been  relieved  from  such  orders  of  such 
United  States  ag'encies.

Senator  Wilkinson,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  26,  An  act  to 
provide  recognition  of  the  war  service  of  residents  of 
this  state  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  during  the  World  War  11,  having  con- 
sidered the  same  reported  same  with  the  following 
amendment  and  recommended  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5.  Special  Poll  Tax.  Beginning  with  April  first, 
1944,  and  continuing  until  termination  is  ordered,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  there  shall  be  assessed  upon  all 
taxable  polls,  as  now  or  hereafter  defined,  within  the 
state,  a  further  tax  of  three  dollars  in  addition  to  the 
poll  tax  now  provided  or  which  may  be  provided  for 
by  law,  such  additional  tax  to  be  assessed,  levied  and 
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collected  in  accordance  with  the  laws  relating  to  poll 
taxes.  A  separate  account  of  such  additional  tax  shall 
be  kept  by  the  several  town  or  city  officers  and  it  shall 
be  paid  by  the  several  towns  and  cities  to  the  state 
treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  of 
the  several  years,  and  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  his  extent  for  all  taxes  which  shall 
remain  unpaid  on  said  dates  last  mentioned.  The  state 
treasurer  shall  keep  all  funds  accruing  from  the  collec- 
tion of  the  special  poll  tax  provided  for  by  this  section 
in  a  separate  account  from  which  he  shall  pay  the 
indebtedness  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
as  the  same  shall  become  due.  Any  balance  in  said 
separate  account,  after  making  the  payments  author- 
ized hereunder,  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
poses than  for  benefits  or  assistance  to  veterans  to  such 
an  extent  as  the  legislature  may  authorize.  The  as- 
sessment and  collection  of  said  additional  poll  tax  pro- 
vided for  herein  shall  cease  when  the  legislature  or,  if 
the  legislature  is  not  in  session,  the  governor  and 
council  shall  determine  that  sufficient  funds  have  been 
collected  to  make  payments  to  veterans  herein  pro- 
vided for.

"two  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars"  where 
they  occur  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
four  million  dollars,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

6.  Bond  Issue  Authorized.  In  order  to  provide 
the  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  bonus  authorized 
hereunder,  the  sum  of  four  million  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated, 
and  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  upon 
the  credit  of  the  state  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  million 
dollars  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
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in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state.  Such  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  state. 

Amend  section  9  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words

hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on  short-term 
loans  to  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  here- 
under, provided,  however,  that  at  no  one  time  shall  the 
indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such  short-term  loans 
exceed  the  sum  of  four  million  dollars.

him,  within  the  limits  of  said  town  or  city,  the  select- 
men or  city  clerk  shall  destroy  the  head  so  produced 
so  that  it  cannot  be  offered  again  for  bounty,  and  shall 
pay  fifty  cents  for  each  porcupine  so  destroyed.  Any 
person  producing  for  bounty  to  the  selectmen  or  city 
clerk  the  head  of  a  porcupine,  killed  outside  the  limits 
of  that  town  or  city,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  thirty  days,  or  both.  Said  towns 
and  cities  shall  be  reimbursed  for  payment  of  said 
bounties  as  provided  in  section  5  of  chapter  180  of  the 
Revised  Laws. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  inserting  after  section  1 
the  following  new  section : 

2.  Repeal.  Sections  2  and  3  of  chapter  180  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  relative  to  bounties  for  hedgehogs,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  2 
to  read  section  3. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  sent  to  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives for  concurrence  in  Senate  amendment.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by 
the  Clerk  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  the  House  is  assem- 
bled, and  requests  his  attendance. 

The  Clerk  appointed  Mesdames  Batchelder  of  Han- 
over, Spollett  of  Hampstead  and  Robinson  of  Hinsdale. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  having  been  informed 
that  a  quorum  of  the  House  was  assembled,  appeared, 
and  the  following  named  ladies  and  gentlemen,  having 
presented  their  credentials,  were  duly  qualified  by  His 
Excellency  as  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
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by  taking  and  subscribing  to  the  oaths  of  office  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.

It  has  been  twenty-six  years  since  this  General  Court 
has   convened    in   New   Hampshire   at   War.      Those 
who  in  other  years  have  served  in  this  assembly,  now 
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in  the  military  service  of  our  country,  we  proudly 
salute!  Those  who  have  passed  to  their  eternal  rest 
we  reverently  remember.  To  us,  fortunate  to  be  chosen 
to  serve  our  state  in  these  days  of  national  peril,  is 
entrusted  a  great  and  sober  responsibility. 

Convening  to  consider  the  legislative  needs  of  our 
state  at  war,  it  is  fitting  that  we  resolve  to  perform 
our  duties  diligently  and  that  we  give  thought  to  ad- 
justing our  legislative  routine  to  effect  such  economies 
of  time  as  may  seem  to  us  reasonable  and  prudent. 
Our  commission  is  the  consideration  of  legislation,  and 
our  usefulness  will  be  measured  by  the  quality  of  our 
judgment  and  our  efficiency  in  the  routine  of  our  pro- 
cedure. Mindful  that  many  of  you  have  recommenda- 
tions respecting  the  planning  of  this  routine  that  the 
House  might  profitably  consider,  I  shall  ask  the  Co- 
ordinating Committee  to  make  itself  available  to  hear 
your  suggestions  as  well  as  to  consider  problems  which 
you  may  have,  particularly  with  respect  to  travel.  I 
suggest  that  this  committee  sit  and  hear  your  testi- 
mony and  seasonably  report  to  the  House,  specifically 
recommending  such  resolutions  as  seem  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  House  and  the  State. 

As  your  Speaker  my  aim  will  be  to  give  you  an  im- 
partial Chair  and  to  give  the  work  of  the  House  my 
diligent  attention.  My  duty  is  to  voice  your  wishes 
and  carry  out  your  mandates.  For  the  privilege  of 
your  leadership  I  am  deeply  grateful. 

For  your  encouragement  and  support  you  have  my 
sincere  appreciation. 

I  earnestly  bespeak  your  cooperation  and  am  con- 
fident of  it.  The  difficulties  of  travel  have  prevented 
my  knowing  many  of  you  and  since  this  is  my  mis- 
fortune, I  ask  your  forbearance  in  the  difficulty  of 
recognizing  you  promptly  in  the  early  part  of  the 
session. 
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We  have  a  trust  to  discharge  together.  Together  we 
shall  discharge  it  creditably  and  competently.

The  Governor-elect,  attended  by  the  Council-elect, 
then  came  in,  and  the  Honorable  Robert  0.  Blood, 
Governor-elect,  then  took  and  subscribed  to  the  oath 
of  allegiance  before  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and 
in  the  presence  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature, 
whereupon  the  Honorable  Ansel  N.  Sanborn,  President 
of  the  Senate,  made  proclamation  as  follows: 

Robert  0.  Blood,  having  been  duly  elected  Governor 
of  New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office  and  taken  the 
oaths  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  I  do  hereby 
declare  and  proclaim  His  Excellency,  Robert  0.  Blood, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  office 
during  the  period  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  State,  and  I  present  Your  Excellency  with 
a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  as  a  guide  in 
the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

Invocation  was  offered  by  the  Reverend  Richard  F. 
Beyer,  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  church  of 
Concord. 

His  Excellency,  Governor  Robert  0.  Blood,  then  read 
the  following  message: 
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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

January  7,  1943 

Mr.    Speaker   and    Members    of   the    Honorable 
General   Court : 

Today  we  open  the  128th  session  of  the  Legislature. 
Although  we  were  at  peace  during  the  last  session,  T 
recommended  and  the  Legislature  passed,  emergency 
legislation  which  made  it  unnecessary  to  call  a  special 
session.  When  America  was  attacked  on  December  7th, 
1941,  this  State  was  prepared  to  cope  with  the  ever 
increasing  demands  of  the  war  effort. 

You  are  members  of  a  war  legislature  and  as  such 
have  greater  than  normal  responsibility.  The  man- 
power problem  demands  that  you  make  every  effort 
consistent  with  the  passage  of  good  legislation  to  end 
the  session  at  an  early  date  and  return  to  your  regular 
pursuits.  The  necessarily  high  federal  taxes  make  it 
doubly  important  that  the  State  economize  without 
sacrificing  the  adequate  care  of  needy  persons  in  and 
outside  the  state  institutions.  As  is  customary  the 
budget  message  will  be  given  at  a  later  date. 

When  I  addressed  this  body  two  years  ago  we  were 
on  a  peacetime  basis  while  war  raged  about  us.  Our 
budget,  our  financial  structure,  our  State  laws,  our 
relationship  to  the  Federal  Government,  every  one  of 
our  activities  was  couched  in  a  peace  setting  and  with 
a  background  of  peace.  Then,  on  December  7,  1941, 
we  were  violently  attacked  and  drawn  into  the  conflict. 
Fortunately,  as  I  shall  indicate  in  just  a  moment,  we 
had  several  months  before,  made  preparations  in  our 
civilian  defense  program  for  this  emergency,  but  the 
war  came  completely  changing  our  total  economy  and 
our  lives.  It  became  necessary  for  all  state  depart- 
ments, all  local  governments,  all  citizens  throughout 
the  State  to  participate  in  the  war  effort,  and  I  can 
point  with  pride  to  the  conscientious  work  of  the  citi- 
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zenry  of  New  Hampshire  in  this  war  effort  and  the  ad- 
justments and  changes  made  with  the  least  amount  of 
pain  and  difficulty. 

Welfare  and  Social  Security 

Public  welfare  has  long  been  an  integral  part  of 
progressive  government,  but  during  the  storm  of  the 
thirties  when  the  effect  of  the  severe  and  prolonged 
depression  was  felt  throughout  the  Nation,  we  became 
acutely  aware  of  the  increased  needs  of  our  people  and 
through  social  legislation  met  the  challenge  of  mass 
insecurity  occurring  in  the  transition  from  an  agri- 
cultural to  an  industrial  economy. 

The  state  is,  and  rightfully  so,  giving  assistance  and 
services  through  the  old-age-assistance  program  to 
over  seventy-two  hundred  aged  citizens;  through  the 
aid-to-dependent-children  program  to  eight  hundred 
fifty  families  representing  over  twenty-one  hundred 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age;  through  aid  to 
needy  blind  to  three  hundred  twenty-six  persons  (one- 
half  of  the  blind  population  of  the  state)  ;  through  the 
program  of  sight  conservation  to  over  four  hundred 
persons;  and  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  tuberculous 
patients  institutionalized  in  tuberculosis  sanatoria. 
Collectively,  this  represents  some  nine  thousand 
families  who  are  receiving  financial  assistance  or 
necessary  social  services  with  state  participation.  In 
addition  as  of  October,  1942  there  were  four  thousand 
one  hundred  thirty-five  cases,  representing  eighty- 
seven  hundred  individuals,  on  the  direct  relief  rolls 
receiving  aid  from  the  counties,  towns  and  cities  of 
the  state. 

Through  the  years  from  June,  1936  there  has  been 
a  constant  upward  trend  in  number  of  recipients  of 
public  assistance,  for  example  an  average  yearly 
increase  of  18.7%  per  year  in  old  age  assistance,  and 
15.3%  in  aid  to  dependent  children  and  4.2%  in  aid  to 
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the  needy  blind,  until  June  of  1942  when  the  peak  was 
reached.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  slight  down- 
ward trend  in  old  age  assistance  and  a  fairly  static  case 
load  in  aid  to  the  needy  blind  and  aid  to  dependent 
children.  It  is  anticipated  that  for  the  duration  of  the 
war  the  trends  indicated  since  June  will  continue, 
depending  upon  the  extent  of  increased  work  oppor- 
tunities for  the  aged  and  handicapped  and  the  financial 
ability  of  relatives  to  contribute  to  a  greater  degree 
toward  the  budgetary  needs  of  recipients.  Direct 
relief  case  loads  have  been  substantially  reduced 
because  of  increased  employment  opportunities  for 
employables  and  should  remain  low.  The  need  of 
recognizing  increased  cost  of  living  in  the  cases  of 
those  Who  continue  in  need  of  relief  and  assistance 
merits  the  careful  consideration  of  this  legislature. 

Not  least  in  any  respect  in  the  area  of  public  welfare 
is  the  function  of  providing  greater  security  and  oppor- 
tunity to  the  twenty-five  hundred  youngsters  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age  who  need  supervision  and 
professional  guidance  in  their  own  homes,  foster 
homes,  or  institutions  because  of  neglect,  dependency, 
or  predelinquency  as  well  as  recognition  of  some 
plan  for  adequately  controlling  adoptive  placements 
of  children. 

We  must  make  every  possible  effort  to  reduce  ex- 
penditures to  a  minimum.  Administrative  costs  should 
be  cut  to  a  minimum  compatible  with  efficient  opera- 
tion, which  will  at  the  same  time  insure  the  use  of  the 
greatest  possible  proportion  of  appropriations  for 
adequately  providing  needy  children,  handicapped  and 
aged  individuals  with  the  necessities  of  life. 

Although  it  is  a  generally  accepted  principle  that 
society  has  the  responsibility  to  assist  people  who  find 
themselves  in  need,  we  reaffirm  that  such  assistance 
should  be  used  only  to  alleviate  want  and  not  as  a 
substitute  for  personal  endeavor.    With  an  expansion 
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of  work  opportunities  and  social  insurances,  our  people 
will  have  greater  opportunities  to  earn  a  living  and 
accumulate  backlogs  of  security,  thus  reducing  to  a 
minimum  the  need  for  financial  public  assistance. 

The  Legislature  of  1935  signified  New  Hampshire's 
acceptance  and  approval  of  the  Social  Security  pro- 
gram by  passing  the  State  Unemployment  Compensa- 
tion Law  even  before  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act 
had  been  passed  by  Congress.  Later,  we  put  our  house 
in  further  order  by  amending  the  Welfare  Laws  so 
that  Social  Security  grants  in  aid  could  supplement 
State  funds  available  for  State  old  age  pensions,  aid 
to  the  blind  and  dependent  mothers.  All  these  pro- 
grams have  proved  their  worth  under  the  test  of 
experience.    They  should  be  continued  and  developed. 

In  every  Legislature  since  1935,  the  Unemployment 
Compensation  Law  has  been  improved  and  liberalized. 
We  have  steadily  reduced  the  waiting  period  which  an 
unemployed  worker  is  required  to  serve  before  receiv- 
ing benefits ;  we  have  steadily  increased  the  amount  of 
the  weekly  payment  and  the  number  of  weeks  for 
which  it  is  paid.  My  recommendation  of  two  years  ago 
that  the  waiting  period  be  shortened  and  other  liberal- 
izations put  into  effect  was  adopted. 

Throughout  this  continuing  process  of  liberalization, 
it  has  been  the  fixed  policy  of  the  administration  to 
recognize  that  real  security  to  the  worker  consists  not 
only  in  providing  adequate  benefit  payments,  but  also 
in  making  sure  that  the  Fund  from  which  these  benefit 
payments  must  be  made  is  safeguarded  and  main- 
tained. A  generous  scale  of  benefit  payments  is  of  no 
avail  to  the  worker  if  funds  to  pay  him  are  lacking. 

During  the  last  year,  the  Unemployment  Compensa- 
tion Fund  has  increased  substantially.  Its  rapid  growth 
raises  the  question  of  whether  benefits  might  not 
be  liberalized  still  further.  Let  me  point  out  to  you 
that  this  recent,  rapid  increase  is  wholly  due  to  the 
abnormally    high    volume    of    employment    resulting 
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from  the  war  emergency.  Unquestionably,  there  will 
be  a  reaction  to  this  condition  at  the  termination  of 
hostilities  and  we  must  be  prepared  to  experience  an 
equally  abnormal  volume  of  unemployment  which  will 
constitute  a  tremendous  drain  on  the  Fund.  The 
income  resulting  from  this  unusual  condition  now  must 
be  husbanded  for  use  in  the  period  of  post-war  un- 
employment. It  must  not  be  allowed  to  delude  us 
into  believing  that  liberalizations  can  be  adopted 
without  restraint. 

I  recommend  the  retention  of  the  one  week  waiting 
period  which,  as  now  provided  for  in  the  Law,  lapses 
on  April  1,  1943.  The  present  provisions  for  protect- 
ing the  rights  of  individuals  who  have  been  inducted 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  under  the  Selective 
Service  Act  should  be  retained  and  the  same  protection 
extended  to  all  those  who  have  been  enlisted  or  com- 
missioned in  the  armed  forces  of  the  country.  We  must 
make  sure  that  none  of  them  are  forced  to  sacrifice  any 
advantages  which  are  justly  theirs  as  a  result  of  their 
patriotism  and  loyalty  to  our  cause. 

Health 

An  important  change  which  has  brought  marked 
improvement  in  service  is  the  reorganization  of  the 
Department  of  Health.  Organization  has  been  sim- 
plified and  more  emphasis  placed  on  aiding  local 
communities  with  their  own  health  and  sanitation 
problems.  Public  health  is  a  local  problem  and  insofar 
as  possible  each  community  should  assume  its  own 
responsibilities.  The  State  should  assist  and  give 
expert  advice  only  when  it  is  needed  and  not  try  to 
carry  the  entire  problem.  This  is  especially  necessary 
because  of  the  added  responsibilities  of  the  state  or- 
ganization in  war  time. 

A  part  of  this  simplification  has  been  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  bacteriological  laboratory  with  that  of  the 
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State  Hospital.  The  combined  laboratories  are  housed 
in  the  new  Medical-Surgical  Building  at  the  State 
Hospital  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  patholo- 
gist and  bacteriologist. 

Increased  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  disease  con- 
trol with  the  result  that,  in  spite  of  the  disturbed  war 
conditions,  New  Hampshire  is  retaining  its  place  as  a 
state  with  low  disease  rates. 

Two  years  ago  I  mentioned  the  need  of  protection 
of  workers  in  hazardous  industries.  Many  studies  of 
plant  conditions  have  been  carried  out  since  then, 
recommendations  made  and  put  into  effect.  This  has 
been  entirely  a  matter  of  cooperative  action  between 
management,  labor,  and  the  Health  Department.  With 
the  increasing  tempo  of  production  our  efforts  in  this 
field  cannot  be  relaxed. 

Selective  Service  examinations  brought  out  the  need 
for  more  widespread  dental  care.  With  the  cooperation 
of  the  officers  of  the  State  Dental  Society  a  program 
has  been  started  to  stimulate  such  care.  This  care  will 
not  be  given  by  the  State  but  communities  wishing 
dental  programs  will  be  given  assistance  in  establish- 
ing them. 

I  believe  that  all  public  health  activities  at  the  state 
level  should  be  administered  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  that  all  clinics  should  be  under  its  super- 
vision. The  reasons  for  this  are  obvious.  This  Depart- 
ment, which  has  a  nursing  staff  distributed  over  the 
entire  state,  is  headed  by  a  physician  especially 
qualified  to  handle  health  problems.  He,  in  turn,  has 
specialists  in  the  various  fields  of  health  activity  under 
him.  The  greater  the  number  of  agencies  in  similar 
fields  of  activity,  the  greater  the  duplication  of  effort 
and  administrative  costs. 

A  very  comprehensive  study  has  been  made  of  the 
entire  problem  of  tuberculosis,  I  shall  submit  to  you 
definite  recommendations  based  on  this  study  at  the 
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time  of  presenting  the  Capital  Budget.  At  this  time, 
however,  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  we  transfer 
by  legislation  the  funds  for  the  aid  of  tubercular  per- 
sons and  the  control  of  admissions  to  the  tuberculosis 
sanatoria  from  the  Welfare  Department  to  the  Board 
of  Health. 

In  order  to  clarify  the  organization  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  I  would  also  like  to  recommend  that 
it  be  designated  by  legislative  act  as  the  State 
Health  Department  with  a  Board,  constituted  as  at 
present,  as  the  policy  and  rule  making  body  atid  a 
State  Health  Officer  as  the  executive  head  of  the 
Department. 

Agriculture 

At  a  recent  meeting  in  New  York,  Claude  R. 
Wickard,  the  newly  appointed  Food  Administrator 
for  the  United  States,  said  that  the  production  of  food 
of  all  kinds  must  be  stepped  up  during  1943.  Mr.  M.  L. 
Wilson,  Director  of  Extension,  stressed  the  necessity  of 
home  gardens  to  take  care  of  local  needs.  With  farm 
labor  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  with  only  23%  of  the 
normal  supply  of  new  machinery  available,  the  problem 
of  meeting  this  increased  production  is  one  that  is  very 
serious  for  our  farmers.  New  Hampshire  was  asked 
to  increase  acreages  of  potatoes  27%,  its  number  of 
cattle  and  calves  by  15%  ;  its  milk  production  2%  ;  its 
chickens  10%;  eggs  9%  and  turkeys  10%. 

We  feel  that  if  our  farmers  are  given  some  relief  in 
the  labor  situation,  and  are  able  to  obtain  necessary 
fertilizers,  which  we  believe  will  be  forthcoming,  they 
will  be  able  to  make  the  quotas  asked  for  with  the 
possible  exception  of  milk.  Dairy  cows  are  being 
reduced  all  over  the  country,  primarily  because  of  the 
labor  situation.  It  was  reported  that  the  State  of 
Vermont  had  lost  5%  of  its  dairy  cattle  last  year. 
The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  Massachusetts

reported  that  large  numbers  of  dairy  cows  were  being 
sent  to  the  slaughter  pens.  New  York  State  reports 
a  decrease  in  its  dairy  population.  None  of  these  states 
mentioned  are  carrying  on  a  disease  eradication  pro- 
gram similar  to  ours.  Therefore,  the  decrease  in  dairy 
cows  must  be  laid  directly  to  the  inability  of  farmers 
to  obtain  sufficient  help  to  maintain  their  herds. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  present  administration,  we 
called  a  conference  of  all  live  stock  officials  of  New 
England  asking  them  to  revise  their  interstate  shipping 
regulations  insofar  as  possible  making  them  uniform. 
As  a  result  of  this  conference,  the  interstate  regula- 
tions governing  the  movement  of  live  stock  in  New 
England  are  practically  uniform  at  the  present  time. 
The  result  of  this  has  been  a  great  stimulus  to  the  live 
stock  industry. 

The  fight  to  eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis  in  New 
Hampshire  has  been  practically  won.  There  is  need, 
however,  of  continued  vigilance  and  caution  on  the  part 
of  the  live  stock  owner,  and  continued  testing  of  our 
dairy  animals  until  the  last  tubercular  cow  has  been 
detected  and  slaughtered.  If  this  program  is  followed 
we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  bovine  tubercu- 
losis will  never  again  get  a  foot-hold  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, The  next  important  disease  and  one  which  the 
department  is  actively  engaged  in  eradicating  at  the 
present  time  is  Bangs'  Disease.  The  damage  done  in 
herds  by  this  disease,  the  rapidity  by  which  it  spreads, 
and  the  fact  that  the  Brucella  germ  causes  Undulant 
Fever  in  man,  makes  this  disease  especially  important 
to  the  live  stock  owner  and  the  taxpayers  of  the  State. 

I  am  informed  on  good  authority  that  the  loss  of 
milk  in  England  alone  because  of  Bang's  Disease  and 
its  sequels  amounts  to  more  than  one  hundred  million 
gallons  of  milk  a  year. 

In  1939  the  average  infection  in  the  herds  of  New 
Hampshire  was  approximately  15%,  but  by  carrying 
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out  our  disease  eradication  program  under  the  New 
Hampshire  law,  enacted  in  1939  and  considered  one  of 
the  best  laws  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  that 
initial  infection  has  been  reduced  to  less  than  4i/^%, 
and  during  the  past  year  the  percentage  of  condemned 
animals  found  on  all  tests  was  2.9%. 

A  careful  estimate  reveals  the  fact  that  99%  of  all 
bovine  animals  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
under  supervision  and  tested  for  Bang's  Disease  eradi- 
cation. We  should  continue,  as  in  the  past,  through 
the  Extension  Service  at  the  University,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  by  any  other  method  possible 
our  support  of  the  agricultural  program  to  aid  in  the 
requested  food  production  and  the  continuation  of  the 
program  of  disease  eradication  among  animals.  The 
State  has  already  spent  such  an  amount  of  money  in 
this  program  that  we  cannot  from  an  economic  point 
of  view  afford  to  relax  even  during  the  war  period. 

Industrial  and  Economic  Development 

During  peace  time  we  developed  the  Industrial 
Division  of  the  Planning  and  Development  Commission, 
largely  to  secure  new  industries  for  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  work  of  this  division  has  varied 
greatly  during  the  last  administration.  Two  years  ago 
I  recommended  that  we  fill  factory  space,  encourage 
small  industries,  establish  industrial  research  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  and  foster  vocational 
education.  We  have  continued  to  work  closely  with  all 
the  industries  of  New  Hampshire,  especially  the  small 
ones  to  preserve  as  many  as  could  possibly  be  converted 
to  the  war  effort.  In  the  first  days  of  the  war  effort 
during  the  early  period  of  priorities,  I  believe  the  State 
was  of  great  assistance  to  many  manufacturers 
through  direct  contacts  made  with  various  federal 
agencies  and  through  industrial  clinics. 

Special  attention  should  be  called  to  the  wood  waste 
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utilization  in  the  development  of  plastics  at  the  Uni- 
versity, which  should  be  another  asset  to  small  indus- 
tries, especially  those  in  the  wood-working  field. 

The  State  has  assisted  in  the  federal  effort  to  open 
all  available  supplies  of  critical  minerals.  To  assist 
in  this  effort,  we  made  available  a  small  appropriation 
from  the  emergency  fund  to  promote  an  agency  for 
carefully  surveying  the  state  mineral  resources  and 
supervision  of  the  activities  in  this  field,  to  protect 
both  the  state  and  its  citizens.  Several  small  rifting 
shops  have  been  opened  in  small  towns,  some  employ- 
ing as  many  as  thirty-five  women.  These  mines  are 
equivalent  to  small  manufacturing  or  industrial  estab- 
lishments, and  greatly  assist  the  employment  problem 
in  several  of  our  local  communities. 

New  plants  established  in  the  past  two  years  are 
more  than  three  times  the  number  of  those  which  have 
discontinued  business.  To  date  none  of  these  new 
ones  are  actual  war  casualties.  Many  of  our  new 
concerns  are  located  in  some  of  the  old  textile  plants 
and  employ  more  people  and  have  a  larger  payroll 
than  ever  existed  when  the  plants  operated  as  textile 
mills.  New  Hampshire,  without  question,  is  more 
diversified  in  its  industries  than  ever  before. 

Many  hardships  were  experienced  in  the  transition 
stage  from  civilian  production  to  war  production.  We 
must  ever  bear  in  mind  that  a  similar  period  will  follow 
the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Vocational  Education 

My  last  inaugural  emphasized  the  need  for  careful 
consideration  of  the  problem  of  vocational  education 
by  the  State.  Additional  funds  for  the  establishment 
of  a  trade  school  are  no  solution  of  the  problem,  be- 
cause the  reorganization  of  vocational  training  in  our 
whole  elementary,  secondary,  and  advanced  school 
program  is  required. 
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A  committee  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  total 
vocational  education  problem  in  the  State  and  I  am 
submitting  to  you  their  report.  Proper  legislation  to 
meet  the  State's  needs  will  be  presented  for  your 
consideration. 

Labor 

In  considering  labor  legislation  at  this  time,  I  believe 
all  we  can  expect  is  to  retain  the  labor  standards  and 
benefits  that  have  been  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  em- 
ployers and  workers  in  industrial  occupations  in  the 
past  years  rather  than  to  engage  in  a  wide  program 
of  new  labor  legislation.  I  recommend,  however,  that 
we  pass  an  amendment  to  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act  to  cover  permanent  partial  loss  of  function. 
There  is  at  the  present  time  no  fixed  amount  payable 
for  the  permanent  partial  loss  of  function,  as  there  is 
in  the  case  of  the  loss  of  a  member. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation  manifested  between  industry  and  organ- 
ized labor  in  carrying  out  the  agreement  arrived  at 
among  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  the  Congress 
of  Industrial  Organizations,  the  manufacturers  and 
myself  on  January  10,  1942. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution 

At  the  November  election  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire voted  to  amend  their  Constitution  in  three 
respects.  First,  "To  reduce  the  membership  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  not  more  than  400,  and 
not  less  than  375."  I  asked  a  special  committee  of 
House  members  to  consider  this  and  am  presenting  for 
your  consideration  a  bill  suggested  by  this  committee. 

Second,  "Amending  the  Constitution  so  as  to  em- 
power the  legislature  to  provide  for  absentee  voting  at 
biennial,  state  or  city  elections."  A  bill  to  cover  this 
amendment  has  been  prepared  and  will  be  introduced 
by  a  member  of  the  house.

Third,  to  provide  for  "Amending  the  Constitution  so 
as  to  empower  the  legislature,  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  conservation  of  the  forest  resources  of  the 
State,  to  provide  for  special  assessments,  rates,  and 
taxes  on  growing  wood  and  timber."  Permit  me  to 
emphasize  in  connection  with  this  amendment  that 
there  is  a  much  broader  problem  involved  than  merely 
the  tax  structure.  There  is  the  equally  important 
question  of  the  proper  use  of  our  forests,  the  manage- 
ment program  and  the  policies  set  up  to  govern  their 
use.  This  should  extend  to  cutting  practices  and  re- 
forestation. It  is  well  to  note  that  the  forests  are  not 
the  sole  property  of  one  group.  Unlike  the  days  when 
unbridled  exploitation  could  take  place,  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  forests  are  now  matters  of  vital  concern  to 
the  health  and  welfare  of  local  communities  for  they 
protect  water  supplies,  watersheds,  and  recreational 
interests  throughout  the  State.  If  the  legislature  does 
not  feel  that  the  time  is  ripe  to  act  on  the  tax  question 
and  the  major  problem  of  conservation  of  one  of  our 
greatest  single  resources,  I  recommend  that  an  interim 
commission  be  appointed  to  study  both  taxation  and 
the  broad  problem  of  conservation  which  can  report 
its  finding  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature. 

Length  of  Session 

We  can  definitely  aid  the  war  effort  by  holding  a 
short  session  of  the  legislature.  By  freeing  all  of  the 
members  of  the  legislature  at  an  early  date  to  return 
to  their  various  occupations  we  will  aid  in  the  total 
manpower  program  and  will  thereby  decrease  the  cost 
of  the  session.  If  we  are  to  hold  a  short  session,  it  is 
necessary,  first,  that  the  bills  be  introduced  into  the 
legislature  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.  To  this  end 
I  have  had  prepared  for  introduction  through  the 
Speaker  and  the  President  of  the  Senate,  most  of  the 
administration  bills  and  many  department  bills.     Fi- 
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nally,  by  the  method  of  inviting  your  membership  to 
submit  bills  early,  much  other  legislation  is  already 
prepared  for  your  immediate  consideration. 

The  details  of  working  out  a  short  session  are  of 
course  the  responsibility  of  the  legislature  itself.  I 
would  like  to  suggest  for  your  consideration,  however, 
three  or  four  items.  First,  that  the  legislature  hold 
sessions  on  four  days  each  week.  Second,  that  the 
House  consider  advancing  the  afternoon  business, 
whenever  feasible  and  possible,  to  follow^  immediately 
the  morning  session.  By  this  method  the  legislative 
committees  will  be  able  to  hold  afternoon  and  evening 
sessions,  and  thereby  save  much  needed  time  of  the 
session.  Third,  that  the  committees  give  consideration 
immediately  to  any  legislation  in  the  hands  of  com- 
mittees and  that  where  necessary  the  busier  commit- 
tees follow  the  policy  for  some  years  followed  by  the 
Appropriations  Committee,  of  holding  afternoon  and 
evening  sessions.  Fourth,  I  believe  that  no  extension 
of  time  should  be  granted  for  the  introduction  of  bills 
beyond  that  allowed  by  Joint  Rule  Number  Thirteen. 
Those  of  us  who  have  been  in  the  legislature  know  that 
the  length  of  the  session  varies  more  with  the  handling 
of  the  individual  bills  in  the  legislative  committees  than 
with  the  action  by  the  House  once  the  committee  has 
completed  its  consideration. 

State  Employees 

Since  the  state  government  is  the  third  largest  em- 
ployer within  New  Hampshire,  it  has  seemed  to  me 
specially  important  that  the  state  should  set  an  exam- 
ple as  an  employer  and  arrange  its  conditions  of 
employment  so  that  every  person  on  its  payrolls  would 
know  precisely  the  conditions  under  which  he  was 
working. 

To  accomplish  this  I  appointed  a  special  committee 
comprised  of  certain  department  heads  and  of  repre-

sentative  state  employees  to  study  the  problems  in- 
volved. This  committee  has  made  recommendations  to 
the  Governor  and  Council  covering  vacations,  sick 
leave,  holidays  and  leave  without  pay.  The  adoption 
of  these  recommendations  has  been  made  and  the  rules 
are  now  effective.  The  result  is  that  all  employees, 
regardless  of  the  department  in  which  they  work, 
receive  the  same  treatment. 

The  larger  problem  of  position  classification  and 
salary  standardization  is  now  in  progress.  This  is  not 
easy  of  solution  and  every  position  must  be  considered 
and  fitted  into  its  proper  place  in  the  state  program. 
The  results  of  this  work  will  soon  be  available  in  a 
report  on  the  basis  of  which  recommendations  can  be 
made  with  respect  to  enabling  legislation.  If  these 
things  can  be  successfully  accomplished  I  am  certain 
that  the  employees  of  the  State  will  find  more  satis- 
faction in  their  jobs  in  the  assurance  that  favoritism 
in  treatment  has  been  eliminated. 

The  last  legislature,  upon  my  recommendation, 
passed  an  act  providing  for  the  study  of  the  problem 
of  retirement  of  State  employees  and  the  preparation 
of  a  retirement  plan  to  be  submitted  to  this  legislature. 
The  study  commission  has  engaged  the  services  of  Mr. 
George  B.  Buck,  an  actuary  with  wide  experience  in 
the  preparation  of  public  employee  retirement  plans, 
and  the  commission  has  in  its  hands  his  report.  The 
recommendations  of  the  commission  will  be  submitted 
to  the  legislature  as  provided  in  the  act  creating  the 
commission. 

In  this  connection  may  I  observe  that  one  of  the 
essentials  in  any  employment  system  is  security  for 
old  age.  Heretofore  this  has  been  lacking  in  State 
employment.  Employees  whose  long  records  of  serv- 
ice to  the  State  should  bring  definite  assurance  of 
future  means  of  support  are  now  dependent  upon  the 
willingness  of  department  heads  and  changing  admin- 
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istrations  to  keep  them  on  the  payroll.  Employees  in 
order  to  live  are  now  required  to  keep  working  beyond 
their  productive  years,  often  when  they  are  physically 
incapable  of  working  effectively.  It  is  my  hope  that 
we  may  be  able  to  adopt  a  plan  which  will  adequately 
provide  security  for  old  age. 

Appointive  State  Officers  and  Members  of  Boards 

In  the  interest  of  the  good  administration  of  various 
boards  and  departments  and  the  simplification  of 
making  appointments,  a  study  of  the  appointments  to 
State  service  indicates  the  following  situation  as  to 
term  of  office. 

One  group  is  appointed  for  a  term  of  years  and 
serves  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. Vacancies  are  filled  for  unexpired  term.  A  second 
group  is  appointed  for  a  term  of  years  and  may  serve 
beyond  that  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  A 
third  group  is  appointed  for  a  term  of  years  without 
holdover  provision.  Vacancies  are  filled  for  unexpired 
term.  The  fourth  group  is  appointed  for  a  term  of 
years  with  neither  holdover  nor  vacancy  provision. 
The  fifth  group  is  appointed  for  an  unlimited  term. 

The  legislature  has  never  stated  just  what  is  meant 
by  the  phrase  "Vacancies  filled  for  unexpired  term." 
I  recommend  and  am  presenting  a  bill  which  defines 
the  meaning  of  this  term  as  used  by  the  legislature 
and  provides  that  all  appointees  will  be  uniformly 
appointed  for  a  term  of  years  and  will  serve  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified  and  vacancies 
will  be  filled  for  unexpired  term.  Where  there  is  a 
board  of  three  or  more  people  appointed  for  a  corres- 
ponding term  or  years,  the  appointments  should  be  so 
arranged  that  one  member  will  retire  each  year  except 
in  those  boards  which  are  by  necessity  entirely  ap- 
pointed by  each  successive  administration. 
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Departmental  Personnel 

In  the  interval  since  the  last  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture, the  State  has  been  saddened  by  the  death  of 
Lawrence  Carlisle,  who  had  served  the  State  un- 
selfishly and  well  from  1921  to  1941  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.  In  the  passing  of  John  Griffin,  Motor 
Vehicle  Commissioner  from  1922  to  1942,  the  State 
lost  the  services  of  an  efficient  and  courageous  public 
servant.  Thirdly,  we  mention  Dr.  Robert  M.  Deming, 
who  from  1922  to  1942  not  only  ably  administered  the 
Glencliff  Sanatorium  as  an  institution,  but  efficiently 
cared  for  the  well-being  of  the  patients,  and  aided 
many  on  the  road  to  health  and  strength.  Fourth,  in 
the  passing  of  John  Childs  the  State  has  lost  an  effi- 
cient, energetic  and  loyal  engineer  who  aided  greatly 
in  the  development  of  our  excellent  highway  system 
from  1916  to  1920  and  from  1923  to  1942.  In  their 
passing  we  are  saddened  for  not  alone  the  State  serv- 
ice, but  the  people  of  the  State  in  general  have  suffered 
a  distinct  loss. 

During  the  last  two  years  deep  inroads  into  the  State 
personnel  have  been  made  among  our  young  men  who 
have  been  taken  into  the  military  service.  In  addition 
to  this,  many  men  and  women  who  have  ably  served 
the  State  have  entered  other  fields  of  service  in  the 
total  war  effort.  It  has  been  our  feeling  that  we  should 
do  nothing  to  in  any  way  hinder  a  State  employee  from 
entering  a  field  of  endeavor  in  which  he  could  render 
a  greater  service  during  this  war  emergency. 

Travel  Bureau 

The  early  demands  for  conservation  of  rubber  and 
restrictions  in  the  use  of  automobiles  were  heeded  by 
the  administration.  We  established  as  a  division  of 
the  Comptroller's  Office  a  Travel  Bureau  to  eliminate 
duplication  and  generally  supervise  the  travel  of  State 
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employees  within  the  State.  This  Bureau,  the  first  of 
its  kind  to  be  estabhshed  in  this  country,  has  been 
copied  by  many  states  and  the  director  of  our  Bureau 
was  borrowed  by  the  Federal  Government  to  explain 
its  operation  in  some  twenty  states. 

Such  great  advantages  are  now  apparent  in  its  opera- 
tion through  the  economic  use  of  travel  money  that  it 
has  established  its  worth  as  both  a  war-time  and 
peace-time  measure.     It  should  be  continued. 

Recreation 

Probably  no  group  of  our  citizens  has  been  as  seri- 
ously affected  by  war  dislocation  as  that  engaged  in 
the  recreational  business,  which  had  grown  in  recent 
years  to  be  one  of  our  largest  industries,  netting  within 
the  State  approximately  $75,000,000  annually.  Recent 
surveys  conducted  by  the  State  have  clearly  proved 
that  while  some  areas  did  a  reasonable  amount  of  busi- 
ness last  year,  other  areas  such  as  the  northern  part 
of  the  State  were  severely  hit  by  the  curtailment  of 
travel.  People  in  these  regions  are  confronted  with 
an  economic  problem  of  major  proportions.  Their 
finances  in  many  cases  have  been  exhausted.  Mortgage 
payments,  both  as  to  principal  and  interest  are  due. 
A  grave  danger  exists  that  recreational  property  may 
now  be  unloaded  and  placed  on  the  market,  and  that 
people  interested  only  in  the  commercial  capacity  of 
recreational  properties,  and  not  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  State,  will  secure  control  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  This  legislature  should 
give  serious  consideration  to  the  alleviation  of  the 
economic  situation  of  these  people,  and  to  remove  if 
possible  the  danger  of  their  losing  their  property. 
The  retention  of  business  and  title  by  those  who  now 
have  the  property  is  vital  to  New  Hampshire's  well 
being,  so  that  when  the  war  comes  to  an  end,  New 
Hampshire  may  preserve  intact  that  recreational  in- 
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terest  for  which  it  has  spent  so  many  thousands  of 
dollars  in  advertising  and  promotion. 

The  recreational  areas  under  the  control  of  the  State 
Forestry  and  Recreation  Department  are  being  main- 
tained, and  in  locations  where  it  is  possible,  are  being 
used  by  as  many  people  as  available.  Travel  of  course 
has  been  largely  the  controlling  feature.  In  this  field, 
as  in  all  our  present  endeavors,  it  is  especially  neces- 
sary that  we  preserve  our  resources  for  the  post-war 
period  when  we  shall  once  again  be  able  to  enjoy  them. 

Defense  and  Emergency  Powers 

During  the  last  session  I  recommended  and  the 
legislature  passed  four  emergency  defense  bills.  The 
most  important  of  these,  known  as  the  Defense  Council 
Bill,  called  for  the  establishment  of  a  volunteer  civilian 
effort  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  our  citizens  and 
train  them  for  the  many  necessary  protective  services 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Government  in  the 
total  war  program. 

All  our  people  have  shown  a  splendid  spirit  of  co- 
operation. Countless  men  and  women  have  accepted 
responsibilities  and  have  given  generously  of  their 
time  and  effort,  often  at  considerable  personal  sacrifice. 
I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion and  thank  them. 

Prior  to  and  immediately  after  Pearl  Harbor,  the 
emphasis  was  naturally  applied  to  the  protective  serv- 
ices. Under  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Public  Safety, 
schools  of  instruction  were  held  in  Concord  where  over 
200  Air  Raid  Precaution  instructors  were  trained  and 
certified  to  return  to  their  local  communities  and  teach 
the  Wardens  enrolled  in  Local  Defense  Councils 
throughout  the  State.  Special  emphasis  was  placed  on 
organizing  and  training  personnel  for  Auxiliary  Fire 
Defense  and  Auxiliary  Police  protection.     There  are

now  234  Local  Defense  Councils  throughout  the  State 
with  a  total  enrolled  personnel  of  over  30,000. 

There  followed  a  rapid  growth  in  the  so-called  non- 
protective  services.  Under  the  initiative  and  guidance 
of  the  various  Advisory  Committees  of  the  Council, 
programs  have  been  developed  to  mobilize  the  State's 
industrial,  human,  agricultural  and  consumer  resources 
to  the  end  that  we  might  produce  to  a  maximum  and 
at  the  same  time  conserve  these  resources  for  the  war 
effort. 

Under  the  Advisory  Committees  of  the  Council,  the 
health  and  welfare  of  our  people  under  the  impact  of 
war  are  receiving  much  attention  and  plans  for  the 
day-care  of  children  of  working  mothers,  for  emer- 
gency medical  services  and  for  evacuation  are  well 
underway.  I  am  asking  for  a  minor  amendment  to  the 
Defense  Council  Bill. 

The  acute  manpower  problem  is  being  attacked  by 
offering  in  our  schools  pre-employment  and  supplemen- 
tary courses  for  both  men  and  women  so  that  they 
may  enter  employment  in  war  industries. 

Persistent  uncertainty  and  lack  of  information  of 
what  lies  ahead  had  made  it  necessary  in  most  states 
to  grant  the  chief  executive  extra  powers.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  grant  them  to  the  Chief  Executive  of 
New  Hampshire  if  the  best  interests  of  the  State  and 
the  well-being  of  the  nation  are  to  be  adequately 
served.  These  extra  powers  are  being  asked  for  in  a 
bill  which  I  am  presenting  for  your  consideration. 

State  Library 

I  recommend  that  the  Public  Library  Commission 
and  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Library  be  abolished  and 
that  a  joint  commission  be  formed  to  be  known  as  the 
"State  Library  Commission."  To  this  end  I  am  pre- 
senting a  bill  for  your  consideration. 
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Inspection  Services 

There  are  several  major  problems  confronting  the 
State  at  the  present  moment.  While  no  new  commis- 
sions or  departments  should  be  established,  the  legis- 
lature should  give  its  serious  attention  to  the  fact  of 
the  duplication  of  inspection  services  and  field  work 
which  exists  in  the  State.  As  many  as  five  different 
State  inspectors  visit  stores  and  other  retail  establish- 
ments inspecting  for  health,  for  weight,  sanitation,  for 
proper  contents  and  similar  matters.  This  is  not  only 
an  annoyance  to  the  shopkeeper,  but  is  questionable 
in  efficiency.  Several  of  the  State  departments  have 
different  types  of  work  in  the  field,  and  at  this  time 
when  we  are  canvassing  duplication  of  travel  it  may 
be  well  to  canvass  duplication  of  inspection  services. 
Several  cities  throughout  the  United  States  have  found 
it  desirable  to  combine  their  services  into  a  single  in- 
spection department.  This,  however,  is  a  questionable 
practice  when  applied  to  widely  ramifying  State  serv- 
ices. If  combinations  are  made  they  should  be  allo- 
cated to  existing  departments  in  order  to  avoid  ex- 
pense, since  what  should  be  sought  is  simplification 
and  elimination  of  duplication  and  not  expansion  and 
growth. 

Purchasing  Agent 

I  am  presenting  a  bill  to  put  into  law  the  regulations 
under  which  the  purchasing  agent  is  working  for  the 
most  part  at  the  present  time.  To  enact  legislation  re- 
garding these  regulations,  will  tend  to  improve  the 
operations  of  this  department. 

Building  Code 

Two  years  ago  I  stated  "For  the  improvement  of 
public  construction  a  building  code  governing  all  con- 
struction should  be  adopted  by  the  State.  Such  legis- 
lation should  assure  minimum  standards  of  construe- 
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tion.  It  should  constitute  a  part  of  a  long  range  co- 
ordinated program  of  public  construction,  so  planned 
that  heavy  expenditures  in  any  one  year  would  be 
avoided."  The  recent  fires  in  some  of  our  large  cities, 
especially  that  in  Boston,  have  amply  illustrated  the 
necessity  that  any  building  code  should  give  due  con- 
sideration to  the  reduction  of  fire  hazards  where  people 
assemble.  I  now  recommend  that  you  give  serious 
consideration  first,  to  the  adoption  of  a  building  code, 
and  second,  to  legislation  which  would  aid  in  preventing 
large  loss  of  life  from  unnecessary  fire  hazards. 

Fish  and  Game 

I  recommend  that  during  the  present  war  any  non- 
resident who  is  a  member  of  any  branch  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  may  make  application  to 
the  Fish  and  Game  Driector  for  a  special  nonresident 
license  to  hunt  and  fish  within  the  State,  to  be  stamped 
"War-Time  License,"  the  fee  for  which  shall  be  the 
same  as  that  for  a  regular  resident  license. 

Post -War  Planning 

In  my  last  inaugural  I  said  that  the  legislature  should 
make  it  possible  for  the  Planning  and  Development 
Commission  to  program,  promote,  coordinate  the 
State's  resources  and  it  should  be  removed  as  far  as 
possible  promoting  legislation  and  engaging  in 
politics. 

We  have  observed  the  fulfillment  of  these  objectives. 
While  the  war  has  brought  a  reduction  in  some  forms 
of  publicity,  it  has  placed  a  greater  burden  than  ever 
upon  other  branches  of  the  Commission's  work. 
Planning  and  industrial  promotion  are  being  heavily 
drawn  upon.  In  the  important  task  of  post-war 
planning  and  capital  budgeting,  coordinating  the  work 
of  various  departments,  programming  the  development 
of  the  resources  of  the  state  and  watching  over  the 
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well-being  of  the  citizens  as  far  as  it  may  pertain  to 
their  industrial,  economic,  and  other  resources,  the 
Commission  has  been  active  and  of  great  service. 

At  this  time  the  plans  for  the  future  of  New  Hamp- 
shire must  be  laid.  During  World  War  I  no  plans  were 
made,  and  an  artificial  boom  took  place  for  several 
years  afterward.  Then  the  depression  came.  In  all 
likelihood,  when  the  post-war  period  arrives  the  State 
may  find  itself  in  severe  economic  difficulty  unless  we 
have  made  careful  plans.  It  is  vital  to  the  war  effort 
that  Federal,  state  and  local  communities  as  well  .as 
private  individuals  curtail  for  the  duration  all  con- 
struction not  connected  with  the  war.  Available  money 
should  now  be  used  to  retire  outstanding  indebtedness. 
I  recommend  that  we  follow  this  program,  limiting 
our  construction  work  to  maintenance  and  necessary 
alterations,  being  of  course  prepared  to  immediately 
start  desirable  projects  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

In  other  avenues,  too,  careful  studies  should  be  made 
of  the  return  to  normal  conditions.  We  should  antici- 
pate the  time  when  hundreds  of  people  who  have  moved 
out  of  the  State  to  engage  in  v/ar  industries  elsewhere 
return  to  our  local  communities.  We  should  also  con- 
sider what  will  be  our  program  of  highway  construc- 
tion when  the  end  of  the  war  comes.  The  state  and 
local  governments  should  make  provision  for  the 
return  of  the  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors. 

Conclusion 

It  is  fitting  that  at  the  close  of  this  inaugural  address 
we  should  consider  the  relations  of  the  State  to  the 
nation  and  to  the  world.  Fortunately  it  has  become 
commonplace  to  realize  that  the  welfare  of  this  State 
is  bound  together  with  that  of  all  the  other  47  states — 
when  any  one  suflters  or  prospers,  all  the  others  feel 
the  repercussions.  During  the  depression  we  gave 
concrete  expression  of  this  sense  of  interdependence 
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when  New  Hampshire  poured  money  into  the  Federal 
Treasury,  much  of  which  went  into  the  stricken  indus- 
trial areas  of  the  nation.  We  have  proved  to  our  own 
satisfaction  the  truth  of  the  slogan:  "United  we 
stand,  divided  we  fall." 

Today  for  the  first  time,  however,  we  realize  that 
that  interdependence  does  not  stop  at  national  bound- 
aries any  more  than  at  state  lines.  We  know  now  that 
New  Hampshire  cannot  afford  to  be  unconcerned  with 
what  goes  on  inside  the  other  countries  of  the  world. 
We  know  that  injustice  and  callousness  anywhere  are 
germs  of  plagues  which  may  sweep  the  whole  world. 
We  must  be  prepared  to  sacrifice  food  and  money  in 
the  peace  to  restore  health  and  community  life  abroad. 
Four  years  ago  we  celebrated  the  historic  and  decisive 
role  which  New  Hampshire,  as  the  ninth  state  to 
ratify  the  Constitution,  played  in  the  formation  of 
this  nation.  I  earnestly  hope  that  New  Hampshire 
will  play  a  similarly  decisive  role  in  bringing  the  United 
States  into  a  responsible  and  cooperative  attitude  to- 
ward the  post-war  world.

Report  of  Committee  to  Study  the  Practice  of 

Automobile  Financing 

By  joint  resolution  of  the  1941  Legislature  (Laws 
1941,  Chapter  253),  provision  was  made  for  the 
establishment  of  a  committee  to  study  the  practice  of 
automobile  financing,  "in  all  its  aspects."     The  reso- 
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lution,   under  which  the   committee  was   established 
and  organized,  reads  as  follows: 

"Joint  Resolution  Establishing  a  Committee  to 
Study  the  Practice  of  Automobile  Financing. 

Resolved  by  the  Semite  and  Hottse  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  convened: 

That  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  appoint  a  committee  of  eight  to  study  the 
practice  of  automobile  financing  in  all  its  aspects, 
which  committee  shall  report  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  next  Legislature.  Said  committee 
shall  include  the  insurance  commissioner,  bank  com- 
missioner and  attorney  general.  Other  interests  to  be 
represented  are  to  be  New  Hampshire  State  Bankers' 
Association,  New  Hampshire  Automobile  Dealers'  As- 
sociation, New  Hampshire  Insurance  Agents  Asso- 
ciation, an  agent  of  a  New  Hampshire  fire  insurance 
company,  a  representative  of  a  New  Hampshire  auto- 
mobile finance  company." 

(Approved  June  13,  1941.) 

Since  this  resolution  was  passed  on  June  13,  1941, 
both  the  state  and  the  nation  have  been  confronted 
with  war,  rationing,  the  discontinuance  of  the  manu- 
facture of  automobiles  for  civilian  use,  the  promulga- 
tion of  Regulation  W  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System, 
and  many  other  types  of  restrictions  and  regulations 
which  particularly  affected  the  automobile  industry 
and  automobile  financing.  It  became  evident  in  1942 
that  the  conditions  had  so  changed  since  June,  1941 
that  any  study  or  recommendations  that  this  commit- 
tee might  make  would  be  theoretical,  unrealistic  and 
of  little  value  for  the  future.  It  is  impossible  to  study 
automobile  financing  with  a  view  of  making  recom- 
mendations in  connection  therewith  under  present  con- 
ditions. Consequently,  the  Committee  unanimously 
decided  that  it  was  preferable  to  omit  any  study  or 
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make   any    comprehensive    recommendations    on   the 
practice  of  automobile  financing. 

Your  committee  recommends,  however,  that  the 
work  of  the  committee  be  continued  for  an  additional 
two  years,  and  to  that  end  would  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  joint  resolution : 

That  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  appoint  a  committee  of  eight  to  study  the 
practice  of  automobile  financing  in  all  its  aspects, 
which  committee  shall  report  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  next  Legislature.

reduction  or  removal  of  taxes  of  improvements  on 
land,"  and 

Whereas,  The  value  of  land,  including  all  natural 
resources  and  intangible  franchise  rights  relating 
thereto,  exclusive  of  improvements,  are  created  by  the 
activities  of  the  people  as  a  whole ;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  of  America  are  engaged 
in  war  for  the  defense  of  the  freedom  of  their  land; 
and 

Whereas,  The  value  of  some  land  has  been 
augmented  tremendously  by  the  intensified  demand 
for  materials  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war  itself; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives i/n  General  Court  convened: 
That  we  respectfully  urge  the  present  Congress  to 
submit  the  foregoing  amendment  to  the  legislatures 
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of  the   several   states   for   consideration;   and   be   it

Dear  Walher: 

With  further  reference  to  my  letter  of  January  18, 
relative  to  eligibility  for  supplemental  mileage  for 
members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  please 
be  advised  that  this  travel  depends  upon  the  conditions 
imposed  by  Gasoline  Ration  Order  No.  5C. 

Applicants  for  supplemental  occupational  mileage 
may  receive  not  more  than  the  maximum  of  378  miles 
per  month.  However,  occupational  "B"  ration  books 
are  tailored  as  to  time.     This  means  that  the  appli- 
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cant  receives  mileage  equal  to  his  needs,  and  the  ex- 
piration date  of  the  book  is  determined  accordingly. 
In  no  event  does  the  applicant  receive  more  mileage 
than  his  indicated  requirements. 

Ride  sharing  clubs  should  be  established  by  the 
members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  vi^herever 
possible.  If  a  legislator  or  other  applicant  for  supple- 
mental mileage  travels  alone  or  with  less  than  three 
passengers,  he  must  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  a 
Local  War  Price  and  Rationing  Board  either  that  al- 
ternative means  of  common  carrier  transportation  are 
unavailable  or  that  such  alternative  common  carrier 
transportation  is  inadequate  for  his  use  either  because 
of  the  time  involved  in  travel  by  such  means  or  the 
scheduled  time  of  arrival  or  departure  of  such  trans- 
portation. If  the  legislator  or  other  applicant  for 
supplemental  mileage  establishes  a  ride  sharing  club 
in  which  he  carries  himself  and  three  passengers,  he 
is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  showing  either  the 
availability  or  the  inadequacy  of  alternative  means  of 
common  carrier  transportation.  The  ride  sharing 
club  is  designed  to  provide  the  greatest  number  of 
applicants  with  transportation  by  the  use  of  the  least 
number  of  vehicles. 

Some  question  may  arise  as  to  the  use  of  multiple 
ration  books  on  the  same  vehicle.  The  ration  book 
attaches  to  the  vehicle,  therefore,  the  owner  or  prin- 
cipal user  is  entitled  to  the  ration.  Passengers  may 
not  apply  for,  receive  and  use  a  ration  book  covering 
the  vehicle  in  which  they  ride  as  passengers.  Members 
of  a  ride  sharing  club  may,  however,  use  their  own 
vehicles  alternately  in  order  to  extend  the  group  travel 
over  a  longer  period;  thus,  for  example,  if  four 
travelers  form  a  ride  sharing  club  and  these  four  own 
three  automobiles,  they  may  use  each  automobile  a 
portion  of  the  time,  and  thus  perform  required  travel 
within  the  occupational  ceiling  of  378  miles  per  month 
which  attaches  to  each  vehicle.

January  25,  1943. 

Mr.  Sherman  Adams, 

Speaker,  House  of  Representatives 

Dear  Sir: 

A  program  for  the  salvage  of  discarded  and  unused 
keys,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  paper  industry,  has 
not  materialized  as  expected  and  has  resulted  in  un- 
moved collections  of  old  keys  in  most  of  our  cities  and 
towns. 

Because  of  the  necessity  of  sorting  for  processing, 
difficulties  exist  in  the  local  disposal  of  these  collec- 
tions. 
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If  these  local  collections  are  accumulated  at  some 
central  point,  it  will  then  be  possible  for  this  Division 
of  the  Council  of  Defense  to  direct  them  into  war  pro- 
duction. 

We  believe  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
would  welcome  the  opportunity  of  making  this  possible 
by  bringing  to  the  State  House,  when  attending  the 
sessions  each  week,  a  small  quantity  of  the  dormant 
key  collections  in  their  community. 

In  the  event  of  the  acceptance  of  this  suggestion,  we 
will  instruct  local  salvage  committees,  schools  and 
other  groups  who  have  key  collections  to  place  them  in 
small  boxes  of  three  or  four  pounds  each,  securely 
tied,  and  to  bring  them  to  the  homes  of  their  Repre- 
sentatives or  Senators. 

The  maintenance  personnel  of  the  State  House  has 
agreed  to  place  proper  receptacles  in  the  elevators  to 
receive  the  keys  so  brought. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  within  nine  or  ten  weeks  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  will  have  brought  to  Con- 
cord in  this  manner  five  or  six  tons  of  old  keys,  half  of 
which  will  be  made  of  iron  that  will  supply  enough 
scrap  to  produce  over  10,000  hand  grenades.

BUDGET  MESSAGE 

January  27,  1943 

Mr.    Speaker   and    Members    of   the    Honorable 
General  Court: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  23, 
Section  2,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire, 
I  am  transmitting  herewith  my  budgetary  recom- 
mendations for  the  fiscal  years  from  July  1,  1943  to 
June  30,  1945.  This  is  the  sixth  biennial  budget  to 
be  submitted  to  the  legislature  since  the  statute 
establishing  our  present  budgetary  and  financial  con- 
trol system  was  enacted  by  the  legislature  in  1931. 

The  importance  of  the  budget  as  a  plan  by  which 
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we  make  our  appropriations  and  thus  determine  to  a 
great  measure  the  extent  and  character  of  the  services 
which  the  state  will  render  to  its  citizens  during  a 
given  biennium  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  budget 
of  the  past  biennium  was  made  in  peacetime,  and 
varies  in  many  respects  from  this  budget  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  war  has  made  many  changes  in  the  stato 
services  in  relation  to  the  various  departments,  in 
some  cases  having  materially  increased  the  responsi- 
bility and  the  amount  of  work,  and  in  other  cases 
having  decreased  the  same.  It  is,  of  course,  apparent 
to  anyone  that  all  of  our  institutions  are  obliged  to 
maintain  their  populations;  mental  cases,  hospital 
patients  and  prisoners  can't  be  turned  out  just  because 
we  are  engaged  in  war.  We  must  care  for  and  support 
them  in  the  face  of  rising  costs  for  food,  clothing, 
medicine,  fuel  and  other  care. 

The  growing  demands  of  the  national  government 
to  support  the  enormous  costs  of  waging  war  on  many 
fronts  throughout  the  world,  to  feed  and  equip  our 
military  allies,  to  feed  and  reestablish  normal  life  in 
those  areas  which  will  be  occupied  during  1943  and  to 
maintain  our  home  defenses  definitely  overshadow  the 
financial  needs  of  state  and  local  administration.  The 
only  financial  relief  which  can  be  afforded  taxpayers 
must  today  come  from  levels  of  government  lower  than 
the  national  level.  We  must  not  be  blinded  to  the 
obligations  which  are  imposed  upon  us  by  present  cir- 
cumstances. The  era  of  "business  as  usual"  passed 
out  on  December  7th,  1941.  All  government  organi- 
zations have  a  considerable  time  lag,  in  realizing  the 
impact  of  change  in  our  fundamental  conditions.  The 
great  depression  began  in  the  fall  of  1929  but  the  real 
impact  did  not  make  itself  shown  in  government  until 
the  beginning  of  1933.  I  do  not  believe  we  should 
wait  for  a  three  year  period  to  elapse  before  we  act  in 
response  to  the  war  demands.    We  have  already  gone 
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a  long  ways  in  our  civilian  defense  effort,  as  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  we  were  second  per  capita  in 
the  nation  in  the  aluminum  drive,  second  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River  in  the  rubber  salvage  drive  and 
third  in  the  scrap  metal  drive.  In  the  sale  of  bonds 
and  stamps  we  have  exceeded  our  quota  for  the  last 
five  months  and  are  among  the  leaders  on  a  per  capita 
basis  in  the  nation.  We  have  also  been  responsive  to 
the  scarcity  of  rubber,  automobiles  and  gasoline,  and 
have  been  well  in  the  lead  in  curtailing  our  travel  on 
state  business.  We  have  fully  and  freely  responded 
to  all  of  the  suggestions  and  demands  from  Washing- 
ton relative  to  the  war  effort.  Much  more  will  be  re- 
quired of  us  and  we  will  respond. 

Regardless  of  our  hopes  and  our  optimism  we  should 
look  forward  to  and  be  prepared  for  a  longer  war.  To 
do  otherwise,  though  we  think  the  collapse  of  our 
enemies  is  imminent,  would  be  bad  strategy  and  we 
would  be  betrayed  by  our  overconfidence.  Consequently 
in  preparing  their  budget  requests  I  have  asked  the 
departments  and  institutions  to  bear  in  mind  war 
conditions  and  to  cut  out  all  but  the  essentials  of  our 
state  administration  which  look  to  the  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  our  people  and  to  continue  the  essential 
services  of  state  government. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  Executive  Council,  the  department  and  institution 
heads  and  employees  for  their  cooperation  and  assist- 
ance in  the  carrying  out  of  the  budget  passed  in  the 
last  session  of  the  legislature;  also  for  the  assistance 
in  making  this  budget  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Senate  of  1941,  Councilor  Philip 
Heald ;  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee of  the  1941  Legislature,  Senator  Joel  S.  Daniels ; 
and  especially  to  Stephen  B.  Story  and  Arthur  E. 
Bean. 
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Budget  Planning 

Another  policy  to  which  we  have  given  considera- 
tion is  that  which  governs  the  handling  of  the 
problems  which  will  arise  at  the  cessation  of  the  war 
when  that  much  desired  day  arrives.  Some  depart- 
ments prepared  their  budget  requests  on  the  premise 
that  the  budget  should  be  based  on  normal  conditions 
in  anticipation  of  a  return  to  normal  status  at  the 
war's  end.  These  budget  requests  were  returned  to 
their  makers  with  instructions  to  prepare  them  on  the 
basis  of  the  existing  condition  and  without  regard  to 
the  possibility  of  the  war's  end  within  the  next  bien- 
nium.  We  must  gear  our  spending  to  war  conditions 
as  they  exist  today  and  we  can  adopt  no  Pollyanna 
viewpoint  about  restoration  of  peace.  In  fact,  the  re- 
verse is  entirely  possible  in  that  conditions  may  get 
progressively  worse  and  our  governmental  costs  for 
food,  labor  and  supplies  in  our  institutions  suffer 
sharp  increases. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  1941  Legislature,  antici- 
pating that  unforeseen  increases  were  bound  to  occur 
in  institutional  costs,  provided  a  fund  of  $250,000 
which  could  be  drawn  upon  by  approval  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  to  meet  these  increases.  By  goo<l 
management  on  the  part  of  the  institutions  it  was  only 
necessary  to  draw  upon  this  fund  in  the  last  fiscal 
year  to  the  extent  of  $79,000.  This  provision  seems 
to  me  to  have  been  a  prudent  one,  and  I  am  recom- 
mending its  continuance  in  the  next  biennium.  In 
addition,  I  am  recommending  that  the  Governor  and 
Council  be  empowered  to  meet  increased  costs  of  gov- 
ernment either  as  a  result  of  the  war  or  should  the 
war  end  before  the  convening  of  the  next  legislature, 
the  additional  cost  incidental  to  a  return  to  a  peace- 
time program,  from  this  fund  and  in  the  same  manner. 
Thus  we  will  be  able  to  consider  our  present  budget 
in  the  light  of  the  hard  realities  which  exist  today 
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and  to  eliminate  a  high  degree  of  conjecture  which 
finds  a  place  in  our  plans  if  we  approach  the  problem 
on  any  other  basis. 

The  matter  of  capital  expenditures  will  be  discussed 
in  a  capital  budget  message,  shortly  to  be  presented 
to  you,  which  will  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of 
capital  improvements. 

Financial  Structure 

Standing  as  we  do  at  the  close  of  my  first  term  as 
your  Chief  Executive  and  the  beginning  of  the  second, 
I  want  to  point  as  clearly  as  I  can  an  objective  which 
controls  my  consideration  of  the  state's  finances.  A 
careful  study  of  our  somewhat  complicated  financial 
system  shows  that  there  are  four  indexes  which  dis- 
close our  financial  condition.  Briefly  stated  they  are : 
(1)  the  balance  in  the  general  sinking  fund,  (2)  the 
condition  of  our  budget  surplus  or  deficit — this  cumu- 
lative condition  which  is  carried  forward  from  year 
to  year  and  has  a  definite  bearing  upon  the  soundness 
of  our  financial  practices,  (3)  the  extent  of  our  bonded 
debt,  and  (4)  the  extent  of  our  net  debt.  Each  of 
these  items  has  a  bearing  on  our  problem.  They  can 
be  discussed  separately.  However,  I  would  like  to 
isolate  the  four  years  represented  by  the  two  year 
term  which  has  just  expired  and  couple  with  it  the 
condition  I  desire  the  state  to  achieve  at  the  end  of 
the  two  year  term  upon  which  we  are  now  embarking. 
If,  in  the  face  of  war  conditions,  we  have  been  able  to 
maintain  our  state  services  and  at  the  same  time  im- 
prove our  financial  condition  without  additional  new 
taxes,  I  will  have  a  high  sense  of  satisfaction  in  the 
attaining  of  a  result  difficult  to  achieve. 

Let  us  look  at  the  picture  as  it  appears  from  the 
performance  of  the  past  two  years  coupled  with  the 
forecast  which  is  contained  in  the  statistical  part  of 
this  message. 
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In  taking  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the  state's  finances 
embraced  within  the  four  year  period  beginning  July  1, 
1941,  and  ending  June  30,  1945  (which  will  be  the 
end  of  the  second  year  of  the  fiscal  biennium  for 
which  this  budget  is  prepared)  there  are  some  en- 
couraging observations  which  can  be  made  at  this 
time.  These  observations  are  based  upon  the  com- 
bination of  the  two  fiscal  years  of  the  biennium  1941- 
43  with  the  two  fiscal  years  of  the  budget  which  I 
am  now  submitting  and  are  predicated  upon  our 
ability  to  adhere  to  this  formulated  plan. 

The  four  tests  of  financial  soundness  which  I  have 
just  mentioned  disclose  the  following  situations: 
First — The  condition  of  the  General  Sinking  Fund — 
On  July  1,  1941  we  had  a  balance  in  this  fund  of 
$973,924.03.  If  our  plans  are  realized  we  estimate 
that  we  will  have  a  balance  on  June  30,  1945  of 
$1,349,542.03.     This  is  a  gain  of  $375,618.00. 

Second — The  Budget  Surplus  or  Deficit  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund.  Since  the  establishment  of  our  present  ac- 
counting system  in  1931  we  have  carried  forward  on 
a  cumulative  basis  the  figures  representing  the  condi- 
tion arising  as  a  result  of  our  operations  under  the 
budget  system.  The  result  over  the  twelve  fiscal  years 
which  have  intervened  since  we  have  kept  our  accounts 
on  the  present  basis  has  shown  many  ups  and  downs — 
some  years  have  shown  deficits  and  some  surpluses. 
Theoretically,  if  our  budgeting  process  has  been  good 
and  we  have  adhered  to  our  budget  plans  we  should 
just  about  balance  out  over  a  term  of  years — in  fact 
over  the  twelve  years  we  nearly  do  balance  out.  Let 
us  look  at  what  the  figures  would  be  for  the  four  fiscal 
years  we  are  considering.  On  July  1,  1941  the  budget 
surplus  was  $69,898.58 ;  on  June  30,  1945  we  estimated 
it  to  be  $4,450.00,  thus  keeping  our  budget  operations 
in  the  black. 

The  third  test  may  be  found    in   what   has    been 
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happening  to  our  bonded  debt.  The  effect  of  the  war 
on  our  capital  expenditures  will  be  discussed  in  the 
capital  budget  message  and  without  doubt  it  (the  war) 
has  headed  off  many  projects  which  would  have  re- 
ceived attention,  but  the  fact  remains  that  we  are  not 
increasing  our  indebtedness.  That  this  is  a  healthy- 
condition  no  one  will  deny.  On  July  1,  1941  we  had 
a  bonded  debt  of  $15,551,000.  If  we  hold  back  as  a 
result  of  the  war  our  temptations  to  borrow  we  will 
have  on  hand  June  30,  1945  a  bonded  debt  of 
$10,871,000.     This  is  a  reduction  of  $4,680,000. 

The  fourth  test  is  the  effect  of  our  financing  upon 
our  net  debt  (net  debt  is  the  figure  we  get  after  off- 
setting against  our  gross  debt  of  all  kinds,  all  the 
money  and  liquid  assets  with  which  we  could  pay  the 
debt).  To  attempt  to  set  down  figures  would  be 
somewhat  futile  but  if  our  plans  and  estimates  are 
realized  the  net  debt  of  $10,700,000  existing  on  July  1, 
1941  should  diminish  by  at  least  one  million  dollars 
per  year  for  each  of  the  four  years.  From  June  30, 
1941  to  July  1,  1942  it  decreased  by  $1,394,497.  On 
June  30,  1945  it  should  be  about  $6,700,000.  I  admit 
that  it  may  be  possible  to  tear  apart  and  criticize 
figures  which  are  projected  forward  to  a  point  more 
than  two  years  in  an  uncertain  and  troubled  future, 
but  the  fact  must  be  apparent  to  even  the  most  con- 
servative critic  that  the  trend  and  effect  of  our 
handling  of  the  state's  finances  in  these  difficult  times 
is  definitely  downward  and  on  the  side  of  con- 
servatism. To  this  end  I  have  consistently  worked.  I 
know  full  well  that  efficient  government  is  not  always 
popular — because  popularity  seems  to  depend  on  doing 
favors  for  favor-seekers  and  being  a  "good  fellow." 
The  efficient  administrator  must  be  able  to  say  "no" 
and  he  must  say  it  often  when  the  easiest  and  most 
pleasant  way  out  would  be  the  affirmative.    The  ex-

pensive  governments  are  run  by  "yes  men."  If  I 
judge  correctly  the  feeling  and  the  temper  of  the 
people  of  this  state — beset  as  they  are  by  high  financial 
imposts  of  the  federal  government  and  anxious 
primarily  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war^ — 
their  desire  in  relation  to  state  government  is  pri- 
marily economy  and  thrift.  Accordingly  I  have 
definitely  shaped  our  financial  program  to  meet  these 
deep-seated  and  sincere  desires  of  the  people  of  the 
state  and  I  fervently  hope  that  our  plans  to  accomplish 
these  ends  may  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  legisla- 
ture. 

Regular  Highway  Program 

It  is  estimated  that  the  income  for  1943  will  be 
approximately  50  per  cent  of  that  received  in  1941, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  regular  expenditures  can  be 
held  within  the  amounts  estimated.  It  is  necessary 
that  State  Aid  Construction  be  suspended  during  the 
emergency  because  neither  material  nor  labor  can  be 
obtained  for  this  type  of  construction.  Town  Road 
Aid  and  aid  under  the  so-called  Duncan  Act  can  be 
granted  for  1943  but  it  might  be  necessary  to  include, 
by  legislation,  a  provision  that  if  the  present  emer- 
gency continues  only  50  per  cent  of  the  present  aid  be 
granted  towns  in  1944  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Commissioner  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and 
Council. 

Self -Liquidating  Funds 

The  State  has  established  by  acts  of  its  legislature 
several  "self-liquidating"  enterprises.  These  are  the 
New  Hampshire  share  of  the  Interstate  Bridge  Au- 
thority over  the  Piscautaqua  River,  the  Construction 
of  Permanent  Highways,  the  General  Sullivan  Toll 
Bridge,  the  Hampton  River  Toll  Bridge,  and  the  Aerial 
Tramway.  A  brief  discussion  of  each  of  these  projects 
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I  believe  is  wise  at  this  time.  These  structures  were 
built  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds  issued  under  author- 
ity of  the  legislature,  which  bonds,  together  with  their 
interest  payments,  are  paid  from  revenues  taken  in 
from  the  operation  of  the  facilities.  In  normal  times, 
with  highway  traffic  operating  freely  and  unrationed 
for  either  gasoline  or  rubber,  the  anticipations  of 
revenue  were  ample  to  meet  the  accruing  capital 
charges.  In  fact,  in  some  instances  comforting  sur- 
pluses were  built  up  and  the  payment  of  debt  services 
was  made  earlier  than  required,  but  the  reduction  of 
automobile  traffic  has  greatly  reduced  their  revenues. 
It  will  be  recognized  that  these  conditions  are  not 
the  fault  of  any  one's  forecasting,  for  war  was  an  un- 
anticipated event.  It  must  be  apparent  to  all  of  you 
that  if  the  time  comes  that  we  cannot  pay  maturing 
bonds  and  interest  from  the  revenues,  though  the  state 
is  not  directly  obligated,  a  default  of  any  nature  will 
have  a  direct  and  exceedingly  adverse  effect  upon  the 
state's  enviable  credit  standing. 

Interstate  Bridge  Authority 

This  authority  is  a  public  corporation  set  up  by  the 
Maine  and  New  Hampshire  legislatures  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  toll  bridge  between  Ports- 
mouth and  Kittery.  It  is  believed  that  inasmuch  as 
the  bonds  are  not  serial  bonds  and  need  not  be  retired 
at  any  fixed  time,  all  maintenance  and  interest  charges 
to  June  30,  1945,  can  be  met  from  present  balance 
and  estimated  income  with  an  estimated  balance  on 
June  30,  1945,  of  eight  thousand  dollars.  However, 
legislation  may  be  desirable  to  enable  the  Governor 
and  Council  to  loan  money  to  the  Bridge  Authority  if 
the  present  emergency  gets  worse  and  income  is  not 
sufficient,  if  the  State  of  Maine  shares  equally  this 
obligation  with  New  Hampshire. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  in  the  State  of  Maine 
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no  bonds  may  be  issued  unless  approved  by  a  State- 
wide referendum.  It  may  be  possible  that  the  Gov- 
ernor of  that  State  may  or  will  have  emergency 
powers  to  act.  This  can  be  determined  by  correspond- 
ence with  him. 

The  Construction  of  Permanent  Highways 

During  the  years  1929  through  1939  the  legislature 
authorized  thirteen  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  of  bonds  for  permanent  highways.  On  June  30, 
1942,  five  million  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
these  bonds  had  been  paid  off  leaving  a  balance  out- 
standing, on  that  date,  of  eight  million  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  In  the  present  fiscal  year  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  these  bonds  fall 
due  and  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1944  a  like 
amount  must  be  paid  off,  while  in  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1945,  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars 
worth  must  be  redeemed. 

With  the  rationing  of  tires  and  gasoline  the  revenue 
from  one  cent  of  the  gasoline  road  toll,  which  is  used 
to  pay  the  interest  and  redemption  of  these  bonds,  is 
expected  to  shrink  approximately  fifty  per  cent  from 
the  amount  received  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1942. 

General  Sullivan  Toll  Bridge 

In  1933  the  legislature  authorized  the  building  of 
the  General  Sullivan  Bridge  at  Dover  Point  to  be  paid 
for  from  a  bond  issue  not  exceeding  one  million  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Nine  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  were  actually  issued  and  on  June  30, 
1942,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  had  been 
redeemed  leaving  a  balance  outstanding  of  eight  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars.  The  act  further  provided  for 
the  collection  of  tolls  and  that  all  revenue  from  this 
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course  over  and  above  the  cost  of  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  bridge  should  be  set  aside  for  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds  issued. 

Hampton  River  Toll  Bridge 

Under  similar  arrangement  the  legislatures  of  1933 
and  1935  provided  for  the  purchase  of  the  Hampton 
Harbor  Toll  Bridge  and  authorized  five  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars  in  bonds  to  pay  for  it.  These 
bonds  were  all  issued  in  1936  and  on  June  30,  1942  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  had  been  redeemed, 
leaving  three  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars  to 
be  paid  off. 

Aerial  Tramway 

Chapter  130  of  the  laws  of  1937  authorized  the  con- 
struction of  an  aerial  tramway  on  Cannon  Mountain 
and  provided  for  the  issue  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  bonds.  This  project  was  com- 
pleted and  started  operation  in  May,  1938.  Before 
the  bonds  authorized  were  issued,  the  Tramway  Com- 
mission had  turned  back  to  the  State  Treasury  fifty- 
five  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  earnings.  Therefore, 
bonds  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five 
thousand  dollars  were  issued,  and  on  June  30,  1942, 
twenty  thousand  had  been  redeemed,  leaving  a  balance 
of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  to  be  re- 
tired. 

To  summarize  we  find  that  on  June  30,  1942  with 
the  accumulated  balances  of  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  in  the  General  Sullivan  Sinking 
Fund  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  dollars 
in  the  Hampton  Harbor  Sinking  Fund,  we  have 
sufficient  balances  available  to  provide  for  all  interest 
and  bond  redemption  requirements  for  the  period  end- 
ing June  30,  1945. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  revenues  accruing  to  the 
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Highway  Sinking  Fund  and  the  Aerial  Tramway 
Sinking  Fund  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  interest 
and  bond  redemption  requirements  during  the  next 
two  years.  If  present  revenue  receipts  continue,  the 
Highway  Sinking  Fund  will  be  approximately  nine 
hundred  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars  short  of  require- 
ments, and  the  Aerial  Tramway  Sinking  Fund  will 
need  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  meet  bond 
and  interest  payments  to  June  30,  1945. 

It  appears  wise  and  reasonable  to  me,  and  I  am  so 
recommending,  that  we  pass  an  enabling  act  which  will 
permit  the  state  through  proper  action  by  Governor 
and  Council  to  loan  to  the  sinking  funds  of  these  enter- 
prises sufficient  money  to  make  good  these  payments 
and  to  avoid  defaults.  I  would  recommend  that  the 
state  advance  this  needed  money  on  a  loan  basis  to  be 
repaid  from  future  revenues  from  these  sources  and 
that  provision  be  made  to  extend,  if  necessary,  the 
period  covering  the  setting  aside  of  funds  to  meet 
maturities  until  all  maturities  including  loans  made  by 
the  state  are  liquidated.  This  step  if  taken  will  pre- 
serve our  fine  credit  standing  and  in  the  long  run  will 
not  be  a  drain  upon  our  state's  cash  funds.  Funds  for 
this  purpose  should  be  provided  by  authorizing  the 
Governor  and  Council  to  borrow  the  needed  money  on 
short  term  notes  and  bonds. 

Revenues 

The  spending  plan  is  but  one  of  the  component 
parts  of  a  budget.  And,  to  my  mind,  it  is  not  the  most 
important  one.  The  revenue  plan  is  the  other  and,  if 
you  please,  the  most  important  part  of  the  budget. 
What  does  it  profit  us  to  prepare,  consider,  reduce,  in- 
crease or  go  over  with  a  fine-toothed  comb  our 
projected  expenditures  if  we  fail  to  obtain  the 
revenues  with  which  to  meet  the  costs  of  the  spending 
plan.     Without  revenues,  we  can  get  nowhere.     It  is 
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a  fact  that,  of  the  time  devoted  to  budget  preparation, 
90  per  cent  of  the  time  and  effort  involved  is  con- 
sumed by  the  expenditures  side  of  the  budget  and  the 
other  10  per  cent  represent  the  time  in  considering 
revenues.     I  wish  it  were  not  so. 

The  matter  of  revenue  for  the  next  two  years  is  a 
serious  one.  We  can  make  up  our  minds  that  there 
will  be  no  increase  in  the  amount  produced  by  our 
present  sources  of  revenue  so  long  as  the  war  con- 
dition exists.  I  will  not  take  your  time  to  go  over  all 
of  the  items  of  revenue,  but  will  discuss  briefly  three 
main  items  of  state  revenue. 

Liquor  Revenue 

The  revenue  which  we  may  obtain  from  state  liquor 
store  operations  appears  to  me  to  be  fairly  well-assured 
for  the  next  two  years.  The  stocks  which  may  be  ob- 
tained from  distillers  and  manufacturers  will  not  be  de- 
pleted in  two  years,  although  the  age  factor  may  suffer 
a  decline.  In  addition,  the  Liquor  Commission  has 
wisely  been  stocking  up  during  the  past  year  in  antici- 
pation of  a  curtailment  due  to  the  conversion  of  dis- 
tilling equipment  to  alcohol  manufacture  for  munitions 
purposes.  I  feel  that  our  estimates  of  revenue  from 
this  source  are  conservative. 

Tobacco  Tax  Revenue 

Tobacco  tax  revenues  show  some  decrease  over  the 
previous  high  which  obtained  in  twelve-month  period 
from  July  1,  1941  to  June  30,  1942.  Recent  analyses 
show  that  in  the  past  six  months  revenues  have  fallen 
off  about  $28,000.  This  has  undoubtedly  been  the  re- 
sult of  the  absence  of  so  many  residents  from  the  state 
in  military  service  or  war  work  and  to  the  absence  of 
our  usual  summer  recreation  visitors. 
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Rockingham  Race  Track 

Some  of  you,  I  know,  believe  that  we  cannot  count 
upon  the  revenue  which  we  have  received  from  the 
operation  of  the  Rockingham  Track  and  that  we  should 
make  up  our  minds  to  that  fact  and  plan  on  getting 
equivalent  revenue  from  other  sources.  It  may  be  that 
this  is  the  correct  view  to  take.  However,  after  much 
careful  consideration  I  have  come  to  the  belief  that  the 
Track  will  operate.  In  support  of  this  may  I  state  my 
anticipation  that  the  approach  of  warmer  weather  and 
the  lessening  of  the  demand  for  bulk  fuel  conveying 
space  which  exists  today  will  relax  our  stringent  auto- 
mobile restrictions,  that  the  New  Hampshire  Track  has 
a  lower  overhead  and  lower  operating  costs  and  can  be 
profitably  operated  by  its  management  when  other  New 
England  tracks  will  operate  at  a  loss.  If  this  is  true 
and  other  New  Kngland  tracks  do  not  operate,  we  may 
obtain  a  longer  racing  season  and  the  revenue  we  esti- 
mate may  be  obtained  on  a  lower  mutual  handle.  In 
addition,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  Track  operated 
last  fall  under  severe  automobile  restrictions  and  made 
money.  These  factors  lead  me  to  believe  that  although 
we  have  knowledge  of  tracks  in  the  south  which  have 
failed  to  operate  in  the  winter  months,  the  conditions 
which  are  peculiar  to  the  New  Hampshire  Track  will 
enable  its  operation. 

To  abandon  at  this  time  all  hope  of  revenue  from 
operation  of  the  Track  means  simply  that  other  revenue 
must  be  found  to  take  its  place.  The  most  obvious 
source  is,  of  course,  the  restoration  of  the  property  tax 
which  was  eliminated  when  the  tax  on  tobacco  products 
was  instituted.  I  refuse  to  accept  a  defeatist  attitude 
and  to  count  upon  the  property  tax.  May  I  state  here 
that  only  as  a  very  last  resort  do  I  want  to  see  the 
property  tax  again  in  effect  and  that  I  shall  consistently 
oppose  its  adoption. 

In  submitting  the  previous  budget  we,  of  course,  in- 
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eluded  an  estimate  of  revenue.  In  the  course  of  the 
deliberations  preceding  the  budget's  adoption  much 
criticism  was  levelled  at  these  revenue  estimates.  Here 
is  how  my  estimates  compare  with  the  actual  receipts 

of  the  1941-42  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1942.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  errors  in  estimating,  if  any, 
were  on  the  side  of  conservatism.  And,  frankly  speak- 
ing, if  we  are  to  err  I  would  much  prefer  to  have  it 
said  that  we  underestimated  revenue  rather  than  over- 
estimated it. 

Our  revenue  estimates  for  the  ensuing  biennium  are 
as  follows : —

The  details  of  these  items  are  contained  in  the 
printed  budget. 

In  arriving  at  these  figures  we  obtained  estimates 
from  the  departments  and  agencies  concerned  which 
were  made  in  the  light  of  their  close  intimacy  with  the 
conditions  which  they  were  daily  confronting  and  com- 
pared them  with  averages  of  actual  revenue  received 
in  each  of  the  five  preceding  fiscal  years.  As  with  the 
estimates  of  the  budgets  for  the  previous  biennium,  I 
feel  that  our  errors  are  on  the  side  of  conservatism. 

Transfers  from  "Sinking  Fund" 

There  has  been  much  discussion  of  the  practice  of 
making  annual  drafts  upon  the  "sinking  fund"  for  part 
of  the  funds  to  meet  expenditures  of  money  appropri- 
ated by  the  legislature  for  general  purposes.  The  legis- 
lature of  1931  established  this  fund  and  provided  that 
into  it  should  be  placed  money  derived  from  the  taxa- 
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tion  of  gas  and  electric  utilities  and  the  taxation  upon 
estates.  It  called  the  fund  a  "Special  Fund  for  the 
Rehabihtation  of  the  State  Treasury."  The  act  pro- 
vided (1)  that  a  million  dollars  should  be  paid  from  the 
fund  for  general  purposes  less  outstanding  temporary 
loans  which  were  made  for  the  same  purpose,  (2)  if 
temporary  loans  were  outstanding  they  were  to  be  paid 
off  from  the  million  dollars,  (3)  the  interest  on  bonds 
and  notes  not  otherwise  provided  for  was  to  be  paid 
from  the  fund,  (4)  that  the  purchase  of  such  bonds 
and  notes  was  authorized,  and  (5)  a  sinking  fund  was 
to  be  set  up  which  would  purchase  and  cancel  bonds 
which  might  be  acquired  and  to  pay  bond  and  note  in- 
terest when  due.  The  use  of  the  fund  for  the  first  two 
purposes  was  required  and  the  3rd,  4th  and  5th  pur- 
poses were  made  discretionary  with  the  Governor  and 
Council.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  "sinking  fund" 
feature,  which  is  the  fifth  purpose  enumerated  in  the 
act,  was  to  be  entirely  discretionary  with  the  Governor 
and  Council.  So  much  for  the  inception  of  the  act. 
Subsequent  changes  in  statutes  and  practice  have 
poured  into  the  fund  in  addition  to  the  original  two 
taxes  such  items  as  the  net  revenue  from  state  liquor 
store  sales,  the  income  from  pari-mutuel  taxes  and 
breakage,  and  from  beer  taxes  and  license.  The  origi- 
nal sources  provided  in  the  act  of  1931,  namely,  estate 
taxes  and  taxes  on  gas  and  electric  utilities  produce 
only  one-tenth  of  the  revenue  which  finds  its  way  into 
the  fund  at  this  time. 

Curiously  enough,  the  name  "sinking  fund,"  a  term 
which  is  found  in  the  fifth  purpose  under  the  original 
act,  has  stuck  to  the  fund  instead  of  the  long  and  cum- 
bersome title  of  the  act.  Proverbially  speaking,  a  sink- 
ing fund  is  a  fund  into  which  are  placed  each  year 
during  the  life  of  term  bonds  suflicient  money  so  that 
with  the  interest  which  the  fund  might  earn  there 
would  be  at  maturity  of  the  bonds  money  with  which  to 
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pay  them  off.  It  is  a  far  cry  to  the  day  when  New 
Hampshire  issued  term  bonds.  All  of  our  bond  issues 
are  serial  m  type.  Each  year  a  fractional  part  of  the 
bond  issue  matures  and  it  must  be  paid  off  or  we  are  in 
default.  The  need  for  laying  away  money  in  a  sinking 
fund  to  await  the  day  when  a  whole  issue  matures  at 
once  does  not  exist  in  our  modern  bonding  practice.  We 
must  meet  our  maturing  obligations  currently  or  we 
are  in  financial  hot  water. 

In  spite  of  this  condition  we  iiear  objections  raised 
and  occasionally  appear  editorials  weighing  against 
the  evil  practice  of  "raiding  the  sinking  fund."  Our 
fund,  whch  we  call  a  "sinking  fund,"  is  a  misnomer.  It 
is  accurately  a  pool  into  which  a  number  of  miscel- 
laneous revenues  are  poured  and  from  which  annually 
in  varying  amounts  moneys  are  withdrawn  to  meet  ap- 
propriations for  general  purposes.  We  would  be  just 
as  financially  sound  and  perhaps  on  better  ground  if 
we  required  by  statute,  first,  that  our  debt  service  for 
principal  and  interest  on  general  debt  should  be  the 
first  and  fixed  requirement  of  our  budgeting  and  that 
the  fund  be  given  a  more  appropriate  title  if  its  con- 
tinuance as  a  separate  fund  be  deemed  necessary.  In- 
come, which  is  now  restricted  to  this  fund,  which  is 
more  than  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  budget  should 
be  placed  in  a  reserve  fund  which  would  function  to 
absorb  all  surpluses.  This  surplus  revenue  could  be 
appropriated  to  this  reserve  and  all  appropriation  sur- 
pluses poured  into  it.  Withdrawals  from  the  fund 
would  be  by  legislative  action  and  the  fund  would 
serve  under  its  true  function.  I  am  stating  this  at 
length  so  that  the  function  of  our  so-called  "sinking 
fund"  as  it  operates  today  may  be  more  clear  to  you. 

There  has  been  introduced  in  the  House  a  bill  (Num- 
ber 55)  which  provides  for  the  transfer  of  balances 
from  the  special  fund  which  I  have  been  discussing.  In 
making  budget  plans  for  the  1942-43  biennium,  the  in- 
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tent  was  to  accomplish  part  of  our  financing  by  trans- 
fers in  each  year.  Through  oversight  the  1941  legis- 
lature did  not  have  before  it,  and  consequently  did  not 
pass,  the  act  making  possible  the  transfer.  Hence  the 
need  for  the  transfer  to  be  acted  upon  by  this  legis- 
lature. 

In  the  budget  which  I  am  submitting  the  financing 
plan  contemplates  drawing  upon  the  special  fund  to 
the  extent  of  approximately  $1,800,000  in  each  of  the 
two  fiscal  years.  It  will  be  evident  to  you  who  study 
the  budget  summary  that  by  changing  the  amounts 
drawn  from  the  special  fund  we  can  change  the  budget 
surplus  at  the  end  of  our  fiscal  years.  If  we  proposed 
to  transfer  more  than  $1,800,000  we  would  come  out 
on  June  30,  1945  with  a  larger  estimated  budget  sur- 
plus than  $4,450.00.  If  we  reduce  the  transfer  we 
would  cut  the  surplus.  Thus  we  aim  to  keep  the  surplus 
on  the  black  ink  side  but  not  to  an  extent  which  calls 
for  any  more  than  reasonably  necessary  from  the  spe- 
cial fund  of  1931  or  the  so-called  "sinking  fund."  If 
you  approve  the  legislation  to  put  into  effect  the  classi- 
fication of  positions  and  salaries,  the  above  figures  will 
be  affected  to  the  extent  that  the  base  salaries  included 
in  the  printed  budget  are  increased. 

Classification  of  Positions  and  Salaries 

There  are  some  general  policies  to  which  I  have  ad- 
hered in  formulating  these  financial  plans.  First,  we 
have  kept  our  estimated  expenditures  very  close  to  the 
revenue  which  we  expect  to  receive;  this  keeps  our 
draft  upon  the  so-called  "sinking  fund"  at  a  minimum. 
Second :  The  budget  provides  for  automatic  increases  to 
be  effective  on  salaries  not  in  excess  of  $1,500 — which  is 
an  extension  of  the  policy  adopted  in  the  preparation 
of  the  budget  two  years  ago.  Third:  We  have  elimi- 
nated all  salary  increases  other  than  the  fifty  dollar 
automatic   increases.     The   policies    with    respect   to 
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salary  increases  have  been  adopted  with  the  point  of 
view  that  there  will  be  submitted  to  the  legislature  a 
bill  providing  for  a  standard  classification  of  positions 
and  a  compensation  plan  which  will  be  inclusive  of  all 
state  employees.  The  governing  principle  in  this  work 
of  classification  is  to  readjust  our  scale  of  salaries  and 
wages  to  the  work  performed  in  exchange  for  such 
pay ;  in  other  words  "equal  pay  for  equal  work." 

It  is  obvious  to  any  one  who  studies  conditions  of 
employment  in  the  state  service  that  there  are  gross 
inequalities  in  our  method  and  practice  in  paying  those 
who  work  for  the  state.  This  is  not  the  fault  or  the 
responsibility  of  any  one  administration  but  is  the 
cumulative  effect  of  the  past  years  in  which  we  have 
lacked  the  orderly  and  systematic  benefits  of  a  posi- 
tion, classification  and  a  standard  pay  plan.  Our  state 
service  has  grown  by  the  process  of  accretion,  and  it 
is  natural  that  when  positions  have  been  created  and 
added  to  the  state  service  that  they  have  been  con- 
sidered mainly  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  job  in  ques- 
tion isolated  from  other  jobs  in  the  state  service. 
Occasionally  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  other 
jobs  in  a  single  department  but  that  has  been  the  limit. 
The  result  is  that  for  one  grade  of  service  requiring 
a  given  amount  of  effort  and  a  certain  degree  of  re- 
sponsibility there  are  to  be  found  several  rates  of  pay 
varying  widely  in  different  departments.  No  standard 
recognition  has  been  made  of  length  of  service.  To 
correct  and  adjust  these  conditions  is  the  objective  of 
a  position  classification  and  a  compensation  plan. 

As  I  have  already  advised  you,  this  work  has  been 
in  progress  for  some  time.  Informational  question- 
naires have  been  collected  covering  all  regular  state 
employees  and,  under  the  direction  of  a  representative 
committee,  Mr.  Harry  Marsh,  President  of  the  New 
York  City  Civil  Service  Commission  and  Dr.  Norman 
Powell  of  the  City  College  of  New  York,  have  been 
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doing  the  work  of  preparing  the  specifications  for  each 
state  position  or  job.  Both  of  these  men  have  had 
wide  experience  in  work  of  this  sort  and  in  addition  to 
this  experience  we  are  securing  disinterested  and  im- 
partial surveys  which  assures  fairness  both  to  the  em- 
ployees and  to  the  state. 

It  is  anticipated  that  legislation  will  be  introduced 
which  will  require  the  Governor  and  Council  to  make 
effective  the  proposed  plan  following  certain  broad 
principles  which  will  be  contained  in  the  act.  To  make 
the  plan  effective  without  injuring  any  state  employee 
now  holding  a  position  with  the  state,  the  new  plan 
will  not  call  for  demotions  or  reductions  in  existing 
rates  of  pay.  Employees  who  are  paid  below  their 
proper  level  will  be  brought  up  to  the  level  while  those 
who  are  above  the  level  will  not  be  disturbed.  Thus  in 
the  course  of  time  and  the  turnover  in  employment 
which  inevitably  takes  place,  inequalities  will  be  erased, 
for  all  new  entrants  to  state  service  will  be  taken  on 
in  their  proper  grade  and  at  the  appropriate  rate  of 
pay. 

Consequently  I  can  foresee  some  increase  in  our 
budget  for  personal  service.  I  cannot  accurately  fore- 
cast it  but  the  best  advice  that  I  can  obtain  indicates 
that  it  will  be  approximately  five  per  cent  above  the 
salaries  contained  in  the  printed  budget.  If  the  plan 
is  made  effective  at  some  future  date  when  work  upon 
it  is  completed,  it  is  probable  that  it  will  affect  the 
1943-44  fiscal  year  for  only  a  portion  of  the  year. 

Salary  Increases 

This  is  a  subject  which  must  be  approached  with  a 
large  portion  of  caution  and  respect.  There  are  nearly 
twenty-five  hundred  employees  of  the  state  who  are 
affected  by  rising  costs  of  food,  clothing  and  other 
necessities.  This  group  of  our  citizens  cannot  view 
with  enthusiasm  the  arguments  of  price  control,  treas- 
ury  and   other  federal   representatives   who   declaim 
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loudly  that  the  effects  of  inflation  must  be  counter- 
acted by  siphoning  off  the  vast  margin  between  earn- 
ing power  under  the  war  boom  and  the  dwindling  stock 
of  goods  which  may  be  acquired  with  the  earned  money. 
The  state  employee  or  official  whose  salary  has  re- 
mained fixed  or  substantially  so  for  the  past  ten  years 
is  seeing  his  purchasing  power  gradually  dwindle  until 
today  his  salary  will  procure  for  him  about  82  per  cent 
of  what  it  did  before  the  war.  Then  he  finds  that  his 
income  tax  increases,  he  has  a  five  per  cent  Victory 
Tax  to  pay,  and  he  is  expected  to  put  ten  per  cent  of 
his  earnings  in  war  bonds.  There  is  no  war  industry 
boom  to  be  enjoyed  in  state  government. 

Let  me  say  that  I  have  pondered  this  question  most 
seriously  and  sympathetically.  As  I  have  indicated  I 
am  interested  in  salary  standardization.  This  will  add 
to  our  personal  service  costs  as  set  forth  in  the  printed 
budget  because  we  propose  to  hold  the  above-level  em- 
ployees at  their  present  salaries  or  wages  and  to  raise 
the  sub-level  ones  to  their  proper  level.  The  result  in- 
evitably means  an  increase.  Our  best  estimate  is  that 
the  reclassification  of  positions  and  salaries  will  in- 
crease the  total  salaries  in  the  printed  budget  by  ap- 
proximately 5  per  cent.  In  order  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  situation  created  by  the  war,  I  propose  that  we 
consider  in  our  work  of  determination  of  salaries  to  be 
paid  for  typical  jobs  or  positions  in  the  state  service, 
the  fact  that  there  should  be  basic  salaries  determined 
without  regard  to  the  unusual  conditions  arising  out  of 
the  war  and  then,  that  we  apply  to  these  basic  salaries 
a  scale  of  percentage  increases  as  follows:  10  per 
cent  to  persons  whose  salaries  are  $1,500  or  less,  5  per 
cent  to  persons  whose  salaries  are  more  than  $1,500 
but  less  than  $2,500,  2/2  per  cent  to  persons  whose 
salaries  are  more  than  $2,500  but  less  than  $3,001: 
these  increases  to  become  effective  from  the  beginning 
of  the  next  fiscal  year  to  a  date  six  months  after  the 
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cessation  of  hostilities,  except  to  persons  whose  present 
salary  exceeds  by  more  than  the  percentage  listed 
above  the  classified  salary  for  the  position  which  they 
occupy.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  point  out  here  that 
the  number  of  officials  and  employees  whose  salaries 
will  not  be  affected  by  this  proposed  schedule  of  tem- 
porary increases  is  less  than  one  hundred.  The  effect 
of  these  salary  changes  on  the  budget  must  be  consid- 
ered in  determining  the  exact  amount  to  be  transferred 
from  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  Budget  Summary 

I  am  herewith  submitting  to  the  Legislature  the 
prmted  budgets  which  give  the  details  as  it  relates  to 
individual  departments  and  institutions.  It  is  neither 
wise  nor  necessary  to  go  into  all  details  contained  in 
the  printed  budget.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  for  the  first 
of  the  fiscal  biennium  we  foresee  resources  totalling 
$10,244,590  which  includes  the  carrying  over  of  a 
budget  surplus  of  $421,442  and  the  $1,800,000  I  dis- 
cussed a  few  minutes  ago.  The  expenditures  I  am 
recommending  total  $9,868,327.  This  will  leave  an  es- 
timated surplus  of  $376,263. 

The  next  year  we  anticipate  resources  of  $10,220,121 
which  as  before  include  the  budget  surplus  of  $376,263 
and  a  $1,800,000  transfer  from  the  special  fund.  Our 
spending  is  estimated  to  run  to  $10,215,671,  which  sub- 
tracted from  our  revenue  leaves  the  budget  surplus  at 
the  end  of  the  biennium  of  $4,450. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  am  sure  it  is  apparent  to  you  that 
this  budget  follows  in  general  line  the  one  of  two 
years  ago,  in  that  I  am  recommending  that  we  reduce 
expenditures  to  the  amount  of  a  fairly  conservative 
estimate  of  our  existing  revenues,  and  that  I  am  not 
recommending  any  new  sources  of  revenue  for  this 
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biennium.  I  am  sure  that  you  are  deeply  conscious  of 
the  seriousness  of  the  times,  and  appreciative  of  the 
extremely  heavy  federal  taxes  which  must  be  borne  by 
every  citizen  of  the  State.  I  feel  confident  that  you 
will  be  as  anxious  as  I  am  to  provide  the  necessary 
funds  to  maintain  our  people  in  State  institutions,  and 
to  perform  essential  functions  of  State  government,  but 
at  the  same  time  must  economize  to  a  point  where  the 
existing-  revenues  will  make  a  balanced  budget.

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Joint  Convention 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  by  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature,  the  Committee  on  Inter- 
state cooperation  submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT  TO  THE  GENERAL  COURT  ON  THE 

BALTIMORE  CONVENTION  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

OF  STATE  GOVERNMENTS 

By  the  President  of  the  Senate,  Ansel  N.  Sanborn. 

The  Council  of  State  Governments  was  first  organ- 
ized in  1926,  as  the  American  Legislator's  Association 
with  the  then  Governor,  John  G.  Winant  of  New 
Hampshire,  as  its  first  President.  The  function  of  this 
Association  is  for  the  coordination  of  states  working 
in  close  cooperation  (so  far  as  practical)  with  the 
Federal  Government,  in  the  matter  of  uniform  laws 
and  legislation. 

In  1933  the  American  Legislator's  Association  was 
changed  to  The  Council  of  State  Governments,  and  it 
has  functioned  as  such  since.  The  national  biennial 
meetings  have  been  held  in  Washington  beginning  in 
1933  and  since,  until  this  last  meeting  which  was  held 
in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  because  it  was  impossible  to 
get  suitable  hotel  accommodations  in  Washington. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  three  of  these 
biennial  meetings.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  each 
of  these  meetings  has  grown  both  in  attendance  and 
performance  of  duties.  One  is  inspired  to  walk  into 
an  assembly  meeting  of  this  kind.  There  one  will  find 
groups  of  men  and  women  from  every  state  in  the 
union  sitting  about  tables  bearing  the  name  of  their 
respective  states. 

The  Council  of  State  Governments  now  have  an 
annual  budget  of  $106,000.  The  several  states  con- 
tribute to  this  fund.  New  York  State  contributes 
$10,000;     Pennsylvania    $7,500;    California    $6,000; 
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several  of  the  states  $5,000  each  and  so  on  down  to  the 
minimum  of  $1,000  per  state  for  the  smaller  states. 
New  York  State  has  $36,000  in  its  general  budget  for 
the  Council  of  State  Governments.  It  uses  $26,000  for 
local  work.  In  addition  to  the  biennial  meetings  of 
the  Council  there  are  many  regional  meetings  held 
during  each  year.  New  Hampshire  is  in  the  first 
region  with  nine  other  eastern  states.  The  next  num- 
ber one  regional  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  New  York 
on  "Safety"  next  week  end  February  12  and  13. 

Now,  that  you  have  a  general  idea  of  the  Council 
over  a  period  of  years  I  shall  call  upon  a  fellow  mem- 
ber at  this  last  meeting  to  give  you  a  report  of  that 
meeting.

REPORT  TO  THE  GENERAL  COURT  ON  THE 

BALTIMORE  CONVENTION  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

OF  STATE  GOVERNMENTS 

The  convention  of  the  Council  of  State  Governments 
held  at  Baltimore  laid  special  emphasis  on  the  war 
effort  at  home  and  abroad  and  the  part  which  the 
various  states  may  play  in  the  program  toward  victory. 
The  meeting  was  characterized  by  the  attendance  and 
participation  of  seven  governors  and  some  of  the  most 
important  men  in  the  nation  who  deal  with  manpower, 
civilian  defense,  rubber,  oil,  transportation,  production 
and  the  administration  of  military  affairs.  The  faces 
of  these  leaders  bore  the  imprint  of  the  heavy  responsi- 
bilities of  their  high  office  and  the  burdens  carried  on 
behalf  of  the  nation. 

States'  Rights 

Throughout  the  whole  convention  there  were  many 
references  to  the  preservation  of  states'  rights  in  the 
time  of  war.  In  his  welcoming  address.  Governor 
O'Connor  of  Maryland  pointed  out  the  spirit  of  inde- 
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pendence  exercised  by  that  state  since  its  founding  in 
1634.  Some  questioned  how  far  the  states  should  go 
in  the  delegation  of  states'  rights  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment, fearing  that  if  once  so  given,  the  rights  would 
not  be  returned  after  the  war.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  were  some  who  believed  that  authority  granted 
to  governors  to  suspend  laws  and  regulations  was  of 
great  benefit  for  speed  and  efficiency.  Governor 
Broughton  of  North  Carolina  thought  that  the  en- 
croachment of  the  Federal  government  on  the  states 
was  due  to  the  states  not  keeping  abreast  of  the  times, 
while  Governor  Saltonstall  said  that  when  peace  is 
declared  "Washington  must  again  become  the  bridge 
of  our  ship  of  state  and  not  the  guns,  turrets,  engine 
room  and  galley  combined." 

The  members  of  the  General  Court  should  bear  these 
arguments  in  mind  when  the  bill  granting  additional 
authority  to  the  governor  during  the  duration  of  the 
war  is  discussed.  As  a  Yankee  state  well  known  for 
its  outstanding  individualism,  we  should  zealously 
guard  against  any  permanent  intrusion  on  our  states' 
rights  and  threat  to  our  sovereignty  by  keeping  the 
reins  of  legislative  government  in  the  hands  of  the 
General  Court.  Thus,  if  certain  laws  and  regulations 
are  suspended,  they  should  immediately  be  restored  by 
vote  of  the  General  Court,  if  necessary.  The  conference 
of  Attorney  Generals  at  the  convention  voted  to  adopt 
a  model  bill  to  be  introduced  in  the  various  states  by 
the  attorney  generals  empowering  them  to  make 
special  efforts  to  safeguard  states'  rights  and  see  that 
they  are  fully  restored  after  the  war.  A  bill  without 
appropriation  to  that  effect  will  be  before  the  General 
Court  shortly.  These  steps,  however,  should  in  no  way 
lessen  our  full  hearted  support  of  the  war  effort  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  high  standards  already  set  by 
New  Hampshire. 
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The  Military  Situation 

A  report  by  the  Under  Secretary  of  War  Patterson 
was  optimistic  in  tone.  On  all  fronts  the  United 
Nations  seem  to  be  gaining,  but  severe  and  prolonged 
fighting  may  occur  in  1943  by  our  troops.  The  Army 
is  now  proceeding  to  increase  from  its  present  size  of 
five  and  one  half  million  to  seven  million  at  the  end  of 
1943.  A  large  army  is  as  necessary  as  munitions  and 
arms.  Today  the  Axis  has  more  troops  under  arms 
than  the  combined  forces  of  Great  Britain,  Russia,  and 
the  United  States.  Therefore,  there  seems  to  be  no 
sound  reason  why  the  war  should  be  over  this  year. 
We  are  building  a  big  army  and  at  the  same  time,  the 
best  trained  army  possible  to  give  the  finest  account 
of  itself  on  battle  fronts  all  over  the  world.  A  very 
wide  range  of  training  has  to  be  instituted  to  fit  the 
various  needs  of  the  battle  fronts,  such  as  tank  and 
anti-tank  divisions,  ski  troops,  Indian  style  fighters. 
Our  planes  have  very  definitely  proven  their  superior- 
ity as  a  recent  report  showed  that  in  a  certain  period 
we  shot  down  987  enemy  planes  while  losing  157  of 
our  own  planes.  We  must  remember  that  the  Western 
Pacific  and  all  of  Europe  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
enemy  and  that  the  way  of  battle  is  uncertain.  Good 
war  news  must  not  make  us  complacent. 

Small  Business 

United  States  Senator  James  E.  Murray  of  Montana, 
chairman  of  the  small  business  committee  of  that  body, 
pointed  out  that  small  business  was  on  the  way  out 
when  the  committee  started  to  function  in  1940.  The 
Senator  held  to  the  premise  that  the  growth  of  big 
business  has  always  been  followed  by  increasing  collec- 
tiveness  in  government  and  a  rapid  rise  in  bureaucracy, 
yet  small  business  must  be  preserved  if  American  free 
competition  is  to  exist.  Gradually  small  business  has 
been  squeezed  out  of  the  picture.    Dollar  a  year  men  in 
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Washington  were  able  to  get  favorable  contracts  for 
the  big  people  while  the  little  fellow  had  no  such  repre- 
sentation. If  we  should  win  the  war  but  become  a 
totalitarian  state  we  will  lose  the  backbone  of  our 
economy. 

The  war  speeded  up  the  work  of  the  committee.  The 
Small  War  Plant  Corporation  was  formed  with 
$150,000,000  capital  to  make  small  loans  to  companies 
for  conversion  to  war  purposes.  The  organization  does 
not  make  loans  for  the  development  of  new  plants  or 
industries. 

Today  there  is  no  single  official  concerned  with  the 
demands  of  civilian  supply.  A  policy  should  be  set  up 
which  should  map  the  requirements  for  food,  clothing, 
housing,  so  that  these  demands  may  be  known.  We 
are  in  grave  danger  that  the  army  and  navy  may 
grab  up  more  than  can  be  produced,  yet,  at  the  same 
time  we  must  maintain  a  domestic  economy  of  decent 
living  standards.  The  small  plants  as  a  whole  still 
produce  a  large  part  of  American  manufacturing. 
Many  states  have  already  set  up  in  their  defense  coun- 
cils a  committee  or  agent  to  find  out  domestic  needs, 
and  to  help  plan  the  development  of  the  future.  Mr. 
Ellingwood,  our  Industrial  Agent,  is  directly  in  touch 
with  the  Boston  office  of  War  Plants  Corporation  and 
reports  that  some  loans  have  already  been  made. 

Production 

Chairman  Donald  M.  Nelson  stated  that  we  must  do 
a  far  greater  job  in  1943  than  in  1942.  Plans  have 
already  been  drawn  covering  eighty  billion  dollars  of 
war  contracts.  We  shall  have  to  produce  four  times 
as  many  planes  in  December,  1943  than  in  December, 
1942.  In  time  of  war,  the  competitive  system  breaks 
down  and  we  set  up  in  its  place  some  form  of  control. 
We  have  been  in  the  process  of  control  during  the  war 
period. 
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One  of  the  most  essential  problems  of  production  is 
absenteeism  which  is  widespread.  Production  could 
be  increased  by  ten  per  cent  if  absenteeism  were  cut 
by  one-half.  The  degree  of  absenteeism  is  far  less 
among  women  than  among  men  probably  because  they 
are  more  conscious  of  their  contribution  to  the  war 
effort.  Every  one  can  help  by  keeping  war  workers  in 
the  home  from  illness,  by  the  preparation  of  good  food, 
and  by  the  proper  development  of  recreation.  Nelson 
also  plead  for  the  cutting  down  of  everything  in  the 
way  of  transportation  which  is  not  essential  to  the  war 
effort.  We  must  save  as  much  rubber  as  possible  so 
as  to  get  workers  to  and  from  their  places  of  employ- 
ment. 

Manpower 

Chairman  McNutt  of  the  Manpower  Commission  an- 
nounced that  thereafter  the  procurement  of  agricul- 
tural workers  would  be  done  through  the  extension 
service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  We  now 
have  some  eight  million,  nine  hundred  thousand  people 
in  our  farm  labor  force  and  we  expect  to  hit  a  peak  of 
twelve  million.  In  1942,  more  than  two  million  men 
were  sent  into  agriculture  as  replacements.  We  are 
engaged  in  three  efforts;  the  transportation  of  our 
armed  forces  from  one  field  to  another,  in  the  lend- 
lease  efforts,  and  in  the  maintenance  of  civilian  econ- 
omy. We  may  look  for  some  rapid  changes  in  1943. 
There  will  be  a  much  wider  use  of  women  especially 
in  agriculture.  There  will  be  much  further  use  of 
unused  labor  without  much  regard  to  age.  There  will 
probably  be  enactment  of  manpower  laws  for  both 
men  and  women.  Power  of  authority  should  be  granted 
to  governors  for  temporary  suspension  of  regulatory 
statutes  according  to  Mr.  McNutt.  Labor-management 
committees  have  been  of  great  aid  in  the  solving  of 
local  problems.    These  committees  set  up  respectively 
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by  management  and  labor,  have  aided  greatly  in  the 
full  development  of  manpower  through  the  nation. 
McNutt  stated  that  the  average  number  of  hours  now 
worked  in  war  industry  was  forty-eight  and  in  many 
instances  the  hours  were  longer.  He  favored  the 
forty-eight  hour  week  but  having  no  authority  over 
the  Federal  Act  making  forty  hours  the  base  period 
of  work,  did  not  go  into  the  matter  of  overtime  after 
forty  hours.  He  also  favored  some  adjustment  of 
wages  between  industry  and  the  farm  so  that  farms 
would  not  be  drained  off  by  war  plants  as  well  as  en- 
listments in  the  armed  forces.  A  great  land-army 
of  three  million,  five  hundred  thousand  men,  women 
and  children  will  be  sought  during  the  spring  of  1943. 
Efforts  will  be  made  to  enroll  many  college  students 
though  college  plants  probably  would  not  be  taken 
over. 

Asked  by  a  State  Senator  from  Kansas,  a  dirt  farmer, 
whether  women  and  boys  were  to  replace  men  on  the 
farms,  McNutt  replied  "Yes."  "Then,"  said  the  Sena- 
tor, "we  are  in  a  hell  of  a  fix,  and  I  say  that  you  cannot 
produce  cows  and  chickens  and  pigs  with  a  tractor." 

Civilian  Defense 

Judge  Landis,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  the  floor 
whether  the  danger  of  attack  on  the  continental  United 
States  had  lessened  sufficiently  to  reduce  civilian  de- 
fense personnel  and  expense,  said  there  was  still  danger 
although  the  recent  rise  in  military  successes  by  the 
United  Nations  in  Africa  and  Russia  had  reduced  the 
threat  of  invasion.  Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  civilian 
defense  was  voluntary  while  no  state  had  spent  more 
on  defense  than  the  cost  of  one  anti-aircraft  battery. 
He  predicted  that  the  type  of  civilian  defense,  would 
turn  gradually  from  active  military  defense  to  other 
forms  of  work  such  as  the  salvage  campaigns,  ration- 
ing and  price  control.     The  heavy  burdens  of  control 
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would  mean  that  many  more  volunteers  must  be  en- 
rolled than  have  been  heretofore  in  the  defense  ranks. 
He  complimented  the  work  of  the  Civilian  Air  patrol 
which  has  done  duty  from  Texas  to  Maine  and  greatly 
aided  in  keeping  the  enemy  from  our  shores.  The 
real  work  of  defense  must  be  voluntary  and  must  be 
worked  through  the  wholehearted  support  of  state  and 
local  councils. 

Transportation 

Joseph  Eastman,  Director,  announced  that  the  lack 
of  oil  in  the  eastern  seaboard,  was  due  to  unprece- 
dented dearth  of  tank  cars.  Prior  to  the  war  this  line 
of  supply  had  been  through  tankers  which  plied  from 
Southern  ports  to  the  big  cities  of  the  East.  The 
progress  since  last  fall  has  been  remarkable.  At  that 
time,  the  railroads  promised  to  deliver  two  hundred 
thousand  barrels  daily.  Now  they  are  bringing  in 
eight  hundred  twenty  thousand  barrels.  The  probable 
limit  is  around  one  million  barrels.  There  have  been 
many  problems  of  efficient  transportation.  First,  the 
rolling  stock  frequently  broke  down  and  the  damaged 
cars  could  be  repaired  only  in  the  plants  of  the  com- 
panies owning  the  cars.  Now  the  cars  are  repaired 
by  the  government  in  railroad  shops  at  the  nearest 
possible  point.  Next  complete  tank  car  trains  were 
devised,  and  terminal  facilities  were  improved.  A 
limited  number  of  new  tank  cars  are  expected  to  be 
manufactured  on  a  revised  priority  basis.  The  new 
pipe  line  from  Illinois  to  the  East  will  aid  only  in  a 
limited  degree  as  it  must  serve  the  Army  and  Navy 
as  well  as  the  general  public.  The  terminal  of  this 
new  pipe  line  will  be  close  to  the  ports  shipping  gaso- 
line to  our  stations  overseas  including  the  African 
front. 

Eastman  also  pointed  out  the  loss  and  removal  from 
the  roads  of  two  hundred  thousand  trucks  since  Pearl 
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Harbor  due  to  break  down  and  lack  of  repair  parts. 
The  greatest  immediate  problem  is  the  transportation 
of  people  to  and  from  work.  Group  riding,  staggered 
hours  of  work,  traffic  light  adjustments  have  all  had 
their  effect.  He  stated  emphatically  that  there  would 
probably  be  no  change  in  the  thirty-five  mile  an  hour 
regulation,  although  due  recognition  had  been  given  to 
the  claim  that  trucks  could  conserve  tires  and  gas  at 
forty  miles  an  hour.  If  such  extension  were  granted 
to  trucks,  traffic  conditions  might  become  even  more 
chaotic. 

Rubber 

Chairman  Jeffers,  Administrator,  "stole  the  show" 
at  the  entire  convention  by  his  forthright  manner  and 
attack  on  government  experts  and  bureaucrats.  Asked 
as  to  the  synthetic  rubber  progress,  Jeffers  said, 
"There  are  too  many  experts  on  rubber  in  Washing- 
ton, as  we  have  on  a  lot  of  other  things.  There  are 
too  many  of  these  expediters  in  the  big  war  plants. 
'We  have  too  many  men  in  uniform  hanging  around 
the  plants  telling  people  what  to  do.  Half  the  battle 
is  between  how  many  stars  or  how  many  bars  you 
have  got.  One  day  it's  the  Army  telling  people  what 
to  do  and  the  next  day  it's  the  Navy.  We've  got  to 
keep  these  Army  and  Navy  men  and  other  loafers  out 
of  these  plants  if  we  want  them  to  produce  at  their 
maximum.  It's  up  to  us  to  keep  this  country  hustling 
so  that  when  the  boys  come  back  they  won't  find  us 
flat  as  a  flounder.  We'll  try  to  keep  the  country  on 
rubber  if  we  can,  and  if  we  don't  we'll  not  need  any 
men  on  the  farms." 

There  was  no  opposition  to  large  scale  production  of 
synthetic  rubber  by  big  corporations,  but  on  the  other 
hand,  a  spirit  of  complete  willingness  to  cooperate. 
The  first  production  will  start  in  February  at  Insti- 
tute, West  Virginia,  and  other  plants  will  soon  be  in 
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operation  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Baton  Rouge, 
Louisiana,  and  Pittsburgh.  The  main  problem  has 
been  to  secure  materials  for  these  plants  from  the 
priority  administrators.  Mr.  Jeffers  also  stressed  the 
retention  of  the  thirty-five  miles  an  hour  regulation 
and  hoped  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  issue  any  more 
regulations.  As  the  members  of  the  General  Court 
know,  Mr.  Jeffers  has  been  subject  to  an  investiga- 
tion by  Elmer  Davis,  head  of  the  Ofiice  of  War  In- 
formation, for  not  subjecting  his  remarks  to  preview, 
and  also  has  been  summoned  before  the  Congressional 
Committees  to  answer  to  the  charge  of  "loafing"  by 
Army  and  Navy  officials.  Mr.  Jeffers  received  a  great 
ovation  from  the  Convention. 

Oil 

In  the  absence  of  Secretary  Ickes,  who  was  ill, 
assistant  deputy  petroleum  administrator,  E.  Lee  De- 
Golyer,  gave  little  hope  for  relief  in  the  gas  and  fuel 
oil  situation  during  the  duration  of  the  war.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  to  bring  in  new  wells  but  such 
resources  will  be  put  largely  to  the  use  of  our  armed 
forces.  The  problem  is  to  build  up  a  reserve  of  some 
twenty  billion  barrels  of  crude  oil.  The  size  of  our 
armed  forces  sent  abroad  may  depend  on  the  amount 
of  oil  we  can  export. 

The  old  cry  of  rationing  gasoline  to  preserve  rubber 
may  soon  be  changed  to  the  demand  to  ration  oil  to 
preserve  the  product  itself.  Our  present  capacity  is 
three  million,  eight  hundred  eight  thousand  barrels 
per  day  against  four  million,  forty-four  thousand 
barrels  per  day  a  year  ago.  More  than  forty-five  hun- 
dred wildcat  wells  will  be  explored  this  year  in  an 
effort  to  increase  this  production.  The  day  of  oil  ex- 
portation by  the  United  States  for  commercial  pur- 
poses is  forever  ended  and  the  future  will  soon  see  the 
importation  of  oil  into  our  country.     It  is  almost  un- 
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believable  that  sixty  per  cent  in  weight  of  the  total 
ivar  effort  including  ships,  tanks,  guns  and  everything 
else  is  in  OIL. 

Governor  Griswold  of  Nebraska,  said  that  some 
straightforward  statement  by  a  highly  placed  Federal 
official  was  needed  to  clarify  the  rationing  of  fuel  oil 
and  gasoline  and  to  set  forth  clearly  the  necessity  of 
export  to  Africa  and  elsewhere.  In  some  fields,  the 
production  was  being  reduced  and  in  some  localities 
the  oil  refineries  were  not  working  to  capacity.  He 
said,  "Responsible  representatives  of  the  government 
tell  so  many  different  stories  about  the  shortage  of  oil 
that  a  lie  detector  should  accompany  every  one  of  their 
statements." 

Our  own  former  Governor  John  G.  Winant,  now  am- 
bassador to  Court  of  St.  James,  gave  an  interesting 
account  of  conditions  in  England  and  especially  of 
rationing.  The  war  effort  there  has  been  marked  by 
unity  of  purpose,  the  prohibition  of  strikes  and  lock- 
outs, the  imposition  of  an  excess  profits  tax  of  one 
hundred  per  cent,  maintenance  of  the  cost  of  living  at 
a  stable  level,  and  satisfactory  price  control. 

Governor  Harold  Stassen  of  Minnesota  gave  a  de- 
tailed plan  for  world  government  in  the  post-war  era, 
pointing  out  that  there  could  be  no  peace  without  ex- 
ercise of  police  powers  by  the  United  Nations. 

The  Manpower  Committee,  headed  by  Governor 
Stassen,  set  up  important  resolutions  which  were  adop- 
ted by  the  convention,  including  a  nation-wide  policy 
to  keep  trained  farmers  out  of  the  armed  forces  and 
the  defense  plants  so  as  to  insure  a  balanced  food  sup- 
ply; to  train  sixteen  and  seventeen  year  old  boys  in 
agriculture;  to  increase  the  industrial  and  commercial 
work  week;  to  reduce  absenteeism;  to  use  govern- 
mental employees  at  peak  harvest  seasons ;  to  transfer 
to  the  civilian  population  short  of  manpower,  the  sur- 
plus which  may  exist  in  other  communities;  and  to 
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appoint  a  special  committee  to  confer  with  the  Federal 
government  on  the  over-all  policies  of  manpower.  Pro- 
grams which  ignored  local  and  state  programs  and 
cooperation  were  doomed  to  failure.  The  committee  on 
national  defense  urged  the  states  to  check  on  the  cen- 
tralization of  rationing  at  Washington  which  would 
"cause  irritation,  waste  of  manpower,  and  additional 
cost."  Special  sub-committees  were  appointed  to  con- 
fer with  Federal  officials  on  social  security,  taxation 
and  the  protection  of  small  business. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  suggest  that  members  of 
the  General  Court,  in  the  first  place,  examine  with  a 
careful  scrutiny  all  bills  pertaining  to  the  war  effort, 
especially  those  that  may  involve  the  transfer  of 
states'  rights  to  the  Federal  government ;  second,  while 
recognizing  that  the  war  situation  demands  the  dele- 
gation of  temporary  powers  to  the  executive  branch  of 
the  State  Government,  the  General  Court  should  create 
adequate  safeguards  for  the  repeal  of  such  powers  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  war. 

The  delegation  wishes  to  extend  its  appreciation  to 
the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  for  the  privilege  of  attending  this  memorable 
convention.

Recommendations 

The  State  Planning  and  Development  Commission 
after  careful  consideration  of  all  factors  as  presented 
by  the  advisory  committee  in  this  report  regarding 
ski  tow  regulation  recommend  that  ski  tow  regula- 
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tion  be  postponed  for  two  years.  However,  if  the 
Legislature  finds  that  ski  tow  regulation  is  desirable 
at  this  time,  the  Commission  recommends  that  the 
legislation  adopted  follow  the  act  which  has  been  pre- 
pared and  is  hereto  attached  as  Appendix  A.

A  meeting  of  the  advisory  committee  was  held  on 

April   23,  1942   at   the  State  House  Annex,  Concord, 

New  Hampshire. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  findings  of  this 

committee : 

1.  It  is  desirable  that  several  agencies  such  as  the 
National  Ski  Association,  the  National  Ski  Patrol,  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service — White  Mountain  National 
Forest,  the  State  Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission 
and  the  State  Planning  and  Development  Commission 
should  co-operate  in  developing  and  publishing  a 
system  of  standard  markings  for  ski  trails,  and  in 
educating  the  skiing  public  in  their  use. 

2.  Numbered  station  markers  along  all  trails  are 
advisable  both  from  a  standpoint  of  the  skier  and, 
more  important,  in  facilitating  reporting  the  location 
of  accidents  to  rescue  squads. 

3.  Control  signs  along  trails,  those  indicating  ap- 
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preaching  curves,  steep  pitches  or  other  conditions 
along  a  trail  are  of  no  value,  since  they  rarely,  if  ever, 
are  seen  by  a  skier  descending  the  trail. 

4.  Descriptive  signs  at  the  beginning  and  the  end 
of  all  trails  giving  the  length,  vertical  descent,  classi- 
fication and  a  warning  to  skiers  are  important.  Also 
advisable  in  conjunction  with  such  a  sign  would  be  a 
permanent  map  on  wood  showing  a  diagramatic  de- 
scription of  the  trail  with  its  curves,  steep  sections  and 
numbered  stations  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  easily  in- 
terpreted by  the  average  skier  and  of  sufficient  size 
to  be  easily  read. 

5.  Desirable  would  be  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
system  of  flag  warnings  such  as  those  used  by  the 
National  Ski  Patrol  and  by  some  of  the  larger  skiing 
centers. 

6.  No  efforts  should  be  made  to  regulate  skiing  by 
legislative  action.  Such  efforts  would  only  result  in 
failure.  Skiers  and  skiing  should  create  their  own 
regulations  through  their  own  organizations. 

7.  A  sub-committee,  composed  of  Mr.  Booth,  Mr. 
Beebe,  Mr.  Robertson,  Mr.  Peabody,  Mr.  Baldwin  and 
Mr.  Tani  was  asked  to  study  the  possibilities  of  estab- 
lishing regulation  of  ski  tows  and  to  report  their  find- 
ings to  the  committee. 

The  Report  of 
The  Sub-Committee  on  Ski  Tow  Regulations 

The  sub-committee  appointed  to  study  the  possibili- 
ties of  regulating  ski  tows,  reports  that  there  is  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  there  should  be  any  regula- 
tions imposed  by  the  State. 

In  general,  the  committee  is  agreed  that  compulsory 
insurance  for  the  small  ski  tow  operator  is  not  desir- 
able from  the  standpoint  of  either  the  ski  tow  operator 
or  the  insurance  company.  Compulsory  insurance 
would  create  a  financial  burden  which  would  drive 
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many  small  operators  out  of  business.  Insurance 
companies  in  general  do  not  favor  compulsory  insur- 
ance. 

Regarding  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  ski  tows 
by  a  State  agency,  Mr.  Robert  P.  Booth  makes  the 
following  statement : 

"I  would  prefer  to  have  no  legislation  of  any  kind 
passed.  So  far  as  I  know,  the  Legislature  has  never 
previously  undertaken  to  go  into  the  safety  aspects  of 
any  sport,  although  most  are  admittedly  dangerous. 
Once  regulation  is  undertaken,  there  is  no  telling  how 
far  it  may  go  in  the  future.  Violation  of  any  legis- 
lative enactment  designed  to  promote  safety  automati- 
cally carries  with  it  civil  liability  under  the  decisions 
of  our  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court.  It  seems  to  me 
that  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  skiers  and  the  ski 
tow  operators  alike,  civil  liability  should  depend  upon 
the  facts  of  each  case,  and  that  the  whole  situation 
can  be  handled  by  the  common  law  of  negligence. 

"The  relationship  between  the  skier  and  the  ski  tow 
operator  is  a*  voluntary  one.  It  is  not  like  that  of 
employer  and  employee  where  workmen's  compensa- 
tion statute  had  to  be  enacted  in  order  to  protect  the 
employee  from  dangers  which  economic  necessities 
required  him  to  subject  himself  to.  The  fact  that 
parties  which  have  considered  possible  codification  of 
safety  rules  for  ski  tows  have  been  unable  to  agree, 
indicates  to  me  that  it  is  probably  unwise  to  adopt  any 
rules  that  will  have  the  inflexibility  that  statutes,  by 
their  nature,  must  necessarily  have. 

"On  top  of  that,  there  is  definite  voluntary  move- 
ment among  the  skiing  group  which  will  operate  in 
the  direction  of  safety.  The  National  Ski  Patrol,  a 
part  of  the  National  Ski  Association,  has  accomplished 
a  great  deal  in  advancing  the  cause  of  safety  among 
skiers  themselves  and  in  producing  within  the  skiing 
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group  a  large  body  of  persons  traned  in  first  aid. 
The  National  Ski  Patrol  has  recently  taken  preliminary 
steps  toward  the  formation  of  a  National  Ski  Tow 
Owners  Association  which  will  operate  under  the 
National  Ski  Association  in  co-operation  with  the 
National  Ski  Patrol.  A  preliminary  prospectus  has 
been  drafted.  In  order  for  a  tow  operator  to  become 
a  member  of  the  Association,  he  must  conform  to  the 
basic  principles  of  safety  set  up  by  the  Association. 
These  principles  will  be  determined  by  a  National 
committee,  after  getting  an  opinion  from  the  tow 
operators  throughout  the  country.  The  Association 
will  probably  charge  a  small  fee  for  membership,  and 
in  return  will  be  allowed  to  purchase  supplies,  insur- 
ance, etc.,  through  the  organization  at  reduced  rates. 
Members  will  be  able  to  display  a  certificate  which 
they  hope  will  draw  the  public  to  those  tows  that  are 
co-operating  from  the  viewpoint  of  safety. 

"No  immediate  legislative  action  is  called  for  on 
the  general  subject  of  ski  tow  safety  for  this  winter, 
since  skiing  in  general  is  pretty  well  curtailed  because 
of  gasoline  rationing.  Frankly,  I  would  prefer  to  see 
any  legislative  effort  postponed  until  we  see  what  the 
results  are  of  the  efforts  of  the  National  Ski  Associa- 
tion." 

The  sub-committee  in  general  agrees  that  should  the 
Legislature,  after  due  consideration  of  the  factois 
here  presented,  feel  that  regulation  is  necessary,  such 
regulation  should  provide  through  legislative  act  for: 

1.  Licensing  and  inspection  of  ski  tows  by  some 
existing  state  agency  such  as  The  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, the  Bureau  of  Labor,  or  the  Forestry  and 
Recreation  Commission. 

2.  A  nominal  annual  license  and  inspection  fee. 
Such  a  fee  to  be  imposed  upon  each  ski  tow  with  a 
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clause  permitting  the  regulating  state  agency  to  waive 
the  inspection  cost  upon  presentation  by  the  ski  tow 
owner  of  a  certificate  of  inspection  issued  by  an  ap- 
proved insurance  company. 

Advisory  Committee  Recommendations 

The  advisory  committee  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations based  upon  their  findings  as  presented  in 
this  report : 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  new  commission  for  the 
control  of  ski  traffic  or  the  uniform  marking  of  ski 
trails  is  not  necessary  or  advisable. 

2.  The  State  Planning  and  Development  Commis- 
sion should  be  directed  to  make  recommendations  for 
the  control  of  ski  traffic,  the  uniform  marking  of  ski 
trails  and  other  regulations  concerning  skiing  and  to 
appoint  an  advisory  committee  to  assist  in  carrying 
out  this  direction. 

3.  The  State  Planning  and  Development  Commis- 
sion, with  the  aid  of  its  advisory  committee,  should 
confer  and  co-operate  with  existing  organizations  and 
agencies  to  the  end  that  such  efforts  as  will  be  made 
will  conform  with  efforts  made  elsewhere,  these  organi- 
zations to  include  primarily  the  National  and  Eastern 
Ski  Associations,  National  Ski  Patrol,  United  States 
Forest  Service — White  Mountain  National  Forest, 
State  Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission,  and  local 
Ski  and  Outing  Clubs. 

4.  The  State  Planning  and  Development  Commis- 
sion, with  the  aid  of  its  advisory  committee,  should 
serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  all  ski  developments 
and  problems  involving  skiing,  trail  design,  safety 
precautions,  standard  markings  and  to  study  and 
recommend  legislation  and  regulation.

APPENDIX  A 

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  Operation  and  Control  of  Ski  Tows. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  SeTuite  and  House  of  Representon 
tives  in  General  Court  convened: 

1.  Ski  Tow  Regulations.  Any  owner  of  a  ski  tow 
propelled  by  motor  shall  have  an  operator  of  the  motor 
in  constant  attendance  while  the  motor  is  in  operation. 
Each  motor  propelling  a  ski  tow  shall  be  provided  with 
an  automatic  shutoff  in  the  event  difficulties  develop  in 
the  actual  operation  of  the  tow  and  the  tail  sheave  and 
motor  operating  the  tow  shall  be  properly  enclosed  to 
avoid  accidents  to  skiers  and  others. 

2.  Administration  of  Act.  The  public  service  com- 
mission shall  have  charge  of  the  administration  of  this 
act  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  ski  tows  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  interest  of  the  public  safety.  Said  commission 
or  its  authorized  agent  shall  inspect  all  ski  tows  in 
the  state  at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

3.  License  Required.  The  owner  of  every  ski  tow 
prior  to  the  actual  operation  thereof  shall  be  required 
to  procure  a  license  for  said  operation  from  the  public 
service  commission  and  undergo  inspection  by  author- 
ized representatives  of  said  commission.  Said  com- 
mission shall  issue  annual  licenses  to  any  person  whom 
it  may  consider  suitable  to  operate  a  ski  tow  in  this 
State.  The  fee  for  such  annual  license  shall  be  ten 
dollars  and  said  license  may  be  renewed  annually  so 
long  as  the  commission  finds  the  applicant  reliable 
and  entitled  to  confidence.  Said  commission  may  for 
good  cause  revoke  any  such  license.    The  fees  collected 
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hereunder  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  and  the 
state  treasurer  shall  upon  warrant  of  the  governor 
pay  from  said  income  expenses  of  the  commission  or  its 
agent  authorized  hereunder. 

4.  Inspection  Required.  The  owner  of  every  ski 
tow  prior  to  the  actual  operation  thereof  shall  have 
his  tow  inspected  by  an  authorized  representative  of 
the  public  service  commission  and  shall  pay  an  inspec- 
tion charge  of  ten  dollars  to  said  commission.  Pro- 
vided that  if  the  owner  of  any  ski  tow  presents  to  the 
commission  the  certificate  of  an  accredited  insurance 
company  to  the  effect  that  his  tow  has  been  inspected 
and  insured,  the  commission  may  waive  its  inspection. 

5.  Penalty.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  provision 
hereof  or  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  here- 
under or  whoever  shall  operate  a  ski  tow  without  a 
license  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

6.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

APPENDIX  B 

AN  ACT 

Relative  to  Duties  of  the  State  Planning  and 
Development  Commission. 

1.  State  Planning  and  Development  Commission. 
Amend  Chapter  27  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting 
after  section  42  the  following  new  section :  42-a.  Ski 
Traffic.  The  commission  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  confer  and  cooperate  with  agencies  interested  in  the 
problem  of  the  control  of  ski  traffic,  to  study  such 
problem  and  make  recommendations  from  time  to  time 
to  the  legislature,  and  to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity 
on  all  ski  developments,  when  requested  to  do  so.  The 
commission  is  further  authorized  to  appoint  an  ad- 
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visory  committee  to  assist  in  the  studies  outlined 
herein,  provided  that  no  person  appointed  on  such  a 
committee  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  or  ex- 
penses from  the  commission. 

2.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

After  Recess 

Joint  Convention 

Both  branches  being  in  convention,  the  Speaker 
introduced  the  National  Commander  of  The  American 
Legion,  Roane  Waring,  who  addressed  the  convention 

as  follows: 

I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  discuss  with  you 
briefly  some  of  the  problems  that  we,  of  The  American

Legion,  are  greatly  concerned  about  this  year  of  war 
effort.  They  particularly  concern  you  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislative  Branch  of  Government  of  the 
great  state  of  New  Hampshire,  for  it  lies  within  your 
province  to  materially  aid  in  solution  of  these 
problems, 

America  has  but  one  objective  now  and  that  is  to 
win  the  war,  and  to  win  it  as  quickly  as  possible.  To 
that  end  every  citizen  must  bend  his  every  effort  and 
state  governments  must  subordinate  everything  else 
to  this  one  objective.  In  doing  this,  however,  there 
are  certain  fundamental  and  basic  principles  of  Ameri- 
can life  and  theory  of  government  that  must  be  borne 
in  mind,  lest  in  our  war  effort  we  drift  too  far  away 
from  these  fundamentals  and  thereby  make  the  re- 
turn to  them  too  difficult  when  the  peace  is  won. 

We  must  be  very  careful  lest  in  our  zeal  to  center 
all  of  our  efforts  on  winning  the  war  we  lose  perma- 
nently some  of  our  democratic  principles  and  funda- 
mental rights,  and  lose  thereby  the  very  essence  of 
liberty  that  we  are  fighting  to  preserve.  Eternal 
vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty. 

We  must  be  ever  mindful  that  ours  is  a  capitalistic 
system  of  government  and  not  a  socialistic  or  com- 
munistic one.  By  a  capitalistic  system  of  government 
I  mean  the  system  that  recognizes  private  enter- 
prise— the  right  of  the  individual  to  labor  in  his  own 
interests  and  to  take  and  use  for  himself  the  income 
from  that  labor.  Under  this  system  the  farmer  with 
his  tractor  purchased  from  the  return  of  his  toil  is  a 
capitalist;  as  is  also  the  mechanic  who  owns  his  own 
tools.  They  are  capitalists  living  under  the  protection 
of  a  capitalistic  form  of  government,  as  much  so  as  is 
the  banker  or  the  owner  of  a  railroad.  It  is  that 
system  that  recognizes  the  right  of  the  individual  to 
take  and  to  use  the  fruits  of  his  labor  in  the  further- 
ance of  his  own  personal  undertakings. 
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A  capitalistic  government  is  a  government  that  pro- 
tects private  enterprise  and  encourages  personal  initi- 
ative. A  government  that  insures  the  laboring  man 
a  job  and  not  a  dole.  This  theory  of  government  is 
one  that  has  made  America  the  greatest  and  most 
powerful  nation  on  earth.  A  nation  of  unlimited  op- 
portunities where  every  man  can  start  with  an  equal 
chance,  advance  as  far  and  achieve  as  much  as  his  own 
ability  and  brain  and  strength  and  energy  can  carry 
him.  Our  theory  of  government  has  provided  and 
guaranteed  the  protection  that  permitted  the  great 
industrial  growth  that  has  now  enabled  us  to  become 
the  arsenal  of  the  world,  and  this  industrial  growth 
was  no  subsidized  growth. 

In  the  comparatively  short  span  of  the  life  of  our 
government  we  have  achieved  this  greatness,  we  have 
reached  this  industrial  capacity,  we  have  accumulated 
this  wealth  by  the  effort  of  the  individual  citizens 
protected  by  their  government  in  their  enjoyments 
and  exercising  of  their  freedom  of  life,  of  liberty  and 
of  property. 

Many  of  these  ordinary  peace-time  enjoyments  and 
rights  and  liberties  we  have  to  surrender  in  time  of 
war.  We  are  called  upon  to  submit  to  many  regula- 
tions, restrictions  and  even  to  regimentation,  but  this 
all  is  necessary  and  it  is  perfectly  acceptable  to  the 
patriotic  citizen.  He  is  willing  to  make  any  sacrifice, 
give  up  any  individual  right  if  it  becomes  necessary  to 
achieve  victory. 

Nevertheless  we  should  ever  bear  in  mind  that  these 
wartime  restrictions  and  inhibitions  are  only  tempo- 
rary war  measures  and  ever  before  our  eyes  should 
we  keep  the  cardinal  and  fundamental  principles  of 
our  theory  of  life  and  government.  Ever  must  we  be 
mindful  that  ours  is  a  government  founded  by  the 
people,    controlled    by    the    people  and  exercising  its 
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authority  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  people.  Funda- 
mentally it  is  a  people's  government,  and  not  a 
paternalistic  government. 

Our  national  government  is  a  government  of  limited 
authority  exercising  only  such  authority  as  the 
Federal  Constitution  cedes  to  it  from  the  sovereign 
states. 

This  brings  me  on  to  the  second  point  that  I  desire 
to  discuss  with  you.  That  is,  the  tendency  that  has 
existed  during  the  last  decade  towards  a  strong  cen- 
tralized federal  government  with  the  resultant  weak- 
ening of  the  rights  and  authorities  of  the  several 
sovereign  states.  Right  here  again  let  me  preface 
this  by  saying  that  I  am  referring  to  the  tendency  to- 
wards a  strong  central  federalized  government  that 
existed  long  before  Pearl  Harbor,  and  my  criticism  of 
this  tendency  is  not  directed  at  the  assumption  of  any 
authority  by  the  federal  government  as  a  wartime 
measure  and  necessary  for  victory.  This  tendency  in 
the  last  few  years  upon  the  part  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment to  usurp  the  prerogatives  of  sovereign  states 
is  absolutely  unjustified  and  unsupported  under  the 
constitution  and  the  law  of  the  land. 

Nothing  could  be  further  astray  from  the  funda- 
mental principles  upon  which  our  government  was 
founded.  Nothing  at  further  variance  from  the 
written  Constitution.  These  encroachments  came 
about  largely  as  the  result  of  the  depression  when 
local  and  state  governments  faced  with  difficult  prob- 
lems took  the  easy  road  of  accepting  federal  aid  and 
thereby  pawned  part  of  their  independence.  They 
passed  on  to  the  federal  bureaus  of  government  many 
of  the  responsibilities  and  controls  and  authorities  be- 
longing purely  to  the  state  and  the  local  community. 
This  gave  the  bureaucrats  a  beautiful  chance  to 
blossom  out  and  to  further  their  encroachments  upon 
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local  control  and  to  encompass  many  state  powers 
within  federal  scope. 

It  correspondingly  tended  to  deprive  the  states  of 
their  fundamental  rights  and  duties.  This  tendency 
is  wholly  foreign  to  our  theory  of  government.  This 
tendency  has  been  further  as  the  result  of  modern, 
streamlined  interpretations  of  our  Federal  Constitu- 
tion. One  can  only  wonder  what  the  shades  of  Marshall 
and  Storey  and  Taft  would  think  about  the  modernistic 
trimmings  that  have  been  hung  around  the  neck  of 
the  interstate  commerce  clause  of  the  Constitution.  A 
strong  centralized  federal  government  exercising  au- 
thority and  control  over  all  of  the  local  affairs,  and 
business  undertakings  of  the  citizens  of  the  several 
states  was  never  contemplated  by  our  founding 
fathers.  Hamilton  lost  this  issue  to  Jefferson.  Down 
through  the  years  we  have  grown  to  greatness  as  a 
group  of  sovereign  states  bound  together  by  federal 
union  of  limited  power.  That  government  has  pre- 
served the  sovereignity  of  the  states.  It  has  guaran- 
teed the  rights  and  freedom  of  the  citizens  of  those 
sovereign  states,  and  it  has  protected  them  in  the 
sovereignity  of  their  citizenship. 

As  a  result  of  this  great  system  of  government 
revolutions  and  drastic  changes  in  its  form  and  funda- 
mentals have  been  avoided.  It  has  lasted  165  years 
and  it  has  become  the  most  powerful  government  on 
earth. 

Nevertheless  in  recent  years  there  has  been  a 
philosophy  abroad  nurtured  by  those  who  apparently 
know  little  of  and  care  less  for  the  fundamental  Ameri- 
can ideals.  This  philosophy  seems  to  assume,  that 
without  altering  of  a  single  word  in  our  Constitution, 
federal  government  can  be  changed  from  one  of  lim- 
ited authority  to  one  of  unlimited  control  over  the 
sovereign  states  and  the  citizens  of  those  states. 

Unfortunately,  our  courts  who  heretofore  have  been 
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the  jealous  guardians  of  the  people  and  the  states' 
rights  under  the  Constitution  have  added  much  to  the 
confusion  and  have  gone  a  long  ways  in  their  stream- 
lined and  modernistic  interpretations. 

In  wartime,  yes,  the  citizen  will  give  his  all,  the  state 
will  cede  its  every  right  for  the  one  purpose  and  one 
purpose  alone,  and  that  is,  the  destruction  of  the  enemy 
and  the  winning  of  the  war.  But  let  this  ceding  of 
rights  be  carefully  guarded.  Let  the  Executive,  the 
Judicial  and  the  Legislative  branches  of  every  state 
government  clearly  pronounce  their  adherence  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  Americanism.  That  the  state 
in  the  proper  exercise  of  its  power  is  supreme  and  only 
limited  by  the  provisions  of  its  own  Constitution,  and 
that  the  federal  government  can  only  exercise  such 
powers  over  the  state  and  the  citizens  of  that  state  as 
are  clearly  given  to  it  by  the  Federal  Constitution. 
The  sovereign  state  must  ever  keep  before  it  the  fact 
that  while  it  is  willing  to  yield  temporarily  to  the 
Federal  government  certain  rights  and  privileges 
essential  for  the  winning  of  the  war,  it  must  never  lose 
permanently  either  in  the  war  effort  or  in  any  other 
emergency  those  basic  rights  and  powers  which  are 
the  state's  very  bone  and  sinew.  The  ceding  of  any 
sovereign  rights  of  the  state  to  the  Federal  government 
must  always  be  with  a  definite  understanding  that 
such  rights  and  powers  must  be  returned  to  the  state 
when  the  emergency  is  over. 

Again,  we  must  be  ever  mindful  and  must  ever 
guard  against  the  infiltration  of  false  and  un-American 
ideologies  into  our  system  of  American  life.  These 
ideologies  seek  to  tear  down  the  basic  fundamentals 
upon  which  our  government  was  founded  and  under 
which  it  has  prospered  over  the  years.  These  false 
ideologies  seek  to  promote  the  ideas  that  our  funda- 
mental government  and  the  processes  which  have  made 
it  great  are  now  outmoded:  that  they  have  outlived 
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their  usefulness ;  that  the  soundness  of  the  preachings 
of  our  founding  fathers  can  no  longer  be  followed  in 
a  modern  world.  That  our  capitalistic  system  of 
government  must  stand  aside.  That  we  must  experi- 
ment with  a  different  type  of  modern  government. 

Too  often  these  preachers  of  false  ideologies  in 
seeking  to  array  class  against  class  condemn  as  un- 
American  and  as  the  cause  of  all  our  evils  our  capital- 
istic system  of  government. 

I  need  only  remind  you  that  our  whole  system  of 
government,  the  right  of  property,  the  right  of  free 
enterprise,  the  right  of  free  contract  are  founded  upon 
capitalism.  That  on  this  foundation  America  has 
grown  to  be  the  land  where  the  individual  has  the 
greatest  opportunities,  the  citizen  the  greatest  freedom 
and  the  whole  people  the  highest  standard  of  living 
the  world  has  ever  known.  If  all  this  be  wrong  and 
capitalism  be  a  curse,  then  first  let  those  who  decry 
our  capitalistic  form  of  government  point  out  exam- 
ples of  other  countries  where  their  theory  of  govern- 
ment has  been  tried,  and  where  the  people  under  their 
system  of  government  have  enjoyed  like  freedom  and 
material  gains  that  we  have  enjoyed. 

It  is  indeed  a  sad  commentary  upon  the  intelligence 
and  power  of  analysis  of  some  of  our  American  people 
that  they  give  heed  to  some  of  these  false  prophets  and 
join  the  pack  of  howling  wolves  that  are  trying  to 
devour  our  freedom,  to  destroy  our  form  of  govern- 
ment, to  tear  down  our  industrial  institutions  that 
today  are  producing  the  ships,  the  planes,  and  the 
guns  to  meet  the  challenge  and  to  defeat  the  dictators 
who  seek  the  destruction  of  the  world.  Let  them 
answer  just  this  one  question :  Who  are  the  producers 
today  and  who  are  the  receivers  of  the  necessary  tools 
of  war?  America,  the  capitalistic  country,  is  the 
arsenal  for  the  United  Nations.  Let  those  who  decry 
a  capitalistic  state  point  out  the  socialistic  state  or  the 
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communistic  state  that's  able  to  supply  a  world  at  war. 

No,  my  friends,  we  have  the  greatest  country  in 
the  world,  and  we  do  not  want  to  change  our  form  of 
government.  We  will  not  change  it  so  long  as  America 
is  consciously  aware  of  these  un-American  activities, 
of  these  false  ideologies,  these  alien  doctrines  that 
some  of  our  own  people  aided  and  abetted  actively  by 
the  enemies  from  without  are  seeking  to  instill.  So 
long  as  we  fight  and  cast  out  of  the  temples  of  free- 
dom these  false  dogmas.  But  that's  our  job  in  America. 
It  is  the  job  of  every  American.  It  is  the  job  of  every 
citizen,  and  especially  the  job  of  those  entrusted  with 
legislative,  executive  or  judicial  authorities,  either  in 
our  state  or  federal  governments.  We  should  ever 
be  mindful  of  what  this  country  means  to  us  and  what 
the  preservation  of  its  ideals  will  mean  to  our  chil- 
dren. We  must  not  take  it  for  granted.  We  must 
not  sit  sublimely  back  and  feel  that  America  with  all 
its  povv^er  and  greatness  and  glory  is  too  strong  to  be 
undermined  from  within.  It's  our  responsibility  to 
militantly  defend  our  American  institutions,  to  real- 
ize that  America  is  great  today  because  it  was  founded 
by  men  who  sought  freedom  and  valued  it  more  than 
life  itself.  They  founded  this  government  to  offer 
freedom  to  people  of  all  lands. 

To  our  shores  have  come  the  oppressed  people  from 
all  the  world.  They  came  because  they  knew  that 
under  the  protection  of  this  government  of  ours  they 
could  live  and  prosper  as  free  men.  These  immigrants 
from  foreign  lands  joined  with  the  sons  of  colonial 
America,  and  by  their  personal  initiative,  by  their 
private  endeavor,  by  their  courage,  by  their  pioneer- 
ing, have  made  America  great. 

From  a  small  beginning  on  our  eastern  seaboard 
our  forefathers  fought  their  way  ever  westward. 
Whatever  they  accomplished  and  whatever  they  passed 
on  to  their  sons  and  successors,  they  plowed  from  the 
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fields,  they  dug  from  the  mines,  and  they  chopped  from 
the  forests,  and  everything  that  they  have  accom- 
plished and  everything  that  we  have  accomplished 
came  about  and  as  a  result  of  hard  work,  of  effort,  of 
sweat,  and  blood  and  toil,  by  their  personal  efforts, 
by  their  individual  niitiative  and  with  their  own  capi- 
tal, protected  by  the  American  law  of  the  land,  they 
built  this  country  of  ours. 

They  made  it  a  capitalistic  country.  Private  capital 
is  the  foundation  upon  which  our  national  wealth  is 
built.  Whenever  communistic  or  socialistic  ideologies 
strike  at  our  capitalistic  system  of  government,  they 
are  striking  at  the  very  basis  of  our  own  Americanism. 
They  would  reduce  the  free  American  working  man 
to  the  status  of  a  state-controlled  peon.  These  are 
some  of  the  things  that  we  must  guard  against.  We 
must  guard  against  them  especially  in  this  wartime 
when  our  every  effort  is  necessarily  and  feverishly 
being  directed  to  war  undertaking,  because  it  then 
and  there  that  these  preachers  of  false  and  un- 
American  doctrines,  these  leeches,  that  are  seeking  to 
suck  the  very  life  blood  of  America,  find  an  opportune 
time  and  a  fertile  field  to  spread  their  insidious  doc- 
trines. 

As  you  face  your  important  duties  and  are  called 
upon  to  enact  necessary  laws  for  the  great  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  let  me,  in  parting,  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  some  of  the  things  that  are  of  momentous  im- 
portance not  only  to  the  Legislature  of  this  state,  but 
every  state  of  the  Union. 

First,  let  me  urge  that  all  legislation  be  kept  to  a 
minimum.  Our  people  are  now  engaged  in  bloody 
war.  They  should  be  concerned  only  with  the  new 
legislation  that  is  absolutely  necessary  in  our  war 
effort  and  in  the  proper  administration  of  the  states' 
affairs. 
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Second,  the  merit  systems  in  government  already 
established  have  made  long  strides  toward  efficiency 
in  administration.  They  should  by  all  means  be  pre- 
served. The  conduct  of  public  business  as  well  as  all 
other  private  business  is  already  being  hampered  by 
the  withdrawal  of  men  for  military  duty.  Every  effort 
should  be  made  to  preserve  as  far  as  possible  the 
integrity  and  efficiency  of  our  institutional  merit 
systems. 

Third,  the  people  of  America  are  facing  the  greatest 
tax  burden  of  all  time.  Governmental  expenditures, 
both  state  and  national,  should  be  reduced  on  all  non- 
essential activities.  Unnecessary  boards,  bureaus  and 
commissions  with  overlapping  functions  should  be 
eliminated.  Over  and  above  all  let's  stop  the  spread 
of  bureaucracy. 

Fourth,  economy  is  important  and  essential  now 
because  we  must  realize  that  we  will  be  called  upon 
and  should  go  our  limit  towards  rebuilding  the  lives 
of  the  war  disabled  and  of  the  war  widows  and  the 
orphans. 

Fifth,  let  us  take  a  definite  stand  that  secures  the 
preservation  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  sovereign  state 
and  insures  the  citizen  his  right  of  free  enterprise  and 
personal  endeavor. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Boynton  of  Dist.  No.  9,  the 
convention  rose. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Christiansen  of  Berlin  at  11:46 
o'clock  the  House  adjourned.

Mr.  Shedd  of  New  Boston,  for  the  Committee  on 
Fisheries  and  Game,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  No.  44,  An  act  relative  to  lobsters,  crabs  and  salt 
water  fish,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  7  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line 
the  words  "salt  water  smelt"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  will  read  as  follows : 

7.  Salt  Water  Fish.  Amend  said  chapter  245  by 
inserting  after  section  62  the  following  new  section: 
62-a.  Daily  Reports.  Any  person  taking  from  the 
waters  of  this  state  any  striped  bass,  codfish  pollock, 
mackerel,  hake,  flounders,  haddock,  lobsters,  crabs,  or 
clams  shall  make  daily  reports  of  such  take  to  the 
director,  provided  that  a  person  so  taking  for  his  own 
consumption  and  not  for  sale  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  hereof.  Such  daily  reports  shall  be  on 
blanks  furnished  by  the  director  who  is  authorized  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  hereof.  The  director  may  suspend,  in  his 
discretion,  the  license  of  any  person  who  fails  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  this  section.  Any  person,  not 
holding  a  license  from  the  department,  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  be  fined 
twenty-five  dollars. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  being.  Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third 
time? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  bill  was  refused  a  third 
reading. 
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Mr.  Sawyer  of  Woodstock,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  having  considered  the  subject,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill.  House  Bill  No.  285,  An  act  en- 
abling the  state  to  make  loans  to  protect  the  separate

The  report  was  accepted,  the  bill  read  a  first  and 
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second  time,  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Mrs.  Otis  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  on  Revision 
of  the  Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
134,  An  act  relating  to  village  districts,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment  and  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Amend  section  21,  chapter  70  of  the  Revised 
Laws  by  inserting  after  the  word  "same"  in  the  fourth 
line  the  following  words,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: In  any  case  where  a  village  district  or  precinct 
heretofore  established  by  special  act  is  authorized  to 
hold  its  annual  meeting  at  any  designated  time,  the 
time  for  such  annual  meeting  so  designated  in  such 
special  act  shall  govern  the  holding  of  such  annual 
meeting  unless  said  village  district  or  precinct  shall 
otherwise  vote  in  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows.  21.  May  Adopt  Provisions.  Village  dis- 
tricts and  precincts  established  under  the  laws  hereto- 
fore in  force  may  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
and  thereupon  shall  have  the  rights  conferred  thereby 
and  be  governed  by  the  same  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Unless  they  do  so,  the  laws  under  which 
they  were  organized  shall  continue  in  force  as  to 
them,  notwithstanding  their  repeal  in  general  terms. 
In  cases  where  village  districts  and  precincts  hereto- 
fore established  by  special  act  are  authorized  to  hold 
annual  meetings  during  some  other  month  than  March 
in  each  year,  the  time  for  annual  meetings  so  desig- 
nated in  such  special  acts  shall  govern  the  holding  of 
said  meetings  unless  said  districts  and  precincts  shall 
otherwise  vote  in  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter.   In  any  case  where  a  village  district  or  precinct 
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heretofore  established  by  special  act  is  authorized  to 
hold  its  annual  meeting  at  any  designated  time,  the 
time  for  such  annual  meeting  so  designated  in  such 
special  act  shall  govern  the  holding  of  such  annual 
meeting  unless  said  village  district  or  precinct  shall 
otherwise  vote  in  adopting  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter.

During  said  period  the  pro- 
visions of  section  16  of  chapter  117  of  the  Revised 
Laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof  are 
hereby  suspended.  Said  license  shall  be  restricted  to 
the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  of  one  and  one  half  ton 
manufacturers  rating  or  less. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Brungot  of  Berlin,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down 
from  the  Honorable  Senate.

otherwise  the  name  of  the  original  owner,  if  known; 
the  number  of  the  lot  and  range,  if  lotted,  otherwise 
such  description  as  the  land  may  readily  be  known  by ; 
the  number  of  acres,  if  known;  and  the  amount  of 
taxes  assessed  thereon;  so  that  the  same  shall  read  as 
follows:  5.  Record.  A  fair  record  shall  be  made  of 
every  invoice  taken  by  the  selectmen,  and  of  all  taxes 
by  them  assessed,  in  a  book  of  records  of  the  doings 
of  the  selectmen  in  their  office,  which  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  town;  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  within 
thirty  days  after  said  invoice  has  been  completed  be 
left  with  the  town  clerk,  or  the  original  invoice  and 
assessment  shall  be  so  left  and  recorded  by  him,  and 
both  records  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  per- 
sons.    The  record  of  real  estate  shall  contain  the  name 
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of  the  owner,  if  known;  otherwise  the  name  of  the 
original  owner,  if  known;  the  number  of  the  lot  and 
range,  if  lotted,  otherwise  such  description  as  the  land 
may  readily  be  known  by;  the  number  of  acres,  if 
known;  and  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  thereon. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  a  new  section, 
which  shall  read  as  follows :  2.  Section  stricken  out. 
Further  amend  said  chapter  77  by  striking  out  sec- 
tion 8  as  it  now  stands. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  another  new  sec- 
tion, which  shall  read  as  follows:  3.  Amendment. 
Amend  section  19,  chapter  80,  of  the  Revised  Laws  by 
striking  out  the  word  "listed"  in  the  fifth  line  thereof 
and  inserting  the  words,  recorded  by  the  selectmen,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
19.  Notice  of  Sale.  The  collector  shall  give  notice  of 
every  sale  by  posting  notices  thereof  in  two  or  more 
l)ublic  places  in  the  town  at  least  four  weeks  before 
the  sale,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  taxed, 
the  description  of  the  property  as  recorded  by  the 
selectmen,  the  amount  of  the  tax,  and  the  place,  day 
and  hour  of  sale.  He  shall  also,  at  the  same  time, 
send  a  like  notice  by  registered  mail  to  the  last  known 
'postoffice  address  of  the  owner  and  of  the  person 
against  whom  the  tax  is  assessed. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  2, 
making  it  section  4. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Potter  of  Concord,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed.

Joint  Convention 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  by  both 
branches,  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  appeared  and 
delivered  the  following  message : 

CAPITAL  BUDGET  MESSAGE 

February  9,  1943 

Two  years  ago  I  submitted  to  the  Legislature  a 
capital  budget  which  planned  our  expenditures  for 
capital  purposes  for  these  bienniums.  It  was  a  new 
departure  from  our  previous  practice  of  making  ap- 
propriations for  capital  purposes.  Until  the  submission 
of  this  program  it  had  been  the  custom  to  appropriate 
money  and  authorize  capital  expenditures  of  various 
natures  without  consideration  to  any  overall  plan  and 
to  act  upon  each  project  in  complete  isolation  from  all 
others.  No  consideration  could  be  given  to  the  relative 
importance  of  capital  projects  and,  certainly,  no  con- 
sideration could  be  given  to  the  impact  of  a  proposed 
capital  expenditure  upon  the  finances  of  the  State. 
The  department  or  institution  which  made  the  best 
argument  often  succeeded  in  convincing  the  legislature 
that  its  project  was  more  meritorious  and  obtained 
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the  desired  appropriation  while  some  other  agency 
which  had  not  marshalled  its  presentation  as  well 
often  was  turned  down  on  projects  equally  well-con- 
ceived and  as  sorely  needed. 

In  setting  up  the  capital  budget  of  1941  as  well  as 
the  one  I  am  about  to  submit  herewith,  all  departments 
and  institutions  were  asked  to  submit  their  require- 
ments in  the  light  of  needs  existing  at  the  time  of 
sending  in  requests.  The  projects  were  carefully  ex- 
amined and  estimates  of  cost  were  made.  All  of  these 
estimates  were  fitted  into  a  tabular  arrangement  and 
the  table  worked  over  until  we  had  arrived  at  a  pro- 
jected program  which  looked  to  the  examiner  to  be 
within  our  means  and  which  gave  the  benefits  con- 
struction projects  to  the  agencies  which  needed  them 
most. 

Our  projected  spending  is  modest  in  the  extreme. 
If  you  will  recall,  our  retirement  of  debt  obligation 
is  about  half  a  million  dollars  per  year.  In  other  words, 
we  have  that  much  debt  for  general  purposes  matur- 
ing each  year.  If  we  make  no  additions  our  maturi- 
ties for  general  purposes  would  get  us  out  of  debt  in 
1953.  To  achieve  this  entails  a  general  denial  of  con- 
struction projects  and  seriously  restricts  our  ability 
sensibly  and  humanely  to  meet  some  of  our  institu- 
tional needs.  If  we  follow  my  recommendations  of 
two  years  ago  and  spend  for  new  projects  only  half 
of  the  amount  of  debt  we  are  maturing,  then  we  can 
bring  about  a  trend  toward  the  day  when  we  will  be 
out  of  debt.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  sensible  and 
prudent  and  I  have  predicated  the  proposed  program 
upon  this  ratio.  You  will  see  that  the  date  of  debt 
retirement  estimated  in  my  previous  capital  budget 
has  been  maintained  and  it  will  occur  in  1956,  unless 
the  program  is  interrupted  and  its  value  destroyed  by 
demands  made  of  future  legislatures. 

It  may  appear  to  some  of  you  somewhat  futile  to 
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plan  for  expenditures  which  cannot  be  undertaken  due 
to  material  and  labor  priorities  and  scarcities  arising 
out  of  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  I  know  full  well 
that  we  cannot  indulge  in  our  program  until  war  ends, 
and  it  is  not  my  intention  to  countenance  any  effort 
to  start  major  projects  included  in  our  capital  program 
until  that  day  arrives.  However,  I  would  be  equally 
exposed  to  censure  if  I  did  not  cause  to  be  prepared 
plans,  specifications  and  estimates  upon  which  action 
could  be  taken  when  and  if  the  material  and  labor 
market  is  freed,  and  peace  conditions  once  again  obtain. 

There  exist  varying  views  about  the  condition  of  this 
nation's  economy  after  the  war.  Some  people  predict 
a  boom  which  will  be  caused  by  the  reconversion  to 
peaceful  purposes  of  our  factories  and  plants  to  their 
former  functions,  when  consumers'  needs  so  long  de- 
nied will  be  supplied  again.  Others  looking  at  the  long 
range  need  for  business  to  devote  new  resources  and 
efforts  to  re-establish  stability  in  war-torn  and  im- 
poverished countries,  will  continue  to  feel  the  drain 
upon  her  goods  and  the  pocketbooks  of  her  citizens.  In 
either  event  there  are  needs  of  our  state  agencies  to 
be  met  and  additional  facilities  to  be  provided.  If 
what  we  plan  to  do  fits  into  the  reconstruction  pro- 
gram, so  much  the  better.  Whatever  takes  place  will 
find  us  with  our  plans  prepared,  our  authorizations 
made  and  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  us  to  await  the 
convening  of  a  new  legislature  or  to  hastily  concoct 
a  program  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  moment. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  bulk  of  the  changes  or 
projects  I  am  proposing  are  at  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Sanatorium  at  Glencliff.  This  is  the  result  of 
the  development  of  a  definite  policy  relating  to  the 
entire  problem  of  tuberculosis  in  the  State.  Early  in 
the  history  of  sanatorium  care  of  the  tuberculous. 
New  Hampshire  became  conscious  of  its  obligation  to 
protect  the  public  health  by  providing  facilities  for  the 
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proper  care  of  those  having  this  disease.  The  first 
state  sanatorium  in  the  United  States  was  established 
in  1898  in  Massachusetts,  in  1901,  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Legislature  authorized  the  appointment  of 
a  commission  to  study  the  tuberculosis  problem  in  this 
state.  The  commission's  report  was  rendered  in  1902. 
As  a  result,  the  New  Hampshire  State  Sanatorium  at 
Glenchlf  was  established  in  1907,  and  opened  in  1909. 
This  Sanatorium  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  treat- 
ing early  cases  of  tuberculosis;  or  those  cases  that 
might  be  restored  to  health  by  proper  care  and  treat- 
ment. In  1911,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  passed 
a  Joint  Resolution  appropriating  $20,000  per  year, 
"For  the  Treatment  of  Persons  Afflicted  with  Tuber- 
culosis, Particularly  in  the  Advanced  Stages,  and  for 
the  Encouragement  of  the  Establishment  and  Main- 
tenance of  Sanatoria  for  the  Treatment  of  Such  Per- 
sons." Thus  the  Pembroke  Sanatorium  began  its 
period  of  State  support  on  this  basis  in  1911. 

From  this  early  beginning,  the  program  for  the  care 
of  tuberculosis  in  the  State  has  steadily  expanded. 
The  physical  plant  of  the  State  Sanatorium  has  grad- 
ually been  increased.  Today  it  is  valued  at  approxi- 
mately $500,000.  The  State  appropriation  for  the 
Sanatorium  during  the  past  ten  years  has  varied  from 
$75,000  to  $95,000  annually.  The  per  capita  cost  has 
remained  remarkably  constant,  varying  between  $14.22 
and  $16.21  per  week.  The  per  capita  payment  by  the 
State  to  Pembroke  has  steadily  increased,  this  payment 
now  being  $18.50  per  week;  and  $21.00  per  week  has 
been  asked  for  by  the  authorities  at  Pembroke.  It 
should  be  carefully  noted  that  in  1941-1942,  the  State 
appropriated  $95,861  for  the  State  Sanatorium  at  Glen- 
cliff,  with  a  bed  capacity  of  140,  and  $80,000  for  aid 
to  tubercular  persons  largely  expended  at  Pembroke, 
with  a  bed  capacity  of  92.  The  State  thus  appropriated 
a  total  of  $175,861  for  the  care  of  the  tuberculous. 
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To  this  sum  should  be  added  approximately  $35,000 
collected  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Associ- 
ation through  the  Christmas  Seal  sale,  making  a  total 
of  $210,861  for  use  during  the  year  in  New  Hampshire 
in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

The  prevailing  idea  of  thirty  years  ago  that  the 
Tuberculosis  sanatorium  is  a  "pest  house"  where 
patients  are  sent  to  die,  is  completely  outmoded.  The 
modern  sanatorium  is  a  hospital  where  patients  are 
sent  for  treatment  with  the  expectation  of  being  re- 
stored to  health,  and  to  a  useful  life  in  the  community. 
There  has  been  no  greater,  nor  no  more  rapid  advance, 
in  any  field  of  medicine  than  in  the  field  of  tuberculosis. 

No  longer  does  the  tuberculosis  specialist  rely  upon 
rest,  fresh  air,  and  good  food  only.  By  means  of 
surgery,  the  physician  is  now  able  to  obtain  rest  of 
the  diseased  lung  in  addition  to  rest  of  the  entire  body. 
It  is  now  possible  to  remove  a  diseased  lung  by  surgery. 
This  operation  was  performed  for  the  first  time  upon 
a  New  Hampshire  resident  in  January  of  this  year. 
Thus  it  is  seen  that  methods  of  treating  tuberculosis 
are  constantly  being  improved.  Methods  of  diagnosis 
are  also  making  rapid  advances.  Since  the  advent  of 
the  x-ray,  which  was  the  single  greatest  step  forward 
in  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis,  many  improvements 
and  refinements  have  been  made,  which  make  the 
x-ray  machine  ever  more  valuable. 

By  using  modern  surgical  methods  of  treating  tuber- 
culosis, a  very  large  number  of  those  so  afflicted,  who 
would  otherwise  have  most  assuredly  died,  have  been 
restored  to  health.  From  an  economic  standpoint,  the 
use  of  surgery  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  has 
effected  a  substantial  saving  to  the  State.  Many 
patients  who  would  otherwise  have  been  doomed  to 
years  of  residence  in  the  Sanatorium  have  been  treated 
by  means  of  surgery,  the  disease  has  been  arrested,  and 
these  individuals  have  been  discharged  within  a  mat- 
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ter  of  months.  An  outstanding  example  is  a  patient 
who  has  now  been  in  the  State  Sanatorium  for  seven- 
teen years;  as  this  patient's  sputum  was  positive  dur- 
ing these  many  years,  she  could  not  be  discharged  into 
the  community  where  she  would  act  as  a  source  of 
infection  to  others.  The  diseased  lung  has  recently 
been  treated  by  means  of  surgery,  the  sputum  has 
now  been  negative  for  several  months,  and  it  is  antici- 
pated that  this  patient  may  be  discharged  within  the 
near  future.  When  it  is  realized  that  this  patient  has 
cost  the  State  $728  to  $832  per  year  for  these  many 
years,  the  financial  saving  as  a  result  of  surgery  is 
obvious. 

In  October,  1941,  I  appointed  a  committee  consisting 
of  Corning  Benton  of  Exeter,  Richard  W.  Sulloway  of 
Franklin,  John  J.  Hallinan  of  Concord,  J.  Fred  French 
of  Manchester,  and  Arthur  E.  Bean  of  Concord,  to 
study  facilities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the 
care  of  tuberculosis.  The  work  of  this  committee  was 
detailed,  careful,  and  its  recommendations  were  ex- 
ceedingly well-considered.  The  committee  found  that 
there  was  a  lack  of  coordination  between  the  various 
agencies  in  the  State  interested  in  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis.  Recognizing  certain  inadequa- 
cies, both  financial  and  humane,  in  the  hospitalization 
of  patients  at  Pembroke,  the  committee  recommended 
that  the  State  should  be  concerned  with  the  develop- 
ment of  the  State  Sanatorium  at  Glencliff,  so  that 
eventually  all  patients  having  tuberculosis  might  be 
treated  there.  By  this  plan,  all  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  could  be  stan- 
dardized, and  a  financial  saving  could  be  effected  by 
the  operation  of  one  State  Sanatorium. 

By  construction  of  a  new  modern  building  to  accom- 
modate 90  patients,  and  by  minor  alterations  of  exist- 
ing buildings  to  adequately  house  employees,  the 
Sanatorium  at  Glencliff  could  admit  all  patients  in  the 
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State  having  tuberculosis,  and  who  are  in  need  of 
treatment.  The  construction  of  such  a  new  building 
would  also  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Sanatorium  by  eliminating  two  old-style 
open  wards,  which  at  present  can  be  used  during  the 
winter  months  to  only  approximately  twenty-five  per 
icent  of  capacity.  A  new  building  would  also  provide 
modern  operating  rooms  where  surgery  could  be  per- 
formed, and  in  this  way  the  necessity  of  sending 
patients  to  other  hospitals  for  operation  would  be 
eliminated.  This  would  also  effect  a  saving  to  the 
State,  inasmuch  as  the  cost  of  hospitalization  of 
patients  in  other  hospitals  is  exceedingly  high. 

A  portable  x-ray  equipment  has  been  purchased  for 
conducting  a  survey  of  the  industrial  population  of 
the  State.  It  is  known  that  the  greatest  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  is  now  in  the  age  group  thirty-five  to  sixty- 
five.  Surveys  in  other  sections  of  the  United  States 
have  detected  tuberculosis  in  approximately  one  per 
cent  of  all  those  examined.  The  large  industrial  popu- 
lation of  New  Hampshire  is  undoubtedly  a  major 
source  of  this  disease.  Experience  has  also  found  that 
sixty  per  cent  of  those  cases  found  by  such  surveys 
are  in  the  minimal  stage,  when  treatment  is  most  effec- 
tive. In  order  to  adequately  combat  tuberculosis  these 
cases  must  be  detected.  This  can  only  be  done  by 
mass  x-ray.  Cases  so  detected,  needing  treatment, 
could  be  immedately  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium,  re- 
ceive treatment,  and  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  be 
restored  to  a  useful  life.  A  great  saving  of  manpower 
could  thus  result.  It  is  anticipated  that  such  a  sur- 
vey would  increase  the  number  of  cases  known  in  the 
State,  and  would  probably  tax  the  facilities  of  the 
Sanatorium.  This  increase  would  be  temporary.  The 
effect  upon  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  State 
should  be  favorably  influenced  by  removing  these  cases 
serving  as  a  source  of  infection  from  the  community. 
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New  Hampshire  has  an  enviable  record,  in  that  only 
six  other  states  have  a  lower  mortality  from  tubercu- 
losis. By  an  intensive  case  finding  program,  this  mor- 
tality could  be  materially  reduced,  and  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  State  be  decreased  until  eventually 
the  vanishing  point  is  reached. 

This  desired  end  will  require  many  years.  Any  re- 
laxation on  the  part  of  those  fighting  this  disease  will 
undoubtedly  result  in  an  increase  in  the  mortality  and 
incidence  of  the  disease.  As  a  result  of  world  condi- 
tions it  is  most  important  to  intensify  the  campaign 
against  tuberculosis.  The  disease  has  shown  marked 
increase  in  those  countries  of  Europe  that  are  engaged 
in  war.    This  increase  should  be  prevented  here. 

Capital  Budget  Carried  Out 

I  want  to  point  out  that  every  project  which  we 
planned  for  in  the  previous  capital  budget,  and  upon 
which  we  were  in  a  position  to  begin  work,  has  been 
completed  and  in  each  case  we  did  not  have  an  over- 
run or  deficit. 

Two  projects  were  not  undertaken.  The  addition  to 
the  Brown  Building  at  the  State  Hospital  was  adver- 
tised but  not  started,  plans  and  specifications  are  com- 
plete and  we  are  ready  to  readvertise  when  the  proper 
time  comes.  The  project  to  construct  steel  grills  to 
make  safe  the  passageways  around  the  old  cell  block 
at  the  Prison  was  not  attempted  due  to  war  demands 
for  steel. 

I  recommend  that  the  $93,675.79  remaining  from  the 
capital  budget  of  1941  toward  the  addition  to  the 
Brown  Building  and  the  $11,810.27  provided  for  the 
steel  grills  at  the  State  Prison,  be  transferred  to  this 
capital  budget,  and  am  placing  these  two  projects  in 
the  biennium  of  1945-1947. 

Capital  Expenditures  in  Recent  Biennium 

During  the  last  three  bienniums  the  large  part  of 
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the  money  spent  for  capital  investments  has  been  ex- 
pended at  the  State  Prison,  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Hospital  and  the  Laconia  State  School.  You  will 
note  that  the  large  item  included  in  the  recommenda- 
tion for  this  biennium  is  for  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Sanatorium.  The  reason,  of  course,  for  this  is  that  I 
believe  the  present  need  is  greatest  in  this  institution 
and  that  expansion  at  this  point  is  needed  at  this  time. 

Present  Bienniums 

I  am  recommending  for  this  biennium  improvements 
totaling  $577,540,  of  which  $307,500  is  for  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Sanatorium  at  GlenclifF.  Of.  this 
total,  $105,486.06  is  available  from  the  last  Capital 
Budget,  leaving  $472,053.94  of  new  authorizations 
needed  to  carry  out  these  recommendations,  or  an 
average  of  $236,027  per  year.  This  compared  with 
$1,244,000  of  scheduled  debt  retirement  (for  purposes 
other  than  highway  and  other  special  projects)  indi- 
cates a  reduction  in  this  debt  item  during  the  two 
years  of  $771,946.06. 

Future  Bienniums 

After  completing  the  recommendations  for  this  bien- 
nium there  still  remains  the  enlargement  of  the  Brown 
Building  at  the  State  Hospital,  the  improvements  to 
the  educational  facilities  at  the  Industrial  School,  and 
several  other  projects  in  various  departments  and  in- 
stitutions. After  these  items  have  been  completed  we 
will  have  provided  facilities  at  each  of  our  institutions 
which  should  be  adequate  for  a  considerable  period  of 
time,  at  least,  and  I  believe  that  before  major  additions 
are  contemplated  beyond  this  point  careful  studies 
should  be  made  to  determine,  first,  their  necessity  and, 
second,  whether  a  rearrangement  of  the  handling  of 
the  special  problem  cannot  be  discovered  instead  of  the 
increased  size  of  the  institution. 
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State  Hospital 

For  this  biennium  I  am  recommending  an  appropria- 
tion of  $127,890  for  the  State  Hospital. 

The  now  terminated  Public  Works  Division  partially 
completed  alterations  and  additions  to  the  buildings 
at  the  Russell  Farm.  I  am  recommending  the  comple- 
tion of  this  work  which  will  provide  living  quarters  for 
patients  and  attendants.  A  part  of  this  project  will 
be  the  conversion  of  the  basement  of  the  barn  to  a 
vegetable  storehouse. 

The  construction  of  a  henhouse  at  the  Russell  Farm 
is  recommended  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Hospital 
to  produce  all  its  own  eggs  at  less  cost  than  purchasing 
from  others. 

At  the  White  Farm  it  is  my  recommendation  that  a 
small  existing  building  be  remodeled  to  furnish  liv- 
ing quarters  for  farm  employees,  thereby  saving 
transporting  the  men  to  and  from  work  every  day. 

I  am  recommending  that  a  building  now  used  for 
poultry  at  the  White  Farm  be  converted  to  a  barn  for 
horses  and  bulls  resulting  in  greater  convenience  in 
prosecuting  farm  activities. 

I  am  also  recommending  alterations  to  provide  new 
kitchen  and  dining  room  facilities  in  the  present  ad- 
ministration building. 

Changes  that  I  am  recommending  to  others  of  the 
institution's  buildings  will  improve  shop  and  farm 
facilities.  With  the  exception  of  the  work  necessary 
to  change  the  hay  barn  on  the  main  grounds  to  a 
vegetable  storehouse  and  to  convert  the  former  cow 
barn,  also  on  the  main  grounds,  to  other  purposes, 
these  changes  are  relatively  minor  items. 

In  my  capital  budget  message  two  years  ago  I  recom- 
mended the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Brown 
Building.  At  that  time  there  was  construction  under 
way  to  be  financed  with  funds  authorized  under  Chap- 
ter 221  of  the  Laws  of  1939,  from  which  it  was  ex- 
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pected  there  would  remain  a  balance  of  $80,000.  In 
my  message  of  1941  I  stated  that,  "This  program 
would  require  an  additional  $100,000  which,  together 
with  this  balance,  will  enable  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  the  Brown  Building  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Hospital  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $180,000." 
Actually  none  of  the  balance  of  $80,000  became  avail- 
ble  for  the  capital  budget  program.  The  plans  for  the 
addition  have  been  prepared  and  paid  for  and 
$93,675.79  of  the  money  specifically  appropriated  for 
this  project  remains. 

Military  Needs 

During  the  last  two  years  our  armories  have  re- 
ceived competent  examination  and  I  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  $42,149  be  appropriated  at  this  time  for 
repairs  to  the  Military  Garage  in  Concord  and  the 
armories  at  Berlin,  Concord,  Dover,  Keene,  Man- 
chester, and  Nashua.    These  repairs  are  urgent. 

Fish  and  Game 

I  am  recommending  an  appropriation  of  $2,100  for 
replacing  screens  that  have  been  destroyed  at  High- 
land and  Squam  Lakes  and  for  a  new  screen  at  North- 
wood  Lake,  all  of  which  would  be  aids  to  maintaining 
fishing  in  these  bodies  of  water. 

State  Prison 

For  the  State  Prison  I  am  recommending  that  the 
prisoners'  recreation  room  be  enlarged  at  a  cost  of 
$4,900.  The  only  shelter  in  extreme  weather  when 
prisoners  are  allowed  to  be  out  of  doors  is  inadequate 
and  crowded.  Converting  a  section  of  the  factory 
basement  will  more  than  triple  the  area  now  available 
for  recreation  purposes,  which  assume  increased  im- 
portance when  unemployment  at  the  prison  creates 
idleness. 
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I  am  sugg"esting  that  consideration  of  changes  to  the 
heating  plant  and  erecting  steel  grills  along  cell  tier 
walks  be  transferred  to  the  next  biennium  and  that 
$11,800  appropriated  two  years  ago  for  the  guards  be 
made  available  for  other  items  recommended  for  the 
current  biennium. 

State  Storage  Warehouse 

I  am  recommending  that  an  appropriation  of  $25,000 
be  made  for  increasing  storage  facilities  at  the  State 
Warehouse  by  continuing  work  started  during  the  last 
biennium  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made  two 
years  ago  for  purchase  of  an  existing  building  and  per- 
forming initial  alterations  thereto. 

At  that  time  I  told  the  legislature  that  there  would 
be  available  federal  participation,  which  would  make 
possible  the  alteration  for  the  figure  given.  This,  how- 
ever, did  not  materialize  and  the  amount  appropriated 
only  was  expended  during  the  last  biennium. 

Laconia  State  School 

For  improvements  to  the  water  supply  and  to  in- 
crease the  sewage  disposal  facilities  at  the  Laconia 
State  School,  I  am  recommending  an  appropriation  of 
$61,000.  The  increasing  contamination  of  Lake 
Opechee,  from  which  the  School's  water  is  pumped, 
makes  it  necessary  to  replace  the  existing  apparatus 
with  a  new  system  affording  positive  protection 
against  impure  water  combined  with  adequacy  of  sup- 
ply for  future  requirements  and  for  fire  protection. 

At  the  sewage  disposal  plant,  because  of  the  growth 
of  the  institution,  an  additional  filter  bed  should  be 
added  to  those  now  in  use.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  School's  sewage  disposal  system  does  not  discharge 
into  Lake  Opechee  and  has  no  effect  on  contamination 
of  the  water  supply. 
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Industrial  School 

For  the  Industrial  School  I  am  recommending  an 
appropriation  of  $7,000.  Of  this  amount,  $5,000  is  for 
new  flooring  and  toilet  facilities  in  the  Wilkins  Cot- 
tage. Here  the  present  flooring  is  badly  worn  and  has 
begun  to  splinter.  On  the  third  floor  are  approximately 
40  girls,  with  plumbing  fixtures  adequate  for  only  a 
few  persons.  A  toilet  for  general  use  and  two  small 
toilets  are  urgent  necessities. 

In  the  winter,  evening  recreational  facilities  are 
limited.  I  am  recommending  alterations  to  the  old  ad- 
ministration building  where  by  an  expenditure  of 
$2,000  a  large  two-story  room  can  be  created  and  an 
existing  shower  room  rehabilitated,  creating  at  com- 
paratively little  cost  a  unit  which  the  school  has  al- 
ways needed.  Before  new  educational  buildings  are 
constructed  in  the  future,  I  suggest  that  careful  con- 
sideration be  given  to  the  possibilities  of  developing  the 
old  administration  building. 

State  Sanatorium 

An  appropriation  of  $307,500  is  recommended  for 
the  State  Sanatorium  at  Glencliff. 

At  the  Sanatorium  there  are  about  100  patients.  To 
provide  a  margin  for  increases  in  hospitalization,  I  am 
recommending  a  90  bed  building,  including  a  complete 
operating  suite. 

On  several  occasions  the  reservoir  at  the  Sanatorium 
has  become  filled  with  debris  during  storms.  While 
being  cleaned  by  a  power  shovel,  at  considerable  ex- 
pense, water  has  been  trucked  to  the  Sanatorium,  The 
reservoir  is  open  and  the  water  receives  no  treatment. 
To  relieve  an  urgent  necessity  I  am  recommending  an 
appropriation  for  a  new  supply  to  assure  adequate 
quantities  with  proper  treatment.  This  project  would 
include  a  larger  main  to  the  Infirmary  Building  where 
a  greater  supply  is  needed  for  daily  consumption  and 
for  another  hydrant.

The  unsanitary  disposal  of  sewage  caused  by  a  too 
small  and  improperly  constructed  disposal  system 
causes  me  to  recommend  the  construction  of  an  ade- 
quate sewage  disposal  plant. 

I  recommend  that  changes  be  made  in  the  electric 
distribution  system  so  that  while  trouble  in  any  unit 
of  the  Sanatorium  is  being  corrected  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  shut  off  power  from  the  whole  institution. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  an  earlier  capital 
budget  proposal  of  $65,000  for  a  Nurses'  Home  be 
abandoned  and  that  in  its  stead  the  sum  of  $1,300  be 
appropriated  for  altering  the  Administration  Building 
to  nurses'  quarters,  making  this  a  wholly  residential 
building. 

The  dining  room  in  the  Service  Building  is  too  large. 
I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $6,300  be  appropriated 
for  converting  this  space  into  suitable  administrative 
offices  and  a  small,  but  adequate,  staff  dining  room. 
This  amount  recommended  includes  the  cost  of  minor 
alterations  on  the  second  floor  to  create  a  small  apart- 
ment for  a  second  assistant  physician. 

I  am  attaching  to  this  report  several  charts  and 
tables  giving  the  details  both  of  the  requests  by  the 
departments  and  institutions,  and  the  schedule  of  these 
requests  either  in  the  next  three  bienniums  or  in  a 
column  headed  "Costs  of  Projects  Requested  but  Not 
Included  in  6- Year  Program."  You  will  note  from  these 
charts  several  interesting  things  as  to  the  rate  at 
which  the  State  should  get  out  of  debt  without  addi- 
tional revenue  for  this  purpose  even  if  the  present  rate 
of  approximately  $250,000  a  year  is  to  be  expended  for 
capital  investments.  Plowever,  it  is  especially  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  amounts  needed  for  capital  in- 
vesments  will  decrease  rather  rapidly  after  this 
biennium. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr. 
Norman  Randlett,  Mr.  Stephen  B.  Story,  Mr.  Arthur 
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E.  Bean,  and  the  department  and  institution  heads 
affected  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  this  budget. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  the  program  recommended  in  this 
Capital  Budget  Message,  and  the  bill  which  accom- 
panies it,  have  been  given  careful  consideration  and  I 
believe  that  much  of  it  is  necessary,  and  all  of  it  de- 
sirable at  this  time.  Our  regular  budget  was  rightfully 
built  on  the  basis  of  present  conditions.  In  the  case  of 
the  Capital  investment,  however,  I  believe  that  it  must 
be  based  on  the  possibility  of  the  war  ending  in  this 
biennium. 

I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  that  there  will  be 
a  period  when  war  ends  and  our  men  return  from  mili- 
tary service,  and  industry  is  required  to  convert  from 
war  to  peacetime  occupations,  when  it  will  be  very 
desirable  to  have  a  program  like  this  prepared  and 
ready  to  be  put  into  effect.

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Swenson  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  95,  An  act 
relative  to  the  protection  of  life  and  property  from 
damage  by  fire,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendments,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

1.  Firewards.  Amend  section  13  of  chapter  175 
of  the  Revised  Laws  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:  The  board  of  firewards  or  engineers  of 
towns  having  such  officers  or  of  selectmen  in  other 
towns,  shall  confer  with  recognized  authorities  in  the 
promulgation  of  such  regulations.  Where  regulations 
have  not  been  promulgated  pertaining  to  electric  wir- 
ing and  equipment,  all  electric  installations  and  safe- 
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guards  shall  be  installed  in  a  standard  modern  and  ap- 
proved manner.  Compliance  with  the  standards  of  the 
National  Electric  Code  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  such  approved  manner,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  13.  Regulations.  The 
firewards  or  engineers  may  establish  such  regulations 
respecting  the  kindling,  guarding,  safe-keeping,  pre- 
vention and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  for  the  re- 
moval of  combustibles  from  any  building  or  place,  as 
they  shall  think  expedient,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the 
major  part  of  them,  recorded  by  the  town  clerk  and 
posted  in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  town  thirty 
days  before  they  shall  take  effect.

2.  TtTue  for  Notice,  Amend  section  19  of  said 
chapter  175  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following :  19.  Neglect;  Permlty. 
If  the  repairs  or  alterations  are  not  made  within  five 
days  after  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner  or  occupant 
the  same  to  be  served  personally  or  by  registered  mail, 
unless  upon  application  to  the  firewards  an  extension 
has  been  granted  for  reasonable  cause,  the  owner  or 
occupant  so  notified  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  to  ex- 
ceed fifty  dollars  for  each  day's  neglect,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  the  owner  of  any  building  or  property  con- 
sumed by  fire,  communicated  from  such  dangerous 
building,  for  the  damages  suff"ered  by  him.

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Swenson  further  reading  of  the 
amendments  were  dispensed  with.

Joint  Convention 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  by  both 
branches  the  General  Court  assembled  in  joint  con- 
vention to  listen  to  an  address  by  Mr.  Justice  Elwin  L. 
Page  on  "Abraham  Lincoln."  The  Speaker  introduced 
Mr.  Justice  Page  as  follows: 

It  is  fortunate  that  we  can  call  upon  a  distinguished 
gentleman  of  New  Hampshire  so  well  versed  in  the  life 
and  love  of  Lincoln  to  speak  to  us  this  morning.  Judge 
Page  has  long  been  an  inquisitive  scholar  of  that  great 
humanitarian  who  guided  us  through  the  dark  days 
and  years  of  an  era  which  in  some  measure  parallels 
the  days  of  the  crisis  which  now  besets  the  Union 
which  Lincoln  worked  so  diligently  to  preserve.  Judge 
Page  is  a  native  son,  an  eminent  jurist,  and  a  willing 
and  useful  public  servant.  An  author  of  works  on  Wash- 
ington and  Lincoln  in  New  Hampshire  he  has  not  only 
been  a  contributor  to  the  fund  of  public  knowledge 
of  the  father  and  the  emancipator  of  our  country  but 
has  explored  the  activities  of  these  men  in  our  own 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  Judge  Page  has  been  legis- 
lative counsel  to  former  governors,  an  Associate  Justice 
of  the  Superior  Court  and  has  been,  since  1934,  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  state.  It  is  my  pleasure

I  chose  this  subject  with  some  misgiving,  since  to 
many  of  you,  who  have  read  Sandburg's  War  Years, 
it  will  be  a  twice-told  tale.  Nevertheless  I  have  decided 
that  the  story  will  bear  repetition,  because  I  know  of 
nothing  else  which  so  well  shows  Lincoln  in  his 
maturity — so  well  exhibits  his  humanity — throws  light 
on  so  many  facets  of  his  complex  personality. 

On  March  23,  1865,  the  steamer  River  Queen 
dropped  down  the  Potomac  River  from  Washington. 
On  board  was  President  Lincoln,  bound  for  City  Point 
and  the  front.  With  him  went  Mrs.  Lincoln  and  their 
irrepressible  little  son  Tad.  Tad  was  to  run  in  and 
out  of  the  picture  for  the  next  fortnight,  breaking  in 
when  Lincoln  was  talking  with  one  and  another,  cud- 
dling up  to  ''papa-day's"  knee  and  getting  the  pat  or 
hug  for  which  he  longed.  Mrs.  Lincoln  also  was  to 
pass  in  and  out  of  the  picture,  exhibiting  some  of  the 
most  pronounced  fits  of  the  mental  derangement  which 
in  time  were  to  break  her  completely.  Lincoln  bore 
her  tempests  calmly  and  silently;  unobtrusively  and 
gently  he  showed  his  sympathy  for  those  who  felt  the 
lash  of  Mrs.  Lincoln't  half-crazed  words.  Captain 
Robert  Lincoln  came  into  the  picture  incidentally  on 
one  or  two  occasions  after  they  reached  City  Point, 
but  mostly  he  was  too  busy  on  staff  work  for  Grant  to 
give  attention  to  his  family. 

The  party  arrived  at  City  Point  late  in  the  evening 
of  March  24.  The  next  moi'ning  Lee  chose  to  make  an 
attack.  For  a  time  he  drove  the  Union  troops  back, 
but  they  rallied,  regained  the  lost  ground,  and  finally 
won  a  victory.  Before  the  battle  ended,  Lincoln  went 
across  the  field  where  a  few  hours  earlier  there  had 
been  casualties  of  1300  killed  and  wounded,  and  2300 
prisoners.  He  reviewed  a  division,  and  went  on  where 
he  could  see  the  firing.  The  field  was  crimsoned.  He 
saw  the  writhing  of  the  wounded — one  man  with  a 
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hole  in  his  forehead,  another  with  both  arms  shot 
away.  He  grew  haggard,  more  haggard  than  ever, 
was  so  much  moved  that  he  had  to  decline  Grant's 
invitation  to  dinner. 

Secretary  of  War  Stanton  rebuked  Lincoln  for  his 
taking  chances,  "I  hope  you  will  remember,"  he  wired, 
"General  Harrison's  advice  to  his  men  at  Tippecanoe, 
that  they  can  'see  just  as  well  a  little  farther  off.'  " 
Of  course  that  amused  Lincoln,  whose  nerves  had 
become  quieter.  Sitting  in  the  telegraph  hut,  his  eye 
happened  on  three  kittens.  Told  they  were  motherless, 
he  picked  up  one  and  petted  it,  remarking  that  the 
dead  mother  could  not  grieve  as  many  a  poor  mother 
was  grieving  for  a  son  lost  in  battle.  "Ah,  Kitties,"  he 
said,  "thank  God  you  are  cats."  He  continued  to 
fondle  them,  and  made  Colonel  Bowes  promise  to  have 
them  properly  fed. 

Admiral  Porter  and  Lincoln,  two  born  story-tellers, 
at  first  swapped  yarns.  Then  they  settled  down,  as 
all  such  men  do,  to  serious  talk. 

General  Sheridan  came  aboard  Grant's  boat,  where 
Lincoln  was,  Lincoln  looked  down  from  his  six  feet 
four  on  the  great,  but  diminutive.  General,  "General 
Sheridan,"  said  he,  "when  this  peculiar  war  began  I 
thought  a  cavalryman  should  be  at  least  six  feet  four 
high,  but  I  have  changed  my  mind — five  feet  four  will 
do  in  a  pinch,"  But  Lincoln,  Sheridan  noted,  did  not 
tell  a  single  one  of  his  famous  stories  as  they  steamed 
up  the  river  to  the  point  where  Sheridan's  army  was 
crossing.  On  the  contrary,  he  seemed  dejected,  won- 
dering what  the  contemplated  movements  would  come 
to,  somewhat  fearful  that  Lee  would  take  advantage  of 
the  movement  to  get  into  the  rear  of  our  army. 

After  another,  and  greater  review,  Sherman  came 
up  from  North  Carolina  to  plan  concerted  action  with 
Grant.  He  and  Grant  and  Admiral  Porter  came 
aboard    the   River'    Queen   to    confer    with    Lincoln. 
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'i.y  1  II. 

Sheridan  was  already  off  to  cut  Lee's  communications 
before  the  main  movement.  If  Lincoln  had  lived,  that 
conference  would  have  been  momentous  for  the  future 
of  the  country.  The  generals  thought  there  must  be 
one  more  bloody  battle,  and  they  practically  promised 
that  it  would  be  the  last.  Repeatedly  Lincoln  said 
there  had  been  blood-shed  enough;  couldn't  they  avoid 
battle?  No,  but  one  more  would  finish  the  war.  Then 
Lincoln  unfolded  something  of  his  thought  about  re- 
construction, a  thought  that  Grant  was  to  carry  partly 
into  action,  with  some  acclaim,  while  Lincoln  lived. 
Poor  Sherman  was  to  do  the  same,  only  to  be  repri- 
manded, for  he  did  it  after  Lincoln  was  dead  and  other 
minds  were  in  power. 

By  anecdote  and  parable  Lincoln,  on  the  River 
Queen,  let  his  generals  know  that  he  hoped  that 
Jefferson  Davis  would  escape  "unbeknown" — that  the 
Confederate  armies,  soon  to  be  defeated  by  Grant  and 
Sherman,  might  return  at  once  to  a  peaceful  and  free 
life — that  with  the  dispersal  of  those  armies  the 
Southern  States  should  set  up  provisional  governments 
that  he  would  recognize  until  Congress  could  take 
appropriate  action.  Lincoln  had  always  thought  that, 
since  no  State  could  secede,  no  State  had  ever  been  out 
of  the  Union — that  they  had  only  been  out  of  proper 
relationship  with  the  other  States,  and  that  they  should 
be  brought  back  to  proper  relationships  in  the  briefest 
possible  time. 

And  so  the  generals  were  off,  each  to  his  own  task. 
Grant  won  the  decisive  battle  at  Petersburg.  Upon 
invitation,  Lincoln  went  to  Petersburg  and  saw  Grant 
briefly  before  he  went  on  towards  Appomattox. 

Meanwhile  Lincoln  had  spent  an  afternoon  visiting 
sick  and  wounded  rebel  prisoners  in  the  hospital.  To 
their  great  astonishment,  he  shook  hands  with  them 
until  the  surgeon  thought  his  right  arm  must  be  pain- 
fully lamed.    To  prove  the  surgeon  was  unnecessarily 
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alarmed,  Lincoln  stepped  out  of  doors,  seized  an  axe, 
set  the  chips  flying,  and  then  raised  the  axe  and  held 
it  horizontal  at  arm's  length  without  a  quiver.  Then 
he  refreshed  himself  with  a  glass  of  lemonade. 

Upon  the  fall  of  Petersburg,  Richmond  had  to  be 
evacuated  by  the  Confederates.  Lincoln  went  up  there 
with  Admiral  Porter.  Landing  in  the  Negro  quarter, 
he  walked  the  two  miles  to  the  center  of  the  city, 
holding  Tad  by  the  hand,  with  no  guard  but  a  dozen 
sailors.  There  was  welcome  from  the  colored  men, 
shouts  of  "Glory  hallelujah,"  and  Lincoln  shook  their 
hands.  One  darky  kneeled  to  him.  "Don't  kneel  to 
me,"  said  Lincoln.  "You  must  kneel  to  God  only  and 
thank  Him  for  the  liberty  you  will  hereafter  enjoy." 

They  came  to  the  white  quarter.  Here  everything 
was  different.  There  were  plenty  of  people  to  look 
at  Lincoln,  but  no  cheers — only  an  oppressive  silence — 
no  welcome  at  all,  save  by  one  young  woman  who  had 
draped  the  Stars  and  Stripes  over  her  shoulders,  one 
girl  with  flowers,  a  solitary  man  who  threw  up  his  hat. 

Lincoln  passed  Libby  Prison.  "We  will  pull  it  down," 
said  somebody.  "No,"  replied  Lincoln,  "leave  it  as  a 
monument."  After  the  two-mile  walk  was  done,  Lincoln 
sat  down  to  rest  in  a  chair  at  the  Confederate  Execu- 
tive Mansion,  and  learned  that  it  was  Jefferson  Davis's 
chair.  Then  the  oflflcers  of  the  party  (for  meanwhile  a 
cavalry  detachment  had  come  to  escort  the  President 
and  the  Admiral)  drank  some  of  Jefferson  Davis's  old 
whisky.    Lincoln  declined. 

Later,  sitting  in  Davis's  chair,  Lincoln  talked  with 
Judge  Campbell,  formerly  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  Campbell  was  the  only  secessionist 
leader  of  note  remaining  in  Richmond.  At  a  still  later 
interview,  Lincoln  talked  with  Campbell  about  the 
revival  of  State  government  in  Virginia,  if  hostilities 
ceased.  Stanton  was  to  nip  that  in  the  bud,  and 
Lincoln  was  not  to  live  to  put  Stanton  in  his  place. 
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Back  on  the  River  Queen,  Lincoln  met  Charles 
Sumner  and  others.  Mrs.  Lincoln  had  been  back  to 
Washington  for  a  few  days.  Returning,  she  brought 
with  her  two  cabinet  members,  with  their  families, 
Judge  Otto,  and  Charles  Sumner.  At  Sumner's  request, 
she  had  invited  a  thirty-four  year  old  Frenchman, 
Charles  Adolphe  Pineton,  later  Marquis  of  Chambrun. 
It  is  from  Chambrun,  who  listened  eagerly,  and  who 
very  shortly  wrote  down  his  memories,  that  we  have 
learned  most  of  what  occurred  in  the  next  few  days. 
He  was  a  keen  observer  and  judged  shrewdly.  Lincoln 
expressed  the  feeling  that  his  reception  in  Richmond 
had  not  been  of  good  omen.  Chambrun  thought  that 
"his  only  pre-occupation  appeared  to  be  the  necessity 
of  wiping  out  the  consequences  of  the  civil  war,  and 
to  drive  the  war  from  the  memory  of  all,  nay,  even  of 
the  criminal  instigators."  Those  sullen  faces  in  Rich- 
mond must  have  raised  in  Lincoln's  mind  the  fear  that 
Southern  hearts  might  be  slow  to  forgetfulness.  It 
is  small  wonder  that  the  man  without  malice  was  sad. 

The  party  went  to  Petersburg,  whence  Grant  and  his 
main  army  had  gone  for  final  victory.  The  negro 
waiters  on  the  Rive^-  Queen  wished  to  go  along,  and 
Lincoln  let  them  ride  in  the  same  car.  Chambrun  noted 
that  the   President   "was   blinded   by   no   prejudices 

against  race  or  color,  and had  not  what  can  be 

termed  false  dignity."  At  Petersburg,  as  at  Rich- 
mond, the  negro  population  was  jubilant,  the  whites 
hostile.  Every  now  and  then  Chambrun  saw  a  white 
man  run  into  his  house  with  the  apparent  wish  to  avoid 
seeing  Lincoln.  Yet  the  Union  officers  reported  to  the 
President  that  animosity  was  abating.  "There  still 
remains  much  for  us  to  do",  said  Lincoln,  "but  every 
day  brings  new  reason  for  confidence  in  the  future." 
He  was  not  talking  about  Grant's  operations,  but  about 
Southern  sentiment. 

Driving  back  to  the   train   after  their  circuit  of 
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Petersburg,  Sumner  and  Chambrun  occupied  the  same 
carriage  with  the  Lincolns.  Lincoln  saw  a  great  tree. 
He  ordered  a  halt,  looked  the  tree  over,  and  talked 
expertly  about  trees.  Chambrun  thought  "that  dis- 
sertation about  a  tree  did  not  reveal  an  effort  of  imagi- 
nation, but  a  remarkable  precision  of  mind." 

The  next  morning,  Saturday,  April  8,  Lincoln  spent 
five  hours  in  the  tent  hospital,  taking  the  hands  of  an 
estimated  five  thousand  of  our  sick  and  wounded  boys. 
And  his  arm  was  not  sore,  he  told  Sumner.  Of  these 
boys,  who  had  never  a  complaint,  Chambrun  said: 
"Strange  men  they  are,  whom  many  approach  and  can- 
not understand,  but  who  explain  to  him  who  does 
understand  them  the  true  greatness  of  their  land." 
One  of  the  poor  boys  died  with  a  smile  while  Lincoln 
held  his  hand. 

The  young  Frenchman  studied  Lincoln.  "He  will- 
ingly laughed ",  he  wrote,  "then  he  would  close 

his  eyes,  and  all  his  features  would  at  once  bespeak  a 
kind  of  sadness  as  indescribable  as  it  was  deep.    After 

a   while he    would    shake    off   this    mysterious 

weight In  one  evening  I  happened  to  count  over 

twenty  of  these  alternations "     Chambrun  asked 

himself  why  Lincoln  showed  these  contrasting  moods. 
He  gave  it  up.  "These  questions",  he  said,  "remain 
unanswered  for  me,  and  will  probably  never  be  an- 
swered at  all."  The  young  man  was  wonderfully 
prescient;  the  questions  still  remain  without  satisfac- 
tory answer.  But  Chambrun  was  sure  of  one  thing, 
as  we  are  sure:  one  "was  not  long  in  finding  out  the 
marvellous  rectitude  of  his  mind,  nor  the  accuracy  of 
his  judgment." 

That  Saturday  afternoon  the  headquarters  band 
came  aboard  the  River  Queen  and  played  a  concert. 
Lincoln  called  for  the  "Marseillaise",  then  had  it 
played  a  second  time.  To  Chambrun,  who  had  left 
France  because  of  opposition  to  the  Empire,  Lincoln 
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said  that  he  had  to  come  over  to  America  to  hear  it. 
Then  Lincoln,  somewhat  to  the  surprise  and  disturb- 
ance of  the  bandsmen,  demanded  'Dixie."  "That 
tune,"  he  declared,  "is  now  Federal  property;  it  be- 
longs to  us,  and,  at  any  rate,  it  is  good  to  show  the 
rebels  that  with  us  they  will  be  free  to  hear  it  again." 
That  evening  the  River  Queen  sailed  for  Washington. 
Palm  Sunday,  April  9,  they  were  steaming  up  the 
Potomac.  For  nearly  the  whole  day  the  talk  was 
about  literature.  Here  was  one  of  the  most  curious 
scenes  in  Lincoln's  life — the  man  with  hardly  a  year 
of  formal  schooling  talking  about  Shakespeare  with  a 
high-born  Frenchman  and  with  Charles  Sumner,  so 
coldly  proud  of  his  great  scholarship.  But  they  talked 
as  equals.  Chambrun  detected  a  "delicacy  and  sound- 
ness of  taste  that  would  honor  a  great  literary  critic." 
Lincoln  read  copiously  aloud  from  his  copy  of  Shakes- 
peare.   Twice  he  recited ; 

Duncan  is  in  his  grave ; 
After  life's  fitful  fever  he  sleeps  well ; 
Treason  has  done  her  worst ;  nor  steel,  nor  poison. 
Malice  domestic,  foreign  levy,  nothing 
Can  touch  him  further. 

At  times  the  conversation  turned  to  political  ques- 
tions. Once  Mrs.  Lincoln  broke  in.  Jeff.  Davis,  she 
said,  must  be  hanged.  Mildly  Lincoln  said,  "Judge 
not,  that  ye  be  not  judged.' "  Mrs.  Lincoln  was  not 
to  be  gainsaid;  for  she,  too,  had  seen  Libby  Prison. 
Again  Lincoln  said  gravely,  "Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not 
judged."  Sumner  asked  Lincoln  if  he  ever  had  any 
doubts  about  his  declaration  in  1858  that  "A*  house 
divided  against  itself  cannot  stand."  "Not  in  the  least ; 
it  was  clearly  true,  and  time  has  justified  me." 

As  they  passed  Mount  Vernon,  young  Chambrun  as- 
sumed the  role  of  prophet  and  said  what  I  think  no- 
body before  had  thought  or  said :  "Mount  Vernon  and 
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Springfield,  the  memories  of  Washington  and  your 
own,  those  of  the  revolutionary  and  civil  wars;  these 
are  the  spots  and  names  America  shall  one  day  equally 
honor."  That  excited  nothing  in  Lincoln  except  home- 
sickness. "Springfield!  How^  happy,  four  years 
hence,  will  I  be  to  return  there  in  peace  and  tran- 
quility!" 

The  River  Queen  chugged  on  with  the  life  that  in 
scarcely  five  days  would  be  snufi:ed  out.  Washington 
came  in  sight.  What  possessed  Mrs.  Lincoln  at  the 
moment,  nobody  can  say.  Was  it  clairvoyance,  or 
merely  impatient  impulse?  "That  city",  she  said,  "is 
filled  with  our  enemies."  To  which  Lincoln  replied, 
"Enemies !     We  must  never  speak  of  that." 

So  they  came  to  the  end  of  the  voyage,  and  Lincoln 
drove  from  the  dock  to  Seward's  home.  There  his 
great  Secretary  of  State  had  just  come  out  of  several 
days  of  delirium  after  a  serious  accident.  Lincoln  got 
close  to  him  and  whispered  words  of  hope. 

During  that  Palm  Sunday  talk  about  literature,  Lin- 
coln repeated  from  memory  a  part  of  Longfellow's 
"Resignation".  We  are  not  told  what  part,  but  I 
hazard  the  guess  that  it  was  the  first  five  stanzas. 
They,  but  not  the  rest,  tune  with  the  mood  of  a  man 
who  had  seen  the  dead  and  dying  on  field  and  in  hos- 
pital. They  tune  with  the  mood,  too,  that  Lincoln 
would  have  preferred  to  the  hatred  that  fired  so  many 
after  his  own  death. 

RESIGNATION 

There  is  no  flock,  however  watched  and  tended. 

But  one  dead  lamb  is  there! 
There  is  no  fireside,  howsoe'er  defended, 

But  has  one  vacant  chair! 

The  air  is  full  of  farewells  to  the  dying, 

And  mournings  for  the  dead; 
The  heart  of  Rachel,  for  her  children  crying. 

Will  not  be  comforted! 
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Let  us  be  patient!     These  severe  afflictions 

Not  from  the  ground  arise, 
But  oftentimes  celestial  benedictions 

Assume  this  dark  disguise. 

We  see  but  dimly  through  the  mists  and  vapors ; 

Amid  these  earthly  damps 
What  seem  to  us  but  sad,  funereal  tapers 

May  be  heaven's  distant  lamps. 

There  is  no  Death !     What  seems  so  is  transition ; 

This  life  of  mortal  breath 
Is  but  a  suburb  of  the  life  elysian, 

Whose  portal  we  call  Death.

Mrs.  Greene  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Health,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  171, 
An  act  relative  to  trailer-type  house  boats,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words  "any 
public  waters  in  this  state"  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  Squam  Lake ; 
further  amend  by  striking  out  the  words,  of  the  trailer 
type  in  the  fifth  line  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  1.  Public  Waters.  Amend  chap- 
ter 166  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after  section 
13  the  following  new  section:  13-a.  House  Boats.  No 
person  shall  at  any  time  place  in  or  upon,  or  use,  or 
operate  upon,  Squam  Lake  any  house  boat.

Mr.  Swenson  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  161, 
An  act  relating  to  the  sale  and  use  of  fireworks,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendments,  and 
the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass. 

Amend  section  3  of  Chapter  179-A  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  of  inserting  after  the  word  "illumi- 
nation" in  the  fifth  line  the  words,  or  law  enforcement 
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agencies,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows:

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Holden  of  Hanover,  for  the  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  101,  An 
act  relating  to  the  election  of  representatives  to  the 
general  court,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  inserting  after  section  1  the  fol- 
lowing new  section: 

2.  Election  of  Representatives.  Amend  chapter  40 
of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after  section  4  the 
following  new  section:  4-a.  Basis  for  Apportionment. 
The  basis  for  the  apportionment  of  representatives  as 
provided  in  sections  3  and  4  is  that  of  one  representa-

REPORT 

Of  the  Committee  Appointed  by  His  Excellency  Gover- 
nor Robert  0.  Blood  to  Study  the  Facilities  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  Care  of 
Tuberculosis 

His  Excellency  Governor  Robert  O.  Blood, 
Concord,  New  Hawvpshire. 

Dear  Governor  Blood  : 

The  Committee  which  you  appointed  in  October, 
1941,  to  study  the  facilities  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  the  care  of  tuberculosis,  begs  to  submit  the 
following  report  of  their  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

The  Committee  met  ten  times  from  November  5, 
1941,  to  November  11,  1942.  Eight  of  the  meetings 
were  held  in  Concord,  and  two  were  held  at  the  State 
Sanatorium  and  at  the  Pembroke  Sanatorium,  both  of 
which  institutions  were  inspected  by  the  Committee. 
At  one  of  the  meetings  in  Concord,  the  Committee  con- 
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ferred  with  three  representatives  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Medical  Association;  at  another,  there  were 
present  a  group  of  leading  members  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Tuberculosis  Association,  including  the  Secre- 
tary Dr.  Robert  B.  Kerr,  and  former  Governor 
Huntley  N.  Spaulding.  At  two  other  meetings  there 
was  present  Dr.  Herman  E.  Hilleboe,  P.  A.  Surgeon-in- 
Charge  Tuberculosis  Control,  States  Relations  Divi- 
sion, United  States  Health  Service.  Three  members 
of  the  Committee  also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  in  Man- 
chester, October  1,  1942. 

During  the  course  of  its  study,  the  Committee  col- 
lected, in  addition  to  its  own  observations,  a  great  deal 
of  written  and  printed  material  bearing  on  the  subject 
in  question,  which  was  used  in  the  preparation  of  the 
following  pages.  Outstanding  in  this  material  was  an 
extremely  valuable  report  prepared  by  Dr.  Hilleboe. 
The  Committee  is  particularly  indebted  to  two  of  its 
members,  Arthur  E.  Bean  and  John  J.  Hallinan,  for 
data  secured  from  State  departments  in  Concord.  It 
should  be  mentioned  that  none  of  the  members  are 
medical  doctors  or  equipped  with  a  scientific  knowl- 
edge of  tuberculosis — their  experience  lies  mainly  in 
the  field  of  business,  institutional  and  public  affairs.

1.     New  Hampshire  State  Sanatorium 

a.  History.  The  New  Hampshire  State  Sanatorium 
at  Glencliff  was  established  by  the  Legislature  in  1907 
as  the  result  of  recommendations  of  a  commission 
which  was  authorized  by  the  Legislature  in  1901,  and 
which  made  its  report  in  1902.  The  Sanatorium  was 
opened  in  1909,  and  consisted  of  two  Wards,  one  for 
men  and  one  for  women,  an  Administration  Building, 
and  a  Boiler  House.  In  the  course  of  years,  many 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  plant,  the  most  nota- 
ble being  the  Brown  Infirmary  in  192o,  a  53-bed 
hospital  unit,  to  which  two  wings  were  added  in  1937 
containing  32  more  rooms. 

In  May,  1923,  Dr.  Robert  M.  Deming  was  appointed 
Superintendent  of  the  Sanatorium,  at  a  time  when  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  was  undergoing  an  entirely 
new  and  seemingly  radical  revision.  It  is  hard  to 
overestimate  the  value  of  the  effect  of  Dr.  Deming's 
skill  and  judgment  on  the  physical  and  therapeutic 
growth  of  the  institution.  Following  Dr.  Deming's 
death  on  February  28,  1942,  Mrs.  Deming  served  as 
Acting  Superintendent  until  May,  1942,  which  Dr. 
Rufus  R.  Little,  formerly  Superintendent  of  the  State 
Sanatorium  of  Utah,  was  appointed  Superintendent. 
The  State  Sanatorium  at  Glencliff  is  under  the  charge 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Governor  with 
the  consent  of  the  Council. 

b.  Plant.  The  institution  is  located  in  the  Town 
of  Benton,  on  the  southem  slope  of  Mt.  Moosilauke — 
1,650  feet  above  sea  level.  There  are  roughly  500 
acres  of  land. 

The  plant,  exclusive  of  the  farm  buildings  (which 
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the  Committee  did  not  visit),  consists  of  about  20 
buildings.  Three  of  these  are  brick — the  Administra- 
tion Building,  the  Infirmary,  and  the  Boiler  House. 
The  remainder  of  them  are  of  frame  construction,  the 
most  important  being  the  Men's  Ward,  the  Women's 
Ward,  the  Service  Building,  Spaulding  Hall  (Recrea- 
tion), the  Shop,  the  Doctor's  dwelling,  the  Superin- 
tendent's dwelling,  and  two  large  garages  with  a 
capacity  for  18  cars.  There  are  also  smaller  build- 
ings— Laundry,  Blacksmith  Shop,  Storage  House,  Gar- 
bage House,  Ice  House,  Garage,  and  Root  Cellar.  Water 
is  delivered  to  the  Sanatorium  from  the  Reservoir 
some  distance  away,  and  electricity  from  the  Hydro- 
Electric  Plant,  a  mile  and  a  half  distant. 

The  farm  includes  a  farm-house,  two  barns,  a  pig 
house,  and  a  shed. 

In  recent  Annual  Reports,  the  value  of  the  whole 
property  is  given  as  over  $600,000;  but  a  detailed 
Appraisal  Survey,  issued  from  the  Comptroller's  Office 
and  dated  January  14,  1942,  gives  a  total  appraisal 
value  of  the  buildings,  land,  service  lines,  and  some 
equipment  (Furniture  seems  to  be  omitted)  at 
$470,792.96.  In  this,  most  of  the  appraisal  values 
appear  to  be  greater  than  the  cost  values. 

c.  Condition  of  the  Plant.  In  the  time  at  its  dis- 
posal, the  Committee  could  not  make  more  than  a 
superficial  examination  of  the  plant;  but  from  what 
they  saw,  the  members  felt  that  the  buildings,  equip- 
ment, and  grounds  were  well  maintained  and  kept 
orderly  and  clean. 

As  to  the  condition  and  adequacy  of  the  various 
services  and  the  ability  of  the  plant  to  satisfy  present 
and  future  demands,  the  Committee  had  to  rely  on 
various  sources  of  information  outside  its  own 
knowledge. 

In  the  summer  of  1942  the  New  Hampshire  Board 
of  Underwriters  examined  the  Sanatorium  from  the 
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point  of  view  of  fire  protection.  Their  report  states 
that  in  general  the  buildings  are  constructed  and 
administered  so  that  fire  hazards  are  not  an  important 
source  of  worry.  The  report  recommends  a  number 
of  small  improvements  in  the  way  of  additional  fire- 
extinguishers  and  removal  of  inflammable  materials, 
and  lists  more  important  changes  as  follows : 

1.  Removal  of  transformers  from  tunnel  between 
Administration  Building  and  Infirmary,  and 
relocation. 

2.  Enclosure  in  conduits  of  all  electric  call  system 
wiring  in  tunnels. 

8.  Removal  of  small  paint  shop  from  basement  of 
Infirmary. 

4.  Construction  of  fireproof  walls  in  attic  of  In- 
firmary between  main  portion  and  wings. 

5.  Installation  of  ventilating  fan  and  outside  vent 
from  picture  booth  in  Recreation  Building. 

6.  Enclosure  of  stairway  in  shop  in  fireproof  man- 
ner. 

7.  Installation  of  various  new  hydrants,  sections 
of  water  pipe,  and  valves  in  water  supply 
system. 

8.  Clearing  away  of  brush  around  Hydro-Electro 
Plant  to  a  distance  of  50  feet. 

On  March  23,  1942,  the  Director  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  submitted  a  report  to  Governor  Robert  0. 
Blood  on  sanitation  facilities  at  Glencliff.  He  treated 
on  kitchen  sanitation,  refrigeration,  roller  towels,  milk 
supply,  water  supply,  fire-escapes  and  fire-fighting 
equipment,  and  plumbing  interconnections  on  fixtures. 
It  was  only  in  connection  with  the  last  item  that  he 
found  any  fault  with  structural  conditions  and  made 
recommendations  for  numerous  physical  changes. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  practices,  he  criticized  con- 
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ditions  having  to  do  with  tlie  storage  of  food,  care  of 
refrigerators,  cow  stables,  and  piggery. 

d.  Condition  of  Plant — Pro%)osed  Additions.  The 
members  of  the  Committee  were  continually  impressed 
by  statements  that  certain  large  additions  and  changes 
might  be  necessary  at  Glencliff .  These  statements,  in 
the  main,  gather  around  the  fact  that  the  book  capac- 
ity of  the  Sanatorium  can  never  practically  be  filled, 
and  that  there  may  be  need  for  even  larger  capacity 
than  the  present  theoretical  one.  They  also  show  a 
conviction  that  there  should  be  larger  and  better 
accommodations  for  the  nurses.  And  if  additions  are 
made  to  satisfy  these  needs,  then  enlargements  may 
have  to  be  made  of  various  other  elements  in  the  in- 
stitution to  support  the  principal  changes. 

In  the  Biennial  Report  for  July  1,  1938,  to  July  1, 
1940,  Dr.  Deming  gives  the  capacity  of  the  Sanatorium 
as  140  patients.  Another  report  states  that  there  are 
123  beds  (since  17  beds  in  the  open  wards  are  never 
used).  In  the  Biennial  Report  for  1940-42,  Dr.  Little 
says  that  55  of  the  beds  are  in  the  open  wards,  and 
are  not  suitable  on  a  year-round  basis  for  the  modern 
treatment  of  tuberculosis,  hence  implying  that  only  85 
patients  can  be  handled  properly  at  certain  times.  The 
following  figures  taken  from  the  Biennial  Reports  are 
also  instructive:

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  the  Wards  are  utilized 
only  to  approximately  40  percent  of  their  capacity,  an- 
other condition  militates  somewhat  against  full  utili- 
zation of  the  140  beds;  that  is,  the  division  of  the  In- 
firmary into  a  men's  ward  (31  beds)  and  a  women's 
ward  (47  beds)  calls  ideally  for  definite  quotas  of 
patients  by  sexes — a  state  which  is  not  possible.  The 
disinclination  to  put  an  excess  of  men  patients  into  the 
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women's  ward,  and  vice  versa,  probably  tends  to  slow 
up  the  possibility  of  full  capacity. 

The  figures  for  average  daily  number  and  largest 
daily  number  given  above  are  much  larger  than  they 
were  ten  years  ago;  and,  when  the  adverse  elements 
are  taken  into  account,  the  Committee  feels  that  prob- 
ably Glencliff  in  the  last  year  or  two  has  been  at  its 
maximum  practical  capacity. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  a  State  should  have  at 
least  two  hospital  beds  for  tuberculous  patients  to 
every  annual  death  from  the  disease.  In  1941  the 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  New  Hampshire  were  106. 
If  the  highest  daily  average  of  Glencliff  (115.9)  is 
added  to  that  of  Pembroke  (82.2  in  1940 — the  highest 
figure  found),  the  result  is  198.1.  This  shows  roughly 
that  New  Hampshire  is  in  line  with  the  standard,  but 
that  there  is  little  margin  to  speak  of;  what  leeway 
there  is  lies  perhaps  at  Pembroke  (100-bed  capacity 
but  actually  92),  a  privately  owned  institution.  With 
conditions  at  Glencliff  as  they  are,  if  there  should  be 
an  increase  in  the  need  for  beds  for  tuberculous  pa- 
tients in  New  Hampshire,  or  if  anything  should  happen 
to  withdraw  Pembroke  from  the  picture,  it  is  fairly 
evident  that  the  bed  capacity  at  Glencliff  would  be 
inadequate.  If  the  men's  open  ward  were  converted 
into  a  Nurses'  Home,  the  inadequacy  would  of  course 
be  greater. 

In  his  Biennial  Report  for  1940-42,  Dr.  Little  says, 
"A  new  modern  building  for  patients  is  urgently  need- 
ed." He  says  this  after  explaining  the  inadequacy  of 
the  open  wards.  Then  he  goes  on  to  say,  "It  has  been 
suggested  that  this  building  be  sufficiently  large  to 
permit  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  State  to  be  cared 
for  here  and  thereby  eliminate  the  necessity  for  hos- 
pitalizing a  portion  of  the  cases  in  the  State  at  Pem- 
broke Sanatorium." 

This  suggestion  that  Glencliff  be  the  only  sanatorium 
for  tuberculosis  in  the  State  was  discussed  a  number 
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of  times  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  those 
they  conferred  with.  Those  who  opposed  the  sugges- 
tion did  it  on  the  grounds  that  Pembroke  was  nearer 
the  industrial  center  of  the  State  than  Gleiichti",  and 
that  patients  were  happier  if  they  could  be  easily  visit- 
ed by  their  families.  However,  it  was  pointed  out  that 
the  allocation  of  patients  to  the  two  institutions  had 
never  been  on  a  geographical  basis,  but  admittedly  on 
the  basis,  in  most  cases,  of  the  progress  of  the  disease. 
Dr.  Deming's  wife,  in  a  letter  of  March  5,  1942,  to  Mr. 
John  J.  Hallinan  says,  "In  regard  to  the  distance  of 
this  institution  (Glencliff)  from  the  southern  part  of 
the  State,  that  fact,  when  used  to  influence  patients 
from  the  southern  part  to  accept  treatment  nearer 
home,  has  never  been  effective.  I  know  of  no  occasion 
on  which  a  patient  has  made  any  objection  because  of 
the  distance  from  his  home." 

On  general  grounds  it  can  be  said  that  New  Hamp- 
shire is  a  small  State  both  in  population  and  in  size 
and  that  there  are  only  half-a-dozen  other  States  that 
have  a  lower  jrate  of  mortality  from  tuberculosis.  The 
demands,  then,  on  account  of  this  disease  are  relatively 
small ;  and  it  may  be  quite  unnatural  to  have  two  sana- 
toria functioning  in  the  State.  Even  if  Glencliff  had 
200  beds  and  were  the  only  sanatorium,  it  would  be 
small  as  State  Sanatoria  go.  Undoubtedly  there  would 
be  savings  in  costs  per  patient  with  only  one  sana- 
torium. Moreover,  in  its  present  size  it  is  doubtful 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  expand  the  surgery 
program  at  Glencliff;  with  the  institution  increased  in 
size,  the  situation  might  be  different.  This  last  will 
be  discussed  later.  Finally,  with  one  sanatorium  only, 
the  difficult  question  as  to  how  to  allocate  patients 
would  cease  automatically. 

All  the  above  points  of  view  were  exhibited  in  the 
Committee;  and  the  members  feel  definitely  that  the 
question  of  enlarging  the  capacity  of  Glencliff  is  one 
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of  the  most  important  matters  considered  in  their 
study. 

In  the  Biennial  Report  for  1938-40  Dr.  Deming 
recommended  that  $60,000  be  appropriated  for  a 
Nurses'  Residence.  He  gave  the  following  reasons: 
"The  present  nurses'  quarters  are  inadequate;  the 
nurses  are  housed  in  two  separate  buildings,  with  no 
recreational  facilities  for  off-duty  time;  there  are  no 
more  rooms  available  in  the  entire  Institution  for  an 
additional  nurse  or  nurses,  need  for  which  is  now  evi- 
dent ;  the  nurses  now  eat  in  the  main  dining-room  witli 
the  Ward  patients,  which  is  obviously  not  desirable; 
a  Nurses'  Home  would  allow  us  to  use  the  present 
quarters  for  other  employees,  for  several  of  whom 
there  are  now  no  available  rooms  and  who  are  now 
living  outside  the  Institution.  The  need  was  recog- 
nized by  the  last  Legislature  and  a  bill  passed  condi- 
tional upon  aid  from  the  Federal  Government,  which 
has  not  been  forthcoming." 

In  the  Report  for  1940-42,  Dr.  Little  reiterates  this 
recommendation  and  adds  further  reasons:  "All  mod- 
ern hospitals  provide  attractive  nurses'  homes.  Due 
to  the  isolation  of  the  location  of  the  Sanatorium,  it  is 
difficult  to  obtain  the  services  of  trained  nurses,  so  it 
is  even  more  essential  that  adequate  quarters  be  pro- 
vided for  our  nurses.  As  the  Sanatorium  increases  in 
size,  it  will  be  necessary  to  employ  more  nurses,  and 
we  do  not  at  present  have  facilities  for  housing  any 
nurses  who  may  be  added  to  our  staff."  Dr.  Little 
puts  the  estimated  cost  of  $65,000. 

As  has  been  mentioned  previously,  the  proposal  has 
also  been  made  that  the  Men's  Open  Ward  be  converted 
into  a  Nurses'  Home.  The  Committee  has  considered 
this  suggestion,  but  believes  that  it  should  be  developed 
in  more  detail  if  it  is  to  have  weight. 

On  June  15,  1942,  the  Office  of  the  Comptroller  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Public  Works  Division, 
issued  a  very  full  and  careful  Pr-eliminary  Survey  of 
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Additions  and  Alterations  to  the  State  Sanatorium. 
This  Survey  presents  estimates  for  a  new  Hospital  and 
equipment  to  house  100  patients,  a  Nurses'  Home  to 
accommodate  30  nurses  (now  13),  and  the  added  costs 
necessary  to  expand  heating,  laundry,  and  electrical 
facilities  to  carry  the  added  load.  The  figures  are  as 
follows :

The  Survey  also  recommends  an  earnest  study  of 
the  water,  sewer,  and  refrigeration  systems  as  those 
facilities .  show  signs  of  inadequacy  even  under  the 
present  load.  Above  all  it  suggests  the  preparation 
of  a  complete  plot  plan  of  the  whole  plant  before  any 
further  additions  are  considered. 

In  his  Biennial  Report  for  1940-42,  Dr.  Little 
estimates  that  the  cost  of  a  modern  hospital  for  60- 
75  tuberculosis  patients  would  be  $131,000.00 

e.  Condition  of  the  Plant — Proposed  Minor  Addi- 
tions. The  Report  for  1940-42  lists  a  number  of 
recommendations  that  have  appeared  in  previous  re- 
ports. (1)  Dr.  Little  puts  first  in  importance  the 
construction  of  a  new  reservoir  to  be  supplied  by  a 
new  source  of  water — this  on  account  of  the  present 
reservoir  filling  up  periodically  with  debris  and  silt 
(Cost,  $25,000).  (2)  A  new  water  main  to  the  In- 
firmary Building  ($4,500).  (3)  Roofing  of  the  open 
coal  pocket  ($1,200).  (4)  Improvements  to  the 
Laundry  ($2,000).  (5)  Creation  of  separate  electri- 
cal distribution  lines  ($5,000). 

f.  Facilities  for  Special  Treatment,  Examination, 
and  Surgery.  The  Committee  was  much  impressed  at 
Glencliff  by  the  operating  room  and  its  equipment — 
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a  most  up-to-date  General  Electric  X-Ray  machine, 
fluoroscope,  various  lamps — ultra  violet,  alpine,  etc., 
dental  chair,  sterilizer,  X-Ray  file,  case  histories,  etc. 
In  this  connection.  Dr.  Little,  in  his  discussion  of  a 
possible  new  hospital  building,  says,  "This  building 
should  also  provide  operating  facilities  for  perform- 
ing all  surgery  here  at  the  Sanatorium.  In  this  way 
the  necessity  for  sending  surgical  cases  to  Boston  and 
to  Hanover  could  be  avoided.  The  expense  of  equip- 
ping an  operating  room  would  be  fairly  large  but  the 
saving  in  hospitalization  costs  at  other  hospitals, 
which  is  now  extremely  high,  would  within  a  short 
time  pay  for  the  initial  expense  in  establishing  the 
operating  room  here  at  the  Sanatorium.  All  modern 
sanatoria  now  provide  complete  facilities  for  every 
form  of  treatment  of  tuberculosis  within  the  Sana- 
torium." 

When  Dr.  Little  says  "all  surgery,"  it  is  presumed 
that  he  includes  thoracoplasty,  which  means  the  sur- 
gical removal  of  ribs  to  permit  collapse  of  the  under- 
lying lung.  This  is  a  major  operation,  performed  in 
several  stages  covering  considerable  periods  of  time, 
and  it  is  naturally  costly.  Dr.  Deming,  in  his  1940 
Report  stated  that  "since  a  chest  surgery  program 
was  inaugurated  here,  85  patients  have  received  one 
or  more  stages  of  thoracoplasty,  with  the  following 
results : 

51  patients  have  been  discharged  to  their  homes,  of 

whom 
40  are  well  and  economically  self-supporting; 

8  are  not  economically  self-supporting; 

3  deceased. 
26  patients  are  present  patients,  of  whom  it  is  felt 

that 
10  may  be  discharged  within  six  months ; 

8  may  be  discharged  within  one  year ; 

6  need  further  surgery ; 

2  are  unimproved. 
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8  patients  died  directly  as  a  result  of  surgery  (did 
not  return  to  the  Sanatorium  from  the  hospital)." 

Dr.  Little  reports  that  during  the  last  biennium  "15 
patients  have  received  one  or  more  stages  of  thora- 
coplasty, bringing  the  total  number  of  cases  so  treated 
since  surgery  was  inaugurated  to  100.  The  results 
were  excellent." 

Since  it  costs  at  least  $750  a  year  to  maintain  a 
patient  at  Glencliff,  and  since  many  of  the  thoraco- 
plasty cases  are  patients  who  might  otherwise  stay  at 
the  Sanatorium  almost  indefinitely,  it  is  apparent  that, 
even  with  large  expenses  for  surgery  and  hospitaliza- 
tion, there  may  be  very  material  savings,  both  human 
and  financial,  in  this  modern  program  of  major 
surgery. 

Chest  surgery  has  been  done  at  Glencliff  by  Dr. 
Richard  H.  Overholt  and  his  associate.  Dr.  Reeve  H. 
Betts,  of  Boston,  at  the  Corey  Hill  Hospital,  and  by 
Dr.  Dawson  Tyson  of  the  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital  in 
Hanover.  Since  these  surgeons  are  familiar  with  the 
situation  at  Glencliff,  a  letter  of  one  of  them  dated 
April  2,  1942,  to  Governor  Robert  O.  Blood  has  im- 
portant bearing  on  this  question :  "Two  years  ago  . . . 
I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  not  be  economi- 
cal and  probably  dangerous  to  recommend  that  a 
surgical  service  be  set  up  in  sanatoria  of  approxi- 
mately 150  beds  or  less.  Our  own  experience  has  been 
that  there  is  an  indication  for  30  major  operations  per 
year  for  each  100  sanatorium  beds  occupied.  There- 
fore, an  operating  room  in  a  sanatorium  of  under  150 
beds  would  function  but  45  times  a  year  or  less  than 
once  a  week.  Of  course,  the  surgeon  can  visit  the 
sanatoria  and  can  operate  in  the  sanatoria  with  as 
low  an  operative  mortality  as  he  can  in  his  own 
hospital.  The  operative  mortality,  however,  does  not 
depend  alone  upon  the  skill  of  the  surgeon  but  also 
upon  a  well-coordinated  team  for  executing  the  opera- 
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tion  and  managing  the  after-care.  These  patients  must 
be  watched  closely  and  constantly  .  .  .  We  have 
therefore  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  probably 
impractical  and  unsafe  to  consider  the  establishment 
of  a  surgical  unit  in  any  sanatorium  where  the  unit 
would  be  infrequently  used." 

The  letter  quotes  another  well  known  surgeon  to 
the  same  effect,  and  goes  on  to  mention  the  paucity  of 
trained  thoracic  surgeons  in  the  country  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  getting  trained  assistants  and  nurses  on  ac- 
count of  the  war;  and  concludes,  "In  my  opinion,  it 
would  be  unwise  and  uneconomical  to  pretend  to  build 
up  the  surgical  unit  for  major  surgery  at  Glencliff  at 
this  time.  I  would  strongly  advise,  however,  that  a 
compromise  plan  be  worked  out  whereby  all  minor 
surgery,  including  phrenic  nerve  surgery,  closed 
pneumonolysis,  and  interior  thoracoplasties  which 
can  be  done  under  local  anesthesia  without  risk,  be 
carried  on  at  the  Sanatorium  as  was  Dr.  Deming's 
custom,  and  continue  to  send  the  major  cases  to  the 
hospital  of  the  thoracic  surgeon." 

Another  interesting  point  of  view  comes  from  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Nopeming  Sanatorium,  Minne- 
sota, in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Edward  J.  Gallagher  (April 
27,  1942)  where  the  opinion  is  expressed  that  "to 
secure  the  best  results  the  chest  surgery  should  be 
done  at  the  sanatorium  where  the  preoperative  and 
the  after-care  can  be  given  by  the  physicians  who 
have  been  following  the  case  closely  with  X-Ray  and 
laboratory  tests." 

Another  competent  surgeon  suggests  that  local 
arrangements  be  made  for  chest  surgery  either  at 
Glencliff  or  at  Hanover  with  Dr.  Overholt  retained  as 
a  consultant.  A  very  reasonable  schedule  of  charges 
to  the  State  for  surgical  work  at  the  Mary  Hitchcock 
Memorial  Hospital  is  now  in  effect. 

If  Glencliff  should  become  the  only  sanatorium  for 
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tuberculosis  in  the  State,  and  if  another  100-bed  unit 
should  be  added,  the  matter  of  major  surgery  being 
done  there  would  certainly,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, take  on  greater  importance.  The  recent  appro- 
priation of  special  amounts  for  chest  surgery  should 
surely  not  be  decreased,  but  even  added  to.  $5,181.92 
was  spent  for  chest  surgery  in  1938-40,  and  $3,000  was 
appropriated  in  1940-42. 

There  is  not  space  in  this  report  to  give  statistics 
in  regard  to  all  types  of  examinations  given  at  Glen- 
cliff  in  recent  years  or  to  many  other  tables  having 
to  do  with  patients  at  the  Sanatorium.  These  can  all 
be  found  in  the  Biennial  Reports.  It  might  be  men- 
tioned, however,  that  in  1940-42  about  50  per  cent  of 
the  patients  received  pneumothorax  (temporary  col- 
lapse) therapy,  and  3073  such  treatments  were  given 
as  compared  with  2738  in  1938-40.  It  has  been  the 
practice  that  collapsed  lungs  should  be  re-expanded  be- 
fore patients  are  allowed  to  go  home,  which  may 
occupy  a  period  of  from  three  to  five,  or  even  ten 
years.  This  rigid  rule  is  not  now  the  practice  in  other 
parts  of  the  country,  and  its  relaxation  would  allow 
further  space  for  patients  at  Glencliff. 

g.  ExpeTises.  The  following  table  gives  the  figures 
for  appropriations,  expenditures,  and  per  capita 
weekly  cost  of  patients  at  Glencliff  for  the  last  ten 
years :

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There  is  a  small  amount  of  income  from  patients, 
which,  if  considered,  would  reduce  the  per  capita 
figures  somewhat  below  those  given  above. 

h.  Miscellaneous.  The  Committee  noted  with  in- 
terest the  recreation  room  in  the  Men's  Ward,  and  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  house-keeping  was  done  regu- 
larly by  the  patients.  Some  time  was  also  spent  in 
Spaulding  Hall  where  opportunities  for  amusement 
and  recreation  are  presented  regularly.  In  this  build- 
ing also  are  facilities  for  occupational  therapy.  No 
attempt  seems  to  be  made  in  the  field  of  vocational 
rehabilitation. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  during  the 
last  biennium  119,505  quarts  of  milk  were  produced. 
All  milk  produced  and  bought  is  pasteurized.  During 
the  same  period  21,078  pounds  of  pork  were  raised  and 
dressed,  and  1723  pounds  of  beef  and  1626  pounds  of 
veal.  Maple  syrup,  hay,  silage,  potatoes,  and  lumber 
are  also  products  of  the  farm,  as  well  as  fresh  vege- 
tables and  berries. 

Admission  to  Glencliff  is  obtained  by  application 
sent  direct  to  the  Sanatorium  by  patients  or  their 
doctors.  If  admission  is  approved  by  the  Superinten- 
dent, the  cases  are  referred  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  for  approval  of  State  maintenance.  The 
Committee  understands  that  the  investigation  of  appli- 
cants has  sometimes  taken  four  to  six  weeks  before 
admission  is  granted,  but  that  that  delay  is  now  be- 
ing reduced  to  a  minimum. 

2.     Pembroke  Sanatorium 

a.  History.  The  Pembroke  Sanatorium  has  grown 
from  a  germ  created  by  Henry  T.  Fontaine,  M.  D., 
about  1900  when  he  built  the  first  main  sanatorium 
buildings  and  a  number  of  open-air  camps  on  Pembroke 
Hill,  five  miles  south  of  Concord.  As  there  was  no 
provision  for  State  care  of  the  tuberculous,  the  New 
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Hampshire  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Consumption 
was  organized  (1904),  of  which  Dr.  Fontaine  was 
Secretary.  He  was  also  physician-in-charge  of  the 
early  Pembroke  Sanatorium. 

In  1909  Dr.  Fontaine  died,  and  the  Society,  because 
of  lack  of  funds,  practically  ceased.  However,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Chalmers,  of  Manchester,  acquired  the 
Pembroke  property  in  1910  and  carried  on  its  opera- 
tion until  his  death  on  July  4,  1940,  since  which  time  it 
has  been  administered  by  his  Estate. 

In  1911  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  passed  a  Joint 
Resolution  appropriating  $20,000  for  the  years  1911 
and  1912  each  "for  the  treatment  of  persons  afflicted 
with  tuberculosis  particularly  in  the  advanced  stages 
and  for  the  encouragement  of  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  Sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  such 
persons."  The  institutions  were  to  be  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  The  Pembroke  Sanatorium 
was  approved  by  both  of  these  boards,  and  thus  began 
its  period  of  State  support  in  1911.  By  1942,  the 
appropriation  for  free  beds  for  indigent  consumptives 
had  reached  $80,000.  The  Sanatorium  is  a  corpora- 
tion organized  (1914)  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire ;  all  the  stock  is  held  at  present  by  a 
Trustee,  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  Dr.  Chalmers. 

b.  Pkvnt.  Pembroke  Sanatorium  is  located  on  the 
southern  slope  of  Pembroke  Hill  in  the  Town  of  Pem- 
broke, about  650  feet  above  sea  level.  The  land  about 
the  main  building  is  spacious,  and  a  distant  view  of 
the  plant  is  very  imposing. 

The  chief  building  of  the  plant  is  the  Hospital  itself, 
to  which  is  attached  the  Nurses'  Home.  There  is  also 
a  small  Schoolhouse  for  the  children,  and  a  few  other 
buildings.  The  Committee  inspected  only  the  Hospi- 
tal, Nurses'  Home,  and  Schoolhouse. 

The  Hospital  is  a  frame  building  of  three  stories, 
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165  feet  long  and  of  width  varying  from  87  to  38  feet. 
An  open  porch  runs  the  entire  length  of  each  story  on 
the  south  side.  The  basement  is  only  partly  excavated 
and  contains  space  for  a  boiler-room,  coal  pockets, 
storage  for  vegetables  and  general  utility,  and  a  pres- 
sure-tank room.  The  first  floor  contains  the  offices, 
reception-room,  dining-rooms,  kitchens,  storage-room, 
laboratory  and  operating-room,  6  boys'  rooms,  the 
girls'  ward,  7  patients'  rooms,  and  5  baths.  The  sec- 
ond floor  holds  27  patients'  rooms,  5  bath-rooms,  3 
other  rooms,  and  2  utility  and  linen  rooms.  On  the 
third  floor  are  33  patients'  rooms,  5  baths,  and  utility 
space.  The  building  is  said  to  have  capacity  for  100 
patients,  but  apparently  there  are  92  beds  available — 
14  for  girls,  11  for  boys,  and  67  for  adults. 

The  Nurses'  Home  is  a  one-story  frame  structure 
135  feet  long  and  31  feet  wide  with  a  porch  along  the 
south  side.  It  is  cotinected  with  the  Hospital  by  a 
covered  passageway.  There  is  no  basement  under  the 
building,  but  a  boiler-room  and  a  coal-bin  adjoin  the 
west  end.  The  building  contains  12  nurses'  rooms,  6 
domestics'  rooms,  4  men's  rooms,  3  living  rooms,  and 
3  baths. 

c.  Condition  of  Plant.  The  Committee  found  the 
plant  excellently  maintained  and  the  house-keeping 
admirable.  It  was  easy  to  see  that  those  in  charge 
have  the  highest  standards  of  order  and  cleanliness, 
and  that  paint  and  soap  are  not  spared. 

As  in  the  case  of  Glenclifl",  the  Committee's  inspec- 
tion was  of  such  a  nature  that  the  members  could  see 
only  the  surface  of  things.  They  were,  however,  able 
to  supplement  their  personal  knowledge  by  informa- 
tion obtained  from  reports  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Board  of  Underwriters  and  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  both  reports  made  in  March,  1942.  The  report 
in  regard  to  fire-hazards  spoke  very  favorably  of  the 
protection  from  extinguishers,  small  hose,  lack  of  rub- 
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bish,  alertness  and  attendance  of  employees,  control  of 
smoking,  fire  drills,  and  fire-escapes.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  emphasized  the  inflammable  nature  of  the 
construction,  asserted  that  there  was  practically  no 
protection  from  the  outside,  questioned  the  adequacy 
of  the  water  supply  and  intimated  that  the  sprinkler 
system  was  not  complete.  The  recommendations  in 
this  report  were  mainly  aimed  to  correct  the  above  de- 
ficiencies. Enclosing  the  stairs  and  the  heating  boiler 
in  a  fire-proof  manner  was  particularly  recommended. 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  criticized  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  equipment  for  heating  water  for  dish- 
washing and  also  a  number  of  plumbing  inter-connec- 
tions which  were  in  violation  of  plumbing  regulations. 
It  found  no  fault  with  the  fire-protection  equipment 
or  the  water  supply.  Certain  minor  unsanitary  con- 
ditions were  pointed  out  for  correction.  In  this 
connection  the  Committee  was  rather  surprised  to  find 
that  the  Sanatorium  does  not  use  pasteurized  milk. 
The  Committee's  only  criticism  of  the  equipment  was 
in  regard  to  the  10  milliampere  portable  x-ray  machine 
used  in  the  Sanatorium.  It  was  felt  that  this  machine 
was  entirely  inadequate  for  the  requirements  of  the 
institution.  No  special  examinations  can  be  made  with 
such  equipment,  and  it  is  difficult  to  get  good  chest 
pictures,  and  impossible  to  get  uniform  exposures  from 
one  year  to  the  next. 

d.  Cost  to  the  State.  The  cost  of  running  the  Pem- 
broke Sanatorium  is  supported  almost  entirely  by  ap- 
propriations from  the  State  on  the  basis  of  a  weekly 
amount  per  patient.  For  example,  the  rate  for  board 
and  treatment  at  Pembroke  was  set  in  September, 
1919,  at  $15.00  per  week  per  patient.  On  May  1,  1920, 
it  was  raised  to  $17.50;  and  on  April  12,  1940,  it  was 
increased  to  $18.50,  though  the  Sanatorium  asked  for 
$21.00.  There  is  a  small  additional  amount  of  income 
from  other  sources ;  in  the  15  years  from  1927  to  1941 
it  averaged  $539.96  a  year. 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  Pembroke  is  a  private  cor- 
poration run  for  profit,  the  Committee  discussed  the 
possibility  of  the  State's  buying  the  Sanatorium,  using 
it  for  tuberculous  patients  until  Glencliff  could  be  en- 
larged, and  then  utilizing  it  for  indigent  arthritic  and 
cardiac  patients.  It  was  also  suggested  that  such 
cases  might  better  be  in  the  county  hospitals,  which 
were  said  to  have  many  unused  rooms.  It  was  even 
suggested  that  these  county  hospitals  might  well  be 
used  for  certain  tuberculous  patients  and  thus  relieve 
the  State  institution.  The  members  of  the  Committee 
did  not  believe  very  strongly  that  this  last  would  be 
very  practicable,  nor  have  they  had  time  to  investigate 
the  possibilities.  This  proposal  may  be  worth  further 
study. 

Finally,  in  this  discussion  of  the  future  of  Pem- 
broke, the  proposal  was  made  that  Glencliff  might  be 
enlarged,  and  that  when  its  size  was  adequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  State,  Pembroke  could  simply  be  dropped 
as  an  adjunct  of  the  tuberculosis  service.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  such  a  move  would  be  very  unjust  to 
the  Pembroke  Sanatorium;  that  for  a  great  many 
years  the  institution  had  provided  a  service  which  the 
State  needed  and  depended  on;  that  the  capital  in  the 
plant  had  been  invested  with  the  encouragement  of 
state  laws,  etc.,  etc.  There  is  every  evidence  that  the 
owners  of  Pembroke  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  their 
contract  with  the  State  honestly,  and  to  provide  a 
service  that  is  adequate  for  this  purpose.  Against  this 
was  the  argument  that  for  a  long  time  the  Sanatorium 
had  had  the  benefits  of  a  profitable  business  which 
could  not  be  guaranteed  forever;  that  the  plant  could 
undoubtedly  be  used  for  other  purposes;  that  in  the 
last  analysis  the  State  was  bound  to  follow  its  own 
interests,  etc.,  etc.  The  Committee  ivas  unanimoics 
in  its  opinion  that  it  could  not  recommend  the  purchase 
of  Pembroke  by  the  State. 
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e.  Allocation  of  Patients  between  Glencliff  and 
Pembroke.  In  the  Biennial  Report  for  1938-40,  Dr. 
Deming  says,  "We  classify  patients  admitted  as  In- 
cipient (or  Minimal)  when  the  amount  of  lung  in- 
volvement is  limited  to  one  or  both  apices,  but  not 
exceeding  one  whole  lobe.  Moderately  Advanced  when 
the  lesion  involves  one  or  more  lobes,  but  does  not 
exceed  a  total  of  one  whole  lung.  Small,  but  indistinct 
cavity  formation  may  or  may  not  be  present.  Far 
Advanced  where  the  lung  involvement  totals  either 
more  than  one  whole  lung  or  distinct  cavities  occur 
m  one  or  more  lobes,  even  if  the  total  amount  of  in- 
volvement does  not  exceed  one  whole  lung;  or  those 
cases,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  tissue  involved,  in 
which  various  tuberculous  complications  are  found." 

Later  he  says,  "Incipient  cases  of  uncomplicated 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  or  early,  favorable  moderately 
advanced  cases  are  authorized  for  admission  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  (of  Glencliif).  Through  various 
errors,  and  during  the  winter  of  1939-40,  by  direct 
order  of  the  Trustees,  in  order  to  keep  our  beds  filled, 
farther  advanced  cases  and  those  with  certain  com- 
plications have  been  admitted;  but  the  practice  has 
been  to  refer  such  patients  for  admission  to  Pembroke 
Sanatorium.  This  separation  of  cases  has  been  gen- 
erally found  advisable  for  various  valid  reasons." 

If  Dr.  Deming  had  added  that  children  under  16 
were  not  usually  admitted  to  Glencliff,  and  that  some 
non-pulmonary  cases  were  entertained  at  both  sana- 
toria, he  would  have  summed  up  what  has  been, 
generally  speaking,  the  practice  from  the  start  of  al- 
locating cases  to  Glencliff  and  Pembroke. 

The  following  tables  illustrate  this  point.  They  are 
not  parallel,  but  they  are  near  enough  so  to  be  perti- 
nent.

In  these  same  years  there  were  no  children  under  14 
at  Glencliff,  and  29  children  at  Pembroke — most  of 
them  probably  under  14. 

The  Committee  did  not  have  Dr.  Deming's  "various 
valid  reasons"  for  dividing  patients  among  the  two 
sanatoria  according  to  the  progress  of  the  disease ;  but 
they  did  feel,  after  discussion  among  themselves,  and 
with  the  representatives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Medi- 
cal Association  and  of  the  New  Hampshire  Tubercu- 
losis Association,  and  with  Dr.  Hilleboe,  that  there 
were  very  strong  reasons  against  the  present  prac- 
tice. These  reasons  really  group  themselves  under 
two  heads:  (1)  consideration  for  the  patients  and  (2) 
consideration  for  the  medical  attendance. 

1.  The  Committee  found  abundant  evidence  that 
Pembroke  was  looked  upon  as  a  place  where  there  was 
no  hope  of  recovery,  and  that  patients  who  went  there 
were  doomed,  even  with  the  possibility  of  adequate 
treatment.  The  members  feel  that,  in  a  disease  like 
tuberculosis,  where  the  course  of  the  illness  stretches 
out  monotonously  for  many  months,  and  where  the 
trends  for  better  or  for  worse  exhibit  themselves  very 
slowly,  it  is  vitally  important  that  the  patient  at  least 
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have  the  stimulus  that  comes  from  peace  of  mind  and 
hopefulness.  With  the  reputation  that  Pembroke 
seems  to  have,  such  a  result  must  be  very  difficult  to 
attain. 

2.  The  Committee  was  also  of  the  opinion  that  it 
was  unfair  to  doctors  and  nurses  to  confine  them  in 
their  attentions  almost  entirely  to  cases  where  there 
was  little  possibility  of  recovery.  No  professional  per- 
son can  grow  and  have  enthusiasm  in  his  task  unless 
he  can  point  to  a  large  proportion  of  accomplishment 
in  his  work.  In  order  to  do  this  he  must  have  fertile 
ground  to  work  on  as  well  as  barren.  It  would  seem 
inevitable  for  a  doctor  trained  in  the  combating  of 
tuberculosis  to  lose  ground  and  slacken  in  his  enthusi- 
asm if  he  does  not  have  an  even  opportunity  to  meet 
all  stages  in  the  progress  of  the  disease.  A  letter  from 
the  physician  in  charge  of  Pembroke,  dated  March  26, 
1942,  to  Mr.  John  J.  Hallinan,  reporting  on  a  visit  by 
one  of  the  consultant  surgeons  is  quite  significant — 
and  depressing  as  well.  This  doctor  apparently  con- 
sidered 12  cases  at  Pembroke  that  might  be  helped  by 
pneumothorax  or  chest  surgery.  In  some  of  the  cases 
he  said  "No  recommendations."  In  7  of  them  he  said 
"You  might  try  so-and-so" — no  positive  convictions  ex- 
pressed. And  his  comment  to  the  physician-in-chief 
while  surveying  cases  at  Pembroke  was  "lean  pickings 
for  chest  surgery." 

On  February,  1942,  the  New  Hampshire  Tubercu- 
losis Association  sent  out  a  letter  to  the  executive 
secretaries  of  the  State  Tuberculosis  Associations  of 
the  United  States  asking  about  their  policies  relative 
to  sanatoria  for  advanced  stage  cases  of  tuberculosis. 
Replies  were  received  from  42  States  and  the  District 
of  Columbia.  The  information  was  somewhat  com- 
plicated by  the  fact  that  in  many  large  states  there 
are  county  sanatoria  as  well  as  State;  but,  generally 
speaking,  31  states  reported  as  making  no  distinction 
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between  patients  in  early  and  advanced  stages.  Several 
said  definitely  that  they  thought  New  Hampshire  was 
unwise  in  its  policy.  The  opinion  was  almost  universal 
that  Vv'hen  a  sanatorium  is  reserved  for  advanced 
cases  only,  it  gets  the  reputation  of  being  a  place  for 
patients  to  die  in,  and  patients  shrink  from  it.  Con- 
necticut, Maine,  Massachusetts,  and  Vermont  admit 
all  cases,  and  Rhode  Island  has  only  one  sanatorium 
which  takes  all  stages.  Many  states  have  apparently 
started  out  with  the  idea  of  treating  the  stages  in 
separate  sanatoria,  but  have  given  it  up.  If  both 
sanatoria  in  New  Hampshire  had  started  as  State  in- 
stitutions, it  is  doubtful  whether  the  distinction  would 
have  continued. 

f.  Personnel.  In  listing  the  personnel  of  Pembroke, 
that  of  Glencliff  is  placed  beside  it  for  purposes  of 
comparison,  but  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  Glen- 
cliff has  a  greater  population  than  Pembroke  and  a 
larger  plant.    The  list  follows:

The  chief  comment  of  the  Committee  on  the  person- 
nel of  Pembroke  is  that  there  is  no  single  full-time 
physician  employed  by  the  Sanatorium. 

g.  PrevioiLs  Survey  of  Pembroke.  On  account  of 
some  complaints  about  Pembroke  (which  did  not  seem 
to  the  Committee  very  well  founded),  Governor  Blood 
in  1941  asked  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to 
make  an  impartial  survey  of  Pembroke  Sanatorium. 
The  survey  took  place  in  May,  and  was  made  person- 
ally by  Philip  N.  Forsberg,  M.  D. ;  Miss  Alice  Van 
Dyke,  Chief  Dietician,  N.  H.  State  Hospital;  and  Miss 
Belle  G.  Valentine,  Department  of  Nursing,  N.  H. 
State  Hospital.  Th_ese  people  spoke  very  favorably  of 
many  aspects  of  the  place,  but  also  criticized  a  num- 
ber of  physical  features,  practices,  and  matters  of 
personnel,  the  most  important  of  which  have  already 
been  referred  to  in  this  report  as  mentioned  by  other 
people.  The  authorities  of  Pembroke  took  the  report 
of  this  survey  very  much  to  heart  and  found  much 
that  was  helpful  in  the  suggestions.  The  argument 
put  forth  by  Pembroke  that,  owing  to  the  character 
of  their  patients,  there  is  not  much  that  can  be  done 
in  the  way  of  occupational  therapy  and  entertainment, 
may  have  much  weight. 

h.  Children  at  Pembroke.  One  of  the  things  that 
made  a  deep  impression  on  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  the  children  at  Pembroke.     Sick  children

always  have  a  pathetic  appeal — doubly  so  when  they 
are  in  the  grip  of  a  deep-seated  disease  from  which 
escape  is  problematical.  It  seemed  hard  that  children 
should  have  to  be  in  a  sanatorium  along  with  adults 
afflicted  with  advanced  and  hopeless  disease,  even 
though  the  children  were  in  separate  wards  with  their 
own  dining  room,  and  were  able  to  go  to  school  in 
their  own  school  building.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
children  seemed  happy  and  well  cared  for. 

However,  the  committee  felt  pretty  strongly  that 
they  agreed  with  the  opinion  of  one  of  the  country's 
leading  authorities  on  tuberculosis,  who  says,  "It  is 
not  sound  public  policy  to  place  children  in  a  sana- 
torium for  the  sole  purpose  of  building  them  up 
physically.  Furthermore,  experience  in  various  medi- 
cal centers  throughout  the  country  in  the  last  ten 
years  has  amply  demonstrated  that  sanatorium  care 
is  not  indicated  for  the  vast  majority  of  first  infection 
type  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  children.  The  place 
for  the  normal  child  is  in  the  home." 

i.  This  report  does  not  include  many  technical  and 
medical  data  in  regard  to  Glencliff  and  Pembrol^e 
which  can  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  institutions 
themselves,  in  Dr.  Hilleboe's  report,  and  in  various 
other  documents  the  Committee  has  studied.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  members  has  been  to  bring  out  the  signifi- 
cant and  striking  facts  and  ideas  on  which  important 
policies  seem  to  rest,  and  on  which  important  decisions 
may  have  to  be  made. 

3.     Other  State  Organizations  and  Institutions  That 
have  a  Relation  to  the  Tuberculosis  Question 

a.  The  New  Hampshire  Medical  Society.  As  has 
been  stated,  the  Committee  had  a  conference  with 
three  representatives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Medical 
Society. 
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The  general  impression  which  the  members  of  the 
Committee  received  as  a  result  of  this  meeting  was 
that  many  of  the  doctors  in  the  State  were  not  very 
well  informed  on  the  tuberculosis  problem  as  a  whole 
and  were  apathetic  towards  procedure  that  might 
better  the  situation.  The  Committee  may  be  wrong  in 
this  conclusion. 

Although  in  1911  tuberculosis  became  reportable  as 
a  communicable  disease,  apparently  no  concerted 
effort  has  been  made  to  encourage  physicians  to  report 
this  disease.  This  opinion  arises  from  the  fact  that 
the  ratio  of  known  cases  to  deaths  is  so  low.  That  is, 
normally  there  are  from  3  to  10  cases  of  tuberculosis 
for  eveiy  death  from  tuberculosis  in  a  given  year. 
The  ratio  in  New  Hampshire  for  four  selected  years 
was  as  follows: 

1920  1.83  to  1 

1930  1.00  to  1 

1940  1.74  to  1 

1941  1.81  to  1 

Moreover,  of  the  106  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in 
1941,  21  per  cent  (22)  were  new  cases  reported  by 
death  certificate  only,  and  also  were  non-institutional 
cases.  Opportunities  for  spread  of  the  disease  must 
have  been  great  for  several  months  in  these  homes 
prior  to  death,  when  the  disease,  invariably  in  an  ad- 
vanced stage,  is  readily  communicable. 

b.  The  State  Board  of  Health.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  has  no  subdivision  set  up  for  tuberculosis  con- 
trol, but  does  maintain  a  laboratory  for  the  examina- 
tion of  suspected  specimens  and  keeps  morbidity  and 
mortality  statistics  in  the  Department  of  Vital  Statis- 
tics. The  reason  for  this  inactivity  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  tuberculosis  control  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  New  Hampshire  Tubercu- 
losis Association  was  organized  in  1916,  and  became 
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actively  engaged  in  a  preventive  program,  including 
chest  diagnostic  clinics  and  nursing  service  in  every 
county  of  the  State. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  regularly  made  no 
specific  allocation  of  funds  for  tuberculosis  control. 

No  monthly  medical  reports  are  sent  in  to  any  State 
agency  from  Glencliff  for  administrative  purposes  or 
central  control. 

The  committee  feels  that  an  inspection  of  the  insti- 
tution (Glencliff),  water  and  food  supplies,  and  sewage 
system  at  regular  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  year 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  is  essential  in  order  to 
establish  and  develop  a  high  standard  of  environ- 
mental sanitation. 

No  regular  inspections  are  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  of  the  Pembroke  Sanatorium,  its  food  and 
water  supplies,  or  sewage  disposal  plants.  Raw  milk 
is  used  for  patients  and  employees  alike.  This  practice 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  should  be  dis- 
continued, unless  the  State  Board  of  Health,  after 
careful  investigation,  makes  recommendations  to  the 
contrary,  and  accepts  responsibility  for  continuous 
supervision  in  the  future. 

The  following  is  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association,  October  1,  1942 : 

"We  are  exceedingly  fortunate  in  the  close  relation- 
ship between  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association. 

"The  State  Board  of  Health  gives  the  Association 
every  assistance  in  control  of  incorrigible  patients  by 
means  of  quarantine  of  non-cooperative  tuberculosis 
patients.  This  is  a  sad,  disheartening  and  harassing 
phase  of  dealing  with  some  patients.  Fortunately 
they  are  few  in  number — yet  these  few  cause  dis- 
tressing problems  in  the  control  of  the  disease,  par- 
ticularly when  they  refuse  to  remain  in  the  sanatoria 
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and  return  to  homes  in  which  little  children  are  ex- 
posed to  the  infection.  In  these  instances  the  State 
Board  of  Health  may  issue  a  quarantine  order  re- 
quiring segregation  of  these  individuals  in  an  appro- 
priate institution.  This  procedure  has  been  carried 
out  in  several  instances,  yet  with  due  care  to  obviate 
any  thought  of  interfering  with  the  proper  rights  of 
cooperative  patients. 

"In  addition,  our  State  Department  of  Health  has 
been  most  helpful  in  the  examination  of  sputums, 
blood  counts,  sedimentation  rates  and  other  laboratory 
procedures.  The  requests  for  such  services  go  to  the 
State  Laboratory  from  our  Chest  Diagnostic  Clinic 
Centers.  The  response  is  prompt  and  reliable  to  the 
workers  in  the  field.  The  volume  of  these  services  in- 
creases necessarily." 

c.  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital  (for  the  men- 
tally ill).  It  was  reported  that  11  of  the  94  deaths 
from  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  New  Hampshire  in 
1941  (12  per  cent)  occurred  in  the  State  Hospital. 
There  are  about  2300  patients  and  600  employees  at 
that  institution,  and  on  June  27,  1942,  approximately 
25  patients  were  isolated  because  of  tuberculosis.  Of 
the  265  patients  out  on  parole,  some  may  be  un- 
recognized cases  and  act  as  disseminators  of  the  dis- 
ease. One  of  the  orderlies  of  the  State  Hospital  was 
found  to  have  advanced  tuberculosis.  No  routine  x- 
ray  examinations  of  the  chest  or  routine  tuberculin 
tests  are  made  on  patients  or  employees,  though  an 
x-ray  machine  is  available  and  though  Dr.  Dolloff 
would  like  to  do  this  if  funds  and  personnel  were  avail- 
able. 

d.  Laconia  State  School  (for  the  feeble-minded). 
This  institution  has  630  patients  and  128  employees. 
In  June,   1942,  only  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
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known  to  the  Superintendent,  who,  however,  would 
welcome  a  tuberculosis  control  program  if  it  were 
financially  and  humanly  possible. 

4.     The  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association 

While  the  care  of  the  majority  of  indigent  tuber- 
culous persons  in  the  State  falls  mainly  to  the  two 
sanatoria — Glencliff  and  Pembroke — the  work  of  find- 
ing the  cases  and  classifying  them,  of  providing  a 
service  that  is  ready  to  help  in  all  problems  of  the 
disease,  and  of  educating  the  people  of  the  State  to 
the  dangers  of  tuberculosis  and  provisions  for  its  con- 
trol, has,  for  many  years,  been  carried  on  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association.  This  has  been 
truly  a  noble  work — supported  by  many  of  the  State's 
most  earnest  and  distinguished  citizens,  activated  by 
an  energetic  and  devoted  Secretary,  and  showing  re- 
sults that  few  States  in  the  Union  can  parallel.  The 
Committee  had  the  pleasure  of  conferring  with  a  rep- 
resentative group  from  the  Association,  and  was  much 
impressed  by  the  seriousness  of  their  purpose  and 
their  willingness  to  turn  their  efi'orts  wherever  they 
would  be  most  valuable  to  the  State. 

The  Association  started  in  1916,  at  a  time  when  the 
death  rate  from  tuberculosis  in  New  Hampshire  was 
114  per  100,000  population.  In  1941  the  death  rate 
was  21,  a  reduction  of  81.5  per  cent — the  greatest  per- 
centage of  reduction  among  the  States  in  that  time. 
New  Hampshire  now  has  the  seventh  lowest  death  rate 
in  the  nation  and  the  lowest  in  New  England.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  of  the  very  large  share  which  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  has  had  in  this 
result. 

In  order  to  carry  out  its  plans,  the  Association  has 
been  very  successful  in  raising  money  and  supporting 
a  large  and  varied  budget.    Most  of  the  income  comes 
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from  the  sale  of  tuberculosis  seals.     In  1941  the  in- 
come was  $37,405.70,  and  the  expense,  $37,301.01. 

Some  of  the  fields  in  which  the  Association  works 
are  summarized  briefly  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

Armed  Forces.  Since  September,  1940,  every  man 
who  has  been  called  by  the  selective  service  in  New 
Hampshire  has  been  given  thorough  physical  examina- 
tion (including  chest  x-rays).  In  addition,  immediate 
relatives  of  men  rejected  for  tuberculosis  have  been 
examined  whenever  possible  in  order  to  locate  the 
original  source  of  infection.  One  hundred  and  four 
men  have  been  rejected  by  the  selective  service  and 
National  Guard  on  account  of  the  disease,  of  whom 
only  11  knew  previously  that  they  were  affected.  All 
these  cases  are  being  treated  in  the  sanatoria  or  in 
their  homes  under  the  supervision  of  physicians  or 
chest  clinics  as  the  activity  of  the  disease  may  war- 
rant. Statistics  show  that  in  World  War  I,  the  death 
rate  from  tuberculosis  rose  markedly  in  the  United 
States,  and  recent  figures  from  England  indicate  that 
there  has  been  a  rise  there  since  the  present  war 
started.  The  State  can  expect  an  increase  in  the 
disease  unless  special  precautions  are  taken  to  combat 
it. 

Case-Finding.  During  1941  Chest  Diagnostic  Clinics 
were  held  in  every  county  in  the  State — in  25  cities  and 
towns.  In  these  centers  a  total  of  1772  new  patients 
were  examined  for  tuberculosis  by  the  tuberculin  test, 
chest  x-rays,  and  physical  examination.  A  total  of 
1759  old  cases  passed  through  the  clinics — for  the  most 
part  "arrested  cases"  for  a  check-up.  Total  visits  by 
new  and  old  patients  in  the  regular  Chest  Diagnostic 
Clinics  totaled  5,248  in  the  course  of  the  year.  These 
cases  are  referred  to  the  clinics  largely  through  family 
physicians,  public  health  nurses,  former  sanatorium 
patients,  social  welfare  services,  etc.    The  Association 
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has  a  staff  of  nurses  who  service  the  case-finding,  the 
follow-up,  and  the  supervision.  Last  year  they  made 
a  total  of  16,782  home  visits.  The  chest  x-rays  are 
taken  at  designated  times  by  means  of  portable  x-ray 
equipment  loaned  to  the  Association  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  or  in  some  one  of  the  27  general  hos- 
pitals throughout  the  State  which  assist  in  the  work. 
Approximately  1,480  chest  x-rays  were  taken  last 
year.  Outside  the  clinics,  the  Association  makes  ar- 
rangements for  chest  x-rays  for  low-income  families 
when  requested  by  family  physicians — this  is  done  at 
the  nearest  hospital.  Also  the  Association  maintains 
a  service  of  interpreting  chest  x-ray  films  (accom- 
panied by  case  histories)  sent  in  by  hospitals  and 
private  physicians. 

Mass  Examinations.  In  addition  to  the  groups 
already  mentioned,  a  total  of  2,254  young  men  and 
women  were  tuberculin  tested,  and  positive  reactors 
from  these  groups  were  chest  x-rayed  during  the  past 
year  in  surveys  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
St.  Anselm's  College,  the  Teachers  Colleges  at  Ply- 
mouth and  Keene,  and  12  high  schools  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  State. 

Education.  During  the  year,  the  Association  dis- 
tributed some  30,000  pieces  of  literature,  displayed  its 
motion  pictures  before  many  groups  of  people,  issued 
radio  transcriptions,  and  presented  health  talks  by 
staff  members. 

As  Dr.  Hilleboe  says,  "To  Dr.  Kerr  great  credit  is 
due  for  his  long  continued  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association,"  This  should 
also  include  the  generous  and  public-spirited  citizens 
who  have  stood  behind  him. 

A  Neiv  Campaign.  On  reviewing  all  the  informa- 
tion it  has  assembled,  the  Committee  is  confident  that 
with  a  little  more  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  all 
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the  elements  in  the  State  that  deal  with  tuberculosis, 
the  fine  results  that  have  already  been  attained  can  be 
pushed  even  farther  until  the  State  is  practically  free 
from  tuberculosis. 

In  his  very  admirable  report,  Dr.  Hilleboe  points 
out  the  field  in  which  he  is  confident  that  special  efforts 
should  be  concentrated  at  the  present  time.  He  ex- 
plains that  there  are  64,000  industrial  workers  in  the 
State — 13%  of  the  State's  population;  and  then  he 
speaks  of  the  fact  that  New  Hampshire  is  much  below 
the  accepted  standards  in  its  ratio  of  reported  cases  to 
deaths — less  than  2  to  1  when  the  accepted  norm  is  3 
to  1  up  to  10  to  1.  He  mentions  a  complaint  of  Dr. 
Deming  that  symptomless  minimal  cases  are  a  rarity 
— that  almost  all  the  applications  he  gets  are  from  far 
advanced  cases.  "Yet",  says  Dr.  Hilleboe,  "in  large 
industrial  chest  x-ray  surveys,  we  are  finding  as  high 
as  60%  of  the  newly  discovered  cases  to  be  in  the 
asymptomatic  Tninimal  stage.  Analysis  of  this  mor- 
bidity data  gives  indirect  evidence  that  case-finding  is 
not  being  directed  where  early  lesions  are  to  be 
found,  or  else,  if  many  new  cases  are  being  found, 
they  are  not  being  reported." 

Then  he  goes  on  to  exhibit  by  tables,  graphs,  and 
text  a  comparison  of  deaths  (from  tuberculosis)  by 
ages  for  the  years  1919-21,  1929-31,  and  1939-41,  in 
New  Hampshire.  The  evidence  thus  shown  demon- 
strates very  clearly  that,  while  in  1919-21,  the  deaths 
were  greatest  among  both  males  and  females  from  the 
late  'teens  to  perhaps  45,  by  1939-41  deaths  of  males 
from,  say,  45  on  predominate.  In  this  last  period  there 
are  almost  no  deaths  among  children  up  to  about  17. 

Dr.  Hilleboe  sums  this  up  as  follows:  "In  persons 
under  fourteen  years  of  age,  there  really  is  not  much 
of  a  tuberculosis  problem  at  the  present  time.  It  is 
clearly  shown  that  control-efforts  should  not  be  con- 
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centrated  among  children,  hut  elsewhere.  .  .  .  The 
real  increase  in  1939-41  comes  among  males  35  to  65 
years  of  age,  the  industrial  workers,  the  persons  who 
provide  the  back-bone  of  our  manpower  during  the 
present  emergency.  ...  It  is  among  these  persons 
that  the  greatest  efforts  for  tuberculosis  control  should 
be  concent7'ated  in  New  Hampshire,  where  small  in- 
vestments should  pay  big  dividends  in  the  conservation 
of  manpower  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
disease." 

B.    Recommendations 

1.  Coordirmtion.  In  all  their  study,  the  members 
of  the  Committee  have  been  impressed,  more  than 
anything  else,  by  the  lack  of  coordination  (not  coop- 
eration) between  the  various  elements  engaged  in 
tuberculosis  control  in  the  State. 

The  two  State  departments  involved — the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare — do  not, 
apparently,  occupy  dominant  or  guiding  roles;  they 
assist  and  adjudicate  materially,  but  do  not  seem  to 
have  any  hand  in  the  direction  of  a  State-recognized 
policy  of  tuberculosis  control.  The  State  Samatorium 
is  under  a  Board  of  Trustees  who  have  authority  in 
the  financial  and  business  affairs  of  the  institution. 
They  take  and  handle  the  business  that  comes  to  them, 
but  as  to  how  far  their  eyes  are  turned  outward  to  the 
whole  problem  in  the  State,  it  is  hard  to  say.  The 
Pembroke  Sanatorium,  operated  by  a  private  corpora- 
tion, is  in  much  the  same  position.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire Tuberculosis  Association  is  a  private  association 
doing  a  magnificent  work,  but  it  is  not  in  any  way 
subject  to  State  dictation — it  can  turn  its  activities 
in  any  direction  it  wishes.  The  New  Hampshire  State 
Hospital  has  apparently  been  quite  isolated  and  un- 
known as  a  factor  in  the  State's  tuberculosis  problem. 
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until  recent  statistics  have  pointed  out  its  importance 
in  that  field. 

While  the  above  institutions  are  all  working  faith- 
fully for  a  common  purpose,  it  can  hardly  be  said  that 
they  are  all  organized  together  for  a  common  pur- 
pose. They  are  to  some  extent  interdependent,  but 
in  many  ways  independent.  This  is  true  also  of  their 
executives.  There  is  no  relation  of  authority  or  frame 
of  concerted  action  among  them  all.  It  would  be  in- 
teresting to  know  whether  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  the 
Physicians-in-'Chief  of  Glencliff  and  Pembroke,  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Asso- 
ciation, the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital,  and 
one  of  the  consultant  surgeons  used  by  the  Sanatoria 
have  ever  all  sat  down  together  and  talked  over  the 
tuberculosis  problems  of  the  state  at  length. 

If  the  sincere  aim  of  those  interested  in  this  prob- 
lem is  really  to  end  tuberculosis,  it  can  be  done  only  by 
organized  and  unified  action.  And  it  is  not  too  much 
to  hope  that  it  actually  can  be  done.  It  would  perhaps 
be  ideal  if  there  could  be  a  single  tuberculosis-control 
head  in  the  State  with  the  training  and  authority 
necessary  to  direct  all  the  work.  But  this  is  probably 
out  of  the  question,  and  not  necessary,  because,  if  the 
existing  elements  can  be  drawn  closer  together,  just  as 
satisfactory  results  may  be  possible  of  attainment. 

For  example,  the  idea  of  a  semi-official  Council  for 
the  Control  of  Tuberculosis  might  be  considered — a 
body  that  would  meet  quarterly  and  review  and  direct 
the  basic  activities  of  the  tuberculosis  campaign.  Its 
members  might  be  as  follows : 

Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
Commissioner  or  Chairman  of  the  Dept.  of  Public 

Welfare 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital 
A  member  of  the  Glencliff  Trustees 
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Physician-in-Chief  of  Glencliff 

A  member  of  the  Corporation  of  Pembroke 

Physician-in-Chief  of  Pembroke 

Secretary  and  another  member  of  the  N.  H.  T.  A. 

One  of  the  Consultant  Surgeons  from  Hanover 

A  member  of  the  N.  H.  Medical  Society 

Some  such  body  could  probably  select  and  plan  the 
action  on  desirable  policies  far  better  than  can  be 
done  with  the  present  set-up. 

To  illustrate:  Dr.  Hilleboe  has  intimated  that  one 
of  the  most  fruitful  things  the  State  could  do  is  ex- 
amine and  chest  x-ray  the  60,000  industrial  workers 
in  the  State.  How  can  such  a  suggestion  be  picked 
up  and  acted  upon?  It  would  be  a  tremendous  task, 
and  the  State  itself  has  no  machinery  for  the  job. 
But  suppose  that  this  Council  existed.  If  it  approved 
the  project,  it  would  organize  all  the  existing  elements 
that  should  participate  and  know  ahead  just  what  de- 
mands it  had  to  meet.  The  N.  H.  T.  A.  could  prepare 
the  publicity,  educate  the  industrial  managers  and  se- 
cure their  financial  support.  The  N.  H.  T.  A.  and  the 
Board  of  Health  could  supervise  the  clinics  necessary 
for  the  examinations — one  drawing  on  its  wealth  of 
experience,  the  other  providing  the  tools.  The  doctors, 
with  their  knowledge  of  vital  statistics,  would  know 
how  many  tuberculous  cases  would  be  turned  up  in  the 
investigation,  and  their  sanatoria  would  be  ready  to 
provide  accommodations.  The  Welfare  Department 
would  know  that  many  of  the  cases  would  be  bread- 
winning  parents,  and  that  therefore  aid  for  mothers 
and  dependent  children  would  have  to  be  earmarked. 
Legislative  appropriation  might  be  necessary,  and  the 
concentrated  influence  of  such  a  Council  might  make 
it  easier  to  obtain. 

To  such  a  Council  would  naturally  go  such  ques- 
tions as,  the  allocation  of  patients  between  Glencliff 
and  Pembroke;  the  development  of  chest  surgery 
within  the  Sanatoria:  standards  of  admission  and  re- 
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tention  of  patients  in  the  Sanatoria;  adequacy  of 
physical  equipment  particularly  for  x-ray  and  opera- 
tive work;  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  patients  in 
the  State  Hospital;  the  reporting  of  cases  by  medical 
doctors;  areas  in  the  population  to  be  examined,  etc., 
etc. 

Such  a  plan  may  be  too  ambitious  at  the  start,  but, 
at  any  rate, 

The  Committee  Recommends  that  such  a  group  be 
nominated — it  seems  the  most  natural  and  logical  way 
in  which  to  unite  in  a  federal  form  all  the  forces  m 
the  State  which  are  concerned  in  the  control  and 
eradication  of  tuberculosis.  The  body  might  be  called 
the  Advisory  Council  on  Tuberculosis,  or  some  such 
title.  The  Committee  does  not  know  whether  legisla- 
tive action  is  necessary  to  nominate  this  Council  or 
whether  it  can  be  done  under  existing  powers.  Its 
authority  at  the  start  might  be  consultative  and  ex- 
perimental rather  than  plenary. 

2.  The  Future  of  Glencliff.  The  Committee  has 
discussed  at  great  length  and  from  every  angle  the 
question  of  having  another  sanatorium  besides  Glen- 
cliff in  the  State  supported  by  State  funds,  and 

The  Committee  Recommends  that,  looking  into  the 
future,  the  State  should  be  concerned  with  the  devel- 
opment of  Glencliff  Sanatorium,  so  that  eventually  it 
will  be  in  a  position  to  take  care  of  all  qualified 
patients  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Thus, 
ultimately,  the  practice  of  supporting  patients  outside 
its  own  institutions  can  be  discontinued,  and  the  care 
of  tuberculous  patients  can  be  brought  more  ade- 
quately under  State  control. 

3.  The  Committee  Recommends  that  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  payment  for  care  of  tuberculous  people 
at  Pembroke  Sanatorium  be  transferred  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public   Welfare  to  the  Department  of 
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Health;  and  that,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  has  the  personnel  throughout 
the  State,  applications  for  admittance  to  either  Glen- 
cliff  Sanatorium  or  Pembroke  Sanatorium  be  referred 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  completion  of 
the  economic  investigation.  Applications  may  be  made 
either  before  or  after  admittance,  depending  on  the 
circumstances. 

4.  The  Committee  Recommends  the  establishing  of 
a  Board  of  Control  for  the  admittance  and  the  con- 
tinued eligibility  of  hospitalization  of  patients  in  both 
Sanatoria.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Superintendent  of 
Glencliff  Sanatorium  be  the  Chairman  of  this  Board, 
and  that  the  other  members  be  the  Physician-in-Chief 
of  Pembroke  Sanatorium  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  This  Board  should  have  (if 
necessary,  through  the  enactment  of  new  legislation) 
authority  to  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
admittance  and  retention  of  patients,  and  to  conduct 
a  statewide  educational  program  among  physicians  so 
that  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  will  be  more  accu- 
rately diagnosed  and  physicians  will  be  more  familiar 
with  the  procedure  for  the  hospitalization  of  patients. 
If  the  Council  recommended  above  were  inaugurated, 
the  members  of  this  Board  of  Control  would  be  in- 
cluded in  it  and  thus  have  an  added  source  of  advice 
and  counsel. 

5.  The  Committee  Recommends  that  the  State  pur- 
chase immediately  portable  x-ray  equipment  of  the 
type  recommended  by  Dr.  Hilleboe.  It  is  understood 
that  this  equipment  costs  about  $5,000,  that  there  are 
State  funds  that  are  available  for  the  purpose,  and 
that  such  a  machine  can  be  procured  before  January 
1,  1943,  but  not  after  that. 

6.  Finally,  the  Committee  Recommends  that  im- 
mediate consideration  be  given  to  plans  for  examining 
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all  the  industrkd  tvorkers  of  the  State  with  the  view 
of  establishing  further  tuberculosis  control.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  this  be  done  with  the  cooperation  of  Labor 
and  Management  and  with  the  support  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association,  and  that,  if 
necessary,  legislation  be  secured  to  authorize  the 
project.

Mr.  Hopkins  of  Laconia,  for  the  Committee  on 
Revision  of  the  Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  No.  131,  An  act  in  relation  to  trustees  of  trust 
funds,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
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ment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  of  House  Bill  131  by  striking  out 
all  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  Amend  section  22  of  chapter  51  of  the 
Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  the  words  "The  election 
shall  be  under  a  proper  article  in  the  warrant  and 
upon  a  separate  ballot"  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
said  section  the  following:  "Trustees  shall  organize 
by  electing  one  of  their  number  treasurer,  who  shall 
keep  the  records  and  books  of  the  trustees;"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows :

Mr.  Young  of  Wakefield,  for  the  Committee  on 
Revision  of  the  Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  No.  Ill,  An  act  relative  to  fraternal  benefit  socie- 
ties, reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment, 
and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  in  the  fifth  and 
eleventh  lines  of  said  section  the  word  "such"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "any"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Beneficiaries.  Amend  section  13  of  chapter  333

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "deed"  in  the  fifth  and  ninth  lines  the  words, 
of  a  fee  or  easement  interest,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Highways.  Amend  section  1  of  chapter  90  of

Message  From  the  Senate 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk, 
announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  in  the 
following  concurrent  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  "^ill  be 
ready  to  meet  the  Honorable  Senate  at  11:00  o'clock 
on  Wednesday,  February  17,  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing Dr.  Ernest  Martin  Hopkins,  President  of  Part- 
mouth  College,  on  the  subject  of  post-war  planning. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had 
voted  to  adopt  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  the  following  House  Bill, 
in  the  adoption  of  which  amendment  the  Senate  asked 
the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  59,  An  act  relating  to  the  Goffstown 
Village  fire  precinct  charter. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Goffstown  Village  Fire  Precinct.  Amend  sec- 
tion 4  of  chapter  269  of  the  Laws  of  1891  by  striking 
out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: Sect.  4.  Said  precinct  is  also  authorized  and 
empowered  to  contract  with  individuals  and  corpora- 
tions for  supplying  them  with  water,  and  to  make  such

contracts,  and  to  establish  such  regulations  and  tolls 
for  the  use  of  water,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
deemed  proper;  and  for  the  more  convenient  manage- 
ment of  said  water-works,  the  said  precinct  shall  place 
the  same  under  a  board  of  five  water  commissioners. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  said  precinct  in  1943  there 
shall  be  elected  one  commissioner  for  a  term  of  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for 
four  years  and  one  for  five  years,  and  thereafter  at 
each  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  elected  one  com- 
missioner for  a  term  of  five  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Matheson  of  Goffstown  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  proposed 
by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills.

Joint  Convention 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  by  both 
branches,  the  General  Court  assembled  in  joint  con- 
\rention  to  listen  to  an  address  by  President  Hopkins 
of  Dartmouth  College.  The  Speaker  introduced  Presi- 
dent Hopkins  as  follows: 

The  Book  of  Proverbs  warns  that  where  there  is  no 
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vision,  the  people  perish.  And  so  it  is  that  the  slender 
thread  to  which  the  lives  and  institutions  of  men  have 
often  clung  has  held  and  strengthened  by  virtue  of  the 
vision  that  a  kind  Providence  bestows  upon  those 
chosen  to  mold  the  course  of  human  destiny. 

Emerson  aptly  observed  that  the  reward  of  a  thing 
well  done  is  to  have  done  it.  Doctor  Hopkins  has 
guided  an  old  and  treasured  college  through  the  hours 
of  uncertainty,  through  days  of  travail  and  through 
years  that  have  enriched  its  traditions.  In  retrospect, 
his  greatest  reward  is  that  he  has  done  it. 

In  the  first  days  of  this  war  he  gave  his  services  to 
his  government,  and  there  are  few  who  are  aware  of 
the  contribution  he  has  made  of  his  energies  and  re- 
sources. His  generosity  in  human  causes  has  been 
ever  self-sacrificing  and  self-effacing.  He  speaks  to 
us  this  morning  on  some  aspects  of  planning  for  post- 
war peace. 

For  his  thinking,  the  nation  is  the  richer,  and  of  the 
measure  of  its  value,  the  Chair  can  do  no  better  than 
to  recall  the  words  of  John  Ruskin : 

"The  greatest  thing  a  human  soul  ever  does  is  to  see 
something  and  tell  what  it  saw  in  a  plain  way.  Hun- 
dreds of  people  can  talk  for  one  who  can  think,  but 
thousands  can  think  for  one  who  can  see.  To  see 
clearly  is  poetry,  prophecy  and  religion  all  in  one." 

The  Chair  has  the  unusual  honor  of  presenting  to 
the  Joint  Convention  his  old  schoolmaster,  Ernest  Mar- 
tin Hopkins,  President  of  Dartmouth  College. 

SOME  ASPECTS  OF  PLANNING  FOR  POST-WAR 

PEACE 

(Address  of  President  Hopkins  of  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege before  the  Joint  Convention  of  the  Senate  and  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  February  17,  1943.) 
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His  Excellency  the  Governor,  Mr.  President,  Mr. 
Speaker,  Honorable  Councilors,  and  Members  of 
the  General  Court: 

Man's  supremacy  in  the  animal  kingdom  rests  large- 
ly upon  his  capability  of  analysis  and  his  capacity  for 
forethought.  Never  was  either  attribute  more  needed 
than  now.  Each  day,  as  the  prospect  of  victory  over 
the  Axis  becomes  more  definite,  speculation  becomes 
more  active  among  us  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
peace  to  be  established  when  once  more  victory  is  with- 
in our  grasp.  Experience  has  proved  repeatedly  in 
the  affairs  of  men  that  the  best  prophet  of  the  future 
is  the  past.  One  may  reasonably  ask  whether  in  the 
earnestness  of  our  search  for  desirable  specifications 
for  the  post-war  impositions  upon  the  Axis,  we  shall 
insist  upon  a  valid  peace  or  shall  again  accept  simply  a 
cessation  of  armed  conflict. 

In  utilization  of  this  privilege  of  addressing  you,  I 
should  like  first  to  make  a  brief  statement  of  how  it 
seems  to  me  the  peace  must  be  implemented  to  main- 
tain itself  and  second  to  analyze  the  respective  charac- 
teristics of  ourselves  and  of  the  Germans  which  led  us 
into  this  war. 

Distances  are  not  a  matter  of  miles  but  of  the  speed 
with  which  they  can  be  covered  in  person  or  by  com- 
munication. Consider  the  effects  upon  institutionalized 
society  of  impacts  of  new  conditions  which  make  pos- 
sible incidents  such  as  these.  A  friend  of  mine  met 
two  lads  of  the  R.A.F.  dining  in  a  New  York  night 
club.  Late  in  the  evening  one  of  these  looked  at  his 
wrist-watch  and  held  out  his  arm  for  the  other  flier  to 
see  the  time.  The  latter  nodded  and  said,  "I  was 
thinking  of  that,  too.  Odd,  isn't  it?"  They  then  ex- 
plained that  at  that  precise  time  on  the  previous  eve- 
ning they  had  been  bombing  Essen.  Mr.  Willkie,  stop- 
ping off  for  discussion  of  international  politics  in 
Egypt,   Persia,   Russia,   and  China,  flies   around  the 
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world  in  a  brief  holiday  trip.  The  President  of  the 
United  States  attends  an  important  international  con- 
ference in  Africa  and  inspects  numerous  military  out- 
posts on  three  continents  at  least,  then  returning  home 
before  there  is  any  general  knowledge  that  he  has  been 
away.  Planes  already  in  production  make  it  possible 
to  dine  in  London  and  to  breakfast  in  New  York  the 
next  morning.  Meanwhile,  we  listen  at  almost  any  time 
convenient  to  ourselves  to  the  voices  of  men  from  any 
one  of  the  world's  capitals  broadcasting  the  latest  war 
news. 

The  basis  of  propaganda  is  the  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  such  explosive  thing  in  the  world 
as  a  cleverly  and  persuasively  presented  idea.  In  these 
days  one  such  can  be  broadcast  to  the  remotest  ends 
of  the  world  in  seconds  of  time  and  begin  to  get  its 
influence  to  work  before  even  any  rebuttal  can  be  for- 
mulated, however  convincing  a  rebuttal  might  be  made. 
Formerly  the  spread  of  an  idea  could  not  progress 
faster  than  at  horse  speed  and  generally  only  in  a  given 
direction.  If  the  idea  were  poisonous,  an  antidote 
could  be  devised  and  if  fallacious,  its  weakness  could  be 
revealed  before  it  had  traveled  far.  Thus  the  survival 
value  of  good  ideas  was  far  larger  than  of  bad.  Once 
harmful  ideas  were  likely  to  be  only  local  in  their 
effect ;  for  us  today,  there  are  no  such  factors  of  safety. 

How  then  can  any  thinking  man  or  woman  believe 
that  for  us  in  America  in  these  times  an  aloofness  from 
the  rest  of  the  world  is  possible  ?  Never  even  have  we 
been  the  self-sufficient  country,  economically  independ- 
ent of  the  rest  of  the  world,  that  some  of  our  isolation- 
ists have  been  fond  of  asserting  that  we  were.  Devel- 
oping shortages  in  our  stock  piles  of  raw  material,  such 
as  in  rubber  and  tin  and  copper,  are  beginning  to  carry 
conviction  on  this  point.  Slowly  it  is  beginning  to  be 
understood  that  if  either  Germany  or  Japan  respective- 
ly had  been  able  in  any  large  degree  to  fulfill  her  ideas 
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of  world  domination,  as  well  one  or  the  other  might 
have  been  able  to  do  had  we  remained  passive,  the 
United  States  could  have  been  economically  stifled  and 
brought  to  her  terms  without  its  having  ever  been 
necessary  to  land  a  single  soldier  on  our  shores  or  to 
fly  a  single  plane  over  our  boundaries. 

I  have  always  understood  the  nostalgia  for  the  con- 
ditions of  earlier  days  in  a  simpler  world  that  dictated 
the  isolationists'  position  but  I  have  never  understood 
how  they  thought  these  conditions  could  be  restored, 
much  less  maintained.  Still  less  do  I  understand  how 
any  revival  of  the  isolationists'  philosophy  can  be  con- 
sidered thinkable  for  the  post-war  world. 

John  Locke  in  his  essay  "Of  Civil  Government"  dis- 
cusses why  man  free  in  a  state  of  nature  should  be 
willing  to  forego  the  privileges  of  this  condition.  Why 
should  man,  when  equal  to  the  greatest  and  subject  to 
nobody  and  when  absolutely  lord  of  his  own  person  and 
possessions,  be  willing  to  accept  any  other  status  ?  The 
answer,  Locke  says,  is  that  though  in  a  state  of  nature 
a  man  has  such  rights,  yet  enjoyment  of  them  is  very 
uncertain  and  constantly  exposed  to  invasions  of 
others.  The  fact  that  others  are  possessed  of  like 
freedom  and  are  in  greater  part  no  strict  observers  of 
equity  and  justice  leads  men  from  a  state  of  nature  to 
seek  out  and  join  in  association  with  others  for  com- 
mon protection.  He  then  goes  on  to  discuss  the  great 
ends  men  seek  in  uniting  in  commonwealths: 

First,  the  need  of  established  and  known  law,  allowed 
by  common  consent  to  set  standards  of  right  and 
wrong; 

Second,  the  need  of  a  recognized  and  unprejudiced 
judicial  establishment  with  authorities  to  settle  all  dif- 
ferences according  to  existing  law; 

Third,  the  need  of  power  to  back  and  support  de- 
cisions and  to  see  that  these  are  executed,  since  "they 
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who  by  injustice  offend  will  seldom  fail  where  they  are 
able  by  force  to  make  good  their  injustice." 

Is  there  not  analogy  herein  applicable  to  world  con- 
ditions as  now  existent  ?  Peoples  today  at  opposite  ends 
of  the  earth  have  more  likelihood  of  impinging  on  one 
another  or  of  interfering  with  one  another  than  did 
individuals  a  few  miles  apart  in  northern  New  England 
when  our  Government  was  established.  As  to  the  fre- 
quently quoted  precepts  of  old,  the  important  thing  is 
not  what  Washington  or  Jefferson  or  Franklin  said  in 
their  time  but  what  men  of  their  intelligence  and 
breadth  of  view  would  say  now  amid  new  and,  as  of 
their  time,  unforeseeable  conditions. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  discuss  the  comparative  merits 
of  one  or  another  of  the  many  plans  for  world  organi- 
zation, to  which  numerous  men  in  many  different  coun- 
treis  are  giving  studied  attention  today.  I  will  state, 
however,  my  own  carefully  considered  conviction  that 
except  as  a  commonwealth  of  nations  be  established, 
be  given  authority,  and  be  implemented  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  well-organized  and  well-equipped  inter- 
national police  force,  no  other  provision  of  such  treaty 
as  may  be  drawn  will  be  anything  but  of  minor  im- 
portance in  preventing  recurring  wars  through  years 
to  come. 

It  is  probably  true,  as  Raoul  de  Roussy  de  Sales  has 
said,  that  there  is  little  profit  in  denouncing  the  mis- 
takes of  the  recent  past  years,  since  they  grew  natur- 
ally and  irresistibly  out  of  the  deepest  convictions  of 
men  and  went  to  make  up  a  pattern  of  thinking  of  the 
period.  Nevertheless,  there  is,  I  think,  some  advantage 
in  studying  this  pattern  and  in  reviewing  the  course  of 
our  own  natural  thought  during  the  period  since  the 
last  war  so  that  for  the  future  we  may  not  find  our- 
selves again  possessed  of  the  same  or  of  any  like  pat- 
tern. Already  we  are  beginning  to  hear  the  old  refrain 
of  fatalism — that  wars  must  come  and  that  there  is 
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nothing  but  futility  in  striving  for  a  world  organiza- 
tion which  shall  make  them  less  likely.  With  all  of 
our  assertions  of  self-sufficiency,  we  have  as  a  people 
developed  a  peculiar  inferiority  complex  in  regard  to 
ourselves  and  our  competence  in  world  affairs.  As  Mr. 
Lippmann  inquired  a  week  ago,  "Where  did  the  idea 
come  from  that  to  be  decent  is  to  be  foolish  and  that 
no  one  who  is  clever  is  good?"  Perhaps  there  is  some 
understanding  of  this  to  be  found  by  scrutiny  of  our 
thinking  over  the  past  quarter  of  a  century. 

Mr.  Rudyard  Kipling  once  in  an  address  as  Rector  at 
the  University  of  Saint  Andrews  asserted  his  belief 
that  in  the  evolution  of  man,  the  first  incentive  to  the 
use  of  speech  and  the  first  use  made  of  words  was  to 
lie.    Summing  up  his  argument,  he  said : 

"Imagine  the  wonder  and  delight  of  the  First  Liar 
in  the  World  when  he  found  that  the  first  lie  over- 
whelmingly outdid  every  effort  of  his  old  mud-and- 
grass  camouflages  with  no  expenditure  of  energy! 
Conceive  his  pride,  his  awestricken  admiration  of  him- 
self, when  he  saw  that,  by  mere  word  of  mouth,  he 
could  send  his  simpler  companions  shinning  up  trees  in 
search  of  fiuit  that  he  knew  was  not  there,  and  when 
they  descended,  empty  and  angry,  he  could  persuade 
them  that  they,  and  not  he,  were  in  fault,  and  could 
dispatch  them  hopefully  up  another  tree.  Can  you 
blame  the  Creature  for  thinking  himself  a  god  ?" 

This  comment  simply  states  cynically  a  serious  prin- 
ciple enunciated  in  detail  centuries  before  by  Machia- 
velh  in  the  Middle  Ages.  He  defined  the  process  in 
detail  for  making  a  lie  effective.  Long  afterwards  in 
"Mein  Kampf"  Hitler  wrote  that  if  a  lie  were  big 
enough  and  repeated  frequently  enough,  it  would  pre- 
vail over  truth,  and  plainly  indicated  that  falsehood 
would  be  fundamental  in  any  policy  he  might  have  the 
opportunity  of  formulating.  But  here  again,  as  so 
largely  in  all  his  thinking,  Hitler  was  the  product  of 
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German  political  thought,  never  more  evident  in  its 
deviousness  than  in  all  of  its  professed  attitudes  from 
the  Armistice  of  1918  until  the  present  day.  Let  us 
not  be  deceived  into  thinking  that  Hitler  created  the 
system  of  which  he  is  but  a  product  or  that  the  system 
would  be  abandoned,  should  he  vanish  from  the  scene. 
Hitler  simply  amplified  policies  already  established  and 
in  operation  long  before  the  Nazis  came  to  power. 

The  great  lesson  to  be  learned  from  the  mistakes 
of  the  negotiations  for  peace  after  the  last  war  is  to 
avoid  like  mistakes  again.  Returning  to  Mr.  Kipling's 
parable,  we  should  insure  that  we  are  not  induced 
hopefully  to  climb  another  tree  while  Germany  is 
allowed  to  go  busily  about  her  machinations  on  the 
ground.  The  hope  of  the  whole  human  race  is  involved 
in  our  exercise  of  hard  thinking  at  this  point  and  in 
our  accepting  the  conclusions  of  this  thinking,  how- 
ever hard  they  may  be  or  however  ruthless  the  action 
which  they  demand. 

Twenty-five  years  ago,  a  fall  day  last  November,  a 
wildly  happy  people  in  thousands  of  cities,  towns,  and 
villages  throughout  this  broad  land  celebrated  what 
they  assumed  to  be  the  end  of  war  with  Germany. 
Whistles  blew,  sirens  blared,  bells  rang,  and  millions 
hysterically  shouted  and  screamed.  In  many  a  com- 
munity, however,  the  throngs  presented  a  strange  ap- 
pearance because  of  the  requirement  that  every  in- 
dividual wear  a  white  cloth  over  his  face  in  protection 
against  the  worst  epidemic  which  had  raged  among 
our  people  in  the  country's  history.  Sometimes  since 
it  has  seemed  to  me  that  these  masks  were  a  symbol. 
They  could  be  seen  but  there  was  another  mask  that 
day  over  the  minds  of  men  which  concealed  from  them 
the  fact  that  it  was  simply  the  suspension  of  a  mili- 
tary campaign  and  not  an  established  peace  that  they 
were  so  wildly  celebrating. 

The  war  was  not  over.    All  that  had  happened  was 
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that  Germany  had  evaded  the  more  serious  con- 
sequences of  military  defeat  by  accepting  the  terms  of 
a  not  onerous  armistice,  had  safeguarded  her  own 
homeland  against  the  punitive  effects  of  invasion,  and 
had  secured  time  for  herself  in  which  to  rearm  while 
in  the  natural  course  of  events  she  hoped,  as  it  proved 
with  reason,  that  the  Allies  would  disarm  and  allow 
themselves  to  become  cumulatively  impotent. 

The  peace  without  victory  for  which  President  Wil- 
son had  argued  had  not  been  achieved  because  there 
was  no  peace.  Her  population  saved  from  the  morale- 
shattering  penalties  of  armed  invasion,  her  home  ter- 
ritory immune  from  the  destructive  tramp  of  aveng- 
ing armies,  her  industrial  establishment  geared  to 
war-time  production  and  largely  unimpaired,  Germany 
was  in  an  ideal  position  to  capitalize  the  situation 
through  one  of  the  most  gigantic  lies  in  history — the 
assertion  that  she  really  wanted  peace.  Her  people, 
viewing  her  situation  as  simply  a  political  defeat, 
gladly  yielded  power  to  the  type  of  leadership  which 
could  be  expected  to  establish  a  political  organization 
as  powerful  as  had  been  her  war  machine.  General 
Ludendorff  bespoke  the  prevalent  sentiment  among 
Germans  when  he  said,  "The  power  of  the  state  failed, 
as  nobody  can  doubt,  because  in  its  external  and  in- 
ternal policy  before  and  during  the  war  it  had  not 
recognized  the  exigencies  of  the  struggle  for  existence 
in  which  Germany  has  always  been  involved.  It  had 
demonstrated  its  inability  to  understand  that  politics 
is  war  and  war  is  politics." 

The  story  of  the  continuance  of  that  political  war- 
fare is  one  demanding  more  discussion  than  can  be 
given  within  the  brief  limits  of  an  address  like  this. 
Capitalizing  alike  both  all  the  generous  impulses  and 
all  the  unselfish  instincts  of  her  erstwhile  antagonists, 
Germany  shifted  most  of  the  economic  burden  of  the 
Allies.     One  by  one  she  ignored  or  evaded  the  most 
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important  provisions  of  the  Versailles  Treaty. 
She  disrupted  France  internally  and  she  lulled 
England  and  the  United  States  so  thoroughly  to 
sleep  that  they  actually  began  to  dream  that 
they  had  been  responsible  for  the  war  and  that  they 
really  owned  rehabilitation  and  the  restoration  of 
her  military  power  to  Germany.  Thus  it  came  about 
that  such  violations  of  the  Treaty  as  building  and 
operating  airplane  factories  in  Russia,  maintaining 
great  glider  schools  for  the  training  of  pilots  in  the 
German  mountains,  and  the  developing  of  new  armies 
under  the  guise  of  training  police  were  simply  ignored. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  even  the  penalties  of  the  Treaty 
which  Germany  was  required  to  carry  out  were  man- 
ipulated to  work  to  her  advantage.  The  outmoded 
ships,  comparatively  slow  in  speed  and  expensive  to 
operate,  which  she  turned  over  in  partial  reparation 
to  the  Allies  for  her  own  destruction  of  their  shipping, 
she  replaced  immediately  with  millions  of  tons  of  new 
shipping,  competitively  far  superior  to  what  the  Allies 
had  saddled  upon  themselves.  The  thousands  of  loco- 
motives and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  railroad  cars, 
all  antiquated  equipment,  which  she  was  required  to 
hand  over  to  her  conquerors,  were  within  half  a  decade 
replaced  with  even  greater  numbers  of  modern, 
streamlined  equipment  for  service  upon  her  own  rail- 
roads within  her  own  boundaries. 

As  I  have  contemplated  our  dealings  with  Germany 
for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  I  have  been  con- 
stantly reminded  of  the  truest  aphorism  I  know,  that 
it  takes  a  tragic  amount  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
wise  to  correct  the  mistakes  of  the  merely  good. 
Never  has  this  been  proved  more  often  true  than  in 
the  history  of  this  country's  appraisal  of  Germany's 
role  in  world  politics  since  the  last  war.  While  she 
ruthlessly  rebuilt  for  again  renewing  military  opera- 
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tions,  she  at  the  same  time  bemoaned  her  cruel  fate, 
indicted  the  world  for  imposing  undue  hardships  upon 
her,  and  invoked  sympathy  from  one  and  all.  Mean- 
while, our  humanitarians,  many  of  our  scholars,  and 
hosts  of  men  of  good  will  sought  all  possible  data  to 
substantiate  a  guilt  complex  among  ourselves  and  to 
justify  self-reproach  and  then  topped  this  by  contend- 
ing for  a  generous  ignoring  of  all  of  Germany's  faults. 
Meanwhile,  too,  our  isolationists  argued  for  ignoring 
all  her  derelictions,  lest  she  resent  it  if  we  failed  to  do 
so  and  make  trouble  for  us.  Thus  in  humble  and  self- 
reproachful  mood  for  conditions  for  which  we  had 
never  been  largely  responsible,  our  will  even  to  insure 
safety  for  ourselves  was  constantly  sapped.  Thus  once 
again,  as  so  often  in  the  past,  Prussian  ambition  for 
world  domination  and  technical  efficiency  builded  for 
new  conquest.    So  war  came. 

More  than  two  thousand  years  ago  it  was  asserted 
by  Confucius  that  the  men  of  old,  in  their  desire  to 
develop  great  virtue  throughout  the  empire,  began 
with  good  government  in  the  various  states.  To 
acquire  this,  he  said,  it  was  necessary  first  of  all  that 
individuals  making  up  the  state  should  cultivate  virtue 
within  tliemselves.  This,  he  added,  could  be  accom- 
plished only  by  rectification  of  their  own  hearts  and 
extension  of  knowledge. 

Such  prescription  for  good  government — that  it  is 
dependent  upon  men  of  good  will  and  of  intelligence — 
is  as  applicable  today  as  when  first  uttered.  Likewise, 
it  is  infinitely  more  indispensable  to  a  democracy  than 
to  any  other  form  of  government,  for  a  democracy  is 
no  better  than  the  individuals  who  constitute  it.  Half 
the  art  of  good  government,  as  Sir  Arthur  Salter  once 
said,  is  the  luck  of  having  people  who  can  be  governed. 
We  are  such  people.  We  recognize  the  function  of  the 
state  to  restrain  individual  will  where  such  restraint 
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is  vital  for  the  common  good.  We,  the  people  of  this 
historic  state,  who  are  descendants  or  successors  of 
men  who  valued  freedom  of  conscience  and  individual 
liberty  above  all  else  in  life  are  not  without  our  own 
solicitudes  for  the  perpetuation  of  these  blessings  for 
ourselves  and  for  our  children.  Moreover,  we  all  of 
us,  I  think,  though  perhaps  unconsciously,  neverthe- 
less actually  are  as  much  concerned  for  the  quality 
of  our  national  government  as  for  its  form.  Too  often, 
nevertheless,  we  have  allowed  inertia  to  breed  a  sense 
of  helplessness  and  to  convince  us  that  we  can  do 
nothing  about  this  matter  of  good  government.  As  a 
result,  too  often  we  have  not  tried  to  do  anything. 
Herein  I  believe  is  to  be  found  the  genesis  of  the  in- 
feriority complex  of  which  I  have  spoken  before  that 
has  so  handicapped  us  in  sufficiently  appraising  the  in- 
fluence we  might  have  and  what  we  might  accomplish 
in  world  affairs  if  we  tried.  The  time  now  is  not 
merely  approaching  but  it  is  already  here  when  we 
need  to  determine  what  we  as  individuals  wish  our  in- 
fluence to  be  on  the  reorganization  of  these  affairs. 
What  this  is  to  be  can  be  made  to  some  degree  what 
men  like  you  and  me  wish  it  to  be. 

Thus  it  becomes  not  least  among  the  needs  of  the 
time  that  as  individuals  we  should  come  to  better  un- 
derstanding of  our  own  qualities.  Let  us  examine 
some  of  these.  Reared  as  we  had  been  without  con- 
sciousness of  danger,  surrounded  by  all  of  the  soften- 
ing effects  of  a  peaceful  civilization,  addicted  to  com- 
forts, and  living  in  an  environment  of  culture,  what 
kind  of  men  had  we  become?  Sometimes  it  had 
seemed  that  we  had  a  particular  susceptibility  to  de- 
moralizing influences  and  that  a  certain  callousness  to 
worthy  impulses  seemed  to  us  desirable  evidence  of 
advanced  sophistication.  Particularly  it  had  seemed 
at  times  that  our  boasted  tolerance  was  simply  in- 
difference and  that  the  cherishing   of  convictions   on 
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matters  of  public  policy  involved  too  much  trouble  to 
make  it  worth  while,  even  when  questions  of  public 
morality  or  principles  of  liberty  were  at  stake. 

It  was  not  so  with  our  forefathers.  They  cultivated 
strong  convictions  and  fought  for  these  whenever 
necessary,  even  against  overwhelming  odds.  Thus 
step  by  step  they  were  able  to  win  their  battles  for 
freedom  because  they  had  by  necessity  cultivated  the 
strength  that  is  developed  in  overcoming  difficulties. 
With  no  consciousness  within  ourselves  as  a  people  of 
any  like  necessity,  these  qualities  of  fortitude,  fervor, 
and  faith  typical  of  men  and  women  of  old  had  largely 
atrophied  in  ourselves.  It  had  been  only  under  the 
stress  of  recent  circumstances  that  we  could  be  sure 
that  thej?-  were  enough  existent  to  become  available 
again  for  the  salvation  of  mankind.  This  at  least  is 
one  reassurance  salvaged  from  the  war. 

For  reference,  as  other  crises  arise  before  our  sur- 
vival in  a  free  world  is  insured,  we  should  preserve 
the  record.  Had  we  not  become  largely  indifferent  to 
the  fact  that  the  gift  of  freedom  imposes  responsibili- 
ties commensurate  with  the  privileges  it  confers?  Had 
we  not  forgotten  that  freedom  from  and  freedom  for 
are  complementary,  and  that  society  owes  no  man 
freedom  from  oppression  and  restraint  except  as  such 
an  one  in  turn  utilizes  freedom  for  the  preservation 
of  free  institutions  for  all  mankind? 

Did  we  not  assume  that  by  ignoring  the  attacks  on 
liberty  throughout  the  earth,  we  might  locally  within 
our  own  national  boundaries  preserve  the  privileges  of 
liberty  for  ourselves?  Did  we  not  imagine  that  by 
ignoring  the  agonies  and  tortured  deaths  of  millions 
of  our  fellow  beings  abroad,  we  might  at  home  remain 
undisturbed  amongst  our  own  comforts?  Did  we  not 
even  cherish  the  fantastic  idea  that  by  an  attitude  of 
indifference  to  the  destruction  elsewhere  of  all  that 
made  for  civilization,  we  could  the  more  surely  pre- 
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serve  for  ourselves  opportunity  for  refining  the  pro- 
cesses of  civilization? 

It  is  well  that  we  recall  frequently  the  legend  of 
Thomas  Aquinas.  It  is  told  of  him  that  he  once  visited 
the  Vatican  and  was  shown  all  of  the  jewels  and  silver 
and  gold  that  made  up  the  treasure  of  the  Palace.  At 
the  close  of  his  visit  the  Pope  said  to  him,  "You  see, 
the  day  is  past  when  the  Church  can  say,  as  Peter 
said  to  the  lame  man,  'Silver  and  gold  have  I  none.'  " 
"Yes,"  answered  Aquinas,  "and  the  day  is  past  when 
the  Church  can  say,  'Arise,  and  walk.' " 

I  am  not  unmindful  that  in  discussing  these  matters 
the  questions  in  regard  to  our  Pacific  relations  loom 
threateningly  and  that  the  veneer  of  civilization  has 
been  shown  to  be  thinner  upon  the  Japanese  even  than 
it  has  upon  the  Germans.  It  may  well  be  that  even- 
tually our  problems  in  the  Pacific  will  loom  largest 
of  all.  Certainly  if  we  had  been  spiritually  and  men- 
tally alert  as  to  the  eventual  significance  to  the  democ- 
racies of  the  aggression  of  Japan  upon  Manchuria  in 
1931,  there  would  probably  be  no  war  at  all  at  the 
present  time  instead  of  a  total  war  inclusive  of  prac- 
tically every  people  upon  the  face  of  the  earth.  But 
for  purposes  of  the  moment,  I  will  confine  myself 
specifically  to  discussion  of  the  circumstances  ante- 
cedent to  or  attaching  to  our  war  against  Nazi  domina- 
tion. 

For  reassurance  as  to  the  necessities  which  drove  us 
into  war,  let  us  not  forget  that  primarily  our  conflict 
with  Nazism  is  with  a  godless  hierarchy  of  fanatics 
with  a  genius  for  destruction,  seeking  to  organize  a 
world  revolt  against  all  moral  standards.  In  order 
to  accomplish  this,  they  have  set  out  to  destroy  all 
values  which  have  attached  to  school  or  church  or 
home,  and  to  replace  all  of  these  by  engendering  a 
loyalty  to  the  state.  To  final  fulfillment  of  this  plan, 
even  the  war  is  but  preliminary  and  an  accessory. 
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Granted  the  difficulty  for  normal  persons  to  accept  the 
fact  that  complete  indoctrination  of  millions  of  minds 
can  be  made  absolute  in  so  short  a  time,  the  fact  exists 
that  with  German  thoroughness  this  has  been  done 
and  that  unity  of  purpose  has  been  achieved  and  built 
strong  to  the  end  that  Germany  should  rule  the  world 
or  destroy  it.  To  our  free  and  independent  minds  it 
seems  inconceivable  that  it  should  have  been  possible 
to  create  conditions  which  would  have  molded  millions 
of  individual  beings  into  a  single  pattern,  unified  in 
purpose  and  subservient  in  action  to  the  will  of  the 
oligarchy  whose  pawns  they  have  become.  To  our 
minds  it  is  difficult  to  comprehend  that  to  millions  of 
human  beings  an  Austrian  house  painter,  bent  on 
vengeance,  should  have  become  divinity  and  his  words 
religion.  To  our  minds,  schooled  as  they  are  to  skepti- 
cism and  doubt,  it  is  particularly  difficult  to  believe  that 
such  results  have  actually  been  achieved  and  that  the 
facts  are  actually  existent,  the  effects  of  which  are 
daily  made  evident  to  us.  No  longer,  however,  can  we 
have  a  semblance  of  doubt  that  such  things  can  be, 
for  we  know  that  they  are.  What  things  might  have 
been,  had  we  withheld  longer  from  taking  our  place 
with  the  forces  fighting  for  freedom,  the  mind  hesi- 
tates to  contemplate. 

Nazism  is  spiritual  and  intellectual  death.  Its  code 
is  one  of  cynical  contempt  for  the  human  race  and 
complete  denial  of  the  dignity  of  the  individual.  It 
debases  and  kills.  It  destroys  the  church,  the  school, 
and  subordinates  family  relationships  to  authority  of 
the  state.  It  sets  up  falsehood  as  truth  and  requires 
acceptance  of  this  on  pain  of  death.  It  develops  a 
make-believe  structure  of  society  and  asserts  this  to 
constitute  a  superior  race.  It  asserts  a  fictitious  dogma 
to  be  learning  and  imposes  this  on  youth  as  education. 
It  utilizes  the  instinct  of  man  to  classify  phenomena 
in  terms  of  familiary  analogy  by  characterizing  the 
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present  conflict  as  war,  so  leading  us  to  think  of  it 
and  to  discuss  it  in  terms  of  previous  wars.  Conse- 
quently we  are  led  away  from  seeing  it  as  it  is — but 
a  single  stage  of  an  attempted  world  revolution,  of  a 
kind  and  of  a  magnitude  never  before  imagined  by 
the  mind  of  man,  which  is  utilizing  the  processes  of 
war  to  destroy  decency  and  right.  Thus,  if  the  Nazis 
were  to  win  this  war,  there  would  be  left  a  void  into 
which  brutality  and  savagery  would  continue  to  be 
poured  indefinitely  in  establishment  of  a  new  world 
order. 

In  consideration  of  such  facts  lie  the  answers  to 
questions  bound  to  be  whispered  in  the  minds  of  some 
like  the  imprisoned  men  on  Bataan  or  of  others  at 
home  whose  hearts  are  torn  with  agonizing  grief, 
"Was  there  not  some  other  way?"  The  answer,  we 
must  recognize,  is  that  given  our  original  insensitive- 
ness  to  what  was  happening  in  the  world  beyond  our 
boundaries  and  our  provincialism  in  believing  that  by 
not  recognizing  our  danger  we  might  escape  it,  there 
was  no  other  way.  As  compared  with  subjection  to 
Nazi  domination,  there  has  been  and  is  no  alternative 
that  is  not  far  better.  The  wife  of  a  newspaper  cor- 
respondent returned  from  long  service  in  Germany 
said  to  me  in  Washington  two  years  ago,  "It  is  un- 
believable to  see  the  crowds  and  never  a  face  picturing 
fear.  I  haven't  seen  any  one  for  months  before  sail- 
ing who  was  not  afraid  or  to  whom  a  touch  on  the 
elbow  or  the  sound  of  a  footstep  at  night  did  not  bring 
terror."  When  we  think  of  a  world  in  which  we 
should  have  longer  delayed  giving  our  support  to  those 
resisting  the  threat  of  Nazism,  let  us  think  not  only 
of  spiritual  and  mental  stultification  but  let  us  remem- 
ber too  those  hundreds  of  thousands  to  whom  no 
mercy  so  great  could  have  been  given  as  early  death, 
in  comparison  with  the  fate  which  they  were  forced 
to  accept. 
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No,  there  was  no  other  way  and  there  is  no  other 
way  than  undergoing  the  ordeal  of  battle  and  of  ac- 
cepting whatever  the  sacrifices  may  be  that  are  in- 
dispensable for  the  complete  annihilation  of  this  cult 
of  totalitarianism  and  a  complete  neutralization  of 
those  who  profess  it  among  the  peoples  of  the  earth. 
Nothing  constructive  can  be  undertaken  with  any  ex- 
pectation of  success  until  there  have  been  set  up  the 
procedures  by  which  the  exponents  of  this  thesis  of 
German  philosophy  are  denied  all  power  and  all  oppor- 
tunity to  work  their  will.  Without  understanding  of 
the  German  mind  and  how  it  works,  no  intelligent 
peace  can  be  devised.  As  in  the  distant  volcanic  dis- 
turbance is  created  the  origin  of  the  tidal  wave  which 
sweeps  the  ocean,  so  in  the  upheavals  of  the  recent 
past  are  to  be  found  the  origins  of  the  waves  of  the 
future.  God  grant  us  intelligence  and  skill  to  ride 
these  safely.

country;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  House  go  on  record  in  affirma- 
tion of  its  regard  to  the  character  and  service  of 
George  Washington ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  it  reaffirm  its  determination,  within 
its  proper  jurisdiction,  to  maintain  unimpaired,  the 
common  heritage  that  he  bequeathed  to  the  United 
States  and  to  the  world.

Report  of  the  Retirement  Plan  Commission 

The  Honorable  Secretary  of  State  appeared  and  sub 
mitted  the  following  report:

Sir  : 

The  Retirement  Plan  Commission,  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  study  of  the  desirability  of  estab- 
lishing a  retirement  plan  for  State  employees  and  the 
desirability  of  State  participation  in  retirement  plans 
for  other  public  employees,  has  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  its  report. 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions  from  the 
Legislature,  the  Commission  presents  herewith  its 
plan.  Briefly  described,  the  investigation  of  the  Com- 
mission indicates  that  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  the 
taxpayers  of  the  State  as  well  as  of  the  employees  of 
the  State,  that  a  sound  jointly  contributory  retirement 
system  be  adopted  for  general  State  employees.  The 
Commission  has  accordingly  developed  the  provisions 
of  a  retirement  plan  which  it  recommends  for 
adoption.  The  details  of  the  proposed  retirement  plan 
are  presented  in  this  report  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  appropriation  required  of  the  State  to  support 
the  system  as  prepared  by  the  Commission's  actuary. 

Figures  in  the  proposed  act  are  based  on  the  actu- 
arial studies  to  meet  the  requirements  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  act  would  go  into  effect  on  January  1, 
1944. 
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The  Commission  has  considered  the  question  of 
whether  it  would  be  better  to  include  employees  who 
are  now  covered  by  special  retirement  provisions, 
namely,  the  teachers,  the  firemen,  and  policemen  of  the 
State,  in  the  proposed  retirement  system,  or  to  have 
them  continue  under  their  special  acts.  In  this  con- 
nection, the  question  of  the  support  of  their  benefits 
from  local  funds  or  State  funds  arises.  The  Commis- 
sion is  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  make  any  recom- 
mendations with  respect  to  these  questions.  It  feels 
that  they  require  further  study.  The  Commission  so 
recommends  to  the  Legislature.

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had 
passed  the  following  concurrent  resolution,  in  the  pas- 
sage of  which  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Representatives: 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  a  bill  to  create  a  pharmacy  corps  in 
the  United  States  army,  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  definite  need  in  this  war  emer- 
gency for  the  capable  handling  of  drugs,  medicines 
and  pharmaceutical  supplies  which  are  used  in  the 
treatment  of  diseases  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  the 
armed  forces,  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Hottse  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  convened: 

That  the  general  court  of  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire goes  on  record  as  urgently  requesting  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  pass  legislation  without 
delay  to  create  a  pharmacy  corps  in  the  United  States 
army,  and  be  it  further  resolved  that  the  secretary  of 
state  be  directed  to  forward  copies  of  this  resolution 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  Senate,  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States 
army  and  to  the  senators  and  representatives  of  this 
state  in  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Peever  of  Salem  the  House  con- 
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curred  in  the  concurrent  resolution  sent  down  from 
the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had 
passed  a  bill  with  the  following  title,  in  the  passage 
of  which  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of 
Representatives :

Joint  Convention 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Chaplain. 

Brigadier  General  Charles  F.  Bowen  was  presented 
by  the  Speaker  and  he  introduced  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander George  A.  Howard.  Representative  George 
F.  Thibodeau  of  Wolfeboro,  for  enlistment  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy  Reserve  as  a  Lieutenant  Commander,  was  given 
the  oath  by  Lieut.  Commander  Howard. 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  by  both 
branches  of  the  legislature,  the  Speaker  introduced 
Ernest  L.  Bell,  who  addressed  the  convention  as  fol- 
lows: 

Should  Civilians  be  Drafted  for  National  Service? 

My  answer  is  "Yes."  Not  because  I  or  anybody 
else  wants  it  to  be  done,  but  because  the  facts  clearly 
indicate  that  it  must  be  done,  and  now,  if  we  are  to  do 
our  job  and  thereby  keep  faith  with  those  serving  in 
the  Armed  Forces. 
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There  is  no  legal  or  moral  reason  why  we  shouldn't 
be  subject  to  the  same  direction  and  the  same  annoy- 
ance as  that  to  which  young  men  in  uniform  willingly 
submit. 

If  there  is  a  question  of  legality — under  the  Consti- 
tution (Article  I,  Section  8),  the  Congress  has  power 
"To  raise  and  support  armies,"  and  one  of  the  greatest 
reasons  for  drafting  civilians  is  to  give  "full  support" 
to  our  Armed  Forces.  As  former  Chief  Justice  Hughes 
once  wrote,  "The  power  of  Congress  to  wage  war  is 
the  power  to  wage  war  successfully." 

There  can  be  no  moral  question. 

The  broadening  effort  of  the  United  Nations  is 
total  war  demanding  total  industrial  power. 

The  demands  of  war  industries  in  total  war  can  be 
met  only  by  a  sustained,  systematic,  legal  effort  to 
mobilize  all  men  and  women  and  to  place  then  in  the 
employments  where  each  can  take  a  full  share  in  the 
war  production  program. 

The  expansion  of  the  Armed  Forces  is  of  military 
value,  only  to  the  extent  to  which  industry  retains  a 
labor  supply  adequate  not  only  for  the  production  of 
war  materials,  equipment  and  supplies  needed  by  the 
troops,  but  adequate  in  addition  for  the  production  of 
essential  commodities  necessary  for  the  civilian 
population. 

The  difference  between  total  war  and  partial  war  is 
the  use  of  manpower. 

Up  to  now  we  have  had  a  faulty  comprehension  of 
what  total  warfare  means  and  have  not  yet  begun  to 
make  full  use  of  our  manpower. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  legalized,  absolute  control  over 
our  manpower  we  have  so  far  been  fighting  with  one 
hand  tied  behind  our  back.  Differently  from  our 
Allies  we  have  attempted  to  solve  the  manpower 
problem  within  the  framework  of  voluntary  action. 
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and  when  this  failed  we  resorted  to  coercive  man- 
dates. 

The  voluntary  system  failed  because  there  was  no 
law  to  back  it  up.  The  coercive  mandates,  the  in- 
direct sanctions,  the  use  of  threats,  the  distorted  and 
unintended  use  of  the  Selective  Service  and  Training 
Act  have  failed  because  they  are  not  part  of  the  demo- 
cratic custom.  They  are  the  devices  of  dictatorship, 
and  repulsive  to  the  American  people. 

The  issuance  of  the  Forty-eight  Hour  Work  Week 
Order  by  the  President,  and  the  declaration  of  the 
Work  or  Fight  Order  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Man- 
power Commission  admits  two  things.  (1)  That  the 
voluntary  and  coercive  systems  of  mobilizing  man- 
power have  failed,  and  (2)  that  there  exists  in  crucial 
and  essential  industries  and  agriculture  critical  man- 
power shortages. 

Now  is  the  time,  if  it  is  not  too  late,  or  remedy  the 
chaotic  situation  we  now  find  ourselves  in  which  has 
resulted  from  our  efforts  to  meet  this  problem  through 
trial  and  error,  and  from  our  failure  to  squarely  face 
the  issue. 

Let  us  stop  this  orgy  of  wishful  thinking  and  talk- 
ing about  monumental  generalities  and  get  down  to 
facts  because  there  is  now  a  bill  in  Congress  providing 
a  solution  to  this  problem. 

The  Austin-Wadsworth  Bill,  if  enacted,  would  im- 
pose upon  all  men  between  eighteen  and  sixty-five,  and 
all  women  between  eighteen  and  fifty,  who  are  not  in 
the  Armed  Forces,  a  legal  obligation  to  aid  the  war 
effort  in  a  non-combatant  capacity. 

It  makes  provision  for  the  voluntary  spirit  that  to 
the  extent  practicable,  calls  for  volunteers  shall  be 
issued  by  the  President.  In  practice,  volunteers  would 
usually  come  forward  and  few  compulsory  selections 
would  be  necessary. 

To  the  extent,  however,  that  it  becomes  essential  to 
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utilize  the  Selective  Service  process,  the  bill  provides 
that  the  selection  shall  be  made  by  the  local  boards  of 
the  existing  Selective  Service  System.  These  boards 
function  under  the  eyes  of  neighbors  and  have  the 
people's  confidence.  No  selections  could  be  made  by 
any  distant  officials,  not  even  by  the  President  himself. 
No  one  need  fear  that  this  law  would  be  arbitrary  or 
oppressive.  The  Bill  provides  that  it  shall  not  affect 
collective  bargaining,  the  laws  relating  to  maximum 
hours,  minimum  wages,  settlement  of  disputes,  and  the 
like;  and  thus  carefully  safeguards  the  legitimate 
rights  and  privileges  of  organized  labor. 

Senator  Austin  has  prepared  an  amendment  to  be 
offered  which  states  in  substance  that  every  person  as- 
signed to  service,  including  every  accepted  volunteer, 
shall  have  the  right  to  join  any  union  or  organization 
of  employees,  but  no  such  person  shall  be  obligated  to 
join  any  such  union  or  organization  if  he  or  she  shall 
not  freely  choose  so  to  do. 

The  Forty-eight  Hour  Week  Order  will  not  material- 
ly improve  the  manpower  situation.  Government  offi- 
cials have  stated  that  there  exists  no  statistics  showing 
what  the  result  might  be.  They  did,  however,  venture 
the  opinion  that  the  order  might,  if  applied  to  the 
whole  country,  amount  to  the  added  effort  of  one 
million  workers.  But  the  order  does  not  apply  to  the 
entire  country.  It  does  not  apply  to  this  great  city  of 
New  York.  It  applies  only  to  a  small  portion  of  in- 
dustry. Many  crucial  and  essential  industries  were 
working  at  least  forty-eight  hours  a  week,  and  in  many 
cases  more,  before  this  order  was  issued. 

The  Work  or  Fight  Order,  a  distortion  of  the  Selec- 
tive Service  and  Training  Act  of  1940,  will  bear  results 
of  practically  no  consequence.  It  can  operate  only  on 
physically  fit  men  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
thirty-eight.  There  are  in  this  country  22  million  men 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-eight ;  14  mil- 
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lion  of  these  men  are  claimed  to  be  physically  fit;  11 
million  are  wanted  for  the  Armed  Forces.  This  leaves 
3  million  upon  whom  this  order  can  operate.  Further 
shaking  out  of  the  facts  brings  forth  that  it  is  claimed 
out  of  this  3  million  there  are  already  in  essential  in- 
dustries and  agriculture  214  million  men  eligible  for 
Selective  Service  who  will  be  left  there.  This  leaves 
half  a  million  men  on  whom  this  order  can  operate. 
Will  the  Work  or  Fight  Order  materially  help  to  solve 
our  manpower  problem  ?     No. 

There  is  another  reason  why  we  need  a  law  in  order 
to  make  full  use  of  our  manpower  and  womanpower. 
Our  Allies  have  found  that  labor  must  be  mobile  in  or- 
der to  meet  emergencies.  For  example,  workers  are 
needed  in  many  plants  producing  essential  materials. 
This  week  in  a  factory  in  a  certain  city  in  Massachu- 
setts which  is  manufacturing  shells,  it  is  reported  50 
per  cent  of  the  workers  are  going  to  be  laid  off  because 
production  schedules  have  been  exceeded.  These 
workers  will  be  turned  out  onto  the  streets.  Some  of 
them  will  seek  work  elsewhere.  Others  will  hang 
around  doing  nothing.  This  is  a  waste  of  manpower 
and  could  be  eliminated  if  there  existed  proper  legal 
machinery. 

It  is  indicated  that  a  still  greater  distorted  and  un- 
intended use  of  the  Selective  Service  law  will  be  made 
in  the  future;  that  men  drafted  for  military  service 
will  be  furlonged  for  work  in  agriculture,  mining  and 
industry.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  upper  age 
bracket  might  be  raised.  With  such  a  program  in 
mind  danger  lies  ahead.  It  will  weaken  morale,  it 
would  interrupt  military  training,  it  would  split  up 
organizations,  it  would  interfere  with  the  development 
of  fighting  units,  and  might  result  in  the  loss  of 
battles. 

Mr.  McNutt,  Chairman  of  the  War  Manpower  Com- 
mission, once  said,  "I  was  supposed  to  be  a  sort  of 
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National  Judge  of  Manpower,  dealing  with  thousands 
of  juries.  But  I  couldn't  direct  a  verdict  or  set  one 
aside."  Why?  Because  there  is  no  law  to  back  him 
up.  The  Commander  in  Chief's  orders  and  his  orders 
contain  no  penalties  for  failure  to  conform. 

Some  will  say  that  the  enactment  of  a  law  requir- 
ing compulsory  service  is  the  giving  up  of  some  of  our 
freedoms.  They  are  right.  Total  war  necessitates  it. 
In  justice  and  fairness  to  our  fighting  men  we  must 
do  it.  1  would  rather  give  up  all  my  freedoms  than 
live  under  Nazi  or  Japanese  domination.  We  will  only 
give  up  these  freedoms  temporarily.  We  are  no  more 
zealous  of  them,  we  guard  them  no  more  closely  than 
do  our  AUies,  the  peoples  of  New  Zealand,  Australia 
and  Great  Britain,  who  have  unstintingly  given  to 
their  governments  the  legalized  control  of  all  man- 
power and  womanpower.  They  are  no  better  than  we 
are  and  we  are  just  as  strong  and  constant  as  they  are. 

Only  so  long  as  we  have  the  courage  and  the  bold- 
ness of  the  adventurer  in  the  wilderness  we  shall  never 
know  defeat.  Only  so  long  as  we  face  with  confidence 
the  manifold  adjustments  necessary  to  wage  total  war 
shall  we  see  the  way  to  victory.  Only  when  we  en- 
counter these  problems  with  knowledge  and  wisdom, 
combined  with  such  a  passion  for  liberty  that  the 
needed  sacrifices  will  be  gladly  met,  shall  we  win  this 
war  and  preserve  those  freedoms  we  love  so  well.

16.  Burial  Expenses.  Whenever  any  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier  of  the  United  States  army  or  sailor 
or  coast  guard  or  other  person  serving  in  the  navy 
or  marine  corps  in  any  war  in  which  the  United  States 
was  engaged  dies,  and  the  commander  and  adjutant  of 
the  Grand  Army  post  of  which  he  was  a  member,  or 
the  like  officers  of  any  other  war  veterans'  organiza- 
tion to  which  he  belonged,  or  a  majority  of  the  board 
of  selectmen  of  the  town  or  the  mayor  of  the  city  in 
which  such  soldier  or  sailor  died,  if  he  was  not  a  mem- 
ber of  any  such  organization,  shall  certify  under  oath 
to  the  department  of  public  welfare  that  such  soldier 
or  sailor  did  not  leave  sufficient  estate  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  his  funeral,  the  governor  shall  draw  a  war- 
rant in  favor  of  the  commander  of  such  Grand  Army 
post  or  other  commanding  officer,  selectmen  or  mayor, 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  to  defray 
such  burial  expenses.  Within  three  months  from  the 
time  of  burial  of  said  soldier  or  sailor  an  account,  veri- 
fied by  vouchers,  or  the  sums  so  spent  for  said  burial 
expenses  shall  be  sent  to  the  department  of  public 
welfare  by  said  commander,  commanding  officer,  select- 
man, or  mayor.  Whoever  neglects  or  refuses  to  fur- 
nish said  account  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars.

own  purchases  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of 
such  inconsistency,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Amend  chapter  65  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  add- 
ing at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  section:  16. 
City  Purchasing  Departments.  The  city  councils  of 
any  city  shall  have  power  to  establish  an  ordinance 
creating  a  purchasing  department  for  the  city.  The 
administrative  head  of  such  department  shall  be  called 
the  city  purchasing  agent  and  he  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  or 
the  city  council  by  ordinance  may  assign  the  duties 
of  the  city  purchasing  agent  to  an  existing  municipal 
officer.  The  city  purchasing  agent  shall  make  all  pur- 
chases of  materials,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  all 
departments,  officers  and  agencies  of  the  city  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  shall  promulgate  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  city  councils.  In  any  city 
adopting  the  provisions  thereof  all  departments,  offi- 
cers and  agencies  of  the  city  shall  requisition  to  the 
purchasing  agent  for  all  purchases  in  accordance  with 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  purchasing  agent  and  the 
city  treasurer  shall  not  charge  purchases  against  city 
funds  unless  and  until  the  purchase  order  has  been 
approved  by  the  purchasing  agent,  subject  to  such 
exceptions  in  case  of  emergency  as  the  councils  may 
approve  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations. 
The  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  purchasing 
department  shall  include  a  requirement  that  all  pur- 
chases of  an  amount  over  one  hundred  dollars  shall 
be  made  by  competitive  bidding  subject  to  such  excep- 
tions as  the  councils  may  approve.  In  any  city  adopt- 
ing the  provisions  hereof,  any  special  provisions  of  the 
charter  of  said  city  inconsistent  herewith  relative  to 
departments  making  their  own  purchases  are  hereby 
repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

The  board  of  education 
shall  be  composed  of  thirteen  members  elected  as 
herein  provided.  Four  of  said  members  shall  be  elected 
at  large  at  every  general  municipal  election  and  each 
shall  hold  his  office  from  the  first  secular  day  of  Janu- 
ary following  for  the  full  term  of  four  years  and  until 
another  is  elected  and  qualified,  provided  that  at  the 
election  held  in  1943  two  such  members  at  large  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  two  such  mem- 
bers shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  from  the 
first  secular  day  of  January,  1944.  The  remaining 
nine  members  of  the  board  shall  be  elected,  one  from 
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each  ward,  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof  at  every 
general  municipal  election  beginning  at  the  general 
municipal  election  in  1943  and  each  shall  hold  his 
office  from  the  first  secular  day  of  January  following 
his  election  for  a  full  term  of  two  years  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  On  the  first  secular 
day  of  January,  1944,  when  the  members  of  the  board 
of  education  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  have 
qualified,  the  terms  of  office  of  all  members  of  the 
then  board  of  education  shall  expire.

"thereunder"  in  the  fifteenth  line  the  words:  If  a 
veteran  is  totally  disabled  from  service  connection,  he, 
and  the  wife  or  widow  of  such  veteran,  shall  be  ex- 
empt each  year  from  taxation  upon  his  taxable  prop- 
erty to  the  value  of  three  thousand  dollars,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall   read   as   follows:     29. 
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Service  Exemption.  Every  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
who  is  a  resident  of  this  state  and  who  served  for 
thirty  days  or  more  in  any  war  in  which  the  United 
States  has  been  engaged  and  received  an  honorable 
discharge  from  the  service  of  the  United  States  in 
such  war,  and  the  wife  or  widow  of  any  such  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  in  consideration  or  recognition  of 
such  service,  shall  be  exempt  each  year  from  taxation 
upon  his  taxable  property  to  the  value  of  one  thousand 
dollars;  provided  that  before  April  fifteenth  of  each 
year  he  shall  file  with  the  selectmen  or  assessors  his 
application  therefor,  under  oath,  on  blanks  prescribed 
by  the  state  tax  commission,  showing  that  he  and  his 
wife  do  not  own  property,  exclusive  of  any  bona  fide 
encumbrances  thereon,  to  the  value  of  five  thousand 
dollars.  In  case  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall 
satisfy  the  selectmen  or  assessors  that  he  was  pre- 
vented from  filing  said  statement  through  accident, 
mistake  or  misfortune,  said  selectmen  or  assessors 
may  receive  such  statement  at  a  later  date  and  grant 
an  exemption  thereunder.  If  a  veteran  is  totally  dis- 
abled from  service  connection,  he,  and  the  wife  or 
widow  of  such  veteran,  shall  be  exempt  each  year  from 
taxation  upon  his  taxable  property  to  the  value  of 
three  thousand  dollars.  In  case  such  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine  shall  own  taxable  property  in  more  than  one 
town  he  shall  take  his  exemption  first  in  the  town 
where  he  resides.  If  he  does  not  own  one  thousand 
dollars  in  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  town  where 
he  resides,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  take  the  balance  of 
such  exemption  in  any  other  town  in  the  state  where 
he  owns  taxable  property. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  under  the  rules.

Joint  Convention 

Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  by  both 
branches,  the  General  Court  assembled  in  joint  con- 
vention to  listen  to  an  address  by  Mr.  Beardsley  Ruml. 
The  Speaker  introduced  Mr.  Ruml  as  follows: 

Speaker's  Introduction 

In  1789  Benjamin  Franklin  wrote  to  a  friend:  "Our 
Constitution  is  in  actual  operation ;  everything  appears 
to  promise  that  it  will  last,  but  in  this  world  nothing 
is  certain  but  death  and  taxes." 

To  those  of  us  who  have  not  yet  experienced  the 
former,  there  can  be  little  question  as  to  the  imminence 
of  the  latter. 

We  bid  welcome  to  anyone  who  can  suggest  the 
means  to  ameliorate  the  anguish  or  alleviate  the  pains 
attendant  upon  either.  The  Chair  will  not  impose  that 
burden  on  Mr.  Ruml ;  but  with  the  impact  of  new  and 
substantially  increasing  taxation,  old  methods  and 
formulae  have  become  outmoded,  and  Mr.  Ruml  has 
made  the  nation  a  real  contribution  in  suggesting  a 
plan  of  paying  personal  income  taxes,  popularly  known 
as  the  Ruml  Plan. 
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Mr.  Ruml  was  born  in  Iowa  in  1894,  was  graduated 
from  Dartmouth  College  in  1915  and  received  a  Doc- 
tor's degree  at  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1917. 
From  1922  to  1929  he  was  assistant  to  the  President 
of  Carnegie  Corporation  of  New  York,  and  from  1931- 
1933  was  Dean  of  the  Social  Science  Division  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Education  in  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Since  1934  he  has  been  Treasurer  of  R.  H.  Macy  and 
Company,  and  presently  Chairman  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  of  New  York. 

The  Chair  has  the  honor  to  present  to  the  Joint 
Convention  Mr.  Beardsley  Ruml. 

Address 

Mr.  Speaker,  Your  Excellency,  members  of  the  Hon- 
orable Council  and  members  of  the  General  Court : 

Before  proceeding  with  my  address,  I  want  first  to 
express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  General  Court  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  this  opportunity  to 
speak  before  it. 

And  of  course  for  me  it  is  a  special  pleasure  to  come 
back  to  New  Hampshire.  New  Hampshire  has  been 
most  kind  to  me  over  the  years.  When  I  first  came 
east  from  Iowa,  my  destination  was  Hanover,  and  I 
spent  four  very  important  years  of  my  life  as  a  student 
at  Dartmouth  College.  I  have  enjoyed  holidays  at 
Squam  Lake  and  at  Orford  and  at  Jackson.  My  two 
sons  are  graduates  of  Exeter.  And  so  for  these  per- 
sonal reasons  too,  your  invitation  was  both  welcome 
and  irresistible. 

It  is  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  present 
openly  and  for  all  to  hear  the  reasons  why  I  think  the 
Pay-As- You-Go  basis  for  income  taxes  would  be  a  good 
thing  for  our  country,  and  why  I  believe  the  Pay-As- 
You-Go  plan  with  which  I  have  been  associated  is 
right  in  principle  and  wise  in  policy.  Since  there  is 
no  organized  effort  back  of  the  plan,  I  must  wait  for 
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invitations,  such  as  your  own,  and  I  am  all  the  happier 
when  I  am  able  to  accept  them. 

When  I  presented  the  plan  to  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  last  July,  I  concluded  my  testimony  with 
these  words:  "We  believe  that  the  problem  of  tax  debt 
must  be  solved  in  some  manner.  As  I  have  pointed 
out,  the  problem  is  an  intensely  personal  one  affecting 
every  income  tax  payer.  The  suggested  solution 
offered  in  the  Pay-As- You-Go  plan  gives  relief  to  the 
taxpayer  and  yet  does  not  embarrass  the  revenues. 
Whether  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  income-tax 
debt  takes  the  form  suggested  in  the  Pay-As-You-Go 
plan  or  some  other  form  is  not  important;  what  is 
important  is  that  the  problem  should  be  solved." 

I  still  feel  as  I  felt  then.  The  original  plan  has  been 
modified  from  time  to  time  to  meet  criticisms  and  sug- 
gestions. Further  improvements  in  detail  are  no  doubt 
possible,  and  they  are  more  than  welcome.  But  on 
points  of  principle  and  policy  that  seem  to  me  right 
and  wise,  I  shall  stand,  believing  that  the  final  plan  will 
be  better  for  the  country  if  these  points  of  principle 
and  policy  prevail. 

When  I  presented  the  plan,  I  called  it  the  Pay-As- 
You-Go  income  tax  plan.  A  few  days  later  Ernest 
Lindley  called  it  the  Ruml  plan,  and  the  name  stuck. 
I  was  puzzled  as  to  why,  since  at  Macy's  we  would 
never  think  of  attaching  such  a  label  to  any  merchan- 
dise we  really  wanted  to  sell.  So  I  asked  a  newspaper 
man  and  he  explained  it  by  saying  that  headline 
writers  like  four-letter  words — they  fit  so  nicely  into 
limited  space.  Of  course,  the  plan  as  it  stands  today 
is  a  combination  of  the  ideas  of  many  people  and  I 
have  often  thought  of  depersonalyzing  the  plan,  since 
some  feel  that  the  name  causes  unnecessary  resistance 
in  certain  quarters.  But  others  of  my  friends  have 
urged  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
such  a  rush  to  propose  all  sorts  of  so-called  "pay-as- 
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you-go"  plans,  the  name  "Ruml  plan"  should  be  held 
on  to  as  a  way  of  identifying  certain  principles  that 
should  be  basic  to  any  plan.  Since  any  method  that 
conforms  to  these  principles  would  meet  our  needs,  I 
do  feel  that  the  name  should  stand  for  the  principles 
only,  these  being  the  five  principles  on  which  the  origi- 
nal plan  was  conceived : 

1.  Putting  income-tax  payers  on  a  current  basis  by 
changing  the  basis  for  assessing  personal  income  tax. 

2.  Changing  the  basis  for  assessing  personal  in- 
come tax  for  all  taxpayers  alike. 

3.  Eliminating  any  carry  forward  of  income-tax 
debt,  our  taxpayers  to  be  income-tax-debt  free. 

4.  Keeping  the  rates  in  the  transition  period  to 
proper  rates,  however  high,  that  would  be  proper  for 
taxes  on  current  income,  with  no  excessive  doubling 
up  and  no  concealed  capital  levy. 

5.  Adjusting  the  method  of  collection  of  taxes  to 
the  kind  of  income  of  the  taxpayer,  adopting  methods 
that  will  be  both  efficient  for  the  government  and  con- 
venient for  the  taxpayer. 

And  now  to  discuss  the  Pay-As-You-Go  plan  itself. 

In  our  national  effort  in  this  total  war,  the  financial 
and  economic  program,  though  less  spectacular  and 
less  decisive  than  the  military  and  the  diplomatic,  must 
nevertheless  make  its  appropriate  contribution  in  the 
winning  of  victory.  The  Pay-As-You-Go  income  tax 
plan  falls  into  the  class  of  corrective  measures,  which, 
if  adopted,  will  make  it  possible  to  do  other  things 
that  need  to  be  done.  At  the  same  time  it  brings  a 
just  relief  to  millions  who  will  one  day  be  injured 
because  of  our  present  income-tax  procedure. 

When  the  federal  income-tax  bill  was  passed  in  the 
United  States  in  1913,  it  had  one  defect  which  at  the 
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time  seemed  of  no  practical  consequence  but  which 
has  since  come  to  have  the  greatest  importance.  This 
defect  was  that  a  citizen  was  required  to  pay  in  the 
year  1914  a  tax  assessed  on  his  1913  income.  In  this 
way,  we  got  started  on  a  vicious  practice  of  paying 
out  of  one  year's  income  a  tax  on  the  year  that  had 
gone. 

At  that  time  the  defect  was  of  no  practical  conse- 
quence. The  reason  is  that  income-tax  rates  were 
low  and  affected  comparatively  few  people.  In  1913 
the  rates  began  at  1%  and  the  top  (normal  plus  sur- 
tax) was  7%.  Exemption  for  a  single  person  was 
$3,000.  Contrast  this  situation  with  that  which  con- 
fronts us  in  the  Revenue  Act  of  1942. 

The  consequence  of  these  increased  rates  is  that 
the  debt  which  people  owe  to  the  federal  government 
for  tax  on  their  last  year's  income  has  become  a 
national  danger.  Under  our  present  system  this  debt 
will  have  to  be  paid  whether  this  year  they  then  have 
any  income  or  not. 

If  they  die,  this  amount  will  be  taken  from  what- 
ever estate  they  leave.  If  they  lose  their  jobs,  there 
will  be  a  charge  against  what  they  have  saved.  If 
their  earnings  are  less,  the  full  tax  must  be  met  out 
of  the  lower  earnings.  And  practically  all  income-tax 
payers  are  actually  in  debt  continuously  for  about  one 
year's  full  income  tax. 

There  are  two  broad  purposes  for  reforming  our 
historic  income-tax  practice  in  order  to  place  our  in- 
come taxes  on  a  current  basis  and  to  eliminate  the 
accumulated  income-tax  debt.  The  first  purpose  re- 
lates to  the  financing  of  the  war,  to  the  reduction  of 
potentially  inflationary  purchasing  power,  and  to  the 
preservation  of  the  integrity  of  our  income-tax  system 
through  obtaining  the  highest  possible  level  of  collec- 
tions and  the  lowest  possible  level  of  defaults.  The 
second  purpose  springs  from  the  personal  and  humane 
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desirability  of  removing-  from  millions  of  citizens  the 
constant  threat  of  unpaid  tax  debt,  a  debt  imposed 
under  a  faulty  tax  system,  unwittingly  unprovided  for 
by  our  citizens,  a  debt  now  grown  so  large  under  pres- 
ent tax  rates  that  loss  of  current  income  for  any  reason 
by  the  individual  taxpayer  brings  acute  financial  and 
personal  distress. 

The  first  purpose,  that  of  financing-  the  war  and 
maintaining  the  integrity  of  the  income-tax  system, 
appeals  powerfully  to  all  students  of  taxation,  in  and 
out  of  the  government.  They  are  well  aware  that  the 
economic  well-being  of  the  country  will  be  safeguarded 
by  collecting  the  taxes  on  our  rising  1943  income  in 
1943  and  not  a  year  later  in  1944. 

The  second  broad  purpose  for  this  income-tax  reform 
rests  on  personal  and  humane  grounds.  On  the  first 
of  January  under  our  present  system  some  39,000,000 
citizens  were  in  debt  to  the  federal  government  for 
income  tax.  It  is  inevitable  that  every  year,  even  in 
1943,  tens  of  thousands  of  our  taxpayers  will  suffer 
loss  of  income  from  one  or  another  cause.  What  are 
the  reasons  that  might  make  for  lower  current  in- 
come for  the  individual  income-taxpayer?  Men  are 
called  into  the  armed  services,  others  go  into  govern- 
ment work  at  lower  pay,  men  and  women  are  displaced 
from  peace-time  industry  by  war-time  dislocation,  some 
suffer  sickness  and  accident,  others  must  retire  because 
of  advancing  years.  All  of  these  find  that  now  with 
the  new  high  tax  rates  their  income-tax  debt  becomes 
an  intolerable  hardship,  wiping  out  savings  that  have 
been  accumulated  over  the  years.  And  for  the  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  that  have  already  been  injured, 
millions  of  us  are  in  danger,  because  we  are  each 
subject  to  the  same  hazards  and  the  same  inevitable 
loss  of  income. 

I  stress  this  second  reason  for  the  reform,  the  per- 
sonal and  humane  reason,  because  it  tends  to  be  for- 
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gotten  in  discussions  of  taxation.  But  it  is  a  reason 
to  which  the  individual  taxpayer  is  acutely  sensitive. 
The  American  citizen  distinctly  does  not  like  to  have  a 
large  debt,  particularly  a  large  tax  debt,  hanging  over 
him. 

All  these  considerations  force  the  placing  of  income 
taxes  on  a  current  basis  and  at  once. 

It  is  clear  that  the  government  cannot  continue  for 
long  to  be  the  creditor  of  some  39,000,000  taxpayers 
and  their  families  in  debt  for  income  tax,  particularly 
when  there  is  no  question  of  revenue  involved  in  assess- 
ing this  year's  tax  on  this  year's  income  and  getting 
the  whole  country  on  a  current  pay-as-you-go  basis. 

The  pay-as-you-go  income-tax  plan  is  to  be  applied 
to  individuals,  not  to  corporations. 

I  shall  limit  my  discussion  of  the  plan  itself  to  its 
one  principal  feature,  namely,  how  to  get  our  pensonal 
income  taxes  on  a  current  basis  without  paying  two 
years'  taxes  in  one  year. 

The  answer  is  as  simple  as  daylight  saving.  Let  us 
turn  our  tax  clocks  ahead  one  year.  The  taxes  we 
have  paid  last  year  out  of  our  1942  incomes  are  taxes 
assessed  on  our  incomes  received  in  1941.  We  can 
best  solve  the  problem  now  by  recognizing  these  1942 
payments  to  be  taxes  on  1941  as  they  really  are;  and 
by  beginning  1943  by  paying  on  1943,  thereby  drop- 
ping out  the  year  1942  as  a  year  of  assessment  from 
the  tax  calendar  forever. 

/  want  to  stress  particularly  that  the  essence  of  the 
plan  is  making  a  change  in  the  method  of  assessment 
for  personal  income  tax.  That  change  is  to  assess  this 
year's  tax  against  this  year's  income  instead  of  last 
year's  income.  By  this  change  in  method  of  assess- 
ment, the  taxpayers  are  on  a  current  basis  and  accord- 
ingly at  the  same  time  they  are  income-tax-debt  free. 
Much  confusion  has  been  caused  by  referring  to  this 
change  as  the  "forgiving"  of  one  year's  taxes.  "For- 
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giving"  is  a  term  which  I  have  never  used  in  describ- 
ing the  plan.  It  suggests,  and  wrongly,  that  this  year 
the  taxpayer  will  have  a  year  in  which  he  pays  no 
taxes  and  that  the  Treasury  will  have  a  year  in  which 
it  gets  no  revenue.  Nothing  could  be  farther  from  the 
truth.  We  will  avoid  this  error  if  we  think  of  the 
plan  as  a  change  in  the  method  of  assessment,  as  the 
turning  of  the  tax  clock  ahead,  not  as  the  stopping  of 
the  clock. 

The  use  of  the  term  "forgiving"  has  also  caused 
needless  confusion  in  another  way.  The  concept  of 
"forgiving"  has  meaning  only  if  we  recognize  that 
there  is  one  who  "forgives"  and  one  who  is  "forgiven." 
Such  a  concept  in  the  realm  of  taxes  is  foreign  to 
democratic  institutions  and  representative  govern- 
ment. There  is  no  source  from  which  we  can  petition 
or  receive  largesse.  Taxes  are  levied  on  the  people  by 
the  people  acting  through  Congress ;  and,  as  to  amount, 
kind,  and  method  of  assessment,  the  people  acting 
through  Congress  will  determine  from  time  to  time 
what  they  believe  to  be  in  the  common  welfare. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  Treasury's  revenues 
will  actually  be  increased  by  changing  the  basis  of 
assessing  income  tax  to  a  current  basis.  Let  me  ex- 
plain why  the  government  gains  in  this  way. 

First,  notice  that  we  shall  all  go  along  paying  our 
income  taxes  as  we  have  before,  only  they  will  be  on 
a  current  basis.  The  Treasury  will  also  go  along 
getting  its  revenues.  The  only  difference  is  that  when 
a  taxpayer  dies  or  ceases  to  receive  income,  he  will  not 
owe  income  tax  as  he  does  under  the  present  system. 
Reduction  of  tax  payment  by  the  taxpayer  as  a  result 
of  setting  the  tax  clock  ahead  occurs  only  at  some 
future  date,  when  and  as  the  taxpayer's  income  ceases 
or  declines.  The  reduction  is  therefore  spread  over 
the  whole  lifetime  of  the  present  income-tax-paying 
generation,  and  occurs  beneficially  for  each  taxpayer 
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at  the  time  when  his  income  fails.  As  for  the  Treasury, 
the  Treasury  has  never  considered  taxes  receivable  as 
an  asset,  and  accordingly  they  can  be  written  off  the 
balance  sheet  of  the  government  without  the  change 
of  a  single  penny. 

Now,  let  us  take  1943  as  compared  with  1942.  Tax- 
able national  income  in  1943  may  be  expected  to  pro- 
duce more  revenue  at  the  same  rates  than  the  income 
of  1942.  Under  the  Pay-as-You-Go  plan  some  tax- 
payers would  pay  less  in  1943  because  their  income  in 
1943  was  less  than  in  1942,  but  this  will  be  more  than 
offset  by  those  who  pay  more.  Now  it  is  important 
to  notice  that  those  who  pay  more  do  not  pay  more 
than  they  would  otherwise  pay  on  their  1943  income; 
they  only  pay  it  sooner,  in  1943  instead  of  in  1944.  If 
we  project  the  situation  over  a  long  period,  this  tax- 
payer living  whatever  number  of  years  he  does,  pays 
no  more  tax  but  pays  what  he  pays  one  year  sooner. 
In  return  he  is  on  a  current  basis  and  out  of  income- 
tax  debt. 

If  one  accepts  as  axiomatic  that  national  income 
over  a  period  will  rise  and  that  we  have  an  efficient 
withholding  tax,  it  is  evident  either 

(1)  that  the  Treasury  will  have  collected  more 
dollars  under  the  Pay-As- You-Go  system  than  it  would 
under  the  present  system,  both  at  exactly  the  same 
rates,  or 

(2)  that  the  Treasury,  to  collect  the  same  number 
of  dollars  over  the  period  under  the  two  systems, 
would  be  able  to  collect  them  under  Pay-As-You-Go, 
at  lower  rates  than  under  the  present  system. 

So  much  for  the  demonstration,  and  now  to  recon- 
cile the  paradox:  How  can  the  present  taxpayers 
over  the  generation  gain  one  year's  income  taxes  and 
at  the  same  time  the  Treasury  gain  revenue  and  no 
taxpayer  pay  more  than  he  would  otherwise  be  called 
on  to  pay? 
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The  answer  is  to  be  found  by  examining  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Treasury  on  Judgment  Day  when  the  books 
are  finally  closed.  Under  our  present  system  the 
Treasury  would  have  billions  owing  from  the  tax- 
payers. These  would  be  bad  debts  in  any  case.  Since 
the  government  is  not  concerned  about  any  final  loss 
on  Judgment  Day,  the  government  is  able  to  turn  the 
tax  clock  ahead,  make  all  taxpayers  current,  eliminate 
income-tax  debt,  and  do  it  with  increased  revenue  and 
with  no  additional  burden  on  any  taxpayer. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  receipts  already  men- 
tioned the  Treasury  will  gain  revenue  through  better 
tax  collection  methods,  higher  withholding  rates, 
fewer  defaults,  fewer  compromises,  and  through  col- 
lection by  the  estate  tax  of  part  of  what  would  have 
otherwise  been  income  tax. 

I  have  contended  that  as  a  matter  of  principle  when 
we  change  our  basis  of  assessing  income  taxes  we 
should  change  for  all  alike — as  we  turn  the  tax  clock 
ahead  we  should  turn  it  ahead  for  all  and  put  the 
whole  country  on  a  current  basis,  income-tax  debt  free, 
as  of  the  beginning  of  1943. 

Let  me  give  the  reasons  why  I  hold  my  opinion 
favoring  this  principle  of  equal  treatment  of  all  tax- 
payers under  the  plan. 

The  principal  of  equal  treatment  of  all  taxpayers 
under  a  change  in  method  of  assessing  taxes  may  be 
clarified  by  an  example  from  another  field,  taxation  of 
agricultural  land.  Suppose,  in  a  large  state,  the  prac- 
tice had  been  to  levy  taxes  on  the  basis  of  assessed 
value.  Over  a  period  of  years  it  might  have  been  no- 
ticed that,  due  to  variable  weather  conditions,  in  some 
years  one  part  of  the  state  had  good  crops  and  in  other 
years  the  good  crops  were  to  be  found  in  other  parts 
of  the  state.  It  might  then  be  decided  that  it  would 
be  easier  and  fairer  to  levy  taxes  according  to  the  yield 
of  the  land  in  any  given  year  instead  of  on  its  assessed 
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value.  If  such  a  change  were  made,  it  is  unthinkable 
that  we  would  change  to  a  yield  basis  for  small  farms 
and  to  an  assessed  value  basis  for  large.  We  might 
want  to  make  the  levy  on  yield  progressive,  but  we 
should  certainly  make  the  change  in  method  of  assess- 
ing the  tax  the  same  for  all  alike  without  discrimina- 
tion. 

Similarly,  the  Pay-As-You-Go  income  tax  plan,  in 
changing  the  basis  of  assessment  for  income  tax,  pro- 
poses to  give  equal  treatment  for  all  alike  in  every 
bracket  and  start  the  whole  country  income-tax-debt 
free. 

These  are  my  reasons :  For  those  in  the  lower  brack- 
ets, the  plan  will  obviously  have  far-reaching  beneficial 
results  since  unfortunate  circumstances  of  loss  of  in- 
come will  not  be  doubly  unfortunate  because  of  last 
year's  debt. 

For  those  in  the  middle  brackets,  the  plan  will  elimi- 
nate countless  personal  and  family  tragedies,  free 
many  able  citizens  for  public  service,  and  step  up  the 
efficiency  of  American  industry  by  making  possible  the 
retirement  and  pensioning  of  executives  who  are  hold- 
ing on,  largely  to  pay  their  income  tax,  and  never 
catching  up. 

For  those  in  the  upper  brackets,  it  will  make  much 
less  practical  difference  than  might  appear.  First,  be- 
cause like  anybody  else,  as  long  as  they  have  their  in- 
come they  continue  to  pay  their  taxes ;  and,  when  they 
die,  what  otherwise  would  have  been  payable  as  income 
tax  on  the  taxpayer's  previous  year's  income  is  sub- 
ject to  estate  taxes  in  his  highest  brackets. 

In  so  far  as  we  want  more  equality  of  income  and  of 
wealth,  we  can  have  these  through  the  progressive  in- 
come tax  and  the  progressive  estate  tax,  but  we  should 
not  use  this  general  income-tax  reform,  Pay-As-You- 
Go,  unequally  to  accelerate  indirectly  the  impact  of 
progressive  taxation.    Let  us  achieve  such  levelling,  or 
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lack  of  it,  as  we  desire ,  directly  through  legislative 
action  on  measures  explicitly  drawn  to  serve  that  pur- 
pose. If  we  put  some  taxpayers  on  a  current  basis,  we 
should  put  all  on  a  current  basis,  all  income-tax  debt 
free. 

Within  this  principle  of  equal  treatment  I  do  think 
that  it  is  possible,  fairly,  to  make  provision  to  catch 
the  "windfall"  cases,  that  is,  cases  where  an  individu- 
al's income  for  1942  was  much  greater  than  in  the  year 
1941  which  preceded  or  1943  which  follows.  To  catch 
the  most  objectionable  cases,  I  have  made  three  sug- 
gestions. These  provisions  were  not  in  the  original 
plan,  but  I  added  them  to  meet  a  feeling  that,  even 
though  the  number  of  cases  be  few,  it  is  desirable  to 
guard  against  them. 

These  three  provisions  will  ctach  all  of  the  most  ob- 
jectionable "windfall"  cases.  But  even  so,  there  may 
still  be  a  few  remaining.    What  then? 

Much  as  I  dislike  "windfalls",  even  if  they  cannot  be 
entirely  eliminated,  I  am  still  for  the  plan.  Let  us  re- 
member that  the  plan  is  beneficial  to  all  and  harmful 
to  none.  In  all  fairness,  we  should  not  refuse  to  do 
good  for  millions  simply  because  we  will  be  doing  too 
much  good  for  a  few  that  don't  deserve  it. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  particularly  to  the  fact 
that  under  the  plan  no  taxpayer  would  receive  any 
benefit  in  reduction  of  tax  payment  except  until  and  to 
the  extent  that  he  suffered  loss  of  income,  and  then  at 
the  lower  income  he  would  pay  exactly  what  other  tax- 
payers having  the  same  income  would  pay. 

Plans  have  been  brought  forth  which  seek  to  impose 
double  taxation,  that  is,  the  payment  of  two  years' 
taxes  in  one,  on  millions  of  citizens  and  which  propose 
to  carry  forward  for  years  the  debt  these  taxpayers 
owe  for  taxes  based  on  their  1942  income.  All  such 
plans  are  highly  objectionable. 

Is  it  wise  policy  to  carry  forward  to  the  future  the 
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1942  tax  assessments  for  some  of  the  taxpayers,  or,  to 
put  it  in  another  way,  is  it  wise  policy  to  use  the  assess- 
ments on  1942  personal  income  as  a  basis  for  collecting 
revenue  in  the  few  years  ahead,  revenue  over  and 
above  the  assessments  on  current  personal  income  for 
current  income  tax,  and  limited  in  application  to  some 
4,000,000  taxpayers  whose  incomes  fall  above  the  low- 
est brackets? 

These  are  my  reasons  for  believing  that  such  a  policy 
is  unwise. 

First,  the  policy  is  contrary  to  what  seems  to  me  to 
be  right  principle,  that  is,  of  giving  equal  treatment  to 
all  taxpayers  under  a  change  in  method  of  assessing 
taxes.  Wise  policy  cannot  be  founded  on  wrong  prin- 
ciples; the  result  is  sure  to  be  uncertainty,  disunity, 
conflict,  and  lack  of  faith  in  the  good  faith  of  govern- 
ment. 

Second,  the  policy  violates  the  principle  of  taxation 
according  to  ability  to  pay.  A  taxpayer's  income  of 
1942  is  certainly  no  measure  of  ability  to  pay  in  1944 
or  1945.  His  ability  may  be  greater  or  it  may  be  very 
much  less.  The  carry-over  of  the  so-called  liabilities 
for  1942  is  only  a  polite  way  of  increasing  indirectly 
the  assessments  in  future  years  on  income-tax  payers. 
What  the  method  gains  in  politeness,  it  loses  in  crude 
inexactness  and  unequal  burden  in  relation  to  ability 
to  pay. 

Third,  the  policy  will  impose  an  intolerable  burden 
of  double  taxation,  and  will  actually  result  in  pay- 
ments to  the  government  in  excess  of  total  income  in 
the  higher  brackets.  I  feel  that  the  imposition  of  such 
burdens  on  income  should  come  only  after  the  most 
open  discussion  and  by  the  enactment  of  specific  rates ; 
not  as  an  incident  in  a  program  of  tax  reform. 

Fourth,  the  policy  suggested  by  the  Treasury  would 
leave  a  very  large  number  of  taxpayers  with  a  large 
income-tax  debt  outstanding,  a  debt  which  they  would 
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feel  had  been  improperly  levied  on  a  discriminatory- 
basis.  These  taxpayers  will  persistently  seek  to  re- 
dress what  will  be  considered  a  just  grievance.  It 
will  introduce  what  I  feel  can  be  conservatively  termed 
an  unwholesome  factor  in  American  life  until  it  is  at 
last  removed. 

One  criticism  of  the  plan  that  has  been  made  by 
some  stems  from  a  feeling  that  somehow  it  is  wrong 
to  cancel  a  debt.  These  critics  would  like  to  get  on 
a  pay-as-you-go  basis  in  1943,  but  retain  the  tax 
liability  for  1942  as  well,  although  they  recognize  that 
it  must  be  deferred  or  spread  over  many  years.  The 
effect  of  all  such  proposals  is  to  complicate  the  prob- 
lem, to  leave  a  disagreeable  debt  overhanging  millions 
of  taxpayers — a  debt  that  would  be  a  perpetual  foot- 
ball of  politics — and  to  increase  beyond  the  will  of 
Congress,  as  expressed  in  legislated  income-tax  rates, 
the  burden  of  payments  to  the  federal  government 
assessed  on  the  individual  taxpayer. 

The  feeling  that  it  is  somehow  wrong  to  cancel  a 
debt  runs  very  deep  and  it  is  respected  in  quarters 
where  the  feeling  itself  is  not  shared.  It  is  not  easy 
to  find  the  reason.  Certainly  it  is  a  common  practice, 
as  evidenced  by  the  experience  of  banks  and  other 
commercial  institutions,  to  recognize  debtor-creditor 
relations  without  prejudice,  upon  the  initiative  of 
either  party,  whenever  it  becomes  necessary  in  fur- 
thering the  best  continuing  interests  of  both.  Removal 
of  debt  liabilities  in  this  way  is  considered  a  means  of 
preserving  the  integrity  of  the  relationship  and  a 
recognition  of  joint  interest  in  a  future  welfare.  It 
avoids  the  deceit  and  bitterness  characteristic  of  eva- 
sion and  default. 

Certainly  the  cancelling  of  debt  in  order  to  further 
the  welfare  of  all  concerned  has  had  the  high  approval 
of  age-old  moral  authorities. 

There  is  also  a  special  reason  why  the  liabilities 
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which  have  arisen  under  our  income-tax  procedure 
may  properly  be  set  aside  as  I  have  suggested.  These 
liabilities  are  not  debts  such  as  those  which  arise 
in  the  exchange  of  money,  property,  or  services  be- 
tween private  individuals.  They  cannot  be  removed 
by  bankruptcy  proceedings.  On  the  contrary,  they 
are  the  result  of  unilaterally  imposed  levy  by  a  legis- 
lative body  under  a  traditional  practice  of  assessment 
recognized  by  all  to  be  defective.  This  practice  was 
in  fact  so  defective  that  in  1942  not  only  was  the 
income-tax  debt  itself  so  imposed,  but  the  amount  of 
the  debt  was  not  established  until  October  21,  1942, 
nearly  ten  months  after  the  taxable  year  began. 

There  would,  therefore,  appear  to  be  neither  practi- 
cal nor  ethical  grounds  of  a  general  character  for  not 
changing  the  basis  of  assessment  of  income  tax  and 
removing  the  old  income-tax  liability  if  that  seems 
the  best  way  of  solving  our  problem.  Moreover,  in 
view  of  the  defect  and  delay  in  our  income-tax  law 
there  is  sound  and  just  reason  why  the  correction 
should  now  be  made. 

The  question  is  sometimes  raised  as  to  the  effect 
of  the  plan  on  inflation.  The  only  persons  who  would 
have  more  cash  on  hand  under  the  plan  are  the  few 
who  have  accrued  their  income  taxes  and  who  hold 
them  in  liquid  form.  These  are  few  indeed  and  they 
are  not  spendthrifts.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  observation  that  the  American  people 
will  not  spend  their  savings,  or  their  War  Bond  pur- 
chases when  they  have  once  been  acquired,  except 
under  conditions  of  real  economic  pressure.  Striking 
evidence  of  this  is  found  in  the  familiar  Christmas 
Savings  Clubs,  where  money  is  purposefully  saved  to 
buy  Christmas  presents;  and  yet  when  the  time  for 
expenditure  comes,  under  all  the  pressure  of  the 
holiday  season,  and  in  spite  of  the  identification  of  the 
savings   with   the   season,   only   30   per   cent   of  the 
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Christmas  Club  resources  are  actually  spent  for  con- 
sumer purchases.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  since  the  Pay- 
As- You-Go  plan  will  make  withholding  taxes  possible 
at  a  high  level,  and  since  we  will  then  be  collecting 
for  1943  in  1943,  the  total  effect  will  be  anti-inflation- 
ary rather  than  otherwise. 

One  final  point  on  the  methods  of  collecting  income 
tax:  I  believe  that  with  the  mechanism  of  the  Victory 
Tax  all  set  up,  we  should  aim  at  April  1  as  the  date 
for  starting  our  higher  withholding  tax  on  salaries  and 
wages.  I  also  believe  that  much  higher  withholding 
rates  than  those  suggested  are  entirely  possible  where 
higher  rates  apply.  I  feel  sure  that  as  nearly  com- 
plete withholding  as  possible  will  be  welcomed  by  the 
taxpayers  in  these  brackets,  because  I  think  it  is  clear 
that  our  taxpayers  want  to  be  on  a  current  basis  for 
their  income  tax — all  income-tax-debt  free. 

For  other  classes  of  income,  I  believe  we  should 
adapt  our  methods  to  the  kinds  of  income.  Doctors, 
lawyers,  and  contractors  might  be  on  a  quarterly  basis 
as  at  present.  Farmers  might  make  their  payments 
twice  a  year,  say  in  September  and  November,  or 
whenever  the  cash  comes  in.  In  every  case,  our  ob- 
jective should  be  to  make  our  method  of  collection  as 
efficient  and  as  convenient  as  possible  for  the  tax- 
payer, geared  to  the  time  and  amount  of  his  income, 
so  that  as  far  as  practical  whenever  he  makes  a  pay- 
ment, he  is  paid  up  in  his  income  tax  and  not  a  year 
behind,  as  he  is  today. 

Broadly  speaking,  what  will  the  plan  accomplish  ? 

The  Pay-As-You-Go  income  tax  plan  is  a  three-way 
plan. 

First  of  all,  it  is  a  plan  that  will  relieve  thousands 
of  citizens  from  hardship  and  distress  arising  from 
income-tax  debt,  and  that  will  bring  peace  of  mind  to 
millions  more  who  are  in  income-tax-debt  danger. 

Second,  it  is  a  method  for  clearing  the  decks  for  an 
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all-out  war-financing  program.  If  we  can  all  be  free 
of  income-tax  debt,  we  can  start  on  a  pay-as-you-go 
basis  and  stay  there.  If  we  need  high  withholding 
taxes  we  can  have  them  if  we  need  to  supplement 
voluntary  savings  with  compulsory  savings,  we  can  do 
that  too.  But  whatever  is  called  for,  it  would  be  paid 
out  of  the  current  year's  income  as  an  assessment  on 
the  same  year's  income.  We  would  not  be  paying  for 
dead  horses  while  we  are  fighting  a  war. 

In  the  third  place,  the  Pay-As- You-Go  income  tax 
plan  is  the  best  kind  of  financial  planning  for  the  post- 
war period.  Our  policies  can  then  be  forward  looking, 
not  backward  looking.  We  will  not  be  trying  to  collect 
income  taxes  from  people  who  are  unemployed.  We 
will  not  have  a  spending  spree  in  the  first  little  boom- 
let,  financed  on  unpaid  taxes,  and  then  a  tax-debt  head- 
ache if  incomes  should  drop  off  for  a  year  or  so. 

The  chances  of  getting  the  new  year  1943  on  a  pay- 
as-you-go  basis  seem  to  me  to  be  distinctly  good.  In- 
come-tax payers  want  to  pay  their  taxes  on  a  current 
basis,  they  want  to  be  free  of  income-tax  debt  and  they 
know  it  can  be  done  without  hurting  the  Treasury  and 
without  paying  two  years'  taxes  in  one.  The  tax- 
payers know  that  Pay-As- You-Go  solves  the  problem 
simply  and  fairly  by  changing  the  method  of  assess- 
ment and  skipping  an  income-tax  year.  They  know 
the  whole  trouble  was  caused  by  a  basic  defect  in  our 
income-tax  law  which  has  existed  from  the  beginning, 
that  of  paying  a  tax  on  last  year's  income  out  of  thu 
year's  receipts. 

This  defect  was  not  their  fault  and  they  know  it. 
They  want  it  corrected  and  they  want  to  be  on  a  pay- 
as-you-go  basis  in  1943. 

Each  of  us  will  be  better  able  to  meet  the  present 
and  to  attack  whatever  the  future  has  in  store  for  us 
if  we  are  paid  up  in  our  income  tax  and,  being  out  of 
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income-tax  debt,  we  can  pay-as-we-go  out  of  what  we 
earn.

Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent 
the  selectmen  of  any  town  from  adopting  by-laws  and 
ordinances  permitting  and  regulating  retail  business, 
plays,  games,  sports,  and  exhibitions  on  the  Lord's 
Day,  provided  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  are  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  present 
and  voting  at  the  next  regular  election.  But  no  such 
by-laws  or  ordinances  shall  permit  public  dancing, 
horse  racing,  or  prize  fights  at  any  time  on  the  Lord's

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any  games,  sports,  or  exhibitions  of  physical  skill  at 
which  admission  is  charged  or  donations  accepted,  to 
be  held  earlier  than  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  the 
opening  of  theatrical  or  vaudeville  performances  or  mo- 
tion pictures  earlier  than  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
Provided,  however  that  in  municipalities  where  motion 
pictures  are  exhibited  on  Sunday,  ten  per  cent  of  the 
proceeds  shall  be  turned  over  to  said  municipalities  for 
the  purchase  of  war  bonds.

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  Clerk 
announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  with 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bills,  sent  up  from  the  House  of 
Representatives : 

House  Bill  No.  285,  An  act  enabling  the  state  to 
make  loans  to  protect  the  separate  account  for  the 
payment  of  bonds  for  highway  construction  and  the 
separate  account  for  the  payment  of  bonds  of  the 
aerial  tramway  commission.

Amend  the  title  by  striking  out  the  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

An  Act  relative  to  house  boats  in  Squam  Lake. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  same  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Squam  Lake.  No  person  shall  at  any  time,  place 
in  or  upon,  or  use,  or  operate  upon,  Squam  Lake  any 
house  boat.

Amend  section  22  of 
chapter  348  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  the 
words  "eight  hundred"  in  the  third  line  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words,  one  thousand  three  hun-

Concurrent  Resolution 

A  Joint  Memorial 

Protesting  Favoritism  for  Youth  of  Japanese  Extrac- 
tion, in  the  Advantages  of  Higher  Education. 

To  the  President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States : 

Your  memorialists  respectfully  represent: 

Upon  the  shoulders  of  American  boys,  eighteen  years 
of  age  or  over,  has  been  placed  the  responsibility  of 
forming  a  part  of  the  armed  forces  engaged  in  the 
present  titanic  struggle  for  world  liberty.  They  are 
proud  to  accept  this  responsibility,  and  their  parents 
and  loved  ones  are  proud  to  share  it  with  them. 

Apart  from  the  physical  aspects  of  the  sacrifice  our 
younger  men  are  thus  called  upon  to  make,  is  the  mat- 
ter of  their  education.  It  is  a  serious  and  momentous 
thing,  to  them  and  to  their  country,  to  interrupt,  per- 
haps to  prevent,  their  academic  and  professional  train- 
ing. This,  of  course,  was  well  understood  when  the 
policy  was  considered  of  including  teen  age  men  in  the 
draft,  and  was  waived  only  from  necessity. 

However,  it  now  appears  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
War  Relocation  Authority  of  the  United  States  to  ac- 
cord eligibility  to  some  twenty-five  hundred  young 
Japanese-American  students,  located  in  war  relocation 
centers,  to  leave  such  centers  and  enter  any  of  a  large 
number  of  colleges  and  universities — in  other  words,  to 
accord  the  privileges  of  higher  education  to  a  group 
of  young  people,  citizens  by  virtue  of  their  birth  in 
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this  country,  whose  loyalty  and  patriotism  are  rendered 
doubtful  because  of  their  racial  extraction,  thereby  un- 
fitting them  to  be  soldiers,  while  denying  a  similar 
opportunity  to  our  own  young  men  of  unquestioned 
loyalty. 

That  these  Japanese-American  young  men  will  pay 
their  own  way  is  no  justification  for  such  discrimina- 
tion. Our  young  men  also  pay  their  way,  and  it  is  to 
the  credit  of  American  courage  and  determination  that 
many  of  them  pay  their  way  under  the  most  difficult 
circumstances. 

It  is  admitted  that  practically  all  of  the  Japanese- 
Americans  to  whom  higher  education  is  to  be  afforded 
are  physically  fit  and  capable  of  performing  services 
which  would  be  useful  to  the  war  effort,  where  their 
patriotism  might  be  demonstrated  without  placing 
them  in  a  position  where  possible  disloyalty  might  be 
perilous. 

Wherefore  your  memorialists,  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  urgently  request : 

1.  That  steps  be  taken,  through  executive  inter- 
vention or  order,  or  by  means  of  legislation  if  neces- 
sary, to  prevent  according  to  Japanese-American 
youths  the  privilege  of  leaving  concentration  centers 
and  securing  an  education  in  American  colleges  and 
universities  while  the  same  privilege  is  denied  to  loyal 
American  young  men  called  to  military  service. 

2.  That  no  discrimination  be  shown  in  the  matter 
of  educational  advantages,  between  America's  young 
citizens,  of  whatever  race  or  nationally — in  short, 
while  young  men  of  undoubted  loyalty  and  Caucasian 
extraction  are  required  to  serve  in  the  armed  forces, 
that  these  young  men  of  Japanese  ancestry  and  less 
certain  loyalty  be  given  opportunity  to  serve  the  war 
effort  in  ways  in  which  their  racial  extraction  will 
prove  no  impediment. 
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3.  That  if  any  Japanese- American  youths  have  al- 
ready been  given  the  privilege  of  attending  colleges 
and  universities,  they  be  returned  to  their  relocation 
camps. 

The  concurrent  resolution  was  read  a  first  and  second 
time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

Communication 

The  following  letter  was  read  by  the  Speaker: 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and   House    of   Represent- 
atives : 

In  accordance  with  an  agreement  reached  with  the 
Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
a  conference  on  February  19,  there  is  herewith  trans- 
mitted the  report  on  Public  Recreation  in  New  Hamp- 
shire prepared  by  the  Planning  and  Development 
Commission  at  the  request  of  His  Excellency,  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  report  is  the  result  of  four  years  of  study  and 
research  into  the  history  of  recreation  in  the  State,  the 
development  of  public  recreational  facilities  on  state 
and  federal  areas,  and  the  administration  and  financing 
of  these  facilities.  The  study  was  conducted  in  coop- 
eration with  the  National  Park  Service  and  several 
state  agencies.  It  resulted  in  a  systematic  plan  for  the 
development  of  public  recreation  areas  in  New  Hamp- 
shire which  was  reviewed  by  a  number  of  people  who 
possess  interest  and  competence  in  the  field  of  recrea- 
tion.   That  plan  is  incorporated  in  the  report. 

If  adopted,  the  proposed  plan  will  co-ordinate  the 
efforts  of  the  many  agencies  which  now  have  a  hand 
in  the  State's  recreational  interests.  It  will  reduce  the 
costs  of  operating  recreation  areas  by  increasing  their 
use  and  the  income  derived  therefrom.  It  will  provide 
greater  services  for  all  people  in  the  State  whether 
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they  are  permanent  residents  or  vacation  visitors. 
Finally,  it  will  form  a  foundation  for  an  eventful  pro- 
gram of  conservation  which  will  embrace  a  wider  field 
than  is  now  envisaged. 

The  report  is  transmitted  for  reference  to  such 
committees  as  may  seem  appropriate  and  for  such  dis- 
position as  may  please  the  General  Court.  Copies  of 
the  report  are  available  for  members  of  the  General 
Court  upon  request.

Severally  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent  to 
the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Dugas  of  Berlin,  at  1:48  o'clock, 
the  House  adjourned.

To  the  Governor  and  Council: 

Due  to  prevailing  conditions,  the  Committee  appoint- 
ed under  Chapter  236  of  the  Laws  of  1941  to  investi- 
gate the  advisability  of  erecting  a  State  Exhibition 
and  Convention  Building,  recommends  that  no  consid- 
eration be  given  to  the  erection  of  such  a  building 
during  the  next  biennium. 

At  the  request  of  this  Committee,  an  investigation 
was  made  by  the  State  Planning  and  Development 
Commission,  as  to  what  organizations  would  be  inter- 
ested in  such  a  building  and  as  to  what  use  might  be 
made  of  the  building  by  them.  Copy  of  the  report  of 
this  investigation  is  hereby  attached.  It  is  evident 
from  this  report,  that  there  are  some  organizations 
which  could  use  such  a  building  to  advantage. 

This  Committee  recommends  that  when  we  return 
to  normal  conditions,  further  study  be  made  as  to  the 
advisability  and  need  for  such  a  structure,  and  that  a 
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new  committee  be  authorized  by  the  Legislature  to 
continue  this  study.

A   Report  by   the   State  Planning  and  Development 

Commission  to  the  Committee  Appointed  to  Inves- 

gate   the   Advisability   of   Erecting  a   State 

Exhibition  and  Convention  Building. 

February  1,  1943 

The  following  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  a  request  made  by  Mr.  Heald,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council  to 
investigate  the  advisability  of  erecting  an  exhibition 
and  convention  building  within  the  State.  The  law 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  the  committee  was 
enacted  by  the  1941  Legislature,  and  is  as  follows: 

"Joint  Resolution  Authorizing  the  Appointment  of  a 
Committee  to  Investigate  the  Advisability  of  Erecting 
Within  the  State  an  Exhibition  and  Convention  Build- 
ing. 

"Whereas,  the  exhibition  of  the  products  of  agricul- 
ture, industry,  commerce  and  the  arts  for  the  education 
and  improvement  of  the  people  of  the  state  is  essential 
to  the  state's  progress  and 

"Whereas,  the  convening  from  time  to  time  of  the 
people  of  the  state  for  the  study  of  their  common  in- 
terests is  essential  to  their  progress  and  that  of  the 
state  and 

"Wherecbs,  there  is  no  suitable  building  of  sufficient 
size  available  in  the  state  for  such  purposes  and 
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"Whereas,  the  lack  of  such  an  exhibition  and  con- 
vention building  has  made  it  necessary  to  cancel  for  an 
indefinite  period  in  the  future  a  New  Hampshire  agri- 
cultural exhibition,  of  a  type  unsurpassed  in  the 
nation ;  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  convened: 

"That  the  governor  and  council  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  to  appoint  a  special  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers to  investigate  the  advisability  of  erecting  at  a 
suitable  place  within  the  state  an  adequate  convention 
and  exhibition  building.  Said  committee  shall  make  a 
report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  gov- 
ernor on  or  before  December  1,  1942,  to  be  by  him  pre- 
sented to  the  1943  Legislature. 

"(Approved  May  20,  1941)." 

Other  members  of  the  committee  are  J.  Ralph  Gra- 
ham of  Boscawen,  Joel  S.  Daniels  of  Manchester,  John 
Stanley  of  Concord,  and  Ernest  Campbell  of  Gonic. 

In  an  effort  to  secure  a  cross-section  of  the  reaction 
of  various  departments  and  organizations  to  the  idea 
of  a  state  building,  the  Commission  contacted  78  differ- 
ent departments  and  organizations.  Sixty-six  form 
letters  were  mailed  out,  of  which  46  were  returned  with 
the  requested  information.  These,  in  addition  to  infor- 
mation secured  by  telephone  from  13  other  organiza- 
tions and  departments,  furnish  a  fair  indication  of  the 
reaction  toward  such  a  project.

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As  indicated  by  the  above,  the  response  was  not  over- 
enthusiastic.  One  of  the  main  reasons  for  this  is  no 
doubt  the  fact  that  it  is  not  an  opportune  time  to  bring 
up  the  proposed  project.  In  fact,  some  of  the  ques- 
tionnaires were  returned  with  such  comments  as:  "1 
think  the  consideration  of  erecting  any  more  public 
buildings  is  inadvisable  until  after  the  War  is  over": 
*'We  scarcely  believe  under  present  transportation  diffi- 
culties and  need  for  critical  materials,  that  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war  is  the  time  for  the  construction  of  a 
building  such  as  this":  "It  would  seem  most  wise 
under  present  conditions  to  devote  time  and  effort  to 
furtherance  of  war  effort  and  postpone  action  to 
future  date :"  "In  view  of  world  conditions  I  consider 
this  questionnaire  very  ill-timed."  Judging  from  these 
and  other  similar  comments,  it  would  seem  that  the 
reaction  might  have  been  different  if  it  had  been 
clearly  indicated  on  the  questionnaire  that  the  build- 
ing would  be  a  post-war  project. 

Other  reasons  for  the  comparatively  small  amount  of 
interest  shown  were:  (1)  many  organizations  were  too 
small  ever  to  need  any  sizable  convention  quarters; 
however,  some  of  these  indicated  that  they  might  be 
interested  if  facilities  were  provided  for  small  group 
meetings.  The  New  Hampshire  Turkey  Growers'  As- 
sociation commented  that  there  was  a  "pressing  need 
for  small  conference  rooms  that  would  seat  50  to  100 
people."  (2)  Some  organizations  prefer  to  rotate  their 
meetings  throughout  the  State  in  order  to  give  more 
people  an  opportunity  to  attend.  (3)  Some  organiza- 
tions prefer  to  hold  their  conventions  and  meetings  in 
places  where  rooming,  eating,  and  recreational  facilities 
are  all  provided,  e.  g.,  in  hotels. 

There  were  a  few  organizations,  however,  that  ex- 
pressed considerable  enthusiasm  for  the  building. 
These  were  the  New  Hampshire  Veterinary  Medical 
Association,  whose  comment  was :  "A  good  idea — should 
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have  a  building  somewhere  near  center  of  state  and 
near  hotel  facilities;"  the  American  Red  Cross,  indi- 
cating that  their  convention  attendance  had  increased 
to  600  people,  commented,  "I  think  a  convention  hall  in 
State  Capitol  is  badly  needed;"  New  Hampshire  Fed- 
eration of  Garden  Clubs ;  New  Hampshire  Farm  Bureau 
Federation,  who  commented,  "If  a  state  convention 
building  were  available  we  would  be  able  to  hold  a  type 
of  meeting  and  exhibition  which  is  needed  by  our  or- 
ganization and  which  we  are  unable  to  stage  at  pres- 
ent;" New  Hampshire  Guernsey  Breeders  Association: 
"To  my  mind  this  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  achieve- 
ments we  could  aim  for.  It  would  fill  a  long  time  need 
and  induce  more  people  to  visit  New  Hampshire,  After 
visiting  the  Pennsylvania  winter  farm  show  one  won- 
ders why  we  have  put  off  building  this  for  so  long.  If 
there  is  anything  we  can  do  to  help  along  this  good 
work  we  will  be  only  too  glad  to  lend  a  helping  hand. 
Please  feel  free  to  call  on  us  at  any  time."  The  High- 
way Department  indicates  that,  in  normal  times,  they 
would  find  such  a  building  of  great  value  both  for 
exhibitions  and  conventions. 

The  New  Hampshire  Poultry  Growers'  Association  is 
particularly  interested  in  such  a  building  for  their  Egg 
and  Baby  Chick  Show.  It  should  be  mentioned  here 
that  the  idea  of  a  state  exhibition  and  convention  build- 
ing originated  with  this  organization.  According  to 
information  received  from  Mr.  Campbell,  President, 
and  Mr.  Bradley,  Secretary  of  the  Association,  the  Egg 
and  Baby  Chick  Show  had  to  be  discontinued  for  lack 
of  a  place  to  hold  it.  Because  of  their  particular  in- 
terest in  such  a  building,  both  these  members  of  the 
Association  feel  that  their  organization  should  be 
allowed  to  have  a  part  in  the  planning  of  the  building 
if  one  is  erected. 

Mr.  Stevens,  Director  of  the  Extension  Service,  men- 
tions the  value  of  a  state  building  for  fruit  shows,  and 
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also  the  development  of  "competitions  on  a  state  basis 
of  cultural  events  along  the  lines  of  the  Welsh  Eistedd- 
fod." His  conclusion  is,  however:  "On  the  whole  I  am 
a  little  doubtful  as  to  whether  there  would  be  enough 
volume  of  use  for  a  special  building  of  this  type." 

The  following  conclusions  might  be  drawn  from  this 
survey : 

(1)  Under  present  world  conditions,  it  will  probably 
be  difficult  to  arouse  any  great  enthusiasm  for  this 
project.  If  anything  further  is  done  by  way  of  a  sur- 
vey or  study,  it  should  be  clearly  indicated  that  erection 
of  such  a  building  would  be  a  post  war  project  and  that 
no  expenditure  of  funds  for  such  a  purpose  will  be 
made  during  the  present  emergency. 

(2)  Such  a  building,  if  erected,  would  probably  have 
its  greatest  use  among  agricultural  groups. 

(3)  The  type  of  building  erected  would  influence  the 
extent  of  its  use.  For  example,  the  Public  Library 
Commission  indicated  that  they  might  use  the  building 
for  their  Library  Institute,  provided  suitable  classroom 
space  were  provided.  The  amount  of  provision  for 
small  group  meetings  would  also  doubtless  influence  the 
extent  of  use. 

(4)  Although  no  mention  was  made  in  the  question- 
naire of  the  possible  location  of  the  building,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  would  likewise  have  an  effect  on  the 
amount  of  use.  It  is  particularly  important  that  it  be 
located  in  a  place  where  there  are  adequate  rooming 
and  eating  facilities,  as  well  as  adequate  transporta- 
tion facilities.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  Corson  of  Derry,  for  the  Committee  on  Towns 
and  Counties,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  289, 
An  act  authorizing  towns  to  make  by-laws  relating  to 
licensing  taxicabs,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  same  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Town  By-Laws.  Amend  chapter  51  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  by  inserting  after  section  32  the  following 
new  section :  32-a.  Taxicabs.  Towns  within  which  any 
taxicabs,  or  other  motor  vehicles  performing  a  bona 
fide  taxicab  service,  having  a  manufacturers  rated  ca- 
pacity of  not  more  than  seven  passengers,  shall  be 
operated  shall  have  the  power  to  make  by-laws  relating

Mrs.  Bixby  of  Berlin,  for  the  Committee  on  Liquor 
Laws,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  277,  An 
act  relative  to  referendum  vote  on  sale  of  spirituous 
liquor  and  beverages,  reported  the  same  with  the  fol- 
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lowing  amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

of  1944,  unless  and  until  changed  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  43-b. 

43-b.  Petition.  Upon  petition  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  of  any  city  or  town 
which  has  voted  the  approval  of  question  (c),  as  pro- 
vided in  section  43-a,  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state

Amend  section  27  of 
chapter  289  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following:  When  the  commission  has  given 
its  approval  of  such  an  assignment  or  transfer,  or  of 
a  contract  or  agreement  relating-  thereto,  and  upon  the 
execution  of  appropriate  instruments  of  assig-nment  or 
transfer,  the  assigneee  or  transferee  thereunder  shall 
with  the  approval  of  the  commission  be  vested  with  all 
the  rights  and  franchises  of  the  assig-nor  or  transferor 
and  subject  to  all  its  duties  and  oblig-ations,  except  such 
duties  and  obligations  as  the  commission  may  after 
hearing  and  by  order  find  that  compliance  is  no  longer 
reasonably  required  in  the  public  interest.  Any  holder 
of  the  capital  stock  of  such  assignor  or  transferor  cor- 
poration who  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  any  such  trans- 
action shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  all  statutes 
regulating,  protecting  and  determining  the  rights  of  a 
dissenting  stockholder  of  a  railroad  in  the  case  of  a

commission  may  after  hearing  and  by  order  find  that 
compliance  is  no  longer  reasonably  required  in  the 
public  interest.  Any  holder  of  the  capital  stock  of 
such  assignor  or  transferor  corporation  who  shall  feel 
aggrieved  by  any  such  transaction  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  all  statutes  regulating,  protecting,  and 
determining  the  rights  of  a  dissenting  stockholder  of 
a  railroad  in  the  case  of  a  lease  or  union  with  another 
railroad,  and  the  rights  of  any  stockholder  of  such 
corporation  dissenting  from  such  assignment,  transfer, 
contract  or  agreement,  approved  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
regulated,  protected  and  determined  by  such  statutes. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading, 

Mr.  Wiggin  of  Manchester,  for  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  293, 
An  act  relating  to  acknowledgment  of  written  instru- 
ments and  to  make  uniform  the  law  with  relation 
thereto,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ments, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  3  of  said  bill  by  inserting  in  para- 
graph (d)  after  the  word  "commissioner"  the  words, 
or  register,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows :

(d)   a  commissioner  or  register  of  deeds. 
Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  after  section  7 
the  following  new  section:

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Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Classification  Plan.  The  governor  and  council 
shall  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  act  determine  and  establish  a  plan  for  the  classi- 
fication  of  salaries  and  positions  for  persons  in  the 
state  service  other  than  (a)  those  elected  by  popular 
vote  or  by  the  legislature  (b)  the  members  of  the 
state  tax  commission  (c)  those  appointed  and  com- 
missioned by  the  governor  or  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil (d)  the  executive  heads  of  departments  and  insti- 
tutions and  (e)  the  deputy  or  any  department  head 
provided  for  by  special  statute.  Before  adopting  such 
a  plan  the  governor  and  council  shall  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  a  survey  and  study  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  duties,  authority  and  responsibilities  of 
each  position  and  the  minimum  qualifications  required 
for  the  satisfactory  performance  of  the  duties  of  each 
position.  Consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  experi- 
ence of  the  state  in  recruiting  its  personnel,  the  pre- 
vailing rates  of  pay  for  comparable  services  in  public 
and  private  employment,  maintenance  and  other  bene- 
fits received  by  employees  and  the  financial  condition 
and  policies  of  the  state.  Consultation  shall  be  had 
with  the  appointing  authorities,  the  principal  super- 
visory officers  and  with  representatives  of  the  state 
employees'  association. 

Amend  section  2  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
"may"  in  line  10  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word,  shall,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

2.  Plan  Shall  Include.  The  plan  for  the  classifi- 
cation of  salaries  and  positions  shall  include  a  determi- 
nation of  titles  for  each  class  of  positions  aptly  in- 
dicative of  the  duties  performed  and  a  statement  of 
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such  duties,  a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  super- 
vision exercised  and  supervision  received  and  a  de- 
termination of  the  minimum  qualifications  required 
for  the  positions.  The  classes  of  positions  shall  be 
grouped  according  to  the  general  nature  of  the  services 
rendered  in  each  class.  The  plan  shall  provide 
minima  and  maxima  rates  of  pay  for  each  and  every 
class  of  positions  and  for  each  grade  of  position  with- 
in any  class  and  for  the  method  and  rate  of  increases 
in  pay  within  such  classes.  Appropriate  lines  of  pro- 
motion shall  be  indicated. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  3 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Adoption  of  Plan.  Upon  the  adoption  of  the 
plan  for  the  classification  of  salaries  and  positions  by 
the  governor  and  council,  they  shall  declare  such 
adoption  and  on  the  date  of  such  declaration  all  officers 
and  employees  in  the  state  service  affected  thereby 
shall  use  the  titles,  if  any,  assigned  to  them  and  they 
shall  immediately  receive  such  pay  as  the  governor 
and  council  may  have  determined  within  the  minima 
and  maxima  rates  set  forth  in  the  plan. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  4 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

4.  Modifications.  The  governor  and  council  shall 
have  the  authority  to  modify  and  revise  the  plan  for 
the  classification  of  salaries  and  positions  from  time  to 
time  as  new  functions  or  divisions  of  government  are 
added  or  eliminated  or  as  changes  in  conditions  and 
circumstances  in  state  service  may  justify.

Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  the  word  "part"  in 
line  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  parts, 
and  further  amend  said  section  by  adding  after  the 
word  "governor"  in  line  3  the  words,  and  council,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

8.  Repeal.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  fixing  titles 
or  salaries  for  persons  in  the  state  service  affected  by 
the  plan  are  hereby  repealed  as  of  the  date  when  the 
governor  and  council  shall  declare  the  classification 
plan  provided  for  hereunder  to  be  in  effect. 

Amend  section  9  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the 
word  "governor"  in  line  4  the  words,  and  council,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

9.  Acts  Making.  Approprtations  for  Fiscal  Years. 
All  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1944  and  June  30,  1945, 
carrying  special  amounts  for  the  salaries  of  persons 
in  the  state  service  affected  by  this  act  shall,  as  of  the

or  loose  fodder  when  the  width  including  such  load  is 
greater  than  ninety-six  inches  so  long  as  the  width  of 
said  vehicle  without  said  load  does  not  exceed  said 
ninety-six  inches,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  40.  Width  and  Length.  No  vehicle 
whose  width  including  load  is  greater  than  ninety-six 
inches,  or  whose  length  including  load  is  greater  than 
thirty-three  feet,  and  no  combination  of  wheels  coupled 
together  whose  total  length,  including  load,  is  greater 
than  forty-five  feet,  shall  be  operated  on  the  highways 
of  this  state.  Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  section  relative  to  length  shall  not  apply  to 
vehicles  transporting  poles,  logs,  timbers  or  metal, 
when  actually  so  employed,  and  that  in  determining 
width  there  shall  be  excluded  six  inches  of  any  in- 
crease in  width  due  to  changing  to  low  pressure  tire 
equipment  from  other  tire  equipment.  Provided  fur- 
ther that  a  vehicle  may  be  operated  on  the  highways  of 
this  state  transporting  a  load  of  loose  hay  or  loose 
fodder  when  the  width  including  such  load  is  greater

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  lines 
1,  2  and  3  of  the  first  paragraph  of  said  section  the 
words  "On  and  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  no  policy  of  life  insurance  except  as 
stated  in  section  seven"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "No  policy  of  life  insurance  issued  on  or 
after  the  operative  date  of  this  Act,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 8,  except  those  policies  and  contracts  specified  in 
section  7";  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read: 

2.  N on- forfeiture  Provisions  Required.  No  policy 
of  life  insurance  issued  on  or  after  the  operative  date 
of  this  Act,  as  defined  in  section  8,  except  those  policies 
and  contracts  specified  in  section  7,  shall  be  issued  or 
delivered  in  this  state  unless  it  shall  contain  in  sub- 
stance the  following  provisions,  or  corresponding  pro- 
visions, which  in  the  opinion  of  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner are  at  least  as  favorable  to  the  defaulting  or 
surrendering  policyholder. 

Amend  section  8  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
of  said  section  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following : 

8.  Operative  Date — Repeal  Provisions.  After  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  any  life  insurance  company  author- 
ized to  do  business  in  this  state  may  file  with  the  insur- 
ance commissioner  a  written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  hereof  on  and  after  a  speci- 
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fied  date  prior  to  January  first,  1948.  After  the  filing 
of  such  notice,  then  upon  such  specified  date  (which 
shall  be  the  operative  date  of  this  Act  for  such  com- 
pany) this  Act  shall  become  operative  with  respect  to 
policies  thereafter  issued  by  such  company.  As  to 
such  companies  making  no  such  election,  the  operative 
date  of  this  Act  shall  be  January  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Swenson  of  Concord,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  158,  An  act  to  establish  minimum 
standards  for  the  valuation  of  life  insurance  policies 
and  annuity  and  pure  endowment  contracts. 

Amend  section  7  of  the  bill  by  inserting  in  line  3, 
after  the  word  "contract"  the  words,  issued  on  or  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  Act;  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  will  read  as  follows: 

7.  Deficiency  Reserves  Required  in  Certain  Cases. 
If  the  gross  premium  charged  by  any  life  insurance 
company  on  any  policy  or  contract  issued  on  or  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  Act  is  less  than  the  net 
premium  for  the  policy  or  contract  according  to  the 
mortality  table,  rate  of  interest  and  method  used  in 
calculating  the  reserve  thereon,  there  shall  be  main- 
tained on  such  policy  or  contract  a  deficiency  reserve 
in  addition  to  all  other  reserves  required  by  law.  For 
each  such  policy  or  contract  the  deficiency  reserve 
shall  be  the  present  value,  according  to  such  standard, 
of  an  annuity  of  the  difference  between  such  net 
premium  and  the  premium  charged  for  such  policy  or 
contract,  running  for  the  remainder  of  the  premium- 
paying  period. 
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Amend  section  9  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
of  said  section  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

9.  Act  Effective — Repeal  Provisions.  This  act  shall 
be  in  effect  on  the  operative  date  or  dates  of  the 
Standard  Non-forfeiture  Law  (being  House  Bill  No. 
157  of  the  1943  Legislature)  if  finally  enacted.  All 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Swenson  of  Concord,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  83,  An  act  relative  to  discontinuance 
of  highways. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Discontinuance  of  Highways.  Amend  section  1 
of  chapter  95  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "discontinued"  in  the  sixth  hne  the  words, 
or  discontinued,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  1.  Procedure.  Highways  in  a  town 
may  be  discontinued,  or  discontinued  as  open  highways 
and  made  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  by  vote  of  the 
town.  If  they  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town 
they  may  be  discontinued  upon  petition  to  the  superior 
court  and  like  proceedings  thereon  as  in  laying  out 
highways.  In  the  case  of  highways  heretofore  or 
hereafter  so  discontinued,  or  discontinued  as  open 
highways  and  made  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  the 
town  shall  be  relieved  of  all  obligations  to  maintain 
said  highways  and  of  all  liability  for  damages  incurred 
in  the  use  thereof. 

2.  Property  Oumers.  Amend  chapter  95  of  the 
Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after  section  1  the  follow- 
ing new  section :  1-a.  Right  of  Access.  In  the  case 
of  highways  hereafter  discontinued,  or  discontinued  as 
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open  highways  and  made  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  by 
vote  of  the  town,  no  vote  of  such  town  shall  in  any  case 
release  the  easement  of  the  public  to  the  extent  of 
depriving  an  owner  of  property  from  using  the  same 
to  gain  access  to  his  property,  if  other  access  thereto 
is  not  available,  unless  such  owner  shall  execute  in 
writing  a  release  of  such  right,  such  release  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Philbrick  of  Belmont,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down 
from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed.

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Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the 
word  "and"  in  the  fifth  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  or,  further  amend  said  section  by 
adding  after  the  word  "operated"  in  the  fifth  line  the 
words,  upon  the  highway ;  and  further  amend  said  sec- 
tion by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  farm  tractors  may  be  operated 
upon  such  parts  of  the  highway  as  may  be  necessary  in 
order  to  pass  between  different  parts  of  the  same  farm 
while  equipped  with  an  emergency  light  such  as  a 
lantern  or  bicycle  lamp  attached  to  the  left  front  part 
of  the  tractor,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

1.  Tractors.  Amend  section  7  of  chapter  119  of 
the  Revised  Laws  by  adding  after  the  word  "vehicle" 
where  it  occurs  in  the  first,  twenty-seventh  and 
twenty-eighth  lines  the  words,  or  tractor,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  7.  Front 
Lights.  Every  motor  vehicle  or  tractor  operated  upon 
the  highway  during  the  period  from  one  half-hour 
after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise,  and  when- 
ever rain,  snow,  or  fog  shall  interfere  with  a  proper 
view  of  the  road,  shall  display  at  least  two  lighted 
lamps  on  the  front;  provided  however,  that  one  suit- 
able lighted  lamp  on  the  front  of  a  motor  cycle  shall  be 
sufficient.  The  headlamps  shall  throw  sufficient  light 
ahead  within  the  traveled  portion  of  the  highway  to 
make  clearly  visible  all  vehicles,  persons,  or  sub- 
stantial objects  within  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet, 
except  that  the  headlamps  of  motor  cycles  shall  be 
sufficient  if  they  make  clearly  visible  objects  within  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  No  headlamp 
shall  be  used  unless  it  is  approved  by  the  commissioner 
and  is  equipped  with  a  proper  lens  or  other  device 
designed  to  prevent  glaring  rays.  No  device  which 
obstructs,  reflects,  or  alters  the  beam  of  such  head- 
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lamp  shall  be  used  in  connection  therewith  unless  ap- 
proved by  the  motor  vehicle  commissioner.  Appli- 
cation for  the  approval  of  a  lamp,  headlamp  reflector, 
lens,  or  other  device,  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifty 
dollars,  may  be  made  to  the  commissioner  by  any 
manufacturer  thereof  or  dealer  therein.  Every  lens  or 
other  device  designated  to  prevent  glaring  rays,  the 
use  of  which  on  motor  vehicles  has  been  approved  by 
the  commissioner,  shall  be  arranged,  adjusted,  and 
operated  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
certificate  approving  the  use  thereof.  Every  lamp, 
bulb,  or  light  used  in  any  headlamp  shall  be  of  such 
candle  power  as  may  be  specified  for  the  approved 
device  in  the  certificate  approving  the  use  thereof. 
Every  reflector  which  is  used  as  a  part  of  such  head- 
lamp shall  have  a  reflecting  surface  approved  by  the 
commissioner  after  satisfactory  tests  have  been  made, 
and  every  reflecting  surface  shall  be  free  from  dents, 
rust,  and  other  imperfections.  The  operator  of  every 
motor  vehicle  or  tractor  shall  permit  any  properly 
authorized  person  to  inspect  the  headlighting  equip- 
ment of  such  motor  vehicle  or  tractor  and  to  make 
such  tests  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  determine 
whether  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  being  com- 
piled with.  Provided,  however,  that  farm  tractors 
may  be  operated  upon  such  parts  of  the  highway  as 
may  be  necessaiy  in  order  to  pass  between  different 
parts  of  the  same  farm  while  equipped  with  an 
emergency  light  such  as  a  lantern  or  bicycle  lamp 
attached  to  the  left  front  part  of  the  tractor.

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

1,  State  Prison  Sentences.  Amend  section  26  of 
chapter  429  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  the 
word  "three"  in  the  second  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  two,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

26.  Release,  Two-thirds  of  Minimum.  Any  prisoner 
whose  conduct  while  in  prison  has  been  meritorious  and 
whose  minimum  sentence  is  two  years  or  more  may  be 
paroled  by  the  state  board  of  parole  when  he  has 
served  two-thirds  of  his  minimum  sentence,  provided 
it  shall  appear  to  said  board  to  be  a  reasonable  proba- 
bility that  he  will  remain  at  liberty  without  violating 
the  law  and  will  conduct  himself  as  a  good  citizen. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Jones  of  Lebanon,  for  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  304,  An  act 
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relative  to  town  appropriations  for  civilian  defense,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendments,  and 
the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought 
to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  same  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Toivn  Appropriations.  During  the  time  this  act 
is  in  effect  any  town  may  at  any  legal  meeting  grant 
and  vote  such  sums  of  money  as  it  shall  judge  neces- 
sary to  provide  means  for  various  activities  connected 
with  civilian  defense. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  same  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Takes  Effect;  Termination.  This  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  passage  and  shall  be  effective  only  until 
the  termination  of  the  present  war. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mrs.  Mason  of  Berlin,  for  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  299,  An 
act  relative  to  operation  of  radio  in  such  a  way  as  to 
disturb  the  peace,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "radio"  the  words,  or  record  playing  machine,  so 
that  said  title  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

An  act  relative  to  operation  of  radio  or  record  play- 
ing machine  in  such  a  way  as  to  disturb  the  peace. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "radio"  the  words,  or  record  playing  machine,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

1.  Radio  and  Record  Playing  Machine  Nuisance. 
Amend  chapter  165  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  the  following  new  subdivision: 

Radio  and  Record  Playing  Machines. 
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26.  Prohibition.  No  person  shall  operate  or  main- 
tain a  radio  or  record  playing  machine  in  any  private 
building  or  place  in  such  a  way  as  to  disturb  the  peace. 

27.  Nuisance.  Any  radio  or  record  playing  ma- 
chine operated  or  maintained  in  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subdivisions  is  hereby  declared  a  nuisance 
and  the  same  may  be  abated  on  complaint  of  any 
prosecuting  officer. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  Cotton  of  Lebanon  spoke  for  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Lea  of  Pembroke  spoke  against  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Wadleigh  of  Milford  asked  for  a  division. 

A  division  being  had  the  Speaker  declared  the  vote 
manifestly  in  the  negative  and  the  amendment  was  not 
adopted. 

The  question  being,  Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third 
time? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  bill  was  refused  a  third  read- 
ing.

The  commission,  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  council  to  lay  out  such  highway, 
may  in  their  discretion  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  state 
an  entire  lot,  block  or  tract  of  land,  if  by  so  doing  the 
interests  of  the  public  will  be  best  served,  even  though 
said  entire  tract  is  not  needed  for  the  right-of-way 
proper,  and  the  governor  and  council  upon  recommen- 
dation of  the  highway  commissioner  may  sell,  convey, 
transfer  or  lease  any  of  such  surplus  real  estate  at  pub- 
lic or  private  sale  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  ap- 
prove. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cotton  of  Lebanon  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  proposed  by 
the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  237,  An  act  relating  to  town  budgets. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  three  sec- 
tions and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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1.  Municipal  Budget  Law.  Amend  section  4  of 
chapter  52  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
4.  Limitation.  So  long  as  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  remain  in  force  in  any  town  the  total 
amount  appropriated  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not 
exceed  by  more  than  ten  per  cent  the  total  amount 
specified  in  the  budget  for  said  meeting,  the  total 
amount  appropriated  for  any  one  item  shall  not  exceed 
by  more  than  ten  per  cent  the  total  amount  specified 
in  the  budget  for  said  item,  and  no  appropriation  shall 
be  made  for  any  purpose  not  included  in  said  budget, 
provided,  however,  that  the  budget  committee  may  also 
submit,  without  approval,  items  which  they  do  not 
wish  to  recommend  but  which  they  believe  the  voters 
should  be  allowed  to  consider  and  act  upon,  either 
favorably  or  unfavorably.  Money  may  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  such  items,  but  not  to  an  amount 
which  would  increase  the  total  appropriations,  as 
recommended  by  the  budget  committee,  by  more  than 
the  ten  per  cent  allowed  hereunder. 

2.  Village  Districts.  Amend  chapter  52  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  by  inserting  after  section  5  the  following 
new  section :  5-a.  Authority  of  Budget  Committee. 
In  any  town  which  has  adopted  the  provisions  of  the 
municipal  budget  law,  in  addition  to  its  other  duties 
hereunder,  the  budget  committee  shall  prepare  a 
budget  for  any  village  district  or  precinct  wholly 
within  the  boundaries  of  said  town.  The  limitations 
upon  town  appropriations,  provided  by  this  chapter, 
shall  apply  to  appropriations  for  said  districts  or  pre- 
cincts and  the  commissioners  of  any  such  district  or 
precinct  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter as  other  spending  agencies  of  said  town.  In  case 
of  sudden  and  unexpected  emergency  the  commis- 
sioners may  apply  to  the  tax  commission  for  a  certifi- 
cate of  emergency,  as  selectmen  may  do  in  the  case 
of  a  town. 
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Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  4  to 
read  section  3. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hart  of  Wolfeboro,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed 
by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed.

chapter  32  of  the  Revised  Laws,  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1.  Meetings  of 
Board  of  Registrars.  Amend  section  5  of  chapter  241 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  as  amended  by  chapter  315  of  the 
Laws  of  1933  and  of  chapter  283  of  the  Laws  of  1941 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  Sect.  5.  Said  board  of  regis- 
trars shall  be  in  session  at  the  city  hall  for  the  purpose 
of  revising  and  correcting  the  list  of  voters,  during 
six  days  at  least  before  the  biennial  state  election  and 
three  days  before  other  elections,  within  one  month 
next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  the  last  session  for 
registration  to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  preceding 
the  day  of  election.  Said  sessions  shall  continue  from 
nine  o'clock  to  twelve  o'clock  noon,  from  two  o'clock 
to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  from  seven  o'clock 
to  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  said  days,  the  times 
and  places  of  said  meetings  to  be  advertised  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  Portsmouth  for  at  least  three 
days  prior  to  the  first  meeting.  The  registrars  shall, 
one  week  before  the  election  at  which  the  check-lists 
are  to  be  used,  post  in  two  public  places  in  each  ward 
the  check-list  to  be  used  in  that  ward  at  the  election. 
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On  Friday  preceding  the  day  of  election  said  board  of 
registrars  shall  be  in  session  from  nine  o'clock  to 
twelve  o'clock  noon  and  from  two  o'clock  to  five  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  for  the  correction  of  errors  and  the 
insertion  of  names  as  provided  for  by  section  28  of 
chapter  183,  Laws  of  1895,  so  that  in  case  the  name 
of  any  person  has  been  omitted  from  the  check-list 
whom  the  registrars  are  satisfied  is,  or  will  be  on  elec- 
tion day,  a  legal  voter  the  registrars  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  moderator  who  shall  receive  his  vote  and 
the  clerk  shall  check  the  name  of  the  person  so  voting 
on  the  back  of  the  certificate  and  return  the  same 
to  the  city  clerk  with  the  check-list.  No  certificate 
shall  be  issued  by  the  board  after  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion on  the  Friday  preceding  the  day  of  eleciton  except 
as  provided  by  section  16  of  chapter  32  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  and  all  certificates  issued  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  city  clerk  at  the  close  of  said  session  on  said  Friday 
preceding  the  day  of  election.  The  city  clerk  shall  hold 
all  certificates  deposited  with  him  by  said  board  until 
the  opening  of  the  polls  on  election  day  when  he  shall 
deliver  the  same  to  the  moderators  of  the  several  wards. 
Said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  certificates  issued 
and  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  at  the  close  of  the 
session  on  the  Friday  preceding  the  day  of  election  as 
well  as  any  certificates  issued  under  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 16,  chapter  32  of  the  Revised  Laws,  a  list  showing 
the  name,  address  and  ward  of  each  person  for  whom 
a  certificate  has  been  issued.  Said  board  shall  sub- 
scribe to  said  list  of  ceritficates  issued  before  a  notary 
public  or  justice  of  the  peace  and  said  list  shall  be  open 
to  public  inspection  at  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  for  a 
period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  filed. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Hopley  of  Portsmouth,  for  the  Special  Committee 
consisting  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Ports- 
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mouth,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  42,  Aii 
act  changing  the  time  of  the  municipal  election  in  the 
city  of  Portsmouth,  reported  the  same  in  new  draft, 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  in  its  new  draft 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  bill  in  its  new  draft  laid 
upon  the  table,  and  printing  dispensed  with  under  Rule 
48. 

Mr.  Hopley  of  Portsmouth,  for  the  Special  Commit- 
tee consisting  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Ports- 
mouth, to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  51,  An 
act  relative  to  public  schools  in  Portsmouth,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the 
recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass. 

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  after  the  word  "ill- 
ness"' in  the  seventh  and  twenty-fifth  lines  the  words, 
or  any  other  form  of  disability,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows :  1.  Portsmouth  Public 
Schools.  Amend  section  1  of  chapter  272  of  the  Laws 
of  1931,  as  amended  by  chapter  290  of  the  Laws  of 
1941,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  follow- 
ing: The  Mayor  and  city  council  may  also  grant  a 
pension  for  the  same  period  to  any  teacher  or  employee 
who  has  performed  faithful  service  in  the  schools  of 
Portsmouth  for  at  least  fifteen  years  and  has  there- 
after been  forced  to  retire  from  active  work  on  account 
of  illness  or  any  other  form  of  disability,  in  the  amount 
not  to  exceed  such  fractional  part  of  the  amount  that 
might  be  granted  after  thirty  years  of  service  as  his 
actual  full  years  of  service  bears  to  thirty  years,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows.  1. 
Retirement  from  Active  Service.  The  mayor  and  city 
council  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth  may,  at  the  request 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  two  thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  school  board  actually  voting  in  favor 
thereof,  retire  from  active  service  any  teacher  or  other 
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employee  of  the  public  schools  who  has  performed 
faithful  service  as  such  teacher  or  employee  in  said 
Portsmouth  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  consecutive 
years,  and  may  grant  a  pension  to  such  retired  teacher 
or  employee  for  a  period  not  exceeding-  one  year  at  a 
time.  The  mayor  and  city  council  may,  in  the  same 
manner,  grant  a  pension,  for  the  same  period  to  any 
former  teacher  or  employee  of  the  public  schools  of 
said  Portsmouth  who  has  performed  faithful  service 
as  such  teacher  or  employee  for  a  period  of  at  least 
thirty  consecutive  years.  The  Mayor  and  city  council 
may  also  grant  a  pension  for  the  same  period  to  any 
teacher  or  employee  who  has  performed  faithful  service 
in  the  schools  of  Portsmouth  for  at  least  fifteen  years 
and  has  thereafter  been  forced  to  retire  from  active 
work  on  account  of  illness,  or  any  other  form  of  dis- 
ability, in  the  amount  not  to  exceed  such  fractional 
part  of  the  amount  that  might  be  granted  after  thirty 
years  of  service  as  his  actual  full  years  of  service  bears 
to  thirty  years. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Thomas  of  Berlin,  for  the  Special  Committee 
consisting  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Berlin,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  49,  An  act  amend- 
ing the  charter  of  the  city  of  Berlin,  reported  the 
same  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Message  from  the  Senate 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk, 
announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  adopt  the 
amendment  offered  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  to  the  following  house  bill,  in  the  adoption  of 
which  amendment,  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence 
of  the  House  of  Representatives: 
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House  Bill  No.  21,  An  act  relating  to  check-lists. 
Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Duties  of  Supervisors.  Amend  section  6  of  said 
chapter  32  by  striking  out  said  section  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following:  6.  Sessions  for 
Correction,  Small  Towns.  In  towns  under  four  thou- 
sand five  hundred  population  as  shown  by  the  last 
federal  census,  they  shall  be  in  session  for  the  correc- 
tion of  the  check-list,  at  some  suitable  place  in  town, 
two  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  election,  one 
of  which  shall  be  the  day  next  preceding  that  of  elec- 
tion, except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  upon  which 
all  hearings  shall  be  finally  closed.  If  the  said  town 
has  more  than  six  hundred  voters  the  first  session  shall 
be  upon  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  day  of  elec- 
tion, except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  ad- 
journed to  such  subsequent  day  or  days  as  will  permit 
all  claims  to  be  heard  and  decided.  Any  such  town, 
by  majority  vote  at  any  town  meeting,  may  adopt  a 
final  closing  date  for  sessions  for  correction  of  the 
check-list,  provided  that  such  final  closing  date  shall 
not  be  more  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election. 
If  said  town  shall  adopt  such  optional  date  the  names 
of  all  persons  not  qualified  to  vote  on  or  before  said 
optional  date  but  who  shall  clearly  be  qualified  to  vote 
on  election  day,  may  be  added  to  the  check-list  on  or 
before  said  optional  date.  If  said  town  shall  adopt  an 
optional  date  for  closing  sessions,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, the  first  session  shall  be  upon  the  seventh  day 
next  preceding  said  optional  date.  No  additions  or  cor- 
rections shall  be  made  after  midnight  of  said  optional 
closing  date,  except  as  provided  in  section  16.  If  any 
such  town  shall  adopt  a  final  closing  date  for  sessions 
ten  days  prior  to  election,  additions  and  corrections 
shall  be  made  to  the  previously  posted  check-list  on 
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or  before  midnight  on  the  succeeding  Wednesday 
either  by  additions  or  correction  to  said  check-Hst  or 
by  posting  a  new  corrected  check-list.  Notice  of  the 
day,  hour  and  place  of  each  session  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  be  given  upon  the  check-lists  first 
posted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mills  of  Jaffrey,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  proposed  by 
the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham  offered  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  poem  "Yesterday,"  by  Vincent 
H.  Cassidy,  Jr.,  of  Derry,  N.  H.,  with  accompanying 
article,  previously  published  in  the  Union-Leader,  be 
reprinted  in  the  House  Journal: 

"Amid  the  crashing  of  shellfire,  the  whine  of  ma- 
chine-gun fire  and  the  exploding  of  bombs  on  Guadal- 
canal, has  emerged  a  young  New  Hampshire  poet 
whose  works  may  someday  be  included  in  a  collection 
of  war  writings. 

"The  youth,  Vincent  H.  Cassidy,  Jr.,  19,  is  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vincent  Cassidy  of  West  Broadway  in 
Derry.  Until  last  January,  he  was  a  history  student 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

"Since  a  month  after  Pearl  Harbor,  he  has  been  a 
private  in  the  U.  S.  Marines,  and  for  the  last  three 
months  he  has  been  more  active  making  history  than 
studying  it. 

"The  accompanying  poem  with  written  during  a  lull 
in  the  heated  action  of  September  15,  only  four  days 
before  his  19th  birthday.  He  penned  it  with  one  hand 
while  he  fought  off  the  fliers  with  the  other. 

"This  poem  is  only  one  of  several  he  has  written 
since  he  first  w«nt  to  Parris  Island,  S.  C,  for  prelimi- 
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nary  training  and  then  to  Quantico,  Va.,  for  advanced 
combat  training. 

"One  set  of  verses  dealt  with  'Life  With  the 
Leathernacks,'  another  with  the  long  voyage  across 
the  South  Pacific  to  the  Solomons,  and  others  with  life 
on  Guadalcanal.    All  have  been  sent  to  his  parents. 

"He  is  now  at  a  rear  base  somewhere  in  the  South 
Pacific  after  90  days  of  constant  action  with  the  First 
Raiders  Battalion  in  the  Solomans.  Bearing  a 
charmed  life,  he  escaped  injury. 

"His  Marine  'buddy,'  Pvt.  Albert  J.  Bocash  of  Lon- 
donderry, is  at  the  same  base,  recuperating  from 
wounds  that  are  described  as  not  being  serious. 

"Cassidy  was  a  high  ranking  honor  pupil  when  he 
graduated  from  Pinkerton  academy  in  June,  1941. 
With  his  diploma  he  also  received  first  place  award  in 
the  annual  essay  contest;  he  won  the  Dr.  Walter 
Stevens  Young  history  prize;  and  took  first  place 
awards  in  both  English  and  Latin. 

"He  enrolled  in  the  freshman  class  at  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  and  started  the  classical  course 
with  the  intent  of  majoring  in  history  and  becoming  a 
teacher  of  that  subject. 

"Then  the  Japs  perpetrated  their  back-stab  at  Pearl 
Harbor  and  like  thousands  of  other  young  red-blooded 
Americans,  Cassidy  tossed  his  collegiate  career  out  of 
the  dormitory  window  and  joined  the  colors."

2.  Amend  section  57  of  chapter  229  by  striking  out 
the  words  "twenty-five"  in  the  fourth  line  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  word,  forty;  further  amend  by 
striking  out  the  word  "fifty"  in  the  fifth  line  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words,  sixty-five,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  57. 
Payments.  The  state  shall  pay  the  owner,  after  he 
has  filed  such  certificate  or  certificates  as  the  commis- 
sioner may  direct,  one-third  of  the  appraised  value 
of  all  horses  condemned  and  killed  and  for  all  bovine 
animals  condemned  and  killed  an  amount  not  to  ex- 
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ceed  forty  dollars  for  a  grade  animal  and  sixty-five 
dollars  for  a  registered  pure  bred  animal  providing 
that  the  amount  received  from  salvage,  from  the  fed- 
eral government,  and  from  the  state  shall  not  exceed 
the  appraised  value  thereof. 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding-  after  section  2  the  follow- 
ing- new  sections: 

3.  Bonds  and  Notes  Authorized.  The  state  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the 
g-overnor  and  council,  to  borrow  such  sums  as  are 
needed  from  time  to  time,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  upon  the  credit  of  the  state,  and  for 
that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  and  notes,  in  the  name 
and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  to  be  so  determined  at  the  time  of 
consent  to  the  issue,  and  said  interest  to  be  payable 
semi-annually.  Such  bonds  and  notes  shall  be  in  such 
form  and  such  denominations  as  the  g-overnor  and 
council  may  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both 
principal  and  interest,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by 
the  governor  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  state.  Such  bonds  and  notes  shall 
mature  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1948. 

4.  Records  and  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state 
and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  accounts  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions  of  section 
3  as  they  are  required  to  keep  for  the  bonds  and  notes 
authorized  by  chapter  159  of  the  Laws  of  1939.  The 
treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  and  notes 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  said  chapter  159. 

5.  Short-Time  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of 
serial  bonds  and  notes  hereunder  the  treasurer,  with 
the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the 
purposes  hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on 
short-time  loans  which  may  be  refunded  by  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  and  notes  hereunder,  provided  however, 
that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
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such  short-time  loans  and  said  bonds  and  notes  exceed 
the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

6.  Appropriation.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  issued  and  sold  under  the  provisions 
hereof  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  department  of 
agriculture  for  use  in  eradicating  bang's  disease  and 
for  indemnities  for  bovine  tuberculosis  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by 
sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  and  unexpended  portions 
of  said  proceeds  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  lapse,  but  shall  be  available 
only  for  the  eradication  of  bang's  disease  and  for  in- 
demnities for  bovine  tuberculosis.  The  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his 
warrant  for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  by 
this  act  of  sums  due  or  expended  for  the  purposes  au- 
thorized hereunder. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  3  to 
read  section  7. 

On  motion  of  Miss  Spollett  of  Hampstead  the  read- 
ing of  the  amendments  was  dispensed  with.

Amend  the  title  by  striking  out  the  words  "and/or 
the  Union  School  District  of  Concord"  so  that  said 
title  as  amended  shall  read.  An  act  relating  to  a  retire- 
ment system  for  employees  of  the  city  of  Concord. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  The  City  of  Concord  is  hereby  empowered  and 
authorized  to  grant  retirement  benefits  to  employees 
of  said  city  who  are  not  under  a  system  of  retirement 
benefits  already  in  existence. 

2.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city 
under  the  powers  granted  in  section  1  may  provide 
retirement  benefits  for  services  to  be  rendered  and  to 
be  performed  by  said  employees. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the  city  may  raise 
and  appropriate  money;  may  accept  money  or  other 
property  to  be  held  in  trust  and  invested  and  re- 
invested under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  and  use  the  income  thereof;  may  enter 
into  contracts  of  insurance  or  annuity  with  insurance 
companies  admitted  to  do  business  in  New  Hampshire 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  pay  the 
premiums  for  such  contracts  from  monies  coming  into 
its  possession  under  the  terms  of  this  act. 

4.  No  retirement  benefit  shall  be  granted  for  a 
sum  greater  than  one-half  of  the  maximum  annual 
salary  which  the  employee  received  while  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  city. 

5.  Said  city  in  adopting  a  retirement  system  shall 
consider  the  same  free  from  the  discharge  of  any 
existing  legal  or  contractual  liability  to  said  employees, 
and  past  services  rendered  by  employees  shall  only  be 
considered  as  a  means  of  qualification  for  retirement 
benefits. 

6.  The  retirement  benefits  to  be  received  by  said 
employees  as  may  hereunder  be  provided  by  said  city 
shall  be  exempt  from  attachment  and  the  operation  of 
laws  relating  to  insolvency  or  bankruptcy. 

7.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  declared  un- 
constitutional, the  remaining  provisions  hereof  shall 
not  by  reason  thereof  be  invalid. 
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8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  be  interpreted 
to  repeal  any  act  or  acts  relative  to  the  Concord  Water 
Works  as  may  be  inconsistent  herewith. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Matson  of  Concord,  further  reading 
of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with.

Amend  paragraph  H  of  section  1  of 
chapter  322  of  the  Revised  Laws,  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "transportation,"  the  words  "and  all  personal 
property  floater  risks;"  so  that  said  paragraph,  as 
amended,  will  read  as  follows:  H.  On  vessels,  air- 
craft, cars  or  other  vehicles,  freight,  goods,  money, 
effects,  and  money  loaned  on  bottomry  and  respon- 
dentia, against  loss  or  damage  from  the  perils  of  the 
sea  and  other  perils  usually  insured  against  by  marine 
insurance,  or  from  the  risk  of  inland  navigation  and 
transportation ;  and  all  personal  property  floater  risks ; 
and   on    motor   vehicles   and    aircraft,    excluding   the 
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liability  of  the  insured  for  the  death,  injury  or  dis- 
ability of  another  person  arising  out  of  the  ownership, 
maintenance,  or  use  of  motor  vehicles,  and  aircraft, 
their  fittings  and  contents  and  use  and  occupancy, 
against  loss  or  damage  from  accident,  collision,  theft, 
or  other  casualty,  and  against  liability  of  the  owner 
or  user  thereof  for  injury  or  damage  to  property 
caused  thereby. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading, 

Mr.  Mills  of  Jaffrey,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  302,  An  act 
relative  to  qualifications  of  legal  voters  as  to  residence, 
reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and 
the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass. 

Amend  paragraph  II  of  the  new  section  8  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  the  word  "less"  in  the  tenth  line  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  not  more ;  further 
amend  said  paragraph  by  adding  after  the  word 
"months"  in  the  eleventh  line  the  words,  and  not  less 
than  thirty  days,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

II.  The  secretary  of  state  shall,  at  the  expense  of 
the  state,  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  supervisors  of 
each  city  and  town  cards,  to  be  known  as  transfer 
cards.

their  intention  to  remove  to  another  town  or  city  and 
to  vote  therein  at  such  election.  Upon  the  issuance  of 
such  a  transfer  card  to  any  voter,  his  name  shall  be 
removed  from  the  check-list  by  the  supervisors  issuing 
said  card.

Resolution  on  Post-War  Relations  Introduced  in 
United  States  Senate 

By  Senators  Ball,  Republican,  Minnesota;  Burton, 
Republican,  Ohio ;  Hatch,  Democrat,  New  Mexico,  Hill, 
Democrat,  Alabama. 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  advises  that  the  United 
States  take  the  initiative  in  calling  meetings  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  Nations  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  an  organization  of  the  United  Nations  with 
•specific  and  limited  authority: 

"(1)  To  assist  in  co-ordinating  and  fully  utilizing 
the  military  and  economic  resources  of  all  member 
nations  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  against  the 
Axis. 

"(2)  To  establish  temporary  administrations  for 
Axis-controlled  areas  of  the  world  as  these  are 
occupied  by  United  Nations'  forces,  until  such  time  as 
permanent  governments  can  be  established. 

"(3)  To  administer  relief  and  assistance  in  econ- 
omic rehabilitation  in  territories  of  member  nations 
needing  such  aid  and  in  Axis  territory  occupied  by 
United  Nations'  forces. 

"(4)  To  establish  procedures  and  machinery  for 
peaceful  settlements  of  disputes  and  disagreements  be- 
tween nations. 

"(5)  To  provide  for  the  assembly  and  maintenance 
of  a  United  Nations  military  force  and  to  suppress  by 
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immediate  use  of  such  force  any  future  attempt  at 
military  aggression  by  any  nation. 

"That  the  Senate  further  advises  that  any  establish- 
ment of  such  United  Nations  organization  provide  ma- 
chinery for  its  modification,  for  the  delegation  of  addi- 
tional specific  and  limited  functions  to  such  organiza- 
tion, and  for  admission  of  other  nations  to  member- 
ship, and  that  member  nations  should  commit  them- 
selves to  seek  no  territorial  aggrandizement." 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  Duncan  of  Jaffrey  spoke  in  favor  of  the  reso- 
lution.

place  thereof  the  following : 
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Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  the  following: 

2.  Salary  of  Mayor.  Amend  section  12  of  cliapter 
121  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  as  amended  by  section  1,  chap- 
ter 225,  Laws  of  1903,  and  section  1,  chapter  327,  Laws 
of  1911,  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  The  mayor  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  Such 
salary  shall  be  in  full  for  services  of  every  kind 
rendered  and  shall  be  paid  monthly,  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows :  Sect.

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  current  ses- 
sion of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  proposed 
legislation  to  repeal  the  sixteenth  amendment  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  to  amend  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  relative  to  taxes  on 
incomes,  gifts  and  inheritances;  and  providing  for  a 
limitation  of  taxes  thereon ;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
are  greatly  interested  in  the  passage  of  such  legisla- 
tion; now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire;  the  Senate  concurring,  That 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  memoralized  as 
follows:  That  application  be  and  it  is  hereby  made  to 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  call  a  convention 
for  the  purpose  of  proposing  the  following  article  as 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States : 

Article 

Section  1.  The  sixteenth  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  is  hereby  repealed.     • 

Sec.  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and 
collect  taxes  on  incomes,  from  whatever  source  derived, 
without  apportionment  among  the  several  states,  and 
without  regard  to  any  census  or  enumeration:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  no  case  shall  the  maximum  rate  of  tax 
exceed  twenty-five  per  centum. 

Sec.  3.  The  maximum  rate  of  any  tax,  duty,  or  ex- 
cise which  Congress  may  lay  and  collect  with  respect 
to  the  devolution  or  transfer  of  property,  or  any  inter- 
est therein,  upon  or  in  contemplation  of  death  or  in- 
tended to  take  effect  in  possession  or  enjoyment  at  or 
after  death  or  by  way  of  gift,  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
twenty-five  per  centum. 

Sec.  4.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  at  mid- 
night on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  following  the 
ratification  of  this  article.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
article  shall  affect  the  power  of  the  United  States  after 
said  date  to  collect  any  tax  on  incomes  for  any  period 
ending  on  or  prior  to  said  thirty-first  day  of  December 
laid  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  any  law  then  in 
effect. 

Sec.  5.     Section  3  shall  take  effect  at  midnight  on 
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the  last  day  of  the  sixth  month  following  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  article.  Nothing  contained  in  this  article 
shall  affect  the  power  of  the  United  States  to  collect 
any  tax  on  any  devolution  or  transfer  occurring  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  Section  3  laid  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  any  law  then  in  effect. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  requested  to  pro- 
vide, as  the  mode  of  ratification,  that  said  amendment 
shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  when  ratified  by 
the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states ; 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  Stata 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to  send  a  duly  certified 
copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  and  one  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  to  each  New  Hamp- 
shire member  thereof.

In  addition  to  the  powers 
conferred  upon  an  authority  by  other  provisions  of 
this  act,  an  authority  is  empowered  to  borrow  money 
or  accept  contributions,  grants  or  other  financial 
assistance  from  the  federal  government  for  or  in  aid 
of  any  housing  project  within  its  area  of  operation,  to 
take  over  or  lease  or  manage  any  housing  project  or 
undertaking  constructed  or  owned  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, and  to  these  ends,  to  comply  with  such  con- 
ditions and  enter  into  such  mortgages,  trust  inden- 
tures, leases  or  agreements  as  may  by  necessary,  con- 
venient or  desirable.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of 
this  act  to  authorize  every  authority  to  do  any  and  all 
things  necessary  or  desirable  to  secure  the  financial 
aid  or  cooperation  of  the  federal  government  in  the 
undertaking,  construction,  maintenance  or  operation 
of  any  housing  project  by  such  authority. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  19 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

19.  Tax  Exemption  and  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes. 
The  property  of  an  authority  is  declared  to  be  public 
property  used  for  essential  public  and  governmental 
purposes  and  such  property  and  an  authority  shall  be 
exempt  from  all  taxes  and  special  assessments  of  the 
state  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  provided, 
however,  that  in  lieu  of  such  taxes  an  authority  may

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  to  reconsider  did  not 
prevail. 

The  bill  was  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Personal  Privilege 

Mr.  Thomas  of  Berlin  rose  to  a  point  of  personal 
privilege  and  asked  the  Speaker  for  a  ruling  on  the 
motion  to  reconsider  House  Bill  No.  32  (in  new  draft). 
An  act  governing  medical  service  cooperations. 
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Ruling  by  the  Speaker 

It  is  a  generally  recognized  rule  that  the  proponent 
of  a  motion  giving  notice  of  the  intention  to  reconsider 
a  question  is  in  control  of  his  motion  only  during  the 
time  that  any  member  voting  with  the  majority  might 
have  exercised  a  similar  privilege.  In  other  words,  the 
proponent  may  be  said  to  be  in  exclusive  control  of  the 
motion  only  during  the  legislative  day  the  question  is 
decided  by  the  House  or  on  the  next  succeeding  legis- 
lative day  between  10  and  12  o'clock.  After  that  time, 
it  is  in  possession  of  the  House  in  the  sense  that  any 
member  voting  with  the  majority  may  propose  the 
question  of  reconsideration;  provided  that  the  notice 
may  always  be  withdrawn  by  the  proponent  under 
suspension  of  the  rules  or  by  unanimous  consent. 

If  this  were  not  the  privilege  of  the  House,  any 
member  initiating  a  notice  and  intentionally  failing  to 
exercise  it,  would  obviously  be  able  to  exert  a  one 
member  veto  of  any  affirmative  action  of  the  House. 
It  is  a  recognized  parliamentary  rule  that  a  bill,  against 
which  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  pending,  may  not 
progress,  may  not  be  considered  finally  passed  and 
may  not  be  signed.  Such  a  situation  would  obviously 
militate  against  democracy  of  the  House  and  negative 
the  will  of  the  majority. 

The  Chair  rules  that  the  motion  to  reconsider  may 
be  made  by  any  member  voting  with  the  majority  or 
notice  given  from  the  floor  by  any  such  member  of  his 
intention  to  move  reconsideration  on  that  day  or  some 
subsequent  legislative  day,  providing  the  motion  is 
made,  or  notice  given,  on  the  day  the  question  is  de- 
cided by  the  House  or  on  the  next  succeeding  legisla- 
tive day  between  10  and  12  o'clock.  If  any  such  notice 
of  reconsideration  is  not  exercised  on  said  days,  the 
motion  may  thereafter  be  called  for  by  any  member 
voting  with  the  majority. 
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The  question  of  order  proposed  by  the  member  from 
Berlin  is  therefore  overruled. 

Mr.  Angus  of  Claremont  moved  that  his  motion  to 
reconsider  House  Bill  No.  273,  An  act  relative  to  age 
limitations  under  the  firemen's  retirement  system,  be 
withdrawn. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Seymour  of  Carroll  served  notice,  that  on  today 
or  some  subsequent  day,  he  would  move  to  reconsider 
the  vote  whereby  the  House  passed  House  Bill  No.  301, 
An  act  relative  to  collecting  and  preserving  vital 
statistics. 

Mr.  Duncan  of  Jaffrey  moved  that  the  House  re- 
consider the  vote  at  the  present  time. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Duncan.

An  act  relating  to 
housing,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.     Creation    of    Housing    Authorities.      In    each 
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municipality,  as  herein  defined,  there  is  hereby  created 
a  public  body  corporate  and  politic  to  be  known  as  the 
Housing-  Authority  of  the  municipality  for  the  purposes 
of  the  development  and  administration  of  projects  to 
assure  the  availability  of  safe  and  sanitary  dwellings 
for  persons  engaged  in  national  war  activities.  Each 
such  Housing  Authority  may  transact  business  and 
exercise  its  powers  under  this  Act  only  after  being 
authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the  governing  body  of 
the  municipality  adopted  by  majority  vote  of  those 
present  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  18 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

18.  Aid  from  Federal  Government.  An  authority 
may  exercise  any  or  all  of  its  powers  for  the  purpose 
of  cooperating  with,  or  acting  as  agent  for,  the  federal 
government  in  the  development  or  administration  of 
projects  by  the  federal  government  to  assure  the 
availability  of  safe  and  sanitary  dwellings  for  persons 
engaged  in  national  war  activities  and  may  undertake 
the  development  or  administration  of  any  such  project 
for  the  federal  government.  In  addition  to  the  powers 
conferred  upon  an  authority  by  other  provisions  of  this 
act,  an  authority  is  empowered  to  borrow  money  or 
accept  contributions,  grants  or  other  financial  assist- 
ance from  the  federal  government  for  or  in  aid  of  any 
housing  project  within  its  area  of  operation,  to  take 
over  or  lease  or  manage  any  housing  project  or  under- 
taking constructed  or  owned  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment, and  to  these  ends,  to  comply  with  such  conditions 
and  enter  into  such  mortgages,  trust  indentures,  leases 
or  agreements  as  may  be  necessary,  convenient  or 
desirable.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  act  to 
authorize  every  authority  to  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary  or  desirable  to  secure  the  financial  aid  or 
cooperation  of  the  federal  government  in  the  under- 
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taking,  construction,  maintenance  or  operation  of  any- 
housing  project  by  such  authority. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  19 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

19.  Tax  Exemption  and  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes. 
The  property  of  an  authority  is  declared  to  be  public 
property  used  for  essential  public  and  governmental 
purposes  and  such  property  and  an  authority  shall  be 
exempt  from  all  taxes  and  special  assessments  of  the 
state  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof;  provided, 
however,  that  in  lieu  of  such  taxes  an  authority  may 
agree  to  make  payments  to  the  political  subdivision 
for  schools,  improvements,  services,  and  facilities  fur- 
nished by  such  subdivision  for  the  benefit  of  a  housing 
project.  In  no  event  shall  such  payments  be  less  than 
the  amount  last  levied  as  the  annual  tax  by  such  sub- 
division upon  the  property  included  in  said  project 
prior  to  the  time  of  its  acquisition  by  the  authorty. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  21 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

21.  Agreements  as  to  Payments  by  Housing  Au- 
thority. In  connection  with  any  housing  project 
located  wholly  or  partly  within  the  area  in  which  it 
is  authorized  to  act,  any  city  by  its  city  councils  or 
town  may  agree  with  the  housing  authority  that  a 
certain  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  authority  in  lieu  of 
taxes  for  any  year  or  period  of  years. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  26 
the  following  new  section : 

27.  The  Housing  Authority  of  the  City  of  Man- 
chester. The  housing  authority  of  the  city  of  Man- 
chester, constituted  as  provided  in  chapter  169  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  authority 
for  the  city  of  Manchester  authorized  to  exercise  all 
the  powers  set  forth  in  this  Act.    The  creation  of  the

writers' Laboratories,  Inc.,  and  in  the  event  that  said 
installation  does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Underwriters'  Laboratories,  Inc.,  within  ninety  days 
from  the  completion  of  said  installation,  then  said 
manufacturer  forthwith  shall  reimburse  the  owner  for 
the  cost  of  said  installations,  including  labor  and  ma- 
terials ;  nor  until  the  commissioner  is  satisfied  that  the 
manufacturer  has  complied  with  such  requirements 
and  is  responsible  and  reliable  as  to  assets,  business 
standing  and  practices  and  is  entitled  to  confidence, 
nor  until  said  applicant  has  filed  a  written  stipulation 
that  legal  process  affecting  such  applicant  or  his  agent 
served  upon  the  commissioner  for  the  time  being  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  personally  served  upon  such 
applicant  or  his  agent  within  this  state. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following : 

3.  Suit  on  Bond.  Any  property  owner  whose 
property  has  been  rodded  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  may  bring  suit  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  the  completion  of  said  installation  in  the  name  of 
the  commissioner  upon  the  bond  herein  provided,  and 
for  the  same  procedure  and  remedies  thereon,  as  in 
the  case  of  bonds  of  county  officers.

person  or  body.  The  violation  of  this  section  shall  be 
cause  for  removal.

3.  Requirements.  Amend  section  2  of  said  chapter 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following :  2.  Consent.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  chapter  127  of  the  Revised  Laws  as 
to  abandoned  or  neglected  children,  the  child  if  of  the 
age  of  fourteen  or  upward,  and  his  parents,  or  the 
survivor  of  them,  shall  consent  in  writing  to  the  adop- 
tion; in  case  of  an  illegitimate  child,  the  consent  of 
the  mother  alone  or  when  said  mother  is  under  eigh- 
teen years  of  age,  if  the  court  shall  so  order,  the  con- 
sent of  the  mother  and  her  parents  or  the  survivor 
of  them,  and  in  case  of  abandonment  on  the  part  of 
either  parent  or  of  the  insanity  of  either  parent,  the 
consent  of  the  remaining  parent,  shall  be  sufficient.  If 
neither  parent  is  living,  the  guardian  of  the  child  may 
give  consent.    If  there  is  no  guardian,  the  court  shall

In  any  case 
due  regard  shall  be  given  to  the  resources,  necessary 
expenditures  in  each  case,  the  conditions  existing  in 
each  case,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  de- 
partment, and  said  assistance  shall  be  sufficient,  when 
added  to  all  other  income  and  resources  of  the  case, 
to  provide  such  person  with  a  reasonable  subsistence 
compatible  with  decency  and  health;  provided  further 
that  in  case  of  a  person  living  in  a  household  where 
no  other  member  is  receiving  old  age  assistance  the 
old  age  assistance  granted  to  said  person  shall  when 
added  to  all  other  income  and  resources  of  the  case, 
aggregate  not  less  than  thirty-two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  month. 

The  report  was  accepted.

of  the  superior  court  for  the  county  within  which  the 
contract  shall  be  principally  performed,  if  any  politi- 
cal subdivision  of  the  state  is  a  contracting  party,  a 
statement  of  the  claim;  a  copy  of  which  shall  forth- 
with be  sent  by  mail  by  said  secretary,  commissioner 
or  clerk  of  court  to  the  principal  and  surety. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Guay  of  Laconia,  for  the  Committee  on  Revision 
of  the  Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
191,  An  act  relating  to  discharge  of  liens,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the 
recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Amend  chapter  262  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  in- 
serting after  section  32  the  following  new  sections: 

32-a.  Discharge:  Record.  When  a  conditional  sale 
or  lien  note  is  satisfied,  the  vendor  shall  give  to  the 
vendee  a  discharge  thereof  in  full,  and  the  vendee, 
within  twenty  days  after  conditional  sale  or  lien  note 
is  satisfied,  shall  cause  the  discharge  thereof  to  be 
recorded  in  the  town  or  city  clerk's  office  where  said 
conditional  sale  or  lien  note  is  recorded ;  excepting  liens 
upon  household  goods,  created  by  a  lease  thereon  con- 
taining an  option  in  favor  of  leasee  to  purchase  the 
same  at  a  time  specified,  which  are  not  recorded. 

32-b.  Penalty.  Any  vendee  violating  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  section,  or  any  vendor  who,  after  the 
satisfaction  of  his  or  her  conditional  sale  or  lien  note, 
shall  refuse  to  give  a  sufficient  discharge  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars. 
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2.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  be 
licensed  as  an  insurance  broker  principally  for  the  pur- 
pose of  writing  insurance  on  his  own  or  his  employer's 
property  or  risks.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  for  such 
license  when  his  purpose  in  obtaining  it  is  principally 
to  solicit,  negotiate  or  issue  insurance  contracts  cover- 
ing commodities  sold,  distributed  or  handled  by  him.

The  two  branches  being  in  convention,  His  Excel- 
lency, the  Governor  appeared  and  delivered  the  follow- 
ing message. 

MESSAGE  ON  TRUST  FUNDS 

April  15,  1943 

Mr.  Speaker  a/nd  Members  of  the  Honorable  General 
Court: 

Numerous  inquiries  made  recently  with  reference  to 
the  status  of  the  various  trust  funds  held  by  the  State 
for  public  purposes  induced  me  during  my  first  adminis- 
tration to  appoint  a  special  committee  to  examine  and 
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study  the  condition  of  these  trust  funds  and  report 
their  findings  and  recommendations  to  me.  This  study- 
began  in  the  spring  of  1942  and  has  just  been  com- 
pleted. As  a  result  of  the  findings  of  the  committee 
and  their  conclusions,  I  deem  it  necessary  to  address 
you  on  this  important  subject.  The  study  has  revealed 
some  confusion  with  respect  to  the  method  of  hand- 
ling the  funds  left  to  the  State  for  the  public  purposes 
of  health  and  education  because  of  a  lack  of  a  uniform 
legislative  policy  governing  their  administration. 

The  largest  state  trust  fund  was  created  by  the  will 
of  Benjamin  Thompson  of  Durham,  New  Hampshire, 
who  died  on  January  30,  1890.  He  gave  all  the  residue 
of  his  estate  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  trust 
for  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and 
Mechanic  Arts.  He  directed  that  this  residue  amount- 
ing to  $363,823.32  be  held  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
after  his  death  to  accumulate  at  a  guaranteed  net 
annual  compound  interest  of  4%.  At  the  expiration 
of  that  period,  the  whole  amount  of  principal  and  in- 
terest thus  compounded  was  to  constitute  the  trust 
fund.  The  principal  of  that  fund  was  to  be  preserved 
forever  and  the  income  expended  for  maintaining  the 
College  of  Agriculture  in  Durham. 

The  testator  further  laid  down  as  a  condition  of  the 
gift  that  the  state  appropriate  by  law  annually  for 
the  period  of  20  years  the  sum  of  $3,000  with  a  guar- 
anty of  a  net  annual  compound  interest  thereon  of 
4%  per  annum.  This  fund  to  be  raised  by  the  State 
was  to  be  expended  for  suitable  buildings,  furnishings, 
farm  stock  apparatus  and  a  library. 

The  will  finally  recited  that  if  the  State  did  not  ac- 
cept the  trust  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  described 
therein  within  two  years  of  the  testator's  death,  the 
accumulated  fund  was  to  be  given  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  upon  failure  to  accept  by 
the  latter,  then  to  the  State  of  Michigan. 
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The  General  Court  of  1891  adopted  an  act  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  this  will  and  to  provide  for  the  dis- 
position of  the  funds.  Laws  1891,  c,  12.  This  act  pro- 
vided that  the  state  accepted  the  gift  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  described  in  the  will.  Section  10  of 
the  Act  provided  that  all  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  any  of  the  assets  of  the  fund  shall  be  used  in 
paying  and  retiring  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of 
the  state.  To  supplement  this  legislation,  a  contract 
was  entered  into  between  the  state  and  the  executors 
of  the  will  in  which  the  governor  and  council  cove- 
nanted and  agreed  that  the  state  would  carefully  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  will  and  of  the  special  act 
of  acceptance  adopted  by  the  General  Court  and 
acknowledged  receipt  of  the  estate. 

The  amount  receipted  for  was  $363,823.32.  The 
accumulation  during  the  twenty  years  following  the 
death  of  the  testator  amounted  to  $433,358.35  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  a  guaranteed  rate  of  4%  per 
annum.  On  January  30,  1910  the  total  fund  available 
for  the  objects  of  testator's  bounty  amounted  to 
$797,181.67.  Thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  some 
securities  were  sold  and  the  money  received  applied 
to  the  state  debt  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  10  of  the  special  act  of  1891.  The  last  such 
transaction  occurred  in  1928.  The  state  continued 
nevertheless  to  appropriate  and  pay  annually  an  in- 
terest of  4%  on  the  inventoried  valuation  of  Janu- 
ary 30,  1910,  to  wit:  on  the  sum  of  $797,181.67.  The 
securities  now  held  by  the  state  have  been  valued  at 
$218,092.50.  Consequently,  the  sum  of  $588,950.23  is 
needed  to  restore  the  fund  and  thus  cancel  the  debt 
of  the  state  to  the  fund  in  the  same  amount.  This 
will  not  increase  the  net  debt  of  the  state  and  will 
result  in  savings,  since  the  state  can  borrow  money 
at  much  less  than  4%. 

Other  similar  funds  of  much  less  importance,  rang- 
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ing  in  amount  from  $6,753.49  to  $80,000  each,  should 
be  similarly  treated.  They  are  the  Agricultural  College, 
the  Fiske  legacy,  the  Kimball  legacy,  the  Teachers' 
Institute  and  the  Hamilton-Smith  Fund.  The  five  funds 
together  amount  to  $182,855,29.  There  are  at  the 
present  time  no  securities  or  funds  in  any  of  these 
trusts. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  F.  Gordon  Kimball,  State  Treasurer;  Ernest 
D'Amours,  Assistant  Attorney  General;  Ray  Pert, 
President  of  the  Loan  and  Trust  Savings  Bank;  and 
Raymond  Magrath,  Treasurer  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire;  for  their  assistance  in  making  this 
study. 

The  broad  purpose  of  the  legislation  to  be  introduced 
in  connection  with  those  six  funds  is  to  establish  a 
uniform  policy  calculated  to  keep  all  trust  funds  in 
separate  entities  to  be  administered  in  accordance  with 
the  wishes  of  the  donors  and  sound  principles  of  law 
and  economics.  No  reason  can  be  perceived  for  the 
policy  of  accepting  trust  funds  and  guaranteeing  a 
specific  rate  of  interest  without  regard  for  the  possi- 
bilities of  capital  shrinkage  and  interest-rate  fluctua- 
tions throughout  the  years.  Whenever  the  state  re- 
ceives money  by  gift  and  uses  it  to  pay  current  or 
other  obligations,  it  may  ease  the  current  financial 
situation,  but  when  the  credits  calculated  to  add  to 
the  fund  are  not  in  fact  raised  and  set  aside  for  such 
funds,  an  unsound  accumulation  of  state  liabilities  is 
sure  to  result.  This  method  of  handling  trust  funds 
has  been  legislated  out  of  use  for  cities  and  towns. 
Chapter  40  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  as  amended,  which 
permitted  cities  or  towns  to  pay  trust  funds  into  the 
municipal  treasury  on  the  basis  of  an  interest  rate  of 
31/2%  was  repealed  by  chapter  162  of  the  Laws  of 
1915,  which  provided  that: 

"All  towns  and  cities  which  have  adopted  the  pro- 
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visions  of  Chapter  40,  Laws  of  1899,  or  acted  under 
Chapter  83,  Laws  of  1901,  shall  upon  the  passage  of 
this  act  and  the  election  of  the  board  of  trustees  imme- 
diately pay  over  to  said  board  the  full  amount  of  the 
trust  funds  which  have  been  used  by  it  under  said 
law,  or  deliver  to  said  board  of  trustees  the  note  of 
the  town  or  city  for  the  same,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  three  and  one-half  percent  per  annum." 

While  this  legislation  of  1915  had  the  merit  of  recog- 
nizing that  borrowed  trust  funds  constitute  a  debt  to 
be  paid,  a  better  practice  was  fixed  in  1917  when  an- 
other act  (chapter  129  of  the  Laws  of  1917)  provided 
that: 

"Every  municipality  which,  at  the  time  when  this 
act  takes  effect,  *  *  *  has  used  the  principal  of  trust 
funds  and  has  not  restored  the  same,  may  provide  *  *  * 
for  the  restoration  of  such  trust  funds,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  in  the  tax  levy  of  1918  and  shall  borrow  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  the  amount,  if  any,  required 
fQj.  *  *  *  restoring  the  balance  of  such  trust  funds, 
and  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor  payable  serially  in 
the  manner  provided  in  section  2  of  this  act,  covering  a 
period  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of 
issue.  With  money  so  provided  *  *  *  such  trust  funds 
(shall  be)  restored  in  1918." 

Since  the  state  has  already  set  a  standard  for  cities 
and  towns  for  the  restoration  of  their  trust  funds,  it 
seems  rather  obviously  imperative  that  the  state 
should  follow  this  example. 

The  policy  to  be  followed  with  reference  to  these 
trust  funds  is  to  designate  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  institution  for  whose  benefit  they  were  given  as 
the  agency  to  administer  the  trust  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  trust  instruments.  Legislation  should 
provide  for  the  preservation  of  the  identity  of  the 
funds  and  for  proper  accounting  methods.  The  funds 
should  be  invested  and  reinvested  from  time  to  time

on  sound  business  principles  in  investments  legal  for 
savings  banks  under  the  control  and  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  for  the  present  biennium 
the  beneficiaries  have  arranged  their  program  on  the 
basis  of  the  4%  rate  covered  in  the  budget,  I  recom- 
mend that  for  this  biennium  they  be  guaranteed  this 
amount  of  income  either  from  revenue  from  trust 
fund  or  by  appropriations  in  the  budget  bill. 

Accordingly,  I  am  submitting  for  your  consideration 
legislation  adopting  this  policy  as  to  these  trust  funds 
and  providing  for  their  rehabilitation  in  the  amounts 
found  to  be  due  by  the  committee's  certified  public 
accountants.  The  Legislature  of  1917  having  adopted 
a  high  moral  andi  ethical  standard  for  the  handling 
of  trust  funds  by  municipalities,  we  should  do  no  less 
than  follow  the  example  of  that  legislative  act.

Mr.  Sawyer  of  Woodstock,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
287,  An  act  relative  to  the  classification  of  positions 
and  salaries  of  state  employees,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  .following : 

1.  Classification  Plan.  The  governor  and  council 
shall  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  act  determine  and  establish  a  plan  for  the  classi- 
fication of  salaries  and  positions  for  persons  in  the 
state  service  other  than  (a)  those  elected  by  popular 
vote  or  by  the  legislature  (b)  the  members  of  the 
state  tax  commission  (c)  those  appointed  and  com- 
missioned by  the  governor  or  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil (d)  the  executive  heads  of  departments  and  insti- 
tutions and  (e)  the  deputy  or  any  department  head 
provided  for  by  special  statute.  Before  adopting  such 
a  plan  the  governor  and  council  shall  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  a  survey  and  study  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  duties,  authority  and  responsibilities  of 
each  position  and  the  minimum  qualifications  required 
for  the  satsfactory  performance  of  the  duties  of  each 
position.  Consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  experi- 
ence of  the  state  in  recruiting  its  personnel,  the  pre- 
vailing rates  of  pay  for  comparable  services  in  public 
and  private  employment,  maintenance  and  other  bene- 
fits received  by  employees  and  the  financial  condition 
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and  policies  of  the  state.  Consultation  shall  be  had 
with  the  appointing  authorities,  the  principal  super- 
visory officers  and  with  representatives  of  the  state 
employees'  association. 

Amend  section  2  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
"may"  in  line  10  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word,  shall,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

2.  Plan  Shall  Include.  The  plan  for  the  classifi- 
cation of  salaries  and  positions  shall  include  a  deter- 
mination of  titles  for  each  class  of  positions  aptly  in- 
dicative of  the  duties  performed  and  a  statement  of 
such  duties,  a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  super- 
vision exercised  and  supervision  received  and  a  de- 
termination of  the  minimum  qualifications  required 
for  the  positions.  The  classes  of  positions  shall  be 
grouped  according  to  the  general  nature  of  the  services 
rendered  in  each  class.  The  plan  shall  provide 
minima  and  maxima  rates  of  pay  for  each  and  every 
class  of  positions  and  for  each  grade  of  position  with- 
in any  class  and  for  the  method  and  rate  of  increases 
in  pay  within  such  classes.  Appropriate  lines  of  pro- 
motion shall  be  indicated. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  3 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Adoption  of  Plan.  Upon  the  adoption  of  the 
plan  for  the  classification  of  salaries  and  positions  by 
the  governor  and  council,  they  shall  declare  such  adop- 
tion and  on  the  date  of  such  declaration  all  officers  and 
employees  in  the  state  service  affected  thereby  shall 
use  the  titles,  if  any,  assigned  to  them  and  they  shall 
immediately  receive  such  pay  as  the  governor  and 
council  may  have  determined  within  the  minima  and 
maxima  rates  set  forth  in  the  plan ;  provided  that  no 
such  determination  shall  be  made  which  will  increase 
the  total  of  the  salaries  of  all  such  officers  and  em- 
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ployees  to  an  amount  to  exceed  two  per  cent  of  the 
appropriations  made  for  such  salaries. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  4 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

4.  Modifiocitions.  The  governor  and  council  shall 
have  the  authority  to  modify  and  revise  the  plan  for 
the  classification  of  salaries  and  positions  from  time  to 
time  as  new  functions  or  divisions  of  government  are 
added  or  eliminated  or  as  changes  in  conditions  and 
circumstances  in  state  service  may  justify.  Such 
modifications  or  revisions  shall  become  effective  at 
such  time  as  the  governor  and  council  may  determine. 

Amend  section  6  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the 
words,  "copy  of  the  plan"  in  line  2  the  words,  rules 
and  regulations,  and  further  amend  said  section  by 
adding  after  the  word  "officers"  in  line  4  the  words, 
and  employees,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

6.  Comptroller.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comp- 
troller to  administer  the  plan  for  classification  of 
salaries  and  positions  and  a  copy  of  the  plan,  rules 
and  regulations,  and  all  records  with  reference  to  the 
employment  of  persons  in  the  state  service  shall  be  in 
his  keeping.  The  titles  of  all  oflacers  and  employees 
provided  in  the  plan  shall  be  used  for  payroll  and 
budget  making  purposes. 

Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  the  word  "part"  in 
line  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  parts, 
and  further  amend  said  section  by  adding  after  the 
word  "governor"  in  line  3  the  words,  and  council,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

8.  Repeal.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  fixing  titles 
or  salaries  for  persons  in  the  state  service  affected  by 
the  plan  are  hereby  repealed  as  of  the  date  when  the 
governor  and  council  shall  declare  the  classification 
plan  provided  for  hereunder  to  be  in  effect. 
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Amend  section  9  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the 
word  "governor"  in  line  4  the  words,  and  council,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

9.     Acts  Making  Appropriations  for  Fiscal  Years. 

All  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1944  and  June  30,  1945, 
carrying  special  amounts  for  the  salaries  of  persons 
in  the  state  service  affected  by  this  act  shall,  as  of  the 
date  of  declaration  by  the  governor  and  council  pro- 
vided for  by  section  3,  be  deemed  to  be  appropriations 
made  for  the  activities  of  the  particular  departments 
concerned  and  shall  be  redistributed  as  salaries  for 
particular  persons  in  accordance  with  the  classifica- 
tion plan. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendment 
adopted.

Joint  Convention 

Both  branches  being  in  convention,  Mr.  Charles  M. 
Mills  of  JafFrey  delivered  the  following  report  of 
Regional  meeting  of  Council  of  State  Governments: 
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Regional  Meeting 

of 

Council  of  State  Governments 

New  York  City 

April  9-10 

During  the  month  of  April,  the  Council  of  State 
Governments  held  four  regional  conferences  on  the 
problems  of  post-war  planning  at  Chicago,  New  York, 
Atlanta  and  San  Francisco.  The  leadership  at  the 
New  York  meeting  was  high-lighted  by  the  attendance 
and  addresses  of  four  governors  of  eastern  states, 
namely :  Dewey  of  New  York,  Saltonstall  of  Massachu- 
setts, McGrath  of  Rhode  Island,  and  O'Connor  of 
Maryland, — two  Republicans  and  two  Democrats. 

We  are  in  a  desperate  war  that  needs  to  be  won. 
We  do  not  know  its  length,  but  as  time  marches  on, 
the  problems  of  the  home  front  will  continue  to  multi- 
ply. Thus,  it  is  not  too  early  to  look  ahead  and  con- 
sider the  serious  problems  that  may  confront  us  after 
victory.  Such  forward  thinking  is  a  basic  condition 
of  survival.  We  do  not  want  to  be  thrown  backward 
in  the  depression  days  of  the  "thirties."  We  are  be- 
ginning now  to  realize  that  no  steps  can  be  taken  with- 
out full  cooperation  between  federal,  state,  municipal 
and  town  government,  industry,  labor  and  manage- 
ment, with  emphasis  on  the  return  of  government  to 
the  people,  and  fair  play  for  American  industrial 
management. 

States'  Rights 

Governor  Dewey  deplored  a  totalitarian  trend  in- 
dicating that  the  States  are  charged  with  being  unable 
to  use  their  own  resources  and  quote: 

"After  the  long  years  of  war,  therefore,  our  first 
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problem  will  be  to  reverse  the  reactionary  trend  as 
exemplified  by  the  growing  exercise  of  total  power 
over  local  problems  by  the  national  government.  We 
must  revive  the  rights  of  the  individual — the  strength, 
the  character  that  is  the  essence  of  America.  That 
strength  and  that  character  lie  in  the  independence, 
the  intelligence  and  the  initiative  of  the  individual. 

We  have  learned  that  lesson  all  over  again  in  the 
war.  For  example,  we  have  learned  from  our  armed 
forces  that  however  great  the  mass  of  troops,  how- 
ever powerful  the  mechanization,  in  a  crucial  moment 
we  depend  on  the  individual  strength,  the  hardihood 
and  the  initiative  of  every  single  soldier.  Granted 
equal  ammunition  and  firepower,  the  final  protector  of 
our  destinies  is  the  individual  soldier,  his  discipline, 
his  courage,  his  intelligence.  We  have  seen  it  in 
Tunisia ;  we  have  seen  it  on  Guadalcanal ;  we  have  seen 
it  in  the  Battle  of  the  Bismarck  Sea;  we  have  seen  it 
in  every  theater  of  the  war. 

Vigilance  Needed 

The  same  is  true  of  the  difficult  process  of  keeping 
alive  freedom.  Its  vigor  depends  on  the  devotion  of 
each  individual  who  shares  it.  Only  by  continuous 
vigilance  and  positive  exercise  of  our  rights  as  free 
men  in  the  state  and  local  government  can  we  con- 
tinue to  practice  and  keep  fresh  the  rights  we  have 
taken  for  granted. 

As  we  shape  our  thinking  for  the  peace  to  come,  let 
us  determine  whether  we  shall  again  bring  govern- 
ment close  to  the  people.  Shall  they  make  their  own 
decisions  as  robust,  clear-thinking  free  men  or  shall 
they  abandon  their  rights  to  an  aggresive  oligarchy 
at  the  seat  of  National  government?  There  is  only 
one  course  by  which  we  can  retain  and  bring  to  its 
full  flower  the  freedom  which  shall  again  be  so  hard- 
won  at  such  great  cost." 
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His  remarks  were  echoed  vigorously  by  the  Demo- 
cratic governors.  An  example  of  the  muddling  of  the 
Federal  government  was  given  in  the  deplorable  condi- 
tion of  our  present  food  supply. 

Re-employment 

The  return  to  private  employment  of  millions  of 
men  now  in  the  armed  forces  demands  the  immediate 
setting  up  of  reserve  funds  in  government  and  in- 
dustry. Our  own  House  Bill  No.  245  provides  for 
capital  reserve  funds  of  towns,  districts,  water  de- 
partments, and  counties.  The  enactment  of  this  ex- 
cellent bill  will  construct  cushions  for  the  demobilized 
soldier  and  sailor.  The  revamping  of  our  unemploy- 
ment compensation  law  will  also  aid  greatly  in  the 
period  of  post-demobilization.  In  some  states,  reserve 
funds  are  already  huge.  In  New  York,  $245,000,000 
has  already  been  set  aside  for  grade  crossing  elimina- 
tion ;  highways,  thru- ways,  and  parkways ;  public  hous- 
ing and  institutional  building.  The  ultimate  goal  is 
$750,000,000  to  provide  350,000  jobs  for  a  two-year 
period  based  on  $100  per  month  per  man  for  wages, 
equipment,  materials  and  overhead. 

Housing 

War-boom  towns  may  leave  a  ghostly  trail  of  de- 
serted districts.  An  outstanding  problem  will  be  the 
transfer  and  rehousing  of  thousands  of  defense  work- 
ers, and  the  salvage  of  war-time  housing  centers. 

Public  Works 

After  the  tragedy  of  the  Federal  public  works  pro- 
gram when  hundreds  of  communities  were  high  pres- 
sured into  building  projects  far  beyond  local  needs, 
the  convention  recommended  that  public  works  be 
made  under  local  supervision  as  far  as  possible.  States 
were  urged  to  plan  now  for  long  range  programs  to 
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include  engineering  plans  and  specifications  so  as  to 
facilitate  prompt  execution.  Such  projects  should  be 
set  up  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  quick  restora- 
tion of  private  civilian  production;  to  restore  to 
normal  maintenance  and  repair  projects  on  public 
services;  to  emphasize  express  highways  and  thru- 
ways  around  cities  and  an  integrated  system  of 
airports,  to  develop  interstate  agreements  on  pollution, 
flood  control  and  highways;  to  improve  on  existing 
methods  of  marketing  bonds. 

Tax  Conference 

The  convention  urged  a  national  joint  tax  confer- 
ence to  provide  a  more  systematic  and  orderly  tax 
structure  to  prevent  the  present  over-lapping  and  con- 
fusion between  Federal,  State  and  local  governments. 

Fiscal  Policy 

The  states  were  urged  to  pay  off  debts ;  build  sinking 
funds;  enact  legislation  permitting  surplus  financing 
with  proper  safeguards;  invest  reserve  funds  in  war 
bonds;  help  restore  private  industry  as  rapidly  as 
possible  to  avoid  draining  funds  for  unemployment. 

Our  Post-War  Program 

In  addition  to  the  committee  on  post-war  problems 
formed  as  part  of  our  defense  council,  this  General 
Court  has  already  done  much  on  the  problems  of  war. 
Statutes  have  been  enacted  or  bills  are  in  the  process 
of  probable  legislation  covering  unemployment  com- 
pensation for  World  War  II  veterans ;  for  the  handling 
of  burial  expenses  of  indigent  veterans;  for  war-time 
housing  and  demobilization  of  war-time  housing  cen- 
ters; for  day-care  of  children  of  mothers  working  in 
defense  plants;  for  capital  reserves.  Under  the  able 
leadership  of  Frederick  P.  Clark,  now  in  the  Regional 
Plan  Association  of  New  York,  we  have  a  successful 
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Planning  and  Development  Commission  which  can  ade- 
quately look  and  map  out  the  future.  We  must  make 
our  plans  now  for  demobilization,  reemployment;  war 
plant  conversion,  and  in  guiding  the  migration  of 
stranded  defense  workers  back  to  jobs. 

Conclusion 

We  are  living  in  the  most  momentous  hour  of  all 
history.  In  the  convention,  some  speakers  saw  noth- 
ing but  gloom  ahead  in  the  crushing  burden  of  taxa- 
tion; in  the  maintenance  of  a  large  army  and  navy  to 
help  police  the  world;  in  the  dominance  of  capital  and 
management  by  the  Federal  government;  in  the  loss 
of  State  sovereignty.  To  others,  victory  means  a  new- 
day  of  tremendous  and  feverish  production  to  meet 
the  overwhelming  demands  of  a  prosperous  public  for 
automobiles,  houses,  airplanes,  refrigerators,  stoves, 
washing  machines,  air  conditioning;  to  place  America 
in  the  dominant  position  in  world  affairs;  to  institute 
the  greatest  era  of  prosperity  in  our  history.  One  may 
make  their  choice  of  the  two  points  of  view.  One 
thing  is  certain,  however,  no  state  can  live  alone  in 
the  future  but  must  plan  with  others  for  the  morning 
and  the  afternoon  of  victory.

19,  An  act  relative  to  assistants  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  motor  vehicles,  reported  the  same 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Bell  of  Plymouth,  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations, to  whojn  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
316,  An  act  relating  to  the  general  funds  of  the  state, 
reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading.

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "carries  away  the  same"  the  words,  or  any  live- 
stock or  poultry,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  1.  Trespasses  on  Orchards  and 
Gardens.  Whoever  wilfully  or  without  right  enters 
the  orchard,  nursery,  garden  or  improved  land  of  an-

Mrs.  Mason  of  Berlin,  for  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  335,  An  act 
to  repeal  charters  of  certain  corpoiations,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the  words  "Lan- 
caster Farmers  Cooperative,  Inc.  Lancaster,  1940", 
the  following:

To  the  foregoing  sums  shall  be  added,  in  all 
the  counties  except  Strafford,  a  reasonable  sum  for  all 
necessary  expenses,  upon  order  of  the  county  auditors. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

I  transmit  herewith  a  report  of  my  investigations 
mto  the  activities  of  Mr.  John  D.  Langmuir,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  March  25th.

To  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives: 

Under  date  of  March  25,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Attorney  General  be  instructed 
by  this  House  to  investigate  the  activities  of  Mr. 
Langmuir  before  this  Legislature  and  to  report  his 
findings  back  to  this  House." 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  contained  therein,  I 
have  made  certain  investigations  into  the  activities  of 
Mr.  John  Langmuir  and  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
following  facts: 

Mr.  Langmuir  resides  at  101  Wellington  Street, 
Nashua,  N.  H.  and  is  employed  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Federation  of  Taxpayers  Associations,  Inc.,  whose  ad- 
dress is  23  School  Street,  Concord,  N.  H.  This  Asso- 
ciation is  a  voluntary  corporation,  organized  under 
chapter  272,  Revised  Laws.  The  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion were  recorded  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
on  March  7,  1939.    It  issues  no  stock  and  is  non-profit. 
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Its  objects  set  forth  in  said  articles  of  incorporation 
are  as  follows: 

"The  object  for  which  the  corporation  is  established 
is  to  foster,  encourage  and  promote  a  non-partisan 
interest  in  and  study  of  business  and  fiscal  activities 
of  local,  county,  state  and  federal  government  agen- 
cies, as  such  activities  may  affect  the  taxpayers  of 
New  Hampshire  and  by  cooperation  with  such  agen- 
cies strive  to  assist  in  effecting  economy  and  efficiency 
in  such  activities."

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The  Board  of  Directors  at  their  annual  meeting 
choose  the  officers  of  the  corporation  and  pick  the 
Directors-at-Large.  The  Directors  and  Executive  Com- 
mittee meet  each  month.  Mr.  Langmuir  has  the  title 
of  Executive  Director  and  has  been  employed  by  the 
Taxpayers  Association  since  May  6,  1940,  at  a  salary 
of  $100  a  week.  Mr.  Langmuir  advises  that  he  was  the 
first  president  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  associa- 
tion. As  he  understands  it,  his  work  in  general  con- 
sists of  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the 'corporation  as 
expressed  in  its  articles  of  agreement  and  in  general 
to  advance  the  taxpayers  cause  by  encouraging  such 
activities  as  are  set  forth  in  the  circular  dated  July  15, 
1941,  vol.  3,  No.  VIII,  entitled,  "The  New  Hampshire 
Taxpayer"  which  is  hereunto  annexed  and  marked  ex- 
hibit "A".  In  connection  with  carrying  out  the  gen- 
eral objectives  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  its 
charter,  Mr.  Langmuir  does  legislative  work  during 
the  sessions  of  the  legislature.  It  appears  that  such 
work  is  not  a  major  portion  but  an  important  portion 
of  the  work  of  the  Association.  During  the  present 
legislative  session,  the  usual  functions  of  the  organiza- 
tion were  carried  on.  Mr.  Langmuir  states  that  he  has 
appeared  in  favor  of  or  in  opposition  to  approximately 
47  bills  before  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives. No  extra  compensation  is  received  by  him  for 
his  legislative  activities.  The  legislation  referred  to  is 
more  particularly  hsted  in  a  statement  marked  ex- 
hibit '"B"  and  annexed  hereto. 

During  the  legislative  session  of  1941,  Mr.  Langmuir 
registered  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on 
January  13,  1941  and  stated  that  the  character  of  his 
employment  was  "research  and  action  on  behalf  of 
taxpayers  of  the  state."  The  subjects  of  legislation  in 
which  he  proposed  to  be  active  were  "matters  affect- 
ing the  taxpayer.'"     Prior  to  the  session  of  1941,  lie 
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examined  the  statute  pertaining  to  legislative  counsel, 
(R.  L.  c.  9  s.  27)  and  since  he  was  not  paid  additional 
salary  for  such  work  serious  doubts  arose  in  his  mind 
as  to  its  application  in  his  case.  Since  the  doubt  ap- 
parently persisted,  he  finally  registered  on  the  above 
date.  Prior  to  the  present  legislative  session,  he  again 
read  this  section  of  the  law  with  some  care  and  could 
see  no  requirements  or  implication  that  such  registra- 
tion was  again  necessary.  His  registration  being  al- 
ready on  file  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  and  his 
activities  in  general  being  known  by  his  public  appear- 
ances and  by  the  association's  monthly  publication, 
'The  New  Hampshire  Taxpayer,"  he  felt  that  he  was 
in  no  way  violating  the  spirit  or  intent  of  the  law. 
However,  after  some  discussion  with  the  Secretary  of 
State,  he  did  finally  register  again  this  year  on  March 
25th  at  1:15  P.  M.  This  registration  recites  that  the 
duration  of  his  employment  was  "indefinite"  and  that 
he  had  been  so  employed  since  March  1940.  The  char- 
acter of  his  employment  in  said  registration  is  given 
as  "legislative  counsel"  and  "Executive  Director."  He 
states  that  there  can  be  no  question  that  his  connec- 
tions are  well  known  because  of  his  numerous  appear- 
ances before  legislative  committees  since  it  is  his  cus- 
tom when  appeai'ing  at  legislative  hearings  to  an- 
nounce himself  as  "John  D.  Langmuir,  State  Taxpayers 
Association." 

It  appears  that  the  corporation  employing  Mr.  Lang- 
muir is  supported  entirely  by  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  various  citizens  of  this  state.  Their  accounts 
were  last  audited  by  P.  F.  Maher,  Accountant,  for  the 
period  of  April  8,  1940  to  April  10,  1942.  During  this 
period  the  contributions  approximated  $22,000.  The 
only  regular  employee  beside  Mr.  Langmuir  is  Mrs. 
Suosso,  Assistant  Treasurer,  who  receives  $25  a  week. 
For  a  certain  period  each   month   when   "The  New 
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Hampshire  Taxpayer"  is  published,  extra  clerical 
assistance  is  required  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $20 
for  any  one  month.  The  association  pays  $35  per 
month  for  office  rent  at  the  Evans  Building  in  Con- 
cord, N.  H. 

A  statement  of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1942,  signed  by  the 
Assistant  Treasurer  is  hereto  annexed  and  marked 
exhibit  "C". 

It  will  be  noted  that  during  this  period,  Mr.  Lang- 
muir  received  for  travel,  expenses  and  meals,  the  sum 
of  $397.68. 

As  previously  stated,  this  organization  is  supported 
by  voluntary  contributions.  During  the  year  ending 
April  1,  1943,  the  sum  of  $9,642.71  was  received.  This 
amount  was  contributed  by  366  individuals  and  cor- 
porations. These  contributions  vary  in  amounts  as 
follows:  There  were  226  contributions  of  under  $5;  17 
contributions  of  $5-$9;  26  contributions  of  from  $10- 
$24 ;  40  contributions  of  from  $25-49 ;  29  contributions 
of  from  $50-$74;  4  contributions  of  from  $75-$99;  7 
contributions  of  $100;  1  contribution  of  $125;  3  con- 
tributions of  $150;  3  contributions  of  $200;  2  contribu- 
tions of  $250;  1  contribution  of  $300;  6  contributions 
of  $500  and  1  contribution  of  $550.  These  donations 
were  received  from  every  county  in  the  state  and  nine 
were  received  from  persons  outside  the  state. 

During  the  present  legislative  session  Mr.  Lang- 
muir's  total  expenses  were  under  $30.  The  organiza- 
tion had  on  hand  as  of  April  1,  1943  the  sum  of 
$3,014.11  in  their  checking  account.  This  amount  rep- 
resents its  entire  funds. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives does  not  specifically  call  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
application  of  the  statute  in  question  to  Mr.  Lang- 
muir's  activities.    However,  there  seems  to  be  a  gen- 
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eral  understanding  that  such  an  opinion  is  to  be  given 
from  this  office  and  in  further  view  of  the  fact  that 
chapter  10,  section  31,  Revised  Laws,  places  the  duty 
of  prosecuting  offenders  of  the  so-called  lobbying 
statute  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Attorney  General,  I 
deem  it  necessary  and  advisable  to  state  the  views  of 
this  office  upon  the  subject  and  have  the  position  of 
the  Attorney  General  understood  in  this  connection. 

Opinion  as  to  the  Law. 

Chapter  9,  section  27,  Revised  Laws  provides: 
"Registration.  Any  person  who  shall  be  employed 
for  a  consideration  by  any  other  person  in  a  repre- 
sentative capacity  to  promote  or  oppose  directly  or  in- 
directly any  legislation  pending  or  proposed  before  the 
general  court  shall  first  enter  his  appearance  with  the 
secretary  of  state  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
which  book  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  Such 
entry  shall  show  the  full  names  of  employer  and  em- 
ployed, their  respective  residences,  the  usual  occupa- 
tion of  each,  the  date  and  character  of  the  employ- 
ment or  agreement  therefor,  the  duration  of  the  em- 
ployment if  it  can  be  determined,  and  the  special  sub- 
jects of  legislation,  if  any,  to  which  the  employment 
relates;  and,  if  said  employment  shall  vary  from  time 
to  time,  such  entries  shall  be  varied  accordingly." 

The  statute  in  question  is  a  penal  statute,  and  a  re- 
view of  a  great  number  of  authorities  indicates  in  gen- 
eral the  courts  require  that  such  a  statute  be  strictly 
construed  and  that  if  there  are  any  doubts  as  to  the 
meaning  thereof  such  doubts  must  be  resolved  in  favor 
of  the  defendant.  It  has  been  stated  that  "ambiguity 
in  criminal  statutes  of  doubtful  meaning  should  be  re- 
solved into  the  milder  construction  in  favor  of  the  ac- 
cused." 25  R.  C.  L.  1084,  50  A.  L.  R.  1531.  It  is  like- 
wise true  that  "commonplace  terms  in  a  statute  should 
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be  given  their  most  usual  and  ordinary  meaning.  50 
A.  L.  R.  1531.  In  this  same  connection  our  Supreme 
Court  has  stated  in  the  case  of  State  v.  Wilson,  47  N. 
H.  101,  106: 

"In  the  legal  construction  of  the  law  as  well  as  in 
weighing  the  evidence  of  facts  the  defendant  in  a 
criminal  cause  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  reasonable 
doubt,  on  the  ground  that  the  legislature  could  not 
have  intended  a  defendant  should  be  convicted  under 
the  law  unless  the  facts  brought  this  case  so  plainly 
within  the  terms  as  to  leave  no  reasonable  doubt." 

Applying  these  rules  to  the  statute  in  question,  it  is 
necessary  to  determine  what  the  legislature  meant  by 
the  "person  who  shall  be  employed  for  a  consideration 
by  any  other  person  in  a  representative  capacity  to 
promote  or  oppose  directly  or  indirectly  any  legisla- 
tion pending  or  proposed  before  the  General  Court.  .  ." 

In  attempting  to  construe  and  apply  any  statute, 
it  is  a  well  recognized  principle  that  the  legislative 
intent  must  govern.  The  difference  of  opinion  existing 
in  the  application  of  this  statute  must  be  obvious  to 
all  members  of  the  legislature.  Different  construction 
and  meaning  is  necessarily  given  to  it  to  suit  each 
particular  example  sought  to  be  brought  within  its 
scope.  Requirements  which  do  not  appear  are  in- 
serted to  embrace  the  example  of  the  moment. 

The  question  of  the  interpretation  and  application 
of  penal  statutes  was  recently  before  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  in  the  celebrated  case  of  George  Syl- 
vester Viereck  who  was  prosecuted  for  failure  to  reg- 
ister with  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States 
under  a  federal  statute  providing  for  the  registration 
of  an  agent  of  a  foreign  principal.  It  was  charged 
that  Viereck  did  not  fully  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  statute. 

The  court  was  obliged  to  hold,  however,  that  under 
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existing  law  it  was  impossible  to  apply  the  statute  to 
the  facts  in  Viereck's  case.  The  court  in  general  stated 
that  undoubtedly  Congress  had  a  general  purpose  to 
regulate  agents  of  foreign  principals  in  the  public  in- 
terests by  directing  them  to  register  and  furnish  such 
information  as  the  act  described.  They  could  not  add 
to  its  provisions  other  requirements  merely  because 
they  might  more  successfully  have  effectuated  that 
purpose.  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Stone  speaking  for  the 
court  said: 

"Even  though  the  specific  restriction  of  section  3  (c) 
were  due  to  defective  draftsmanship  or  to  inadvertence, 
which  hardly  seems  to  be  the  case,  men  are  not  sub- 
jected to  criminal  punishment  because  their  conduct 
offends  our  patriotic  emotions  or  thwarts  a  general 
purpose  sought  to  be  effected  by  specific  commands 
which  they  have  not  disobeyed.  Nor  are  they  to  be 
held  guilty  of  offenses  which  the  statutes  have  omitted, 
though  by  inadvertence,  to  define  and  condemn.  For 
the  courts  are  without  authority  to  repress  evil  save 
as  the  law  has  proscribed  it  and  then  only  according 
to  law." 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  in  general  that  it  is  the 
policy  of  the  courts  to  hold  that  a  criminal  or  penal 
statute  must  be  strictly  construed  and  if  doubts  exist 
as  to  its  application,  they  should  be  resolved  in  favor 
of  the  defendant. 

I  do  not  find  that  Langmuir  intended  to  violate  the 
law.  He  did  not  directly  or  indirectly  receive  additional 
consideration  in  the  form  of  fees  for  his  legislative 
activities.  Lack  of  intent,  however,  is  not  always  a 
complete  defense,  since  a  person  actuated  by  the  best 
of  motives  may  be  guilty  of  violating  a  statutory 
crime. 

My  investigation  reveals  a  great  many  instances 
during  the  present  legislative  session   in  which   in- 
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dividuals  might  be  held  to  violate  this  statute  if  a 
broad  interpretation  and  meaning  is  given  it.  An 
interpretation  that  would  embrace  these  numerous 
individuals  would,  in  my  opinion,  create  a  result  not 
intended  by  the  legislature. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  necessity  and  general 
objective  sought  by  this  law.  Clear  violation  thereof 
should  and  will  be  prosecuted.  However,  the  persons 
intended  to  be  covered,  in  my  opinion,  were  not  of 
the  Langmuir  class,  but  a  group  of  individuals  who 
receive  special  fees  for  their  legislative  work.  Un- 
doubtedly, the  legislature  was  apprehensive  of  the  in- 
fluence of  the  so-called  "high  pressure  lobbyist"  re- 
ceiving special  fees  for  his  legislative  work.  I  believe 
the  most  that  might  be  said  is  that  Langmuir  com- 
mitted a  technical  rather  than  a  substantial  violation. 

It  is  not  the  function  or  duty  of  a  prosecutor,  as  I 
view  it,  to  unduly  burden  the  courts  with  issues  of 
this  character.

"The  objects  of  this  Federation  are  to  foster,  en- 
courage and  promote  a  non-partisan  interest  in,  and 
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study  of,  the  business  and  fiscal  activities  of  federal, 
state,  municipal  and  county  governmental  agencies,  as 
such  activities  may  affect  the  taxpayers  of  New  Hamp- 
shire; and  to  cooperate  with  such  agencies  and  with 
other  taxpayers  associations  so  as  to  reduce  the  bur- 
den of  taxes  and  to  effect  economy  and  efficiency  in 
government." — So  goes  Article  I  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Federation  of  Taxpayers'  Asso- 
ciations. 

Quite  often  questions  are  asked  about  the  Federa- 
tion and  what  it  does.  With  this  introduction  of  the 
most  essential  by-law  upon  which  the  Federation 
operates,  we  will  now  endeavor  to  answer  the  most 
common  questions. 

Can  anyone  belong  to  the  Federation? 

Indirectly,  yes.  The  Federation  consists  of  repre- 
sentatives duly  chosen  from  each  of  the  different  local 
taxpayers  associations  existing  in  New  Hampshire 
cities  and  towns.  Every  association  is  entitled  to 
choose  one  representative,  and  the  larger  ones  can 
have  up  to  four,  depending  on  the  size  of  their  paid 
membership.  Since  membership  in  each  local  asso- 
ciation is  open  to  every  voter  and  taxpayer  in  that 
community,  it  can  certainly  be  said  that  any  interested 
citizen  in  the  state  can  have  a  voice  in  the  policies  and 
actions  of  the  state  federation. 

What  does  it  cost  to  operate  the  Federation? 

Total  expenses  in  1940  were  less  than  $11,000.  Out 
of  this  sum  came  the  salaries  of  two  full-time  and 
one  part-time  persons,  the  printing  and  mailing  of 
the  Taxpayer  to  several  thousand  readers  each  month, 
the  support  of  an  office,  travel  by  the  executive  direc- 
tor to  visit,  in  some  instances  as  often  as  five  times, 
fifty  or  more  communities. 
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Who  pays  for  the  Federation? 

The  expenses  are  met  entirely  by  voluntary  contri- 
butions made  by  those  New  Hampshire  citizens,  com- 
panies, or  organizations  who  believe  the  federation 
deserves  their  financial  support.  The  remarkable  and 
most  praiseworthy  fact  about  these  contributors  is 
that  not  a  single  one  has  ever  sought  to  have  the  fed- 
eration take  a  position  on  any  public  issue  which 
would  have  been  contrary  to  federation  policy  or  of 
direct  personal  benefit  to  that  contributor.  This  is 
all  the  more  remarkable  because  it  has  not  been  the 
experience  of  similar  organizations  in  some  other 
states. 

None  of  the  federation  cost  is  borne  by  local  tax- 
payers associations,  whose  membership  in  the  federa- 
tion is  free. 

What  does  the  Federation  do? 

The  business  of  the  federation  has  to  do  entirely 
with  government,  its  methods,  its  actions,  its  costs. 
Although  our  by-laws  empower  action  on  federal  taxa- 
tion, the  federation  has  done  very  little  in  the  federal 
sphere  because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  funds  or  of 
sufficient  organization  elsewhere  in  the  country  to  face 
that  enormous  federal  problem. 

Smce  over  $40,000,000  are  spent  annually  by  our 
own  state,  county  and  local  government,  however, 
there  is  ample  space  for  activity  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  development  of  local  taxpayers  associations  and 
assistance  of  local  people  to  meet  their  local  problems 
of  Government,  is  a  vital,  first  function  of  the  federa- 
tion. 

Any  voter  or  taxpayer  may  belong  to  his  local  tax- 
payers association  by  paying  the  nominal  fee  of  50 
cents  or  $1.00  a  year.  The  usual  process  is  for  federa- 
tion director  John  Langmuir  to  go  to  the  town  or  city 
where  interest  in  forming  an  association  exists,  and 
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bring  together  a  dozen  or  more  interested  citizens. 
From  this  nucleus  an  association  can  be  formed,  offi- 
cers chosen,  and  a  program  adopted.  Membership  will 
range  from  as  little  as  a  dozen  in  the  smaller  places 
to  almost  3,000  in  Manchester. 

The  essential  function  of  the  local  taxpayers  asso- 
ciation is,  of  course,  first  to  secure  the  vital  knowledge 
about  local  government,  and  then  to  do  something  to 
improve  that  government. 

County  govet'nment  spends  far  less  than  local  gov- 
ernment, only  about  $3,500,000  annually  against  about 
$25,000,000.  Critics  of  counties  have  said,  however, 
that  they  are  very  wasteful  and  should  be  eliminated. 
No  method  has  so  far  been  suggested  on  the  other 
hand,  which  would  eliminate  counties  without  at  the 
same  time  setting  up  a  centralized  system  of  state 
control  which  might  create  problems  even  more  diffi- 
cult. 

Since  80%  of  county  expenses  pertain  to  public  wel- 
fare, and  since  public  welfare  is  administered  also  by 
local  and  state  governments,  there  is  unquestionably 
a  material  duplication  in  this  triple  administration, 
and  it  is  in  this  field  that  the  tax  federation  is  inquir- 
ing. 

State  government  requires  practically  all  the  time 
of  the  federation  while  the  General  Court  is  in  session, 
and  a  considerable  amount  at  other  times.  There  are 
bills  to  be  prepared,  and  supported.  There  are  ex- 
penditures of  state  departments;  and  the  structure 
of  these  departments.  Since  the  state  spends  over 
twenty  millions  annually,  employs  over  3,000  full-time 
persons,  and  now  has  almost  70  individual  agencies 
of  government,  there  is  ample  need  for  scrutiny — to 
determine  wherein  duplication  of  effort  exists,  to  see 
if  every  tax  dollar  is  matched  by  full  dollar  service. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  practical  problems  which  the 
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federation  has  to  meet  continually  for  its  local  tax 
associations : 

— a  town  asks  if  its  relief  expenditures  are  too  high. 

— a  town  asks  for  information  about  town  manage- 
ment. 

— a  city  asks  how  to  secure  and  prepare  non-parti- 
san information  about  municipal  candidates,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  voters. 

— a  town  wants  to  put  on  an  association  member- 
ship campaign. 

— a  town  wants  to  adopt  the  municipal  budget  act; 
and  another  wants  to  strengthen  its  present  budget 
procedure. 

— a  town  wants  to  consider  having  a  tax  map  pre- 
pared; another  w^ants   a  zoning  ordinance;   another 
wants  specific  legislation  in  the  General  Court;  or  a 
city  wants  a  planning  board. 
What  does  the  Federation  do? 

State  government,  continued.  On  all  these  matters 
the  federation  is  equipped  to  provide  all  necessary 
information  and,  in  some  instances,  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  actual  planning  and  direction. 

As  for  state  activities,  during  the  General  Court 
session  the  federation  has  all  it  can  do  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  500  odd  bills  that  are  considered,  plus  sponsor- 
ing particular  bills  in  which  it  is  concerned  itself. 
Liquor  commission  economy,  personnel  legislation,  soil 
conservaton,  federal  stamp  plan,  several  dozen  bills  to 
create  new  state  commissions,  old  age  pension  bills, 
tax  exemption  bills — those  and  many  others  require 
every  minute  of  available  time. 

As  perhaps  the  only  organization  now  existing  with 
the  sole  purpose  of  providing  positive,  practical  action 
for  the  reduction  in  the  costs  of  local,  county  and  state 
government,  the  state  taxpayers  federation  and  its  39 
local  taxpayers  associations  stand  ready  to  assist  any 
interested  citizen  in  this  non-partisan  purpose. 
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A  promise  kept. 

Pointed  out  repeatedly  by  the  tax  federation  in  its 
bulletins  during  1940,  was  a  wholly  needless  increase 
in  personnel  in  the  state  liquor  department.  During 
the  spirited  hearings  before  the  General  Court  in  the 
session  just  closed,  Executive  Director  Langmuir  con- 
tended that  annual  economics  of  over  $90,000  could  be 
made  in  this  personnel  without  injury  to  the  depart- 
ment and  he  supported  this  with  detailed  recommenda- 
tions. 

A  similar  demand  for  liquor  commission  economy 
was  made  by  Governor  Blood,  during  and  after  his 
campaign.  Liquor  commissioners  Jackson  and  Car- 
penter readily  agreed  that  such  economy  could  be  sub- 
stantially followed.  When  the  House  appropriations 
committee  reduced  the  liquor  budget  to  about  $75,000 
under  the  level  of  actual  spendings  in  late  1940,  the 
two  commissioners  wholeheartedly  acquiesced. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  1941-1942  biennium, 
these  reductions  have  now  become  effective.  Fourteen 
of  the  employees  placed  on  the  payroll  during  1940 
have  now  been  discharged  as  not  needed  by  the  de- 
partment, with  a  savings  to  the  state  of  between 
$70,000  and  $75,000  annually. 

Competence  in  Government. 

With  one  of  the  most  forthright  statements  in  re- 
cent years,  Sidney  S.  Frissell,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Manchester  Taxpayers  Association,  and  member 
of  the  federation  executive  committee,  speaking  at  the 
Durham  Institute  of  Public  Affairs,  demanded  a  new 
point  of  view  regarding  the  place  of  elections  in  a  mod- 
ern democracy.  The  administration  of  public  affairs, 
said  Mr.  Frissell,  should  be  left  wholly  in  the  hands 
of  appointed,  full-time  men  and  women  selected  for 
their  knowledge  of  the  work  they  are  to  do.     There 
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is  no  sense,  said  he,  to  leave  the  administration  to 
popularly  elected  persons  who — by  the  very  method  of 
their  choice — are  picked  by  the  people  more  for  their 
popularity  than  for  their  knowledge. 

The  settling-  of  policies,  declared  Mr.  Frissell,  should 
be  left  to  the  popularly  elected  person,  since  that  is  in 
the  province  of  the  people  to  decide,  and  to  change  as 
frequently  as  elections  permit.  But  the  maximum  of 
service  to  the  people  of  our  cities,  towns  and  state 
absolutely  demands  that  the  actual  administration  of 
government  be  continuous,  and  as  far  away  from 
politics  as  possible. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
our  public  school  system  Mr.  Frissell's  contention  has 
long  since  been  put  into  practice.  The  elected  (or 
sometimes  appointed)  school  boards  decide  the  policies 
and  thereby  exercise  the  popular  will.  But  the  busi- 
ness of  managing  the  schools  is  left  to  a  highly  trained, 
full-time,  competent  individual,  the  superintendent. 

Around  the  State 

Berlin. 

A  $3.00  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  became  a  reality 
this  month,  when  the  county  tax  fell  $23,000  and  the 
city  relief  dropped  $15,000.  The  Berlin  Taxpayers 
Association  with  its  president,  George  Abbott,  was 
especially  gratified  at  the  sharp  decline,  and  praised 
the  city  officials  for  their  efforts.  The  association  had 
a  double  reason  for  pride,  having  been  one  of  the 
strongest  supporters  of  the  Coos  County  fiscal  agent 
law. 

Concord. 

Not  only  in  state  government  can  departmental 
structure  be  simplified.  During  recent  months  the 
mayor  of  Concord  has  taken  two  steps  which  he  feels 
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would  improve  the  cumbersome  form  of  the  city's  gov- 
ernment. The  first  was  to  assign  to  Superintendent 
of  Streets  Webber  the  duty  of  tree  warden  previously 
held  by  Mr.  Carl  Sargent,  since  resigned.  The  second 
change  assigned  to  City  Engineer  Beane  the  function 
of  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  vacated  by  death. 
Savings  to  the  city  from  these  two  changes  would  be 
almost  $2,000. 

That  endless  vigilance  is  the  price  of  thrifty  govern- 
ment is  illustrated  by  the  Stone  Street  episode.  Rollins 
Park,  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  Concord,  has  grown 
along  a  charming  ravine  which  lies  between  the  end 
of  Stone  Street  and  the  highway  on  South  Street. 
Fine  pines  and  many  woodland  flowers  abound. 

There  are  so  many  unoccupied  lots  on  fully  de- 
veloped Concord  streets  that  the  Planning  Board  has 
estimated  1,000  homes  could  be  built  without  spending 
a  dime  on  new  city  services.  Yet  the  Public  Works 
Board,  ignoring  this  fact,  recently  voted  to  extend 
Stone  Street  across  the  little  ravine  to  South  Street, 
thereby  destroying  it,  and  opening  up  a  few  hundred 
feet  additional  roadway  for  possible  real  estate. 

The  cost  was  estimated  at  $15,000  for  filling  in  this 
ravine,  or  almost  50  cents  on  the  tax  rate.  Dr.  Graves 
of  the  recreation  department  of  the  city  protested 
vigorously.  He  pointed  out  that  Carter  Street  pro- 
vides ample  exit  for  residents  of  the  vicinity,  and  that 
there  were  not  many  residents  anyway.  Further,  the 
impromptu  ravine  park  was  most  attractive,  and 
should  not  be  disturbed. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  thereupon  strongly 
criticized  the  proposed  extension,  and  a  petition  of 
some  forty  residents  was  filed  in  opposition.  Finally 
Mayor  Storrs  halted  the  project  entirely,  and  the  in- 
terested parties  have  been  invited  to  attend  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  which 
will  be  August  6. 
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Derry. 


President  John  Larmondra  and  his  steadily  larger 
taxpayers  association  had  the  just  reward  for  their 
labors  when  the  Derry  tax  rate  was  recently  dropped 
$1.80  and  that  for  Derry  Village  fell  $4.00. 

Not  content  to  rest  on  their  laurels,  however,  the 
association  directors  believe  that  competent  and 
thrifty  government  can  be  won,  and  maintained,  only 
if  something  is  done  about  it,  day  in  and  out.  On 
that  basis,  the  directors  are  now  having  monthly 
meetings  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  about  every 
town  department,  starting  with  the  school  department, 
and  eventually  to  include  them  all. 

Another  equally  important  effort,  this  time  of  the 
entire  membership,  will  be  to  persuade  as  many  other 
Derry  citizens  as  possible  to  agree  to  take  an  interest 
in  town  affairs.  Each  member  will  try  to  induce  three 
other  citizens  to  agree  to  attend  the  1942  town  meet- 
ing and  to  vote. 

Dover. 

When  valuations  rise,  a  tax  reduction  comes  even 
if  local  expenses  should  rise  a  little  too.  But  when 
valuations  drop,  only  a  determined  economy  will  cut 
the  tax  rate.  With  a  valuation  reduction  of  $400,000, 
therefore,  Dover's  city  officials  are  to  be  commended 
for  achieving  a  50  cent  lower  tax  rate.  Realizing 
their  loss  of  several  of  Dover's  mills,  the  city  depart- 
ments cut  their  cloth  to  fit,  and  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  this  year  is  $21,000  less  than  in 
1940. 

President  Joel  Sheppard  and  his  tax  association 
could  be  particularly  pleased  with  this  second  succes- 
sive tax  reduction,  accomplished  each  time  in  spite 
of  unfavorable  economic  conditions. 
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Franklin. 

A  combination  of  greatly  increased  valuations  and 
substantially  lowered  city  expenses  made  possible  one 
of  the  sharpest  drops  in  tax  rate  anywhere  in  the 
state,  from  $38.50  to  $31.00. 

The  very  welcome  tax  drop  was  not  obtained  thru 
the  dangerous  medium  of  borrowed  money.  The  city 
is  purchasing  $13,000  of  needed  capital  items  out  of 
its  budget  for  1941. 

President  of  the  Franklin  Taxpayers  Association 
is  Horace  Kelley,  also  member  of  the  city  council. 
Another  association  director  is  Mayor  Henry  Proulx, 
who  has  been  a  leader  in  the  efforts  to  lower  taxes 
and  establish  pay-as-you-go  fiscal  policies. 

The  Franklin  purchasing  agent  is  reported  to  be 
making  immediate,  profitable  use  of  the  new  state 
law  permitting  cities  to  utilize  the  state  purchasing 
agent's  office.  This  new  law,  introduced  by  Senator 
Marcoux  of  Rochester  and  sponsored  by  the  state  tax- 
payers federation,  was  the  result  of  requests  made  by 
city  officials  of  both  Rochester  and  Franklin. 

Hudson. 

Stafford  S.  Hill  is  not  only  president  of  Hudson 
Taxpayers  Association  and  of  the  state  federation, 
he  also  is  member  of  the  Hudson  Planning  Board  and 
the  newly  formed  town  budget  committee.  The  plan- 
ning board  is  now  working  on  a  zoning  ordinance. 

Manchester. 

Hillsboro  County  taxes  average  over  $9.00  a  thou- 
sand valuation,  and  the  county  spends  more  than  any 
three  other  counties  put  together.  To  consider  the 
1941  budget  problems,  the  county  this  year  had  the 
ablest,  most  conscientious  delegation  in  recent  years. 
Fortified  by  specific  recommendations  for  economies 
and  better  fiscal  policies  submitted  by  the  taxpayers 
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federation,  the  delegation  sharply  cut  the  estimates 
of  the  county  commissioners.  The  final  budget  was 
under  the  1940  figures  by  $100,000  for  1941  and 
$209,500  for  1942.  As  a  result,  the  average  Hills- 
boro  County  taxpayer  will  pay  in  county  taxes  an 
average  of  over  60  cents  a  thousand  less  for  1941  and 
$1.30  less  for  1942. 

Manchester's  tax  rate,  helped  by  this  county  sav- 
ings, will  be  $2.00  less  than  a  year  ago.  One  impor- 
tant reason  for  the  drop  to  $37.50  was  the  activity  of 
the  Manchester  Taxpayers  Association,  with  its  able 
secretary,  Sidney  Frissell,  and  president,  Vaughn 
Griffin. 

Nashua. 

The  second  largest  city  in  Hillsboro  County,  Nashua, 
also  benefited  materially  by  the  drop  in  county  taxes. 
Local  taxes  had  been  cut  $15,000.  Considerably 
higher  valuations,  with  the  cut  in  county  and  local 
taxes,  combined  to  bring  the  tax  rate  down  $1.80. 
Business  activity  in  the  city  increased  to  such  a  high 
pitch  that  all  WPA  activity  had  to  be  ended  except 
the  work  on  a  single  sewer  system.  City  relief  cases 
declined  to  the  lowest  number  in  many  years. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Message  from  the  Senate 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk, 
announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  with 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bills,  sent  up  from  the  House  of 
Representatives : 

House  Bill  No.  10,  An  act  providing  for  special 
licenses  for  persons  dealing  in  fresh  water  smelt  for 
bait. 

House  Bill  No.  194  (in  new  draft).  An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  tenure  of  office  and  liability  of  tax  collectors. 

House  Bill  No.  281,  An  act  in  relation  to  advertise- 
ment and  sale  of  tax-delinquent  property  and  reports 
thereof  to  the  register  of  deeds. 

House  Bill  No.  282,  An  act  relative  to  manner  of 
taking  deer  in  the  town  of  Pembroke. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate 
concurred  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with  amend- 
ments, in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  Senate 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives : 

House  Bill  No.  140,  An  act  relating  to  misdemean- 
ors. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  title 
and   inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Amend  chapter  440  of  the  Revised  Laws  by 
adding  the  following  new  section:  17a.  Common 
Carriers.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  for  any  person  to 
commit  any  of  the  offenses  described  in  sections  1,  2, 
3,  6  and  14  hereof  while  riding  in  a  public  convey- 
ance or  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  operating 
over  a  regular  route,  or  a  contract  carrier. 
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2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Myhaver  of  Peterborough,  the 
House  concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
sent  down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  be  engrossed. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  re- 
fused to  concur  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  sent  up  from 
the  House  of  Representatives:

The  sums  which  may  be  allowed  for  any  such  purpose 
shall  be  in  addition  to  appropriations  otherwise  made 
for  such  needs. 

Amend  section  2  by  inserting  after  the  word  "dol- 
lars" in  the  fourth  line  the  words,  for  each  of  the  two 
years,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows :  2.  Bonds  Authorized.  The  state  treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the 
state,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  not  more  than  two  hundred  and

of  the  president  of  the  United  States  that  such  hostili- 
ties have  ceased  or  that  the  war-time  emergency  no 
longer  exists  whichever  time  shall  be  first  reached. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 
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2.  Amount  of  Temporary  Increases.  Any  person 
entitled  to  the  temporary  increase  in  pay  provided  for 
by  this  act  shall  receive  an  additional  five  per  cent  of 
his  annual  salary,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  pay- 
able at  such  times  as  said  annual  salary  is  paid.  Such 
person  shall  also  receive  an  additional  seventy-five  dol- 
lars, annually,  which  said  amount  shall  be  paid  on 
July  30th  of  each  year  during  the  period  that  the 
temporary  increase  in  pay  provided  for  by  this  act  is 
in  effect,  and  which  shall  be  deemed  to  be  additional 
compensation  for  duties  performed  for  a  fiscal  year.

July  30th  payment  has  been  made,  such  proportion  of 
said  payment  unearned  shall  be  deducted  from  any 
amount  then  due  on  account  of  salary.

The  temporary 
increases  in  pay  provided  for  by  the  preceding  sec- 
tions shall  be  based  on  the  salaries  received  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1942,  except  as  to  those  who  have  received 
increases  in  pay  since  December  31,  1941,  other  than 
and  in  excess  of  pay  increases  granted  because  of 
regular  service  record.

Mr.  Cotton  of  Lebanon,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
having  considered  the  subject,  reported  the  following 
entitled  bill,  House  Bill  No.  341,  An  act  relating  to 
New  Hampshire  sickness  and  non-industrial  accident 
compensation  act,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Labor. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  bill  read  a  first  and 
second  time,  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Labor. 
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Special  Order 

Mr.  Angus  of  Claremont  called  for  the  special 
order,  it  being  House  Bill  No.  26,  An  act  to  provide 
recognition  of  the  war  service  of  residents  of  New 
Hampshire  who  served  in  the  military  and  naval 
forces  of  the  United  States  or  allied  countries  during 
the  World  War  H. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  substitute  the 
words  "ought  to  pass"  for  the  words,  "inexpedient  to 
legislate." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  Angus  of  Claremont  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
motion. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  to  substitute  pre- 
vailed. 

Mr.  Potter  of  Concord  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment as  proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Appropri- 
ations : 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

An  act  to  provide  recognition  of  the  war  service  of 
residents  of  this  state  who  served  in  the  armed  forces 
of  the  United  States  during  World  War  H. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  QvxilifLoation  for  Bonus.  Each  person  who  is  a 
resident  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  and  who  has 
served  for  a  period  of  more  than  ninety  days  in  any 
capacity  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States, 
during  the  present  war,  and  has  been  honorably  dis- 
charged therefrom,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
provided  for  hereunder. 

2.  Definition.  The  term  "armed  forces  of  the  United 
States"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  the  army,  navy. 
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marine  corps,  coast  guard,  and  any  woman's  auxiliary 
services  to  such  forces,  the  members  of  which  are 
subject  to  and  under  mihtary  law. 

3.  Roster.  The  adjutant  general  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  prepare  a  roster  of  the  names  of  residents  of 
the  state  who  have  qualified  for  benefits  under  the 
provisions  hereof,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
state  treasurer. 

4.  Bonus  Payment.  In  recognition  of  the  service 
performed  by  the  persons  named  in  section  1,  the  state 
treasurer,  when  such  names  are  certified  to  him  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  pay  to  each 
such  resident,  or  to  the  wife,  mother,  father,  son  or 
daughter  of  such  as  have  died,  a  sum  equal  to  ten 
dollars  per  month  for  each  month  of  such  service,  but 
not  exceeding  in  any  event  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  said  treasurer  shall  take  such  formal 
receipt  as  he  shall  prescribe. 

5.  Special  Poll  Tax.  Beginning  with  April  first, 
1944,  and  continuing  for  a  period  of  five  consecutive 
years,  there  shall  be  assessed  upon  all  taxable  polls, 
as  now  or  hereafter  defined,  within  the  state,  a  further 
tax  of  two  dollars  in  addition  to  the  poll  tax  now 
provided  or  which  may  be  provided  for  by  law,  such 
additional  tax  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in 
accordance  Vv^ith  the  laws  relating  to  poll  taxes.  A 
separate  account  of  such  additional  tax  shall  be  kept 
by  the  several  town  or  city  officers  and  it  shall  be 
paid  by  the  several  towns  and  cities  to  the  state  treas- 
urer, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  of  the 
several  years,  and  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue  his  extent  for  all  taxes  which  shall  re- 
main unpaid  on  said  dates  last  mentioned.  The  state 
treasurer  shall  keep  all  funds  accruing  from  the  col- 
lection of  the  special  poll  tax  provided  for  by  this 
section  in  a  separate  account  from  which  he  shall  pay 
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the  indebtedness  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  as  the  same  shall  become  due.  Any  balance  in 
said  separate  account,  after  making  the  payments 
authorized  hereunder,  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purposes  than  for  benefits  or  assistance  to  veterans  to 
such  an  extent  as  the  legislature  may  authorize. 

6.  Bond  Issue  Authorized.  In  order  to  provide  the 
funds  for  the  payment  of  the  bonus  authorized  here- 
under, the  sum  of  two  million,  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  appropriated,  and  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and 
council,  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state.  Such  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit 
of  the  state. 

7.  Form;  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  governor  and  coun- 
cil shall  determine  the  form  of  such  bonds  or  notes, 
their  rate  of  interest,  the  dates  when  interest  shall  be 
paid,  the  dates  of  maturity,  the  places  where  principal 
and  interest  shall  be  paid,  and  the  time  or  times  of 
issue.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the 
treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  governor.  The 
treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  deem  to  be  most  advantage- 
ous to  the  state.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  or  notes  the  governor  is  authorized  to  draw 
his  warrants  for  the  sum  hereinbefore  appropriated, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act  only.  Said  bonds  or  notes 
and  interest  thereon  shall  be  repaid  from  the  collec- 
tions from  the  special  poll  tax  provided  for  in  this 
act. 

8.  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  such  bonds  or  notes  countersigned  by 
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the  governor,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of 
each  bond  or  note,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the 
time  when  payable,  and  the  date  of  delivery  to  the 
treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of 
each  bond  or  note  showing  the  number  and  amount 
thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the 
amount  received  for  the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale, 
and  the  time  when  payable. 

9.  Short-Term  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  hereunder,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  revenue  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the  purposes 
hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on  short-term 
loans  to  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  here- 
under provided,  however,  that  at  no  one  time  shall  the 
indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such  short-term  loans 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

10.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendments  proposed  by 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  Potter  of  Concord  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ments. 

Mr.  McMeekin  of  Haverhill  offered  the  following 
amendment  : 

Amend  section  4  of  the  proposed  amendments  by  in- 
serting after  the  word  "section"  in  the  fourth  line, 
the  words,  and  when  application  is  made  therefor,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

4.  Bontis  Payment.  In  recognition  of  the  service 
performed  by  the  persons  named  in  section  1,  the 
state  treasurer,  when  such  names  are  certified  to  him 
as  provided  in  the  preceding  section  and  when  appli- 
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cation  is  made  therefor,  shall  pay  to  each  such  resi- 
dent, or  to  the  wife,  mother,  father,  son  or  daughter 
of  such  as  have  died,  a  sum  equal  to  ten  dollars  per 
month  for  each  month  of  such  service,  but  not  ex- 
ceeding in  any  event  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  said  treasurer  shall  take  such  formal  receipt  as 
he  shall  prescribe. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  McMeekin  of  Haverhill  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

Mr.  Haley  of  Holderness  offered  the  following 
amendment : 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  after  section  9,  as 
amended,  the  following  new  section: 

10.  Application  of  Laws.  For  the  purpose  of  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  the  special  poll  tax  pro- 
vided by  this  act  the  provisions  of  sections  2  and  3 
of  chapter  73  of  the  Revised  Laws,  relative  to  vet- 
eran's exempton,  shall  not  be  applicable. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  10 
to  read  section  11. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  Haley  of  Holderness  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendments  proposed 
by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  as  amended. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendments  were  adopted. 
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The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hart  of  Wolfeboro,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  dispensed  with. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Remarks  by  the  Speaker 

The  committees  of  the  House  have  been  very  in- 
dulgent with  the  Chair  in  his  persistent  recommenda- 
tion that  the  dockets  of  all  standing  committees  be 
cleared  as  promptly  as  seemed  reasonably  possible. 
The  Chair  has  been  equally  insistent  that  in  no  in- 
stance should  deliberative  consideration  be  sacrificed 
for  the  sake  of  a  hasty  disposition  of  a  measure.  The 
results  have  been  generally  satisfactory  and  the  Chair 
appreciates  the  consideration  he  has  received.  The 
Chair  is  now  able  to  advise  the  House  that  there  are 
no  bills  remaining  for  consideration  in  any  of  the  com- 
mittees, other  than  a  minor  number  in  process  of  ad- 
vertising, which  have  not  been  acted  upon,  either  by 
hearing  or  committee  vote  either  to  report  or  not  to 
report,  so  that  the  House  is  now  able  to  consider  the 
date  on  which  it  may  adjourn.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Chair  the  only  bills  in  the  House  which  affect  the  day 
of  adjournment  are  in  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions. This  committee  has  worked  long  and  faith- 
fully and  the  Chair  is  assured  that  all  bills  in  this 
committee  will  be  disposed  of  during  the  early  part 
of  the  next  legislative  week.  It  now  seems  reasonable 
that  the  House  should  formally  acquaint  the  Senate 
of  the  day  on  which  it  can  finish  its  work  and  the 
Chair  sincerely  hopes  that  the  House  can  presently 
come  to  some  agreement  concerning  the  matter. 

Concurrent  Resolution 

Mr.  Wiggin  of  Manchester  offered  the  following  con- 
current resolution: 
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Whereas,  it  appears  that  all  necessary  legislative 
work  may  be  accomplished  by  Friday,  May  7,  instant, 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  House  of  Representatievs,  the 
Senate  concurring,  that  the  present  session  of  the 
Legislature  be  brought  to  final  adjournment  on  Friday, 
May  7,  instant,  at  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  on  that  date  all  re- 
ports, bills  and  joint  resolutions,  with  the  exceptions 
of  such  as  have  been  referred  to  the  next  Legislature, 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  concurrent  resolution  was 
adopted,  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Message  from  the  Senate 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk, 
announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  with 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bills,  sent  up  from  the  House  of 
Representatives : 

An 
act  relating  to  housing. 

House  Bill  No.  105,  An  act  relating  to  the  assess- 
ment of  growing  w^ood  and  timber. 

House  Bill  No.  235,  An  act  relative  to  firemen's  aid. 

House  Bill  No.  321,  An  act  relative  to  lightning 
rods. 

House  Bill  No.  322,  An  act  relating  to  the  salaries 
of  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  County  of 
Sullivan. 

House  Bill  No.  323,  An  act  relating  to  the  salary  of 
the  solicitor  of  Strafford  County. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate 
had  voted  to  concur  with  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  its  amendments  to  the  following  joint  resolution: 
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Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  1,  Joint  resolution  in 
favor  of  Lucy  W.  Tweedy. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate 
concurred  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
passage  of  the  following  entitled  bills,  with  amend- 
ments, in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the 
Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives : 

House  Bill  No.  153  (in  new  draft  and  with  new 
title),  An  act  relating  to  the  construction  and  financ- 
ing of  a  sewerage  system  and  sewerage  disposal  plant 
for  the  town  of  Derry. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enact- 
ing clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  Authorization.  The  town  of  Derry  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  maintain 
such  sewerage  system  and  sewerage  disposal  plant  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  state  board  of  health  relative  thereto. 
Said  town  may  determine  whether  said  construction 
and  maintenance  shall  be  paid  by  assessment  of  sewer 
rents  or  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town, 
or  both.  In  case  such  assessments  are  made  the 
selectmen  may  assess  the  same  to  be  paid  in  annual- 
installments  extending  over  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  years. 

2.  Bonds  or  Notes.  The  town  of  Derry  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  on  the  credit  of 
the  town  serial  bonds  or  notes  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding funds  for  the  sewerage  system  and  sewerage 
disposal  plant,  as  provided  in  section  1,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  such  an  amount  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 
The  serial  bonds  or  notes  issued  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  such 
times,  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date  of 
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issue,  in  such  mantier  and  with  such  provisions  as 
the  selectmen  may  determine. 

3.  Debt  Limit.  In  ascertaining  and  fixing  the  net 
debt  of  the  town  of  Derry,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Laws,  all  indebtedness  in- 
curred under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  be 
deducted. 

4.  Application  of  Laws.  Except  as  hereinbefore 
otherwise  provided,  the  provisions  of  chapter  111  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  relative  to  sewers,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Laws,  relative  to 
municipal  bonds,  shall  apply  to  the  sew^erage  system  of 
the  town  of  Derry  and  to  bonds  and  notes  herein 
authorized. 

5.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hepworth  of  Derry,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  84  (in  new  draft),  An  act  providing 
for  the  equitable  apportionment  in  certain  cases  of 
estate  taxes  and  the  collection  and  payment  thereof. 

Amend  line  16  of  section  1  by  inserting  immediately 
after  the  word  "property"  where  it  appears  therein 
the  following  words  "except  proceeds  of  life  insur- 
ance" and  amend  line  18  of  section  1  by  striking  out 
from  said  line  18  the  following  "after  deduction  of 
specific  exemption"  so  that  said  section  1,  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Apportionment  of  Taxes.  Whenever  it  appears 
upon  any  accounting,  or  in  any  appropriate  action  or 
proceeding,  that  an  executor,  administrator,  trustee  or 
other  person  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity,  has  paid

or  may  be  required  to  pay  a  tax  levied  or  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  88  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
or  of  any  act  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  estate  tax  law 
of  the  United  States  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted 
upon  or  with  respect  to  any  property  except  proceeds 
of  life  insurance  which  is  neither  a  part  of  the  gross 
estate,  except  for  such  tax  purpose,  nor  subject  to 
the  terms  of  the  will,  if  any,  nor  to  the  laws  of  the 
state  which  govern  descent  and  distribution  of  intes- 
tate property,  the  amount  of  the  whole  tax  less  the 
per  cent  thereof  which  the  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  state  bears  to  the  value  at  the  date  of  de- 
cease of  the  property  so  added  to  the  estate  for  tax 
purposes,  shall  be  collected  from  such  included  prop- 
erty, or  from  the  beneficiaries  thereof  in  accord  with 
their  proportionate  interests  therein  except  in  any 
case  in  which  a  testator  otherwise  directs  or  provides 
in  his  will;  provided,  that  it  shall  accord  with 
applicable  estate  tax  laws  of  the  United  States  where 
such  laws  specify  with  respect  to  an  apportionment; 
and  provided  that  allowance  shall  be  made  fcfr  any  ex- 
emptions granted  and  deductions  allowed  by  the  act 
imposing  the  tax.  In  cases  in  which  a  life  estate,  or 
any  temporary  interest,  and  remainder  are  created  in 
such  property  which  is  not  a  part  of  the  estate,  except 
for  such  tax  purpose,  the  tax  shall  be  charged  against 
and  be  paid  out  of  the  corpus  of  such  property  with- 
out apportionment  between  temporary  estates  and  re- 
mainders, unless  the  tax  on  such  property  is  paid  by 
the  beneficiaries  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Swenson  of  Concord,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate, 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House    Bill    No.    310,    An   act   concerning   liens   of 
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factors  upon  merchandise  or  the  proceeds  thereof  and 
the  assignment  of  accounts  receivable. 

Amend  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  by  striking 
out  the  same  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  : 

"1.  If  so  provided  by  any  written  agreement,  ail 
factors  shall  have  a  continuing  general  lien  upon  all 
merchandise  from  time  to  time  consigned  to  or  pledged 
with  them,  whether  in  their  constructive,  actual  or 
exclusive  occupancy  or  possession  or  not,  and  upon 
any  accounts  receivable  or  other  proceeds  resulting 
from  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  such  merchandise, 
for  all  their  loans  and  advances  to  or  for  the  account 
of  the  person  creating  the  lien  (hereinafter  called  the 
borrower) ,  together  with  interest  thereon,  and  also  for 
any  commission,  charges,  and  expenses  properly 
chargeable  against  or  due  from  said  borrower  and  for 
the  amount  due  upon  any  notes  or  other  obligations 
given  to  or  received  by  them  for  or  on  account  of  any 
such  loans  or  advances,  interest,  commission,  charges, 
and  expenses,  and  such  lien  shall  be  valid  from  the 
time  of  filing  the  notice  hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
whether  such  merchandise  shall  be  in  existence  at  the 
time  of  the  agreement  creating  the  lien  or  at  the  time 
of  the  filing  such  notice  or  shall  come  into  existence 
subsequently  thereto  or  shall  subsequently  thereto  be 
acquired  by  the  borrower;  provided,  there  shall  be 
placed  and  maintained  on  the  door  or  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  main  entrance  of  the  store,  loft  or  other 
premises  in  or  at  which  such  merchandise,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  located,  kept  or  stored,  a  sign 
on  which  appears  in  legible  English  the  name  of  the 
factor  and  a  designation  of  said  factor  as  factor;  and 
provided,  further,  that  a  notice  of  the  lien  is  recorded, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  stating:" 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  words  "goods 
or  merchandise  are  located"  in  the  eighth  line  thereof, 
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and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "merchandise 
is  located"  so  that  said  section  2  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

"2,  Such  notice  must  be  verified  under  oath  by  the 
factor  or  his  agent,  to  the  effect  that  the  statements 
therein  contained  are  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowl- 
edge. It  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  where  the  borrower  resides,  if  the  borrower  is  a 
resident  of  this  state,  otherwise  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  where  such  merchandise  is  located.  The 
town  clerk  shall  provide  and  maintain  a  separate  index 
for  such  notices  which  shall  show  in  separate  columns 
the  names  of  the  parties  named  in  each  notice  under 
the  head  of  'borrower'  and  'factor,'  the  date  when 
the  name  was  received  for  record  and  the  general 
character  of  the  merchandise  as  therein  stated.  The 
names  of  the  persons  creating  the  liens  as  stated  in 
the  notice  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  un- 
der the  head  of  'borrowers.'  Town  clerks  shall  receive 
ten  cents  for  indexing  each  such  notice  in  addition  to 
the  regular  fee  for  recording." 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  the  same  and  sub- 
stituting the  following: 

"4.  Upon  the  payment  or  satisfaction  of  indebted- 
ness secured  by  any  lien  specified  in  this  Act,  the 
factor  or  his  legal  representative,  upon  the  request 
of  any  person  interested  in  the  said  merchandise,  must 
sign  and  acknowledge  a  certificate  setting  forth  such 
payment  or  satisfaction.  The  town  clerk  or  clerks 
with  whom  the  notice  of  lien  is  recorded  must,  on  re- 
ceipt of  such  certificate,  record  the  same  and  write 
the  word  'discharged'  or  'partially  discharged,'  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  index  book  where  the  notice  of 
the  lien  is  entered,  opposite  the  entry  thereof  and  of 
each  amendment  thereof,  and  the  lien  is  thereby  dis- 
charged. He  shall  record  the  certificate  itself,  or  make 
a  reference  to  the  record  thereof,  in  the  margin  of 
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the  record  of  the  original  notice.  All  notices  of  liens 
recorded  pursuant  to  this  act  and  not  satisfied  by 
recording"  a  certificate  setting  forth  payment  or  satis- 
faction thereof  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  under  this  act  without  further 
or  other  recording." 

Amend  section  9  by  striking  out  the  same  and  sub- 
stituting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"9.  The  terms  'factor'  and  'factors'  wherever  used 
in  this  act  include  banks  or  other  persons,  firms,  and 
corporations,  and  their  successors  in  interest,  engaged 
in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  business  of  factoring  or 
financing  purchases,  manufacture  or  sales  of  merchan- 
dise or  of  purchasing  or  lending  on  the  security  of 
receivables  arising  out  of  such  sales  who,  as  part  of 
or  incidental  to  such  business,  lend  upon  the  security 
of  merchandise,  and  any  consignee  or  consignees, 
pledgee  or  pledgees,  who  advance  money  on  merchan- 
dise consigned  to  or  pledged  with  them,  whether  or 
not  such  consignees  or  pledgees  are  employed  to  sell 
such  merchandise,  and  their  successors  in  interest. 

"The  term  'merchandise'  wherever  used  in  this  act 
shall  mean  any  and  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise, 
raw,  wrought  or  in  process."

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Sawyer  of  Woodstock,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint 
Resolution  No.  3,  Joint  resolution  providing  for 
special  interim  commission  for  the  study  of  taxation 
of  growing  wood  and  timber,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendment,  and  the  recommendation 
that  the  joint  resolution  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  caption  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
words,   and  measures   to  conserve  and   increase   the 
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forest  resources  of  the  state,  so  that  said  caption  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Joint  resolution  providing  for  a  special  interim 
commission  for  the  study  of  taxation  of  growing  wood 
and  timber  and  measures  to  conserve  and  increase  the 
forest  resources  of  the  state. 

Amend  the  joint  resolution  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  resolving  clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following : 

That  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  ap- 
point ten  competent  persons  to  constitute  a  commis- 
sion for  the  study  and  analysis  of  public  measures  to 
assure  greater  productivity  of  New  Hampshire  forests. 
The  study  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  prob- 
lem of  special  taxation  of  growing  wood  and  timber 
as  authorized  by  the  recent  amendment  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  state.  If  it  appears  desirable  to  said 
commission  that  measures  to  prevent  wasteful  methods 
in  the  cutting  of  forest  growth  on  private  lands  be 
inaugurated  in  this  state  in  order  to  conserve  the 
forest  resources,  it  shall  advise  and  recommend  with 
reference  thereto  and  if  it  considers  that  said  meas- 
ures should  be  administered  by  local  boards  as  created 
by  chapter  235  of  the  Revised  Laws,  it  shall  advise 
as  to  any  change  in  the  creation  and  composition  of 
such  boards.  Said  commission  shall  report  to  the  1945 
legislature  measures  which  in  its  opinion  are  necessary 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  resolution. 

Said  commission  shall,  as  far  as  practical,  be  so 
composed  as  to  give  due  representation  to  the  different 
sections  of  the  state  and  the  different  classes  of  inter- 
est, primarily,  the  conservationist,  the  small  woodland 
owner,  the  industrialist,  the  timber  operator,  and  the 
general  public,  but  shall  include  ex  officio  the  chair- 
man of  the  state  tax  commission.  The  members  of 
such  commission  shall  serve  without  salary  but  shall 
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be  reimbursed  for  their  actual  expenses  on  official 
business. 

Said  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase 
supplies  and  to  employ  clerical  and  stenographic  assist- 
ance, with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council 
and  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  hereinafter 
provided.  The  commission  shall  request  the  state  tax 
commission  to  advise  and  assist  it  in  securing  basic 
data  and  that  may  be  required  for  its  study  and  shall 
pay,  from  the  appropriation  hereinafter  provided,  for 
any  additional  field  or  office  assistance  which  the  tax 
commission  may  be  required  to  employ  to  comply  with 
the  request  of  the  interim  commission.  The  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars,  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
ending  June  30,  1944,  and  June  30,  1945,  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  interim  commission  hereby  con- 
stituted and  the  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrants  for  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted 
and  the  joint  resolution  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Sawyer  of  Woodstock,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
308,  An  act  making  appropriations  for  capital  im- 
provements and  long  term  repairs  for  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill 
as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  by  striking 
out  in  the  first  line  the  words  "four  hundred  seventy- 
two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  four 
hundi-ed  ninety,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows : 

1.  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  four  hundred  ninety 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  chapter 
181  of  the  Laws  of  1941  amounting  to  one  hundred  five 
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thousand  five  hundred  and  forty  dollars  is  hereby 
made  available,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  amounts 
listed  below,  which  purposes  include  such  related  im- 
provements, facilities,  equipment  and  furnishings  as 
are  necessary  to  complete  the  same. 

Further  amend  section  1  by  inserting-  after  para- 
graph (o)  a  new  paragraph  to  read  as  follows  : 

(p)  to  purchase  the  Woodworth  Building,  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  state  liquor  commission, $18,000. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Blandin  of  Bath,  for  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  302,  An 
act  relative  to  qualifications  of  legal  voters  as  to  resi- 
dence, reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ment, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  paragraph  II  of  the  new  section  8  as  inserted 
by  section  1  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

II.  The  supervisors  of  each  city  and  town  shall 
provide  themselves  with  cards,  to  be  known  as  trans- 
fer cards,  in  such  form  as  the  secretary  of  state  may 
determine,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon  a  sched- 
ule to  indicate  the  name  of  the  voter,  the  town  or  city 
of  which  he  is  a  legal  voter,  the  approximate  date  of 
removal  therefrom,  the  town  or  city  to  which  he  re- 
moves, and  such  other  information  as  may  be  neces- 
sary together  with  spaces  for  the  signatures  of  a 
majority  of  the  supervisors.  The  supervisors  shall 
execute  and  issue  such  transfer  cards  to  legal  voters 
whose  names  appear  on  the  check-list,  who  apply 
therefor  not  more  than  six  months  and  not  less  than 
thirty  days  next  prior  to  any  election  and  who  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  of  their  intention  to  remove  to 
another  town  or  city  and  to  vote  therein  at  such  elec- 
tion.    Upon  the  issuance  of  such  a  transfer  card  to 
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any  voter  his  name  shall  be  removed  from  the  check- 
list by  the  supervisors  issuing  said  card. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mrs.  Christiansen  of  Berlin,  for  the  Committee  on 
Labor,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  330,  An 
act  relative  to  employment  of  certain  persons  during 
war  emergency,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line 
the  words  "employer,  or"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

2.  Waiver  by  Employees  Having  Known  Physical 
Defects.  Whenever  any  person  desiring  to  enter  a 
contract  of  employment,  shall  have  any  known  physi- 
cal defect  which  imposes  upon  his  prospective  em- 
ployer a  further  or  unusual  hazard,  it  shall  be  permis- 
sible for  such  person  to  waive  in  writing,  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  stated,  for  himself  or  his  dependents 
or  both,  any  rights  to  compensation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  216  of  the  Revised  Laws  for  any 
personal  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of 
his  employment,  or  death  resulting  therefrom,  which 
may  be  found  to  be  attributable  in  a  material  degree 
to  such  known  physical  defect.  A  person  is  not  pre- 
sumed to  have  any  known  physical  defect  unless  and 
until  such  person  shall  have  been  subjected  to  a  physi- 
cal examination  by  a  duly  registered  physician  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  who  shall  thereupon  issue  a 
certificate. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Bragg  of  Alstead,  for  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary, to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No,  93,  An 
act  relative  to  the  commission  on  disability  benefits,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Velishka  of  Nashua,  for  the  Special  Committee 
consisting  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Nashua, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  75,  An  act  rela- 
tive to  compensation  of  an  official  of  the  city  of 
Nashua,  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Batchelder  of  Wilton,  for  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  311 
(in  new  draft),  An  act  relative  to  the  purchase  of 
milk  for  resale  or  manufacture,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
311  (in  new  draft),  An  act  relative  to  the  purchase 
of  milk  for  resale  or  manufacture,  and  being  unable 
to  agree  with  the  majority,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendments,  and  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  2  of  chapter  195  of  the  Revised  Laws 
as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in 
the  second  line  the  word  "in"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  into ;  further  amend  by  striking  out 
in  the  fifth  line  the  words  "six  hundred"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words,  two  hundred  fifty,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

2.  Every  person  who  purchases  milk  within  this 
state  from  more  than  one  producer,  to  be  resold  or 
manufactured  in  other  dairy  products,  shall  fii^t  ob- 
tain a  license  from  the  Board  and  give  security  for 
the  payment  of  such  milk  in  accordance  with  section  4 
hereof,  provided  that  no  resident  person,  making  pur- 
chases of  less  than  two  hundred  fifty  quarts  on  a  daily 
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average  shall  be  required  to  obtain  a  license  as  long 
as  payment  for  such  purchases  is  made  on  or  before 
the  tenth  day  of  each  calendar  month  for  milk  pur- 
chased and  delivered  during  the  first  half  of  the  pre- 
vious month  or  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
each  calendar  month  for  milk  purchased  and  delivered 
during  the  last  half  of  the  previous  month. 

Amend  section  3  of  said  chapter  195  as  inserted  by 
section  1  by  inserting  in  the  seventh  line  before  the 
word  "milk"  the  word,  such ;  further  amend  by  strik- 
ing out  in  the  eighth  line  the  words  "business  done" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  purchases 
made;  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

3.  Application.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall 
file  with  the  Board  an  application  under  oath  contain- 
ing his  full  name  and  address,  and  if  a  partnership, 
firm,  association  or  corporation,  such  information  rela- 
tive to  its  organization,  officers  and  members  as  the 
Board  may  require.  Such  application  shall  include 
a  complete  statement  of  the  applicant's  financial  con- 
dition, showing  all  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  appli- 
cant in  this  state,  all  encumbrances  thereon,  a  refer- 
ence to  the  applicant's  title  thereto,  and  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  such  milk  purchases  made  by  the 
applicant  within  this  state  during  each  month  of  the 
year  preceding  such  application,  and  such  other  in- 
formation as  the  Board  may  require. 

Amend  section  8  of  said  chapter  195  as  inserted  by 
section  1  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following : 

8.  Payments  for  Products.  In  the  absence  of  a 
written  agreement  approved  by  the  Board  between  any 
licensee  and  his  vendor  establishing  an  earlier  time 
of  payment  of  the  amounts  due  for  milk,  payments 
therefor  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  tenth  of  each 
calendar  month  for  milk  delivered  or  furnished  during 
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the  first  half  of  the  previous  month  and  on  or  before 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  each  calendar  month  for  milk 
delivered  or  furnished  during  the  last  half  of  the  pre- 
vious month.  At  the  time  of  payment,  such  licensee 
shall  furnish  to  each  payee  a  statement  of  the  quan- 
tity delivered  or  furnished  by  him  during  the  period 
covered  by  the  payment,  together  with  the  price  al- 
lowed for  the  same. 

Amend  section  13  of  said  chapter  195  as  inserted 
by  section  1  by  inserting  in  the  first  line  after  the 
word  "whoever"  the  words,  violates  the  rules  and 
regulations  made  hereunder  or,  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

13.  Penalty.  Whoever  violates  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations made  hereunder  or  makes  a  false  statement  to 
secure  a  license  or  purchases  milk  within  this  state 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  con- 
tinues to  do  business  after  his  license  has  been  sus- 
pended, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 
Each  day's  violation  shall  be  a  separate  offense. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  14 
to  read  section  2.

the  House  and  Senate  adopt  the  following  amendments : 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

An  Act  Relative  to  Appraisal  and  Indemnity  of 

Condemned  Domestic  Animals. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  folowing: 

2.  Temporary  Payment  of  Indemnity.  In  case  of 
condemned  animals  the  state  shall  pay  the  owner, 
after  he  has  filed  such  certificate  or  certificates  as  the 
commissioner  may  direct,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws,  one  third 
of  the  appraised  value  on  all  horses  condemned  and 
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killed  and  for  all  bovine  animals  condemned  and  killed 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  a  grade  animal 
and  seventy-five  dollars  for  a  registered  pure  bred 
animal  providing  that  the  amount  received  from  sal- 
vage, from  the  federal  government,  and  from  the  state 
shall  not  exceed  the  appraised  value  thereof.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  in  effect  for  the 
period  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  act  and  during  said  two-year  period  the  provisions 
of  section  57  of  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws  shall 
be  suspended. 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  after  section  2  the  follow- 
ing new  sections; 

3.  Bonds  and  Notes  Authorized.  The  state  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  to  borrow  such  sums  as  are  needed 
from  time  to  time,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  upon  the  credit  of  the  state,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  issue  bonds  or  notes,  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  at  a  rate  of 
interest  to  be  so  determined  at  the  time  of  consent  to 
the  issue,  and  said  interest  to  be  payable  semi-annually. 
Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  in  such  form  and  such 
denominations  as  the  governor  and  council  may  deter- 
mine, may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal  and 
interest,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor 
and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit 
of  the  state.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  mature  in  the 
fiscal  year  of  1948. 

4.  Records  and  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state 
and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  accounts  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions  of  section 
3  as  they  are  required  to  keep  for  the  bonds  and  notes 
authorized  by  chapter  159  of  the  Laws  of  1939.  The 
treasurer  shall  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  said  chapter  159. 
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5.  Short-TiTYie  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of 
serial  bonds  or  notes  hereunder  the  treasurer,  with  the 
consent  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the  pur- 
poses hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on  short- 
time  loans  which  may  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  hereunder,  provided,  however,  that  at 
no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such 
short-time  loans  and  said  bonds  or  notes  exceed  the 
said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

6.  Appropriation.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  issued  and  sold  under  the  provisions 
hereof  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  department  of 
agriculture  for  use  in  eradicating  bang's  disease  and 
for  indemnities  for  bovine  tuberculosis  as  provided 
for  in  chapter  229  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  and  unexpended  por- 
tions of  said  proceeds  remaining  in  the  treasury  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  lapse,  but  shall  be 
available  only  for  the  eradication  of  bang's  disease 
and  for  indemnities  for  bovine  tuberculosis.  The  gov- 
ernor, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall 
draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  from  the  funds 
provided  by  this  act  of  sums  due  or  expended  for  the 
purposes  authorized  hereunder. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  3 
to  read  section  7.

without  driver  or  operator.

time  or  times  of  issue.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the 
governor.  The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such 
bonds  or  notes  under  the  direction  of  the  governor 
and  council  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  to  be 
most  advantageous  to  the  state.  Out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes  the  governor  is 
authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  for  the  sums  herein- 
before appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

4.  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  such  bonds  or  notes  countersigned  by 
the  governor,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of 
each  bond  or  note,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the 
time  when  payable,  and  the  date  of  delivery  to  the 
treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of 
each  bond  or  note,  showing  the  number  and  amount 
thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the 
amount  received  for  the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale, 
and  the  time  when  payable.

Amend  section  5  of  said  chapter 
73  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  4.  Military  Service  Exemp- 
tion. Any  pei^on  in  the  military  service  during  the 
World  War  II  shall  be  exempt  from  any  poll,  whether 
falling  due  prior  to  or  during  his  period  of  military 
service.  The  term  "person  in  military  service"  as 
used  in  this  section  shall  include  the  following  persons 
and  no  others :  All  members  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  the  United  States  navy,  the  marine  corps,  the 
coast  guard,  or  other  branches  of  the  armed  forces, 
any  woman's  auxiliary  service  to  the  armed  forces, 
the  members  of  which  are  subject  to  and  under  mili- 
tary law,  and  officers  of  the  public  health  service  de- 
tailed by  proper  authority  for  duty  either  with  the 
army  or  the  navy.  The  term  "military  service"  as 
used  herein  shall  signify  federal  service  on  active  duty 
with  any  branch  of  the  service  heretofore  referred  to, 
as  well  as  training  or  education  under  the  supervision 
of  the  United  States  preliminary  to  induction  into 
military  service.  The  terms  "active  service"  or  "active 
duty"  shall  include  the  period  during  which  a  person 
in  military  service  is  absent  from  duty  on  account  of 
sickness,  wounds,  leave,  or  other  lawful  cause.  The 
term  "period  of  military  service"  as  used  herein  shall 
include  the  time  between  the  following  dates:  For 
persons  in  active  service  May  23,  1941,  it  shall  begin 
with  that  date ;  for  persons  entering  active  service  after 
May  23,  1941,  with  the  date  of  entering  active  service, 
and  in  each  case  shall  end  with  the  date  of  discharge 
from  active  service  or  death  while  in  active  service. 

4.  Takes  Effect.  The  provisions  of  section  3  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  and  the  re- 
maining provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  as  of 
April  1,  1944.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  joint  resolution 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  67  (in  new  draft).  An  act  establishing  a  register 
of  public  trusts,  reported  the  same  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  83,  An  act  relative  to  an  appropriation  made  for 
the  construction  of  a  rearing  station  for  fish  at  Sum- 
ner Brook  in  Ossipee,  reported  the  same  with  the  rec- 
ommendation that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Miss  Spollett  of  Hampstead,  for  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  97, 
An  act  relative  to  fiduciaries  and  trustees  in  military 
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service,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ment, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  new  paragraph:

Committee  of  Conference 

The  Committee  of  Conference,  to  whom  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  6,  entitled  An  act  relative  to  special 
licenses  for  nonresident  members  of  the  armed  forces 
of  the  United  States,  having  considered  the  matter, 
recommended  that  the  House  recede  from  its  position 
in  adopting  its  amendments,  that  the  Senate  recede 
from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence,  and  that  the  fol- 
lowing amendments  be  adopted: 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

An  Act  Relative  to  Special  Fish  and  Game  Licenses 

for  Members  of  the  Armed  Forces  of 

the  United  States. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Fish  and  Game  Licenses.  Any  resident  of  this 
state  who  is  a  member  of  any  branch  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  during  the  present  war  and 
who  is  on  leave  or  furlough  may  make  application  to 
the  fish  and  game  director  for  a  special  license  to  hunt 
and  fish  during  such  periods  as  he  may  be  on  leave  or 
furlough.  Such  applicant  shall  submit  satisfactory 
evidence  of  his  membership  in  such  service  of  the

United  States,  and  the  director  may,  in  his  discretion, 
issue  to  such  applicant  a  special  Hcense  which  shall 
entitle  the  licensee  to  hunt,  shoot,  kill  or  take,  except 
by  the  use  of  traps,  and  to  transport  game  birds,  game 
animals,  fish,  and  salt  water  smelt,  under  the  restric- 
tions of  Title  XX  of  the  Revised  Laws,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  section.  Such  license  shall  have 
marked  or  stamped  thereon  the  words  "resident  war- 
time license."    There  shall  be  no  fee  for  such  a  license. 

2.  Nonresidents.  Any  nonresident  w^ho  is  a  mem- 
ber of  any  branch  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  during  the  present  war  who  is  quartered  in  the 
state  or  who  is  a  guest  of  a  resident  of  this  state 
while  on  leave  or  furlough  may  make  application  for 
a  war-time  fish  and  game  license  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section  for  residents,  provided  that  such 
license  for  a  nonresident  shall  have  marked  or  stamped 
thereon  the  words  "nonresident  war-time  license"  and 
the  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  director  for  such  license  shall 
be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

3.  Termination  of  Licenses.  Any  license  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  terminate  im- 
mediately upon  the  termination  of  the  service  of  the 
licensee  in  such  armed  forces,  and  in  any  event  any 
such  license  shall  expire  on  January  first  next  following 
its  issuance. 

4.  Application  of  Laivs.  The  provisions  of  Title 
XX  of  the  Revised  Laws  shall  apply  to  persons  holding 
licenses  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  herein,  and  such  provisions  of  said 
title  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  suspended  as  to  licensees  hereunder 
during  the  effective  dates  of  this  act. 

5.  Effective   Dates.      This    act    shall    take    effect 
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June  1,  1943,  and  be  effective  during  the  period  of  the 
present  war  and  for  thirty  days  thereafter.

During  the  time  this  act  is 
in  effect  the  provisions  of  sections  30,  31,  32,  33,  34, 
35  and  38  of  chapter  116  of  the  Revised  Laws,  relative 
to  operation  of  motor  vehicles,  trailers  and  semi- 
trailers by  nonresidents,  are  hereby  suspended,  in  so 
far  as  the  provisions  thereof  may  be  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Myhaver  of  Peterborough,  the 
House  concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments 
proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  235,  An  act  relative  to  firemen's  aid. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Firemen's  Aid  Relief  Fund.  Amend  chapter 
325  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  new  section :  72.  Definitions. 
The  word  "fireman"  as  used  in  this  subdivision  shall 
be  construed  to  include  any  woman  member  of  such 
fire  company  and  of  such  association  and  the  word 
"widow"  as  used  therein  shall  be  construed  to  include 
the  widower  of  any  such  woman  member. 
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2.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

Amend  sections  2  and  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out 
the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Repeal.  Section  3  of  chapter  191  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  relative  to  guaranty  agreements,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

3.  Bonds.  Amend  section  9  of  chapter  191  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following:  9.  Suit.  Any 
property  owner  whose  property  has  been  rodded  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  may  bring  suit  within

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate 
concurred  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
passage  of  the  following  entitled  bills,  with  amend- 
ments, in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  Senate 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives : 

House  Bill  No.  46,  An  act  relative  to  exemption  on 
real  estate  of  totally  disabled  veterans. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Veterans  of  Wars.  Amend  section  29  of  chap- 
ter 73  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  29. 
Service  Exemption.  Every  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
who  is  a  resident  of  this  state  and  who  served  for 
thirty  days  or  more  in  any  war  in  which  the  United 
States  has  been  engaged  and  received  an  honorable 
discharge  from  the  service  of  the  United  States  in 
such  war,  and  the  wife  or  widow  of  any  such  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  in  consideration  or  recognition  of 
such  service,  shall  be  exempt  each  year  from  taxation 
upon  his  taxable  property  to  the  value  of  one  thousand 
dollars;  provided  that  before  April  fifteenth  of  each 
year  he  shall  file  with  the  selectmen  or  assessors  his 
application  therefor,  under  oath,  on  blanks  prescribed 
by  the  state  tax  commission,  showing  that  he  and  his 
wife  do  not  own  property,  exclusive  of  any  bona  fide 
encumberances  thereon,  to  the  value  of  five  thousand 
dollars.  In  case  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall 
satisfy  the  selectmen  or  assessors  that  he  was  pre- 
vented from  filing  said  statement  through  accident, 
mistake  or  misfortune,  said  selectmen  or  assessors 
may  receive  such  statement  at  a  later  date  and  grant 
an  exemption  thereunder.  If  such  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine  is  totally  disabled  from  such  service  con- 
nection he  and  his  wife  or  widow  shall  be  exempt  each 
year  from  taxation  upon  his  taxable  property  to  the 
value  of  three  thousand  dollars,  provided  he  and  his 
wife  do  not  own  property  to  the  value  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  In  case  such 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall  own  taxable  property  in 
more  than  one  town  he  shall  take  his  exemption  first 
in  the  town  where  he  resides.  If  he  does  not  own  the 
exemption  limit  on  value  of  taxable  property  in  the 
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town  where  he  resides,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  take  the 
balance  of  such  exemption  in  any  other  town  in  the 
state  where  he  owns  taxable  property. 

2.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hart  of  Wolfeboro,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  send  down 
from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  288,  An  act  relative  to  temporary 
additional  compensation  for  state  employees. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "committees"  in  the  fourth  line  the  words,  paid 
on  a  per  diem  basis,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Additional  Pay  Temporarily  Granted.  In  con- 
sideration of  the  rising  cost  of  food,  clothing  and  other 
necessities  all  permanent  state  employees  and  officials, 
other  than  the  members  of  boards,  commissions  or  com- 
mittees, paid  on  a  per  diem  basis,  regularly  employed 
in  the  state  service,  are  hereby  granted  a  temporary 
increase  in  pay  to  take  effect  July  1,  1943,  and  to  con- 
tinue for  a  period  which  shall  terminate  on  July  1, 
1945,  or  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  ex- 
isting war  by  the  signing  of  a  definite  treaty  of  peace 
or  by  the  proclamation  of  the  president  of  the  United 
States  that  such  hostilities  have  ceased  or  that  the 
war-time  emergency  no  longer  exists,  whichever  time 
shall  be  first  reached. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Amount  of  Temporary  Increase.  The  tempo- 
rary increase  in  pay  provided  for  by  section  1  shall  be 
computed   annually   as   five   per   cent   of   the   annual 
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salary,  as  provided  in  section  3,  plus  seventy-five 
dollars,  except  that  no  person  shall  receive  as  such 
annual  increase  a  sum  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars.  Said 
temporary  increase  shall  be  paid  as  the  regular  salary 
is  paid. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Basis  for  Figuring  Increase.  The  temporary 
increases  in  pay  provided  for  by  the  preceding  sections 
shall  be  based  on  the  salaries  received  on  December  31, 
1942,  except  as  to  those  who  have  received  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  salary  to  cover  the  increased  cost 
of  living  or  to  meet  competitive  wages  elsewhere  since 
December  31,  1941.  Any  person  who  has  received 
such  an  increase  shall  only  be  entitled  to  the  difference 
between  such  increase  and  the  increase  to  which  he 
would  be  entitled  under  this  act.  Any  person  who  has 
been  promoted  to  a  new  position  since  December  31, 
1941,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  temporary  pay  increase 
based  on  the  salary  of  such  new  position. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bell  of  Plymouth,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent  down 
from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  77,  An  act  relative  to  suspension  of 
operator's  license  under  the  financial  responsibility  act. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Motor  Vehicle  Liability  Insurance.  Amend 
chapter  122  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after 
section  5  the  following  new  section :  5-a.  Exception. 
The  provisions  of  section  5  relative  to  the  suspension 
of  licenses  to  operate  shall  not  apply  to  the  license  to 
operate  of  the  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle,  trailer  or 
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semi-trailer  involved  in  an  accident  when  said  owner 
was  not  the  operator  of  the  vehicle  at  the  time  of  said 
accident  provided  said  owner  has  furnished  sufficient 
security  to  satisfy  any  judgment  or  judgments  for 
damages  resulting  from  such  accident,  within  the 
limits  required  by   this   chapter. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cummings  of  Lyndeborough,  the 
House  concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments 
sent  down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  191,  An  act  relating  to  discharge  of 
liens. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Conditional  Sales,  Personal  Property.  Amend 
chapter  262  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  inserting  after 
section  32  the  following  new  sections:  32-a.  Dis- 
charge; Record.  When  a  conditional  sale  or  lien  note 
is  satisfied  the  vendor,  or  assignee  thereof,  shall  give 
to  the  vendee  a  discharge  thereof  in  full  and  shall, 
within  twenty  days  thereafter,  cause  said  discharge  to 
be  recorded  in  the  town  or  city  clerk's  office  where 
said  conditional  sale  or  lien  note  is  recorded ;  provided 
that  the  provisions  hereof  shall  not  affect  liens  upon 
household  goods  created  by  a  lease  thereon  containing 
an  option  in  favor  of  the  leasee  to  purchase  the  same 
at  a  time  specified,  which  said  liens  are  not  recorded. 
32-b.  Penalty.  Any  vendor,  or  assignee  thereof,  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark  of  Canaan,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent  down 
from  the  Honorable  Senate.

Mrs.  Batchelder  of  Hanover,  for  the  Committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  86,  An  act  relating  to  voting  qualifications,  re- 
ported the  same  under  Joint  Rule  No.  6,  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  and  recommended  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the 
words  "of  this  state  or"  where  they  occur  in  the  fifth 
and  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  lines. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Morris  of  Lancaster,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed 
by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence 
in  the  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hough  of  Lebanon,  the  rules 
were  suspended  to  allow  for  the  presentation  of  a 
committee  report  which  had  not  previously  been  ad- 
vertised in  the  Journal. 

Mr.  Hough  of  Lebanon,  for  the  Committee  on  In- 
surance, to  whom  was  referred  Plouse  Bill  No.  284, 
An  act  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  life  and  property 
and  to  create  a  board  of  boiler  rules,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendments,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  title  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Safety  of  Life  and  Property 
Through  Uniform  Boiler  Inspection. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  all  out  after  the 
enacting  clause  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  Rules  and  Regulatmis.  The  Commissioner  of 
Labor  shall  formulate  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
safe  and  proper  construction,  installation,  repair,  use 
and  operation  of  boilers  in  this  state.  Such  rules  and 
regulations  shall  be  known  as  the  N.  H.  Boiler  Code. 
The  N.  H.  Code  so  formulated  shall  conform  as  nearly 
as  possible  to  the  boiler  construction  code  of  the 
American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  and  amend- 
ments and  interpretations  thereto  made  and  approved 
by  the  council  of  the  society  and  shall  become  effective 
upon  approval  by  the  governor  and  council  and  shall 
have  the  force  and  effect  of  law,  except  that  rules 
applying  to  the  construction  of  new  boilers  shall  not 
become  effective  to  prevent  the  installation  of  such 
until  six  months  after  approval  by  the  governor  and 
council.  Changes  in  the  rules  which  would  raise  the 
standards  governing  the  methods  of  construction  of 
new  boilers  or  the  quality  of  material  used  in  them 
shall  not  become  effective  until  six  months  after  ap- 
proval by  the  governor  and  council. 

2.  Approp7'iation.  The  sum  of  three  hundred  fifty 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  rules  promulgated  hereby  and  to 
cover  expenses  incidental  to  the  preparation  thereof. 
The  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for 
said  sum  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

3.  Existing  Boilers.  This  act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  in  any  waj^  preventing  the  use  or  sale  of 
boilers  in  this  state  which  shall  have  been  installed 
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or  in  use  in  this  state  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
act  and  which  shall  have  been  made  to  conform  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  N.  H.  Boiler  Code. 

4.  Chief  Inspector.  Within  one  hundred  eighty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  at  any  time 
thereafter  that  the  office  of  chief  inspector  may  become 
vacant,  the  commissioner  of  labor,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  and  council,  shall  appoint,  and 
may  remove  for  cause  when  so  appointed,  a  person 
who  shall  have  had  at  the  time  of  such  appointment 
not  less  than  ten  years  practical  experience  in  the 
design,  construction  or  operation  of  high  pressure 
boilers  as  a  mechanical  engineer,  steam  engineer 
boilermaker  or  boiler  inspector,  and  who  has  passed  the 
same  kind  of  examination  as  that  prescribed  for  special 
inspectors  in  section  8,  to  be  chief  inspector  at  an 
annual  salary  of  not  exceeding  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

5.  ExceptioTis.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  fol- 
lowing objects: 

I.     Boilers  under  federal  control. 
II.     Boilers  used  solely  for  agricultural  purposes. 

III.  Steam  boilers  used  exclusively  for  heating 
purposes,  carrying  a  pressure  of  not  more  than  fifteen 
pounds  per  square  inch  provided  all  new  installations 
are  built  and  installed  in  accordance  with  N.  H.  Boiler 
Code  requirements. 

IV.  Hot  water  heating  boilers  carrying  a  pressure 
of  not  more  than  thirty  pounds  per  square  inch  pro- 
vided all  new  installations  are  built  and  installed  in 
accordance  with  N.  H.  Boiler  Code  requirements. 

V.  Boilers  located  in  private  residences. 

6.  Powers  amd  Duties.  The  Commissioner  of 
Labor  and  the  chief  inspector  shall  have  the  following 
powers  and  duties: 
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I.  To  have  free  access  during  reasonable  hours,  to 
any  premises  in  the  state  where  a  boiler  is  being  con- 
structed or  is  being  installed  or  operated,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  such  boiler  is  built,  in- 
stalled and  operated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

II.  To  prosecute  all  violators  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

III.  To  issue,  suspend  and  revoke  inspection  cer- 
tificates allowing  boilers  to  be  operated  as  provided  in 
this  act. 

IV.  To  enforce  the  laws  of  the  state  governing  the 
use  of  boilers  and  to  enforce  the  N.  H.  Boiler  Code. 

V.  To  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  type,  dimen- 
sions, age,  condition,  pressure  allowed  upon,  location 
and  state  of  the  last  internal  inspection  of  all  boilers 
to  which  this  act  applies. 

VI.  To  publish  and  distribute  among  manufacturers 
and  others  requesting  them,  copies  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  hereunder. 

7.  Special  Inspectors.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor 
shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  company  authorized  to 
insure  against  loss  from  explosion  of  boilers  in  this 
state,  issue  to  any  boiler  inspectors  of  said  company 
commissions  as  special  inspectors,  provided  that  each 
such  inspector  before  receiving  his  commission  shall 
pass  satisfactorily  the  examination  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion 8  of  this  act  or,  in  lieu  of  such  examination,  shall 
hold  a  certificate  of  competency  as  an  inspector  of 
boilers  for  a  state  that  has  a  standard  examination 
substantially  equal  to  that  of  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, or  a  certificate  as  an  inspector  of  boilers  from 
the  National  Board  of  Boiler  and  Pressure  Vessel  In- 
spectors. Such  special  inspectors  shall  receive  no  sal- 
ary from,  nor  shall  any  of  their  expenses  be  paid  by 
the  state,  and  the  continuance  of  a  special  inspector's 
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commission  shall  be  conditioned  upon  his  continuing 
the  employ  of  a  boiler  inspection  and  insurance  com- 
pany duly  authorized  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  his  main- 
tenance of  the  standards  imposed  by  this  act.  Such 
special  inspectors  shall  inspect  all  boilers  insured  by 
their  respective  companies,  and  the  owners  or  users  of 
such  insured  boiler  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment 
of  inspection  fees,  as  provided  for  in  section  13.  Each 
company  employing  such  special  inspectors  shall  with- 
in thirty  days  following  eacli  annual  internal  inspection 
made  by  such  inspectors,  file  a  report  of  such  inspection 
with  the  chief  inspector  upon  appropriate  forms  as 
promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor. 

8.  ExaminatioTis.  A  fee  of  $5.00  must  accompany 
the  application  for  a  special  inspector's  examination. 
Examinations  for  special  inspectors  shall  be  given  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  and  must  be  in  writing. 
Such  examinations  shall  be  confined  to  questions  the 
answers  to  which  will  aid  in  determining  the  fitness 
and  competency  of  the  applicant  for  the  intended 
service  and  shall  be  of  uniform  grade  throughout  the 
state.  In  case  an  applicant  for  an  inspector's  appoint- 
ment or  commission  fails  to  pass  the  examination  he 
may  appeal  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  for  a  second 
examination  which  shall  be  given  by  three  examiners 
appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  of  which  one 
shall  be  a  special  inspector,  one  an  operating  engineer, 
and  one  representative  of  the  owners  and  the  users  of 
power  boilers  all  of  whom  shall  serve  without  remun- 
eration. Upon  the  result  of  this  examination  on  ap- 
peal, the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  determine 
whether  the  applicant  be  qualified.  The  record  of  an 
applicant's  examination,  whether  original  or  an  appeal, 
shall  be  accessible  to  him  and  his  employer. 

9.  Suspension  or  Revocation  of  Commission.     A 
commission   may   be   suspended    or   revoked   by   the 
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Commissioner  of  Labor  for  the  incompetence  or  un- 
trustworthiness  of  the  holder  thereof,  or  for  wilful 
falsification  of  any  matter  or  statement  contained  in 
his  application  or  in  a  report  of  any  inspection.  A 
person  whose  commission  is  revdi<;ed  may  appeal  from 
the  revocation  to  the  Conmiissioner  of  Labor  who 
shall  appoint  three  persons  to  hear  the  appeal,  one  of 
which  shall  be  a  special  inspector,  one  an  operating 
engineer,  and  one  representative  of  the  owners  and 
users  of  power  boilers.  They  shall  either  set  aside 
or  affirm  the  revocation,  and  its  decision  shall  be  final. 
A  person  whose  commission  has  been  revoked  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  present  in  person  and  by  counsel  on 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal.  If  a  certificate  or  commis- 
sion is  lost  or  destroyed  a  new  certificate  or  commis- 
sion shall  be  issued  in  its  place  without  another  exam- 
ination. A  person  who  has  failed  to  pass  the  examina- 
tion for  a  commission  or  whose  commission  has  been 
revoked,  except  for  untrustworthiness,  shall  be  entitled 
to  apply  for  a  new  examination  and  commission  after 
ninety  days  from  such  failure  or  revocation. 

10.  Inspections  Required.  On  and  after  January  1, 
1944,  each  boiler  used  or  proposed  to  be  used  within 
this  state,  except  boilers  exempt  under  section  5  shall 
be  thoroughly  inspected  internally  and  externally 
annually  while  not  under  pressure  by  the  chief  in- 
spector or  by  special  inspectors  provided  for  herein 
as  to  its  construction,  installation,  condition  and 
operation.  If  at  any  time  a  hydrostatic  test  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  to  determine  the  safety  of  a  boiler 
same  shall  be  made,  at  the  discretion  of  the  inspector, 
by  the  owner  or  user  thereof.  Not  more  than  four- 
teen months  shall  elapse  between  internal  inspections, 
and  external  inspections  while  under  pressure  shall 
also  be  made  at  no  greater  intervals.  If  a  boiler 
shall  upon  inspection  be  found  to  be  suitable,  and  to 
conform  to  the  N.  H.  Boiler  Code,  the  owner  or  user 
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thereof  shall  pay  directly  to  the  chief  inspector  the 
sum  of  one  dollar,  and  the  chief  inspector  shall  issue 
to  each  owner  or  user  an  inspection  certificate  specify- 
ing the  maximum  pressure  which  the  boiler  may  be 
allowed  to  carry.  Such  inspection  certificate  shall  be 
valid  for  not  more  than  fourteen  months  from  its 
date  and  it  shall  be  posted  under  glass  in  the  room 
containing  such  boiler  or  in  the  case  of  a  portable 
boiler,  in  a  metal  container  to  be  fastened  to  the 
machine  or  to  be  kept  in  a  tool  box  accompanying  the 
boiler.  No  inspection  certificate  issued  for  a  boiler 
inspected  by  a  special  inspector  shall  be  valid  after 
the  boiler  for  which  it  was  issued  shall  cease  to  be 
insured  by  a  duly  authorized  insurance  company.  The 
chief  inspector  may  at  any  time  suspend  an  inspection 
certificate  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  boiler  for  which 
it  was  issued  may  not  continue  to  be  operated  without 
menace  to  the  public  safety  or  w^hen  the  boiler  is  found 
not  to  comply  with  the  rules  herein  provided  for,  and 
a  special  inspector  shall  have  corresponding  powers 
with  respect  to  inspection  certificates  for  boilers  in- 
sured by  the  company  employing  him.  Such  suspen- 
sion of  an  inspection  certificate  shall  continue  in  effect 
until  such  boiler  shall  have  been  made  to  conform  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  N.  H.  Boiler  Code  and 
until  said  inspection  certificate  shall  have  been  re- 
instated. 

11.  Prohibition.  On  and  after  January  1,  1944  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  partnership 
or  corporation  to  operate  under  pressure  in  this  state 
a  boiler  to  which  this  act  applies  without  a  valid  in- 
spection certificate  as  provided  herein.  The  operation 
of  a  boiler  without  such  inspection  certificate,  or  at  a 
pressure  exceeding  that  specified  in  such  inspection 
certificate  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor  on  the  part 
of  the  owner,  user  or  operator  thereof  and  be  punish- 
able by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
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imprisonment  not  to  exceed  thirty  days  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  Each  day  of  such  unlawful 
operation  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

12.  InstaUation.  No  boiler  which  does  not  con- 
form to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  N.  H.  Boiler 
Code  governing  new  installations  shall  be  installed  in 
this  state  after  six  months  from  the  date  upon  which 
the  said  rules  and  regulations  shall  have  become  effec- 
tive by  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council.  All 
boilers  installed  and  ready  for  use,  or  being  used, 
before  the  said  six  months  shall  have  elapsed  shall  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
N.  H.  Boiler  Code  governing  existing  installations,  and 
the  formulae  therein  prescribed  shall  be  used  in  deter- 
mining the  maximum  allowable  working  pressure  for 
such  boilers.  All  boilers  to  be  installed  after  six 
months  from  the  date  upon  which  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  N.  H.  Boiler  Code  shall  become  effective 
shall  be  inspected  during  construction  by  an  inspector 
authorized  to  inspect  boilers  in  this  state  or,  if  con- 
structed outside  the  state  by  an  inspector  holding  a 
certificate  from  the  National  Board  of  Boiler  and 
Pressure  Vessel  Inspectors,  or  a  certificate  of  com- 
petency as  an  inspector  of  boilers  for  a  state  that  has 
a  standard  of  examination  substantially  equal  to  this 
state  as  provided  in  section  7. 

13.  Fees.  The  owner  or  user  of  a  boiler  required 
by  this  act  to  be  inspected  by  the  chief  boiler  inspector 
shall  pay  to  the  chief  inspector  eight  dollars  for  each 
high  pressure  boiler  except  miniature  boilers,  inter- 
nally inspected;  three  dollars  for  each  high  pressure 
boiler  except  miniature  externally  inspected  while 
under  pressure;  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
miniature  boiler;  provided  that  not  more  than  eleven 
dollars  shall  be  collected  for  such  inspections  of  any 
high  pressure  boiler  made  for  any  one  year.  The 
chief  inspector  shall  give  receipts  for  said  fees  and 
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shall  pay  all  sums  so  received  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  who  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  state.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  the  sums  so 
received  in  a  separate  fund  and  the  expenses  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  from  said  separate  fund. 

14.  Bond.  The  chief  inspector  shall  furnish  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  and  upon  a  true 
account  of  moneys  handled  by  him  and  the  payment 
thereof  to  the  proper  recipient.  The  cost  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  paid  from  the  separate  fund  so  constituted 
by  section  13. 

15.  Constitutionality.  The  fact  that  any  part  of 
this  act  is  declared  unconstitutional  or  invalid  for  any 
reason  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  portions  of  this 
act. 

16.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendment  was 
laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  in  accordance  with 
Rule  48.

Committee  Reports 

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No. 
100,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  refunding 
bonds  of  the  state,  reported  the  same  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham,  for  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Appropriations  and  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was 
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referred  House  Bill  No.  337,  An  act  relative  to  the 
rehabilitation  and  management  of  certain  state  trust 
funds,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ment, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following:  1.  ApproprUdion. 
The  sum  of  $95,000  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rehabilitating  certain  funds  left  in  trust  to 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  trust  funds  which 
shall  be  rehabilitated  and  the  amount  appropriated  for 
each  fund  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Catherine  Fiske  Legacy  for  the  bene- 

fit of  the  State  Hospital $26,378.48 

(b)  Jacob  Kimball  Legacy  for  the  benefit 

of  the  State  Hospital  $6,753.49 

(c)  Teachers  Institute  Trust  Fund  for  the 

promotion  of  education $59,723.37 

Amend  section  2  by  stril^ng  out  the  words  "seven 
hundred  seventy-five"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words,  ninety-five,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
will  read  as  follows :  2.  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized. 
The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  upon 
the  credit  of  the  state,  not  exceeding  ninety-five  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  the  trust 
funds  specified  in  this  act  and  for  that  purpose  may 
issue  bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be 
determined  by  the  governor  and  council.  The  maturity 
dates  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  determined  by 
the  governor  and  council  but  in  no  case  shall  they  be 
later  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue.  Such 
bonds  or  notes  may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time  by 
the  issuance  of  other  such  bonds  or  notes  in  the  same 
manner  but  the  maturity  dates  of  such  renewed  bonds 
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or  notes  shall  not  be  later  than  twenty  years  from  the 
date  of  the  issue  of  the  original  bond  or  note  renewed 
thereby.  All  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  such  denominations  as  the  governor  and  council 
shall  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both  princi- 
pal and  interest,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor 
and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  state.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  such  bonds  or  notes  countersigned  by  the  gov- 
ernor, showing  the  number  and  amount  of  each  bond 
or  note,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  date  of  de- 
livery to  the  treasurer  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The 
state  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  each  bond  or 
note  showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  the 
same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  date  of  maturity. 
The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or 
notes  by  direction  of  the  governor  and  council  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  determine  most  advantageous  to 
the  state.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  and  paid  out  by 
him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  governor  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act  alone  and  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his 
warrants  for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  for 
herein  of  all  sums  expended  or  due  for  the  purposes 
herein  authorized. 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  4.  Admin- 
istration. The  trust  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Hospital  described  in  subsections 
(a)  and  (b)  of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Hospital.  The  trust  fund  for  the  benefit  of  edu- 
cation described  in  subsection  (c)  of  section  1  hereof 
shall  be  administered  by  the  Board  of  Education.  In 
each  instance  the  trust  funds  shall  be  administered  by 
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the  agencies  designated,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  governor  and  council.  The  state 
treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  the  funds. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  5 
the  following  new  section :  5a.  Benjamin  Thompson 
Trust  Fund.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  any  or  all  of  the  securities  now  held  by  the  Ben- 
jamin Thompson  Trust  Fund  and  to  Invest  and  re- 
invest the  proceeds  of  such  sales  in  securities  which 
are  legal  investments  for  New  Hampshire  savings 
banks.  Such  sales  and  investments  shall  be  made  up- 
on the  recommendation  of  the  governor  and  council 
after  consultation  with  the  trustees  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire. 

Amend  section  8  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section 
the  words,  The  provisions  of  section  10  of  chapter  12 
of  the  Laws  of  1891,  requiring  that  all  money  received 
from  the  sale  of  the  assets  of  the  Benjamin  Thompson 
Trust  Fund  be  used  in  paying  and  retiring  outstand- 
ing indebtedness  of  the  state,  are  hereby  repealed,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  will  read  as  follows:  8. 
Repeal.  The  provisions  of  any  act  relating  to  any  of 
the  trust  funds  herein  specified  which  are  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  to 
the  extent  of  such  inconsistency.  The  provisions  of 
section  10  of  chapter  12  of  the  Laws  of  1891,  requir- 
ing that  all  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  assets 
of  the  Benjamin  Thompson  Trust  Fund  be  used  in  pay- 
ing and  retiring  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  state, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendments. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Potter  of  Concord,  further  reading 
of  the  amendments  was  dispensed  with.

duty.  The  time  and  the  manner  of  such  relief  shall 
be  determined  in  each  instance  by  the  police  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  or  under  authority  by  their  chief 
of  police  or  other  superior  officer  or  officers.    A  mem- 
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ber  so  relieved  shall  be  exempt  for  the  time  from 
actual  service  and  from  presence  for  duty,  but  other- 
wise shall  be  subject  during  such  relief  to  all  laws, 
rules,  orders  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  force  which  may  be  in  effect  from  time  to  time. 
Should  the  exigencies  of  the  service,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  commissioners,  or  of  the  superintendent  or 
other  superior  officer  authorized  thereto  by  the  com- 
missioners, require  at  any  time  that  a  member  of  the 
force  should  be  deprived  of  his  period  of  relief  or  that 
it  should  be  curtailed,  the  time  so  lost  shall  be  made 
up  to  him  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable.

A  town  clerk  or  the  registrar  of  vital 
statistics  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  by  any  person 
requesting  any  copy  or  verification  as  provided  in 
section  18  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  making  search, 
which  sum  shall  include  payment  for  the  issuance  of 
such  copy  or  verification,  provided  that  the  fee  to 
town  clerks  for  examination  of  documents  and  issuance 
of  a  delayed  birth  certificate  shall  be  two  dollars. 

20.  Governmental  Agencies.  Certified  copies,  cer- 
tificates of  partial  facts,  verifications  or  search  of  the 
records  may  be  made  for  any  federal,  state  or  local 
governmental  agency  by  special  arrangement  without 
regard  to  the  provisions  of  section  19. 

21.  Disposal  of  Fees.  All  fees  collected  by  the 
registrar  of  vital  statistics  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  19  and  20  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury.

An  act  relative 
to  fiduciaries  and  trustees  in  military  service,  having 
considered  the  matter,  recommended  that  the  House 
recede  from  its  position  in  adopting  its  amendment, 
that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  position  of  non- 
concurrence,  and  that  the  House  and  Senate  adopt  the 
following  amendments  to  the  bill: 


994  Journal  of  the  House 

Amend  section  1  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  new  paragraph:  IV.  The  term  "military" 
shall  include  the  army,  navy,  marine  corps,  coast  guard 
or  other  branches  of  the  armed  forces. 

Amend  section  3  by  inserting  after  the  word  "co- 
fiduciary"  in  the  third  line  the  words,  or  surety,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

3.  Procedure.  The  relief  authorized  by  section  2 
hereof  may  be  granted  upon  petition  of  any  party  in 
interest,  the  fiduciary  in  military  service  or  any  co- 
fiduciary  or  surety.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  secure

6.  Fiduciary  in  Service  Relieved  from  Duties.  So 
long  as  any  decree  entered  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  section  2  hereof  remains  in  force  the  fiduciary 
named  therein  as  being  in  military  service  shall  exer- 
cise none  of  his  fiduciary  powers  or  discretion  and  shall 
be  under  no  liability  for  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the 
substituted  fiduciary  pro  tem  or  of  any  co-fiduciary  or 
co-fiduciaries  during  that  period,  provided,  that  noth- 
ing contained  in  this  act  shall  relieve  a  fiduciary  who 
enters  military  service  from  liability  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  estate  before  the  entry  of  a  decree 
under  the  provisions  hereof.  If  the  court  shall  find 
that  because  of  the  military  service  of  the  fiduciary, 
the  stating  of  an  account  at  that  time  is  not  possible, 
an  accounting  by  such  fiduciary  in  military  service 
shall  not  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  appointment  of  a 
substituted  fiduciary  pro  tem,  and  upon  the  reinstate- 
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ment  of  such  fiduciary  or  at  such  time  as  the  said 
court  deems  meet  such  fiduciary  may  be  required  by 
said  court  to  file  an  accounting  of  his  administration 
of  said  estate.

House  Bill  No.  26,  An  act  to  provide  recognition  of 
the  war  service  of  residents  of  New  Hampshire  who 
served  in  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  or  Allied  Countries  during  the  World  War  H. 

Amend  section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5.  Special  Pott  Tax.  Beginning  with  April  first, 
1944,  and  continuing  until  termination  is  ordered,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  there  shall  be  assessed  upon  all 
taxable  polls,  as  now  or  hereafter  defined,  within  the 
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state,  a  further  tax  of  three  dollars  in  addition  to  the 
poll  tax  now  provided  or  which  may  be  provided  for 
by  law,  such  additional  tax  to  be  assessed,  levied  and 
collected  in  accordance  with  the  laws  relating  to  poll 
taxes.  A  separate  account  of  such  additional  tax 
shall  be  kept  by  the  several  town  or  city  officers  and 
it  shall  be  paid  by  the  several  towns  and  cities  to  the 
state  treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December 
of  the  several  years,  and  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  his  extent  for  all  taxes  which  shall 
remain  unpaid  on  said  dates  last  mentioned.  The  state 
treasurer  shall  keep  all  funds  accruing  from  the 
collection  of  the  special  poll  tax  provided  for  by  this 
section  in  a  separate  account  from  which  he  shall  pay 
the  indebtedness  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  as  the  same  shall  become  due.  Any  balance  in 
said  separate  account,  after  making  the  payments  au- 
thorized hereunder,  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purposes  than  for  benefits  or  assistance  to  veterans  to 
such  an  extent  as  the  legislature  may  authorize.  The 
assessment  and  collection  of  said  additional  poll  tax 
provided  for  herein  shall  cease  when  the  legislature 
or,  if  the  legislature  is  not  in  session,  the  governor  and 
council  shall  determine  that  sufficient  funds  have  been 
collected  to  make  payments  to  veterans  herein  pro- 
vided for. 

Amend  section  6  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"two  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars"  where 
they  occur  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
four  million  dollars,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

6.  Bond  Issue  Authorized.  In  order  to  provide  the 
funds  for  the  payment  of  the  bonus  authorized  here- 
under, the  sum  of  four  million  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated, 
and  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under

or  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state.  Such 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  state. 

Amend  section  9  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words,  four  million  dollars, 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

9.  Short-Term  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  hereunder,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  revenue  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the  purposes 
hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on  short-term 
loans  to  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  here- 
under, provided,  however,  that  at  no  one  time  shall  the 
indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such  short-term  loans  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  four  million  dollars. 

Amend  section  10  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

10.  Application  of  Laws.  For  the  purpose  of  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  the  special  poll  tax  pro- 
vided by  this  act  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  chap-

pay  fifty  cents  for  each  porcupine  so  destroyed.  Any 
person  producing  for  bounty  to  the  selectmen  or  city 
clerk  the  head  of  a  porcupine,  killed  outside  the  limits 
of  that  town  or  city,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
dollars,    or   imprisoned   thirty   days,   or   both.      Said 
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towns  and  cities  shall  be  reimbursed  for  payment  of 
said  bounties  as  provided  in  section  5  of  chapter  180 
of  the  Revised  Laws.

1  the  following  new  section: 

2.  Repeal.  Sections  2  and  3  of  chapter  180  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  relative  to  bounties  for  hedgehogs,  are 
hereby  repealed.

Veto  Message  on  House  Bill  No.  243 

I  hereby  return  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
without  my  approval  House  Bill  No.  243,  An  Act  re- 
lating to  offenses  against  the  flag  with  my  objections 
as  stated  below : 

The  constitutionality  of  this  bill  as  it  affects  persons 
who  refuse  to  salute  the  flag  on  the  grounds  of  con- 
scientious scruples  or  because  of  impairment  of  their 
religious  freedom  is  very  doubtful.  It  is  the  well- 
considered  opinion  of  lawyers  who  have  studied  the 
subject  that  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  will 
declare  similar  regulations  unconstitutional  in  so  far 
as  they  affect  such  persons  in  a  case  appealed  from 
the  United  States  District  Court  of  West  Virginia  now 
pending  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

Another  objection  to  the  bill  is  that  it  provides  a 
penalty  for  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  salute  the  Flag 
"in  the  prescribed  military  manner."  To  require  that 
civilians  render  the  military  salute  would  be  improper 
in-as-much  as  the  military  salute  distinctively  applies 
to  members  of  the  armed  forces  while  in  uniform. 
Furthermore,  this  bill,  if  enacted  would  controvert  the

provisions  of  Public  Law  623,  77th.  Congress,  Chap- 
ter 435,  Second  Session.  That  law  provides,  in  section 
5,  that  civilians  shall  salute  the  flag  by  removing  "the 
headdress  with  the  right  hand,  holding  it  at  the  left 
shoulder,  the  hand  being  over  the  heart.  Men  without 
hats  merely  stand  at  attention.  Women  should  salute 
by  placing  the  right  hand  over  the  heart." 

The  bill  also  provides  that  a  person  shall  salute  the 
state  flag  which  as  a  banner,  authorized  by  the  legis- 
lature bearing  the  state  seal,  tradition  and  military 
regultions  have  never  contemplated  that  the  state  flag 
should  receive  a  salute.  An  act  providing  such  a  re- 
quirement would  only  result  in  embarrassment  and 
confusion  and  would  be  difficult  to  enforce. 

At  this  time,  when  our  nation  is  engaged  in  a  global 
war,  it  is  not  necessary  to  remind  our  people  of  their 
patriotic  duty  to  respect  the  national  emblem.  The 
law  might  well  cause  differences  of  opinion  and  ill- 
feeling  among  our  citizens  and  I  believe  that  it  is  un- 
necessary, also  that  it  is  impossible  by  legislation  to 
make  people  patriotic. 

I,  therefore,  veto  House  Bill  No.  243.

A   Report   by   the   State   Planning   and   Development 
Commission  to  the  Committee  Appointed  to  Inves- 
tigate the  Advisability  of  Erecting  a  State 
Exhibition  and  Convention  Building. 

February  1,  1943 

The  following  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  a  request  made  by  Mr.  Heald,  Chairman  of  the 
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Committee  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council  to 
investigate  the  advisabihty  of  erecting  an  exhibition 
and  convention  building  within  the  State.  The  law 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  the  committee  was 
enacted  by  the  1941  Legislature,  and  is  as  follows : 

"Joint  Resolution  Authorizing  the  Appointment  of  a 
Committee  to  Investigate  the  Advisability  of  Erecting 
Within  the  State  an  Exhibition  and  Convention  Build- 
ing. 

"Whereas,  the  exhibition  of  the  products  of  agricul- 
ture, industry,  commerce  and  the  arts  for  the  education 
and  improvement  of  the  people  of  the  state  is  essential 
to  the  state's  progress  and 

"Whereas,  the  convening  from  time  to  time  of  the- 
people  of  the  state  for  the  study  of  their  common  in- 
terests is  essential  to  their  progress  and  that  of  the 
state  and 

"Whereas,  there  is  no  suitable  building  of  sufficient 
size  available  in  the  state  for  such  purposes  and 

"Whereas,  the  lack  of  such  an  exhibition  and  con- 
vention building  has  made  it  necessary  to  cancel  for  an 
indefinite  period  in  the  future  a  New  Hampshire  agri- 
cultural exhibition,  of  a  type  unsurpassed  in  the 
nation;  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  convened : 

"That  the  governor  and  council  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  to  appoint  a  special  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers to  investigate  the  advisability  of  erecting  at  a 
suitable  place  within  the  state  an  adequate  convention 
and  exhibition  building.  Said  committee  shall  make  a 
report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  gov- 
ernor on  or  before  December  1,  1942,  to  be  by  him 
presented  to  the  1943  Legislature. 

"(Approved  May  20,  1941)." 
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Other  members  of  the  committee  are  J.  Ralph 
Graham  of  Boscawen,  Joel  S.  Daniels  of  Manchester, 
John  Stanley  of  Concord,  and  Ernest  Campbell  of 
Gonic. 

In  an  effort  to  secure  a  cross-section  of  the  reaction 
of  various  departments  and  organizations  to  the  idea 
of  a  state  building,  the  commission  contacted  78 
different  departments  and  organizations.  Sixty-six 
form  letters  were  mailed  out,  of  which  46  were  re- 
turned with  the  requested  information.  These,  in 
addition  to  information  secured  by  telephone  from  13 
other  organizations  and  departments,  furnish  a  fair  in- 
dication of  the  reaction  toward  such  a  project.

As  indicated  by  the  above,  the  response  was  not  over- 
enthusiastic.  One  of  the  main  reasons  for  this  is  no 
doubt  the  fact  that  it  is  not  an  opportune  time  to  bring 
up  the  proposed  project.  In  fact,  some  of  the  ques- 
tionaires  were  returned  with  such  comments  as:  "I 
think  the  consideration  of  erecting  any  more  public 
buildings  is  inadivsable  until  after  the  War  is  over": 
"We  scarcely  believe  under  present  transportation  dif- 
ficulties and  need  for  critical  materials,  that  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war  is  the  time  for  the  construction  of  a 
building  such  as  this":  "It  would  seem  most  wise 
under  present  conditions  to  devote  time  and  effort  to 
furtherance  of  war  effort  and  postpone  action  to 
future  date:"    "In  view  of  world  conditions  I  consider 
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this  questionnaire  very  ill-timed."  Judging  from  these 
and  other  similar  comments,  it  would  seem  that  the 
reaction  might  have  been  different  if  it  had  been 
clearly  indicated  on  the  questionnaire  that  the  build- 
ing would  be  a  post-war  project. 

Other  reasons  for  the  comparatively  small  amount  of 
interest  shown  were:  (1)  many  organizations  were  too 
small  ever  to  need  any  sizable  convention  quarters; 
however,  some  of  these  indicated  that  they  might  be 
interested  if  facilities  were  provided  for  small  group 
meetings.  The  New  Hampshire  Turkey  Growers'  As- 
sociation commented  that  there  was  a  "pressing  need 
for  small  conference  rooms  that  would  seat  50  to  100 
people."  (2)  Some  organizations  prefer  to  rotate  their 
meetings  throughout  the  State  in  order  to  give  more 
people  an  opportunity  to  attend.  (3)  Some  organiza- 
tions prefer  to  hold  their  conventions  and  meetings  in 
places  where  rooming,  eating,  and  recreational  facili- 
ties are  all  provided,  e.  g.,  in  hotels. 

There  were  a  few  organizations,  however,  that  ex- 
pressed considerable  enthusiasm  for  the  building.  These 
were  the  New  Hampshire  Veterinary  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, whose  comment  was:  "A  good  idea — should 
have  a  building  somewhere  near  center  of  state  and 
near  hotel  facilities;"  the  American  Red  Cross,  indi- 
cating that  their  convention  attendance  had  increased 
to  600  people,  commented,  "I  think  a  convention  hall  in 
State  Capital  is  badly  needed;"  New  Hampshire  Fed- 
eration of  Garden  Clubs;  New  Hampshire  Farm  Bureau 
Federation,  who  commented,  "If  a  state  convention 
building  were  available  we  would  be  able  to  hold  a  type 
of  meeting  and  exhibition  which  is  needed  by  our  or- 
ganization and  which  we  are  unable  to  stage  at  pres- 
ent;" New  Hampshire  Guernsey  Breeders  Association: 
"To  my  mind  this  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  achieve- 
ments we  could  aim  for.  It  would  fill  a  long  time  need 
and  induce  more  people  to  visit  New  Hampshire.  After 
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visiting  the  Pennsylvania  winter  farm  show  one  won- 
ders why  we  have  put  off  building  this  for  so  long.  If 
there  is  anything  we  can  do  to  help  along  this  good 
work  we  will  be  only  too  glad  to  lend  a  helping  hand. 
Please  feel  free  to  call  on  us  at  any  time."  The  High- 
way Department  indicates  that,  in  normal  times,  they 
would  find  such  a  building  of  great  value  both  for 
exhibitions  and  conventions. 

The  New  Hampshire  Poultry  Growers'  Association  is 
particularly  interested  in  such  a  building  for  their  Egg 
and  Baby  Chick  Show.  It  should  be  mentioned  here 
that  the  idea  of  a  state  exhibition  and  convention 
building  originated  wtih  this  organization.  According 
to  information  received  from  Mr.  Campbell,  President, 
and  Mr.  Bradley,  Secretary  of  the  Association,  the  Egg 
and  Baby  Chick  Show  had  to  be  discontinued  for  lack 
of  a  place  to  hold  it.  Because  of  their  particular  in- 
terest in  such  a  building,  both  these  members  of  the 
Association  feel  that  their  organization  should  be 
allowed  to  have  a  part  in  the  planning  of  the  building 
if  one  is  erected. 

Mr.  Stevens,  Director  of  the  Extension  Service,  men- 
tions the  value  of  a  state  building  for  fruit  shows,  and 
also  the  development  of  "competition  on  a  state  basis 
of  cultural  events  along  the  lines  of  the  Welsh  Eistedd- 
fod." His  conclusion  is,  however:  "On  the  whole  I  am 
a  little  doubtful  as  to  whether  there  would  be  enough 
volume  of  use  for  a  special  building  of  this  type." 

The  following  conclusions  might  be  drawn  from  this 
survey : 

(1)  Under  present  world  conditions,  it  will  probably 
be  difficult  to  arouse  any  great  enthusiasm  for  this 
project.  If  anything  further  is  done  by  way  of  a  sur- 
vey or  study,  it  should  be  clearly  indicated  that  erec- 
tion of  such  a  building  would  be  a  post  war  project 
and  that  no  expenditure  of  funds  for  such  a  purpose 
will  be  made  during  the  present  emergency. 
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(2)  Such  a  building,  if  erected,  would  probably  have 
its  greatest  use  among  agricultural  groups. 

(3)  The  type  of  building  erected  would  influence  the 
extent  of  its  use.  For  example,  the  Public  Library 
Commission  indicated  that  they  might  use  the  building 
for  their  Library  Institute,  provided  suitable  classroom 
space  were  provided.  The  amount  of  provision  for 
small  group  meetings  would  also  doubtless  influence 
the  extent  of  use. 

(4)  Although  no  mention  was  made  in  the  question- 
naire of  the  possible  location  of  the  building,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  this  would  likewise  have  an  effect  on  the 
amount  of  use.  It  is  particularly  important  that  it  be 
located  in  a  place  where  there  are  adequate  rooming 
and  eating-  facilities,  as  well  as  adequate  transporta- 
tion facilities.

Senate  Message 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  announced 
that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  with  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  the  adoption  of  the  following 
concurrent  resolution : 

Resolved,  By  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
Senate  concurring,  that  a  committee  of  ten  be  ap- 
pointed to  join  with  such  committee  as  the  Senate  may 
designate  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  inform  him  that  the  Legislature  has  completed  the 
business  of  the  session  and  is  ready  to  receive  any 
communication  he  may  be  pelased  to  make,  and  the 
President  has  appointed  as  members  of  such  commit- 
tee on  the  part  of  the  Senate:  Senators  Avery  of  Dis- 
trict No.  14,  Smart  of  District  No.  21,  Daniels  of  Dis- 
trict No.  16.  and  Noel  of  District  No.  13. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Senator  Avery  of  District  No.  14,  for  the  Joint 
Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  Legislature  have 
completed  its  duties,  report  that  they  have  attended 
to  their  duties. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  and  His  Excellency,  Robert 
0.  Blood,  then  came  in  and  delivered  the  following 
message : 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  the  128th  session  of  the 
General  Court  of  New  Hampshire,  I  appear  before  you 
to  deliver  a  brief  message  on  the  accomplishments  of 
the  Legislature. 

The  session  now  passing  into  history  has  been  brief 
and  expeditious  by  comparison  with  sessions  in  recent 
years.  Especially  so,  when  there  is  taken  into  account 
the  growing  work  of  the  Legislature  which  has  been 
considerably  increased  by  the  expanding  services  of 
state  government  in  days  of  peace,  and  by  the  added 
services  made  necessary  in  the  waging  of  total  war. 

In  the  field  of  military  legislation  you  have  passed 
the  War  Powers  Act,  and  various  measures  for  the 
benefit  of  those  serving  in  the  armed  forces.  You 
have  made  possible  the  continuation  and  effective  de- 
velopment of  civilian  defense  and  aggressive  war  effort 
through  the  State  Council  of  Defense. 

New  Hampshire  at  war  has  given  a  good  account  of 
itself.  In  every  phase  of  war  work,  much  of  whicli 
has  necessarily  been  done  under  directives  from  Wash- 
ington, the  state  has  played  its  full  part  and  given  a 
full  measure  of  cooperation.  This  would  have  been 
impossible  without  your  own  cooperative  effort. 

The  burdens  of  war  and  of  war  legislation  have  been 
added  to  the  normal  procedures  of  peace.  It  is  to  the 
credit  of  the  General  Court  of  New  Hampshire — to  you 
its  members — that  we  have  developed  a  program  of 
public  welfare  by  means  of  which  no  one  will  suffer 
under  the  impact  of  war.  On  the  contrary,  general 
state  administration  and  particular  needs  have  been 
met,  by  the  enactment  of  adequate  legislation.  We 
have  advanced,  rather  than  retreated,  on  the  civilian 
front. 
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As  evidence  of  this,  let  me  cite  a  few  of  tiie 
measures  that  you  have  enacted  into  law.  You  have 
authorized  the  combining  of  the  trustees  of  the  state 
library  and  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  Com- 
mission in  one  body,  and  the  establishment  of  the 
travel  bureau  on  a  permanent  basis.  You  have  pro- 
vided compensation  benefits  for  permanent  partial  dis- 
ability, and  mortgage  relief  for  recreational  industry. 
You  have  liberalized  the  unemployment  compensation 
law,  and  provided  for  a  war-time  increase  of  state  em- 
ployees' pay.  You  have  passed  the  state  employment 
reclassification  bill  and  authorized  the  continuation  of 
the  capital  budget.  You  have  rehabilitated  certain  of 
the  state  trust  funds  and  provided  a  future  policy  for 
handling  new  trust  funds. 

I  appreciate  as  you  do  that  in  these  most  uncertain 
times  none  of  us  can  foresee  the  changes  that  may 
take  place,  and  the  revenue  figures  established  in  my 
budget  or  the  changed  figures  established  by  the  legis- 
lature, the  totals  of  which  are  practically  equal,  I  be- 
lieve are  as  fair  a  determination  as  can  be  arrived 
at,  at  this  time. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  tobacco  products  tax  and 
the  elimination  of  the  direct  state  tax,  budget  pro- 
cedure has  necessarily  been  governed  by  our  income 
estimates,  whereas  in  past  years  the  direct  state  tax 
was  a  flexible  item  that  could  be  readily  adjusted  to 
balance  the  budget.  The  budget  as  passed  is  in 
balance  which  with  the  related  contingent  fund  you 
have  provided  for  the  next  two-year  period  is  sufficient 
for  all  the  necessary  administration  and  services 
needed,  unless,  of  course,  some  very  serious  situation 
arises  as  a  result  of  war  conditions. 

Time  will  not  permit  a  review  of  the  full  list  of 
laws  you  have  passed.  You  are  well  acquainted  with 
the  work  you  have  completed,  and  are  anxious  now 
only  to  go  home — to  resume  your  normal  occupations. 
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made  much  more  than   normally  important   by  the 
urgency  of  w^ar. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  it  is  as  essential  for  us 
to  prepare  for  peace  as  it  has  been  necessary  for  us 
to  prepare  for  war.  It  is  imperatively  necessary  for 
us  to  do  this  as  a  nation.  It  is  also  necessary  that 
each  of  the  forty-eight  states,  as  component  parts  of 
the  Union,  should  do  this  on  the  level  of  state  govern- 
ment. 

It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  victory  may  have  been 
won,  and  the  road  opened  to  the  peaceful  re-establish- 
ment of  world  order,  when  the  Legislature  of  1945 
convenes.  Of  one  thing  we  may  be  sure:  the  next 
biennium  will  mark  a  new  high  tide  in  the  influence 
and  the  responsibility  reposed  in  this  body.  We  will 
share,  with  the  other  States,  the  golden  opportunity 
of  helping  to  give  worldwide  effect  to  the  principles 
of  democracy  upon  which  this  state  was  founded  and 
for  which  its  heroes  have  died.  We  shall  not  fail ; 
but  in  order  to  insure  our  successful  participation  in 
the  task  ahead,  we  must  plan  wisely,  and  plan  now. 

The  problems  of  the  task  ahead,  however,  must 
await  another  occasion.  Now  that  your  labors  are 
ended  let  me  tell  you  that  I  think  you  have  done  a  good 
job.  I  appreciate  the  generous  measure  of  co-opera- 
tion you  have  given  me,  and  I  have  tried — always  with 
the  welfare  of  the  state  uppermost  in  my  mind — to 
reciprocate. 

In  conclusion  may  I  again  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  the  General  Court  and  the  attaches 
for  the  fine  service  rendered  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  a  war-time  legislature.  May  I  wish  for  each 
of  you  the  blessing  of  good  health  and  prosperity — 
and  for  the  United  Nations,  an  early  victory  followed 
by  a  permanent  peace  based  on  freedom  and  equality 
for  all  men. 
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To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  that  you  have 
completed  the  business  of  the  Session  and  are  there- 
fore ready  to  adjourn. 

It  therefore  becomes  my  duty  as  Governor  of  New- 
Hampshire,  with  the  approval  of  the  Council  to  de- 
clare this  128th  Session  of  the  General  Court  of  New 
Hampshire  adjourned,  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  the 
month  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  forty-four.
